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SHEPHERD DEFEATS SALEM IN THRILLER 


Winding up their pre-holiday cam- 
paign on Dec. 16, the Shepherd College 
quintet gave themselves and Coach 
Cletus Lowe a royal Christmas present 
by upsetting a strong Salem Team 67- 
66 , before a large crowd. 

(Francis Maleonski e’s foul shot, with 
36 seconds to go and the score tied, 
provided the tingling climax to a “cork- 
ing-good” battle. With the count knot- 
ted at 66-66 the bespectacled Shepherd 
guard converted on one of his two free 
throws to set off pandemonium. 

It was the first West Virginia Con- 
ference victory in three starts of the 
Rams, whose spirit and determination 
have been welcome features of their 
action to date. Shepherd had lost to 
West Liberty, 43-42, and to front-run- 
ning West Virginia Tech 69-58, while 
Salem already showed three victories 
upon pulling into Shepherds town. 

The photo finish was not an accurate 
summary of the game as a whole for 
The Rams had led most of the time 
with its margin along the way being 
as much as 14 points. 

The Rams showed off their new uni- 
forms for the first time and also 
showed class in their team play 
throughout the game. The new uni- 
forms brought Coach Lowe not only 
change in luck but a great victory over 
a strong Salem Aggregation. Coach 
Lowe substituted from time to time 
and found the winning combination at 
the right time. After Salem drew first 
blood, Shepherd jumped In to the lead 
and kept it. The Rams at one time 
were 14 points up but Salem came back 
strong and from that time on it was 
nip and tuck. 


At the half the Rams -were ahead 6 
points, 35-29. When the second half 
started Salem came back strong and 
only during the third did they get 
ahead, 43-42. It was only for a short 
time as the Rams came back strong. 

Sayger and Malonskie, the Ram’s hot 
guards, performed well and contrib- 
uted much to the victory. Skinner, 
Swick, and Barker gained high honors 
for scoring with 13, 12, 10, respectively, 
and Skinner’s play at the backboards 
was outstanding. Morus played an out- 
standing game for the visitors making 
16 'points.

Senator Harvey Beeler, Berkeley 
Springs; Delegate Stewart A. Wright, 
Martinsburg; Delegate W. P. C. Perry, 
Charles Town; Delegate Ward M. Daw- 
son, Berkeley Springs; Delegate George 
McKee, Shepherdstown (1946 session); 
Mr. Garland L. Dunn, member, State 
Board of Education, Martinsburg; Dr. 
Oliver S. Ikenberry, J. L. Egle, financial 
secretary; William R. Thacher. prof- 
fessor of Economics and Sociology, and 
Charles F. Printz, associate professor 
of Business Administration. 

Following the luncheon, the legislators 
made a tour of the campus to inspect 
the buildings and grounds. The legis- 
lators were pleased to learn that Shep- 
herd College had had a 25% increase 
in enrollment this year and that Shep- 
herd was the only state supported 
school with a greater enrollment this 
year than last. 

College officials stated that they were 
most appreciative of the splendid co- 
operation and support thi.t the legis- 
lators had shown for the college.

COLLEGE YEARBOOK MAY BE REVIVED 


DEAN STABLER 
ATTENDS MEETING 


Dean Carey V. Stabler attended a 
meeting of the State Committee on 
teacher education on January 10 and 11, 
at Charleston, W r est Virginia. 

The principle objective of this com- 
mittee is to develop curricula on teacher 
training. The immediate problem facing 
the committee is the serious shortage 
of elementary teachers. It is believed 
that a revision of the present program 
of training and certification of teachers 
will help solve this problem. 

Additional questions considered by 
the committee were: scholarships for 
teachers; certification of attendance 
supervisors; maximum hours college 
credit for extension courses for semes- 
ter; and in service training for college 
teachers. 

A large majority of the colleges in 
West Virginia were represented at 
Charleston. Several members of the 
State Department of Education were al- 
so on the committee. 

Dean Stabler was chairman of the 
Shepherd College area, committee of 
teacher education, and is also the 
regional representative of the state 
committee. 

The date of March 1, was set for re- 
ports from regional committees of the 
curricula for training elementary 
teachers, and April 1 for final reports 
on training in secondary education. 


The difficult task of reviving the col- 
lege year book after a lapse of twenty 
years, is being undertaken by the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of 
Shepherd College. The last Cohongo- 
roota was published in 1929. 

The word “Cohongaroota” is an Ind- 
ian one and is another name for the 
Potomac River. A translation of the 
word means “the river of the wild 
geese flying.” 

At a recent meeting of the Y. M. C. 
A., Harvey Curtis Fenimore, Jr., and 
Dana Hunt Benfield, were elected to 
serve as editors of the Cohongoroota. 

Mr. Fenimore, a veteran of World 
War II, is a senior at Shepherd College, 
where he is co-editor of The Picket, 
coresponding secretary of Zeta Sigma 
Fraternity, member of the constitution 
committee of College Council, the Vet- 
erans Association, and of the college 
choir. 

He is married and with his wife and 
child makes his home in Shepherds- 
town. 

Mi*. Benfield, also a senior at Shep- 
herd, attended Duke University 1945- 
46, where he was a member of the 
Canterbury Club. At Shepherd he is 
editor of the News Letter, president Y 
M. C. A., past editor of The Picket, 
chaplain, Zeta Sigma Fraternity, mem- 
ber Alpha Psi Omega, Kappa Chi and 
the College Council calendar commit- 
tee. 

This year the Cohongoroota will con- 


tain approximately 180 pages of indi- 
vidual pictures and notes of all the 
students, pictures of the administra- 
tion, faculty, buildings, sports, classes, 
organizations, publications, fraternities, 
sororities, dances, social activities, and 
campus shots. It will also contain the 
picture of Miss Cohongoroota of 1949 
and nine other college coeds to be 
selected by the YM.C.A. and voted 
upon by the student body at a later 
date. 

All students who desire a Cohongo- 
roota are to pay the fee of four dollars 
at 'the time of paying the other col- 
lege fees, on registration day for the 
second semester, Monday, January 31. 
The books are supposed to be delivered 
about the second week in May.

SHEPHERD INVITED 
TO CONFERENCE 


Shepherd College was invited by the 
National Education Asociation to par- 
ticipate in the Regional Conference on 
Teacher Education held in Washington, 
D. C., on Monday and Tuesday, Janu- 
ary 10 and 11. 

Representing Shepherd College were: 
Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry; Dr. I. O. Ash, 
Professor of Secondary Education; Miss 
Florence Shaw, Associate Professor of 
Elementary Education; and Mr. Freel 
Welshans, Principal of Shepherdstown 
Grade School. 

The conference considered the na- 
tional problems relating to teacher edu- 
cation and the certification of teachers. 


T. A. Lowery, Superintendent of Jef- 
ferson County Schools, spoke about 
The Continuous Twelve-year Program 
before an open meeting of Kappa Delta 
Pi at Shepherd College, January 17. 

The most recent trend in elementary 
and secondary education is to link the 
twelve years of schooling together by 
installing a program that will meet the 
needs of the student instead of the stu- 
dent meeting the needs of the school. 
Mr. Lowery elaborated on several im- 
portant working principles which should 
support the twelve-year system: Youth 
should be taught to live democratically 
with satisfaction to themselves as 
homemakers and citizens in society; the 
importance of the fundamental skills of 
computation, reading, and writing can- 
not be overlooked ; fostering learning 
at the student’s level, the program must 


| stimulate the maximum achievement of 
: which the student is capable. 

To install such a program, Mr. Lowery 
pointed out, would necessitate an 
increase in teacher personnel and ex- 
pansion in school buildings. Time and 
perseverance are needed. Jefferson 
County has made more progress in its 
educational program these past two 
years than it has in the past five. 

In closing, Mr. Lowery complimented 
the Jefferson County teachers on their 
good work and invited those present at 
the meeting to visit the schools at any 
time to see the work that is being done. 

Following the discussion period in 
which Mr. Lowery answered pertinent 
questions, refreshments were served 
Mrs. Nancy Manuel officiated as pro- 
gram chairman. 



EXPERT LECTURES 
ON CONSERVATION 


Dr. C. I. McClintic, Director of the 
West Virginia Conservation Commis- 
sion, addressed the students and facul- 
ty of Shepherd College on Wednesday, 
January 12, at 1:50 p. m. on the sub- 
ject of “Conservation.”

This year’s Shepherd College Rams 
experienced their most successful grid- 
iron campaign since 1933.

Overpayment of Veterans 

At one time or the other some un- 
fortunate veteran has had occasion to 
receive a brief letter from the Veterans 
Administration informing him that by 
some slight error his allowance had 
been overpaid. Of course he assumed 
this to mean he must repay the amount 
overpaid or suffer the penalty. Few 
veterans though are aware of the fact 
that they can do something to allevi- 
ate the apparent hardship it w f ould 
cause them in repaying the overpaid 
portion of their allowance. 

In such a case you should write to 
the Committee on Waivers and For- 
feitures at the nearest Veterans Admin- 
istration Regional Office. If your case 
proves to be a worthy one, w’aiver of the 
overpaid portion of the allowance is 
highly probable. So, Veterans who take 
advantage of their privileges are often 
relieved of hardship by simply writing 
a letter.

We hope to realize $100,000 from 
‘revenue bonds’ in order to be able to 
go ahead with the dormitory.”

Brazilian Youth Studying Here at Shepherd College 


If you hear someone on the campus 
carrying on running conversations in 
Portuguese, you are not hearing a ses- 
sion of the United Nations, but Carlos 
Ernidio Pimentel of Lisbon, Portugal, 
and Sao Paulo, Brazil. Bom in Angola 
Africa, he has lived in Portugal, Spain 
Madiera Islands, Brazil, Argentina, 
and Canada. 

Carlos is majoring in art and chem- 
istry and hopes to get his degree at 


; Shepherd. He has attended Tilton, 
Marietta College, Universite d e 
Montreal, and McGill University. 

While the students of Shepherd 
w r ere shivering from the cold, Carlos 
was spending the Christmas holidays 
in Brazil — temperature 110 degrees. 
He expects to visit Europe this sum- 
| mer — and to “break the ice” is buying 
a plane— someone told him of the 
1 slogan — “See America First.” 


Dr. Ruth Scarborough was guest 
speaker at the annual dinner meeting 
of the Lawson-Botts Chapter of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
honoring the birthdays of General 
Robert E Lee and “Stone wall” Jack- 
son, which was held on January 19 at 
the Thomas Jefferson Hotel in 
Charles Town, W. Va. Dr. Scar- 
borough was presented a corsage of 
red carnations and white snapdragons. 

At the conclusion of the dinner the 
president of the organization intro- 
duced Dr. Scarborough, who had been 
asked to speak on Gen. Lee and Gen. 
ackson. She handled her subject in an 
interesting manner. Upon thinking 
over her subject, she wondered how 
much the present generation knew 
and the impressions these tw-o great

She thought she might cr.ll her 
project, “My Day” as she carried it 
out during one day, miong the stu- 
dents at Shepherd College and others 
whom she met during that time. Some 
of the answers were most interesting 
and enlightening. 

At her first class at 9 a. m., she 
asked a student what he knew about 
Gen. Lee. He replied he w 7 as from 
Harpers Ferry and knew all about 
Gen. Lee coming there and his pur- 
pose in doing so. He said he also knew 
about Gen. Jackson, that he licked 
the British at New Orleans, and after- 
wards was president of the U. S. When 
asked if he had gotten his generals 
mixed, he suddenly remembered he 
had done so, and then remembered 
that Gen. Stonewall Jackson was 
called G'en. Lee's right hand man 
during the war between the states. 

In an American history class, the 
election of Lincoln was being dis- 
cussed and the great problems of 
that time. When asked what he con- 
sidered the greatest asset the South 
had, a northern boy replied he 
thought Gen. Lee. When asked what 
he thought or remembered most 
; about Gen. Lee, he replied that it was 
Gen. Lee’s character, his thoughtful- 
ness of ethers and that Gen. Lee 
would Lave been good at any thing 
he might have undertaken. 

In a class of European history, 
another student thought it was the 
deeply religious character of both 
generals, that made them so great. 
He remembered Gen. Jackson’s last 
words when dying, “Let us pass over 
the river and rest in the shade.” 

Standing in line to get into the 
cafeteria at lunch time, Dr. Scar- 
, borough asked a student from Idaho, 
what impression h-e had of Gen. Lee. 
He replied he owned Dr. Freeman’s 
books on Gen. Lee and so had learned 
|ond was learning a lot about him; 
that he had married a southern girl 
and just was obliged to learn about 
I the South and the Confederacy. This 
I student was most impressed with 
( Gen. Lee’s consideration of others, in 
' the barracks, on the battlefield and 


everywhere. He told of the incident, 
of the union soldier lying wounded on 
the battlefield, who was resentful 
and who almost insulted Gen. Lee as 
he was passing by, and how Gen. Lee, 


on hearing him, stopped and spoke 
kindly to him and gave him a drink 
of water as he passed on. 

While in txie cafeteria, Dr. Scar- 
borough asked a boy at the table, his 
greatest impressions of Gen. Lee. He 
replied, it was the general’s decision 
at the time of the secession of Vir- 
ginia. He had to face his former 
Commander, Gen. Scott, when he was 
offered the command of the Union 
army. Gen. Lee told he could not 
fight his own people so chose to 
cast his lot with them. This student 
was also impressed by Gen. Lee not 
imposing his decision upon his child- 
ren; that he realized they should be 
free to think and decide for them- 
selves. 

Another student thought the scene 
at Appomattox tiie most impressive 
I in Gen. Lee’s life as a soldier, where 
j he was as great in defeat as Gen. 
Grant in victory and where Gen. Lee 
was as embarrassed in presenting his 
sword to Gen. Grant as the latter was 
in receiving it. 

In her freshman class, made up 
mostly of G. I’s, the military strat- 
egy of both generals seemed to have 
made most impressions. One student 
demonstrated on the blackboard, by 
drawing a picture of a- particular 
battlefield. Another student told and 
demonstrated also how much the Af- 
r^n campaign was like the Shenan- 
doah campaign in the war between 
the states and told of Gen. Rommel 
coming to Charles Town to study the 
latter campaign. 

When a faculty member, a biolo- 
gist, was asked his neatest impression 
of Gen. Lee, he asked if Dr. Scar- 
borough had ever visited the garden 
at Arlington. There, he said, he had 
learned that Gen. Lee was a scientific 
gardener and that, as the Gen. was 
good in any thing he undertook, he 
could have been a scientific farmer. 
Another student had read Kyd 
Douglas’s book. “I Rode With Jack- 
son.” This student was impressed by 
his being such a strict disciplinarian 
and yet so human in dealing with 
the men who served under him. 

Finally, a student teacher was in- 
terviewed. His greatest impression of 
Lee was his decision of becoming a 
teacher after the war, to teach and 
try to impress others with the im- 
portance of learning to become good 
I citizens. He considered General Lee 
I and General Eisenhower both won- 
derful in such decision. 

Dr. Scarborough concluded her 
talk, by quoting from an epitaph to 
Gen. Lee, in the book, “Making Ameri- 
can History.” 

He was a foe without hate and a 
friend, wtihout treachery, 

A soldier without cruelty, a victim 
without murmuring. 

He was a public officer without vice. 

A private citizen without wrong, 

A neighbor without reproach, a 
Christian without hypocracy, and a 
man without guilt. 

His virtues will live forever and his 
character will be multiplied by gener- 
ations yet unborn. 


LARGER ENROLLMENT 
FOR SPRING TERM 


The total enrollment at Shepherd 
College for the second semester — in- 
cluding full-time students, night stu- 
dents, anfl extension students — now 
stands at 601, Dr. Carey V. Stabler, 
dean and registrar, stated on Febru- 
ary 7th. 

This is an increase of 115 over the 
second semester figure of 450 for the 
last year and is approximately the 
same as the figure for the first semes- 
ter of this college year. 

Registration was conducted the first 
part of the week beginning February 
1st, with classes beginning Tuesday 
afternoon. Officials said deadline for 
registering for the second semester 
was Monday, February 7th. 

The era oilmen o is composed of 39o 
full-time students, 105 resident night 
students and 110 extension enrollees. 
The second semester of last year there 
were 319 full-time, 76 resident night 
and 55 extension. The increase rep- 
resents a 26 percent gain. 

There are 45 new students registered 
for the second semester replacing 16 
who withdrew for various reasons. 
There are now^ 170 -students enrolled 
under the “G. I. Bill of Rights.” This 
compares with 160 the second half 
year in 1948. 

Of the 45 newr Students 36 are West 
Virginians. Seven are from Maryland, 
tw T o from Virginia, one from Pennsyl- 
vania, and one from Brazil, South 
America. The Brazilian student is E. E. 
Pimentel.

FEDERAL _AID BILL

Aid to Education Bill at the meeting 
on Monday, February 7. A panel 
' presentation was given by Mi*. Ira 
Miller and Mr. James Redman. This 
presentation was followed by an open 
ferum discussion of the provisions of 
the bill and the possible “loop holes” 

; which might weaken it. The provisions 
i of the Fed. Aid Bill are as follows: 

1. The authorization is for $300,000,- 
000 per year. 

2. Federal control of educational 
I policies is explicitly prohibited. 

3. The bill is essentially an equali- 

( zation measure, with largest amounts 
of the federal funds apportioned to 
! the neediest states. 

4. No state will receive less than $5 
per child 5 to 17 year old inclusive. 

5. Fair and equitable treatment for 
separate schools maintained for sepa- 
rate schools maintained for separate 

| minority racial groups is provided. 

6. The states may use the funds ac- 
! cording to the provisions cf state con- 
stitutions and state laws governing 
the use of state and local school dol- 
lars for current operating purposes.

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State Appropriates $700,000 
To Shepherd Building Fund 


DR. RIGATZ SPEAKS TO KAPPAS 


Seven hundred thousand dollars — 
the full amount requested — was ap- 
proved by the state legislature for 
the construction of a new Health and 
Physical Education Building and a 
new dormitory at Shepherd College. 

The $700,000 from the State sur- 
plus. fund includes $500,000 for the 
gymnasium building and $200,000 for 
the construction of the new dormi- 
tory. The $200,000 will be supple- 
mented by $100,000 to be raised by 
the college through sale of revenue 
bonds, making the dormitory a $300,- 
000 project. 

Preliminary blueprints already have 
been prepared for the two new struc- 
tures that will be erected on the 20 
acres of land running down to the 
Potomac River. The land was pur- 
chased by the college last year as the 
first step in its long-range expansion 
program. 

The new gymnasium will have a 
seating capacity of around 2,000. In 
addition, the health and physical edu- 
cation building will include a swim- 
ming pool, adequate locker and dres- 
sing room space and companion fa- 
cilities. Plans are to turn White Gym- 


nasium into a student union building 
upon occupation of the new structure. 
Tire new dormitory is expected to 
house between 75 and 80 men. ‘Paper” 
plans and architectural work will con- 
tinue though there is no indication as 
yet as to when actual construction will 
start. 

In commenting on the appropria-, 
tions, Dr. Ikenberry particularly prais- 
ed the efforts of Senator Harvey Beel- 
er, of Berkeley Springs, member of the 
Senate finance committee; and Dele- 
gate W. P. C. Perry, of Charles Town, 
member of the house finance com- 
mittee; as well as the efforts of the 
State Education Board Committee, in- 
cluding Garland L. Dunn, of Martins - 
burg, that -worked to have full amounts 
apportioned Shepherd as well as other 
state educational institutions. 

Others giving their support included 
Delegate Ward Dawson, of Morgan 
County; Delegate Stewart Wright, of 
Berkeley County; Senate Majority 
Leader Ralph J. Bean, of Moorefield; 
H. K. Baer, secretary of the State 
Board of Education; and Senate Clerk 
| J. Howard Myers.

Student Body Hears 
Alumnus Speak 

The Rev. Robert Bartlett was the 
guest speaker at the assembly program 
on March 16. The program opened 
with the group singing “Onward 
Christian Soldiers.” Dr. Ikenberry 
read the scripture and offered a pray- 
er. Mrs. Dorothy Tillotson sang a 
selection, “How Lovely Is the Hand of 
God” and was accompanied by Mrs. 
Peacher. 

Dr. Ikenberry introduced Rev. Bart- 
lett, who is a graduate of Shepherd 
in the class of 1936. He received his 
ministerial training at the West- 
minster Theological Seminary. During 
the war he served as chaplain in the 
U. S. Army and held the rank of 
Major. He still holds this title in the 
army reserves. He is now minister at 
the Calvary Methodist church in Mar- 
tinsburg, West Virginia. 

Rev. Bartlett used as his theme, 
happiness, the kind of happiness 
which comes from contentment, not 
the kind that philosophy gives us. The 
three essentials for 'this happiness are: 
something to do, something to love, 
and something to hope for. First, the 
youth of today depend on some one 
else to give them something to do. 
This shouldn’t be, as there is always 
something to be done. Not necessarily 
work or what we do, but what is ac- 
complished byi what is done. Second, 
love, the attitude of today has lowered 
the meaning of love so much, that 
the expression now doesn’t mean any- 
thing. There are many things to love, 
especially children. Next, there are 
many things to be hoped for. Such as. 
united brotherhood, a better world, and 
hope for another land in another time.

Mr. Carl J. Farnsworth has accept- 
ed the invitation to become an honor- 
ary member of this organization but 
could not be present for the initiation. 
After the initiation ceremony, the 
active and alumni members making 
a total of 55 people were served a 
fried chicken dinner at the Thomas 
Jefferson Hotel in Charles Town. Mrs. 
Manuel presided at the dinner meeting 
and Mr. A. D. Kenamond introduced 
the speaker, Dr. Regatz who sum- 
marized briefly the conditions as he 
found them in Europe. His talk in- 
cluded Great Britain, France, The 
Benelux countries, Spain and Por- 
tugal, Germany, Italy and he men- 
tioned briefly Yugoslavia, Greece and 
Turkey. 

He found the average Englishman 
optimistic and better off financially 
than he has ever been and that the 
socialistic program of the Labor Party 
was proving successful. Taking cogniz- 
ance of the fact that the Empire has 
lost many of her former colonies, he 
told of the country’s concentrating on 
the African continent to make up the 
loss of territory she has suffered in 
other parts of the world. He told of a 
three million acre cotton plantation 
and two one million acre peanut 
plantations that the English have 
built in Africa in order to help reach 
the- goal of self-sufficiency. The Gov- 
ernment has a long range program of 
transplanting ten million people from 
the Island of Great Britain to their 
colonies in Africa. By and large the 
impression Professor Ragatz during 
his visit to England was optimistic 
and a belief that England will con- 
tinue as one of the great powers in 
the world. 

In contrast he found the average 
Frenchman to be very pessimistic ex- 
pecting at any time violence to break 
out between the DeGaulist and the 
Communists. Professor Ragatz be- 


lieves that a clash is inevitable in the 
very near future, that the DeG‘aulis:s 
will gain control of the Government 
and reestablish a monarchy. All 
Frenchmen seem to look to the rees 
tablishment of the monarchy as the 
best hope of France. They definitely do 
not have any confidence in the present 
Government and welcome a change. 

Spain and Portugal according to 
Dr. Ragatz are being courted by the 
Western democracies and will take 
•their place as members of the United 
Nations. The basic reason for this is 
the immensely strategic position they 
occupy in case of a world war. The 
Professor said that the economy ol 
these two countries were improving 
and that with aid from America they 
would regain economic stability. 

The picture of Italy presents di- 
lemmas which in the professor's 
opinion and the opinion of other stu- 
dents of foreign affairs will culminate 
in the communists winning the next 
election, unless something unforeseen 
happens. He brought out the fact that 
the people have tried a Monarchy, a 
Fascist dictatorship, and now a Quasi- 
Republican, which has proved totally 
inadequate. This, plus the fact that 
the average Italian deeply resents the 
influencing of last year’s election by 
the United States will result in the 
communists gaining power. Greece 
and Turkey, however, with adequate 
help from the United States will con- 
tinue to resist Russia. 

The Benelux countries, Belguim, 
Holland, and Luxenburg are progress- 
ing very satisfactorily toward stable 
economy. Trade barriers have been 
eliminated and undoubtedly has had 
a large bearing on the present eco- 
nomic success of the three tiny 
countries. Professor Ragatz com- 
mented on the beautiful well stocked 
shops of some of 'the larger cities in 
these countries and that one could see 
more large new cars in Brussels than 
one could in New York City. 

Dr. Ragatz also mentioned that in 
the Balkins in the spirit of National- 
ism shown by Yugoslavia is a ray of 
Jhope in the final goal of shattering 
j the Russian bloc. He looks for a sim- 
! ilar circumstance to appear in Czech- 
i oslovakia and Hungary. 

The Professor concluded his inter- 
esting talk by stating that Stalin has 
concentrated too much power in his 
own hands and as a result at his death 
a struggle between two factions will 
occur to determine his successor. This 
should result in the more liberal fac- 
tion taking over Russia and will lead 
1 to a more concilitory policy toward 
the West.

TIPS TO VETS 

Some question has been raised as to 
the status of the VA office in Rich- 
mond, Va. Veterans, who have kept 
their National Service Life Insurance, 
should continue to send their insurance 
premiums to the Veterans Admini- 
stration District Office in Richmond. 

Because of organizational changes 
which VA made February 1st, some 
veterans have indicated uncertainty 
as to where they should send their 
premium payments. However, VA ex- 
plained, while the Richmond unit was 
stripped of its supervisory functions 
when it was changed from a branch 
office to district office, the insurance 
set-up remained. 

Yellow premium envelopes are mailed 
regularly to veteran policy holders, 
VA pointed out. These bear VA’s cor- 
rect Richmond address, as well as 
identifying data for the policy holder, 
and veterans should keep right on 
using them. 


The Veterans Administration gets a 
lot of inquiries from veterans about 
G. I. Insurance. Most of these ques- 
tions fall into three groups. One . . . . 
how to renew a term policy that’s 
about to expire. Two .... converting 
from term insurance to a permanent 
plan. And three .... how to get back 
G. I. Insurance that’s lapsed. Now . . 
let’s go back 'to that first question . . . 
the one about renewal of a term pol- 
icy. The VA makes every effort to 
send out notices of expiration to vet- 
erans whose term insurance is about 
to expire. And the VA tries to see 
that such a notice is mailed to a vet- 
eran two months before the expiration 
date of his policy. That gives him am- 
ple time to renew his term insurance 
before it runs out. No physical exami- 
nation is needed to renew a term pol- 
icy for another five years. But the 
premium rate is slightly higher . . . . 
because it is based on the veteran’s 
age at the time he renews his policy. 
A veteran must send in his applica- 
tion for renewal before his present 
term policy runs out .... and he 
must send a premium payment along 
with it. 

Veterans planning to resume inter- 
rupted G. I. Bill education and train- 
ing should await receipt of a supple- 
mental certificate of eligibility before 
going back to classes, Veterans Ad- 
ministration advised. 

VA said that recently a large num- 
ber of veterans have been accepted 
for courses by educational institutions 
before they have received their sup- 
plemental certificates of eligibility 
from VA. 

Veterans are urged to "wait until 
they are sure their certificates have 
been approved before actually enter- 
ing training, unless they can afford 
to defray the costs of tuition and ex- 
penses themselves. 

Until the certificates are issued, VA 
assumes no financial obligation for 
the pajmient of tuition and other ex- 
penses. Collection is strictly a matter 
between the school and the veteran. 
VA said. 

Some people have a way of keeping 
cash in odd places. Inside a mattress

okay to send cash through the mail? 
I mean you veterans "who mail cash to 
the VA when you pay your GI in- 
surance premiums.

Practice Ends 




Seme 125 members of the West Vir- 
ginia Association of Public School 
Superintendents and members of the 
State Department of Education went 
back to college for a short while Fri- 
day, April 1 1949, as a part of an auto- 
mobile tour of places of historic and 
commercial interest in Berkeley and 
Jefferson counties when they were 
entertained by Shepherd College at 
a luncheon held in the college cafe- 
teria. 

The visiting state educators were 
guests of the college and after lifting 
themselves from a bountiful turkey 
and oyster dinner served by members 
of the Home Economics department of 
the college, visited the famous Wash- 
ington Homes near Charles Town, 
owned by R. J. Funkhouser, Ranson 
industrialist, cattleman and news- 
paper publisher. 

Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, president 
of Shepherd College, served as toast- 
master for the informal luncheon pro- 
gram and told the group of the future 
plans for a “greater Shepherd Col- 
lege,’’ mentioning the campus expan- 
sion through acquisition last year of 
some 20 acres of land located between 
the town of Shepherdstown and the 
Potomac River. 

Dr. Ikenberry also told the super- 
intendents that the 1949 legislature 
provided funds for the construction of 
a new gymnasium and also a new 
dormitory, work on which is to be 
started as so on as plans and specifi- 
cations are prepared and contracts let. 

The Shepherd curriculum is also be- 
ing expanded to meet the needs of the 
larger student body which in the past 
year has increased 25 per cent, Dr. 
Ikenberry stated. A bachelor of science 
degree will be offered for the first 
time next year and courses in agri- 
culture, horticulture and public ad- 
ministration and international affairs 
are also to be started in the near fu- 
ture, he pointed out. 

Introduced on the program and 
speaking briefly also were: Dr. W. W. 
Trent, State Superintendent of 
schools; William A. Early, president of 
the National Association of County 
Superintendents; George Bryson, 
president of the State Education As- 
sociation; Phares Reeder, secretary of 
the association; and D. D. Harr ah, 
vice president of the State associa- 
tion. 

Dr. R. D. Baldwin, professor of edu- 
cation at West Virginia University, 
pronounced the invocation for the 
program and special music was pro- 
vided by Mrs. Dorothy Tillotson, in- 
structor of vocal music, who sang 
several numbers She was accompanied 
at the piano by Mrs. W. A. Peacher. 

Mayor Sam Skinner of Shepherds- 
town was introduced by Dr. Ikenberry 
and he extended a welcome to the 
visiting groups to Shepherdstown. The

And although savings to the taxpayers run high 
into the millions of dollars per year through this unification of 
purchases as compared with the local buying by all of the mili- 
tary services in competition with each other and without uni- 
form standards, such as prevailed before the recent war, supplies 
are benefited by knowing the quantities and qualities desired, by 
greatly reduced rejections, and by the opportunity offered all who 
are interested to offer their products. 

There are now ten Market Centers. They are situated at Co- 
lumbia, South Carolina; Denver, Colorado; Fort Worth, Texas; 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, California; New Orleans, Louis- 
iana; New York, New York; Richmond and Williamsburg, Virginia.- 
and Seattle, Washington. Williamsburg is also the port for Euro- 
pean shipments. 

Direct contact with companies and individuals who have pro- 
ducts for sale is maintained by a crew of field buyers who operate 
all over the country working out of their field offices. These are 
the experts who know fresh foods, who have specialized in certain 
lines, and who work face to face with the products and those who 
have them for sale. The field offices are in Boston, Massachusetts; 
Washington, D. C.; Jacksonville and Miami, Florida; Kansas City, 
Kansas; Idaho Falls, Idaho; San Diego and El Centro. California, 
and Mobile, Alabama.

An outline was given to the mem- 
bers cf the Child Care and Guidance 
class by Miss Neel called “Suggestions 
for Study of a Child” which is given 
to all students in nursery school edu- 
cation at Temple University.

These 
five points w'ere: Play activities, social 
relationships, physiological, general 
picture of the child and assignment. 
She explained each part of the out- 
line.

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Four Workshops Are Held Here During First Term 


United Nations Institute Week 
Features Distinguished Speakers 


Dean Stabler and 
Dr. Scarborough

the United Nations in our world of to- 
day, not only to the international leg- 
islators, but to all citizens of the world, 
we are reprinting the series of articles 
on the United Nations Institute that 
appeared during the week of the work- 
shop, in The Martinsburg Journal, writ- 
ten by the Editor of THE PICKET.) 

Monday Afternoon 

The first session of the United Nat- 
ions Institute held at Shepherd College 
got underway Monday afternoon June 
27 in the recreation room of Snyder 
Science Hall, with 75 persons present. 
At the speakers’ table sat Dr. Oliver S. 
Ikenberry, president of Shepherd Col- 
lege; Dr. Carey V. Stabler, dean of the 
college; Dr. Ruth Scarborough, pro- 
fessor of history; and Dr. Helen Dwight 
Reid, who is chief of the European 
section of the Division of International 
Educational Relations of the United 
States Office of Education. 

Dr. Reid, who was the speaker, was 
introduced by Dr. Scarborough who 
with Dean Stabler, is general coordinat- 
or of the institute. 

Dr. Reid's talk covered the general 
topic of “Historical Development of 
Organized World Community: Fore- 
runners of the United Nations. The 
Framing of the Charter, Structure and 
Functions of the United Nations.” She 
said: “We the citizens of the United 
States, have an important part in 
making the~United Nations work. The 
UN is as much a part of our Govern- 
ment as our own Constitution.

Monday Evening 

At 7:45 p. m. in the recreation room 
of Snyder Science Hall, Dr. Reid again 
addressed those of the institute on the 
general theme “We Must Earn Our Fut- 
ure.” She was introduced by Dean Stab- 
ler. 

Dr. Reid stressed the importance to- 
day of the world geographic factors— 
oceans and other waterways. “Water- 
ways, used for peaceful trade and plea- 
sure may also be highways of destruc- 
tion,” Dr. Reid said, adding that “judg- 
ment comes with the ability to balance 
and harmonize facts.” quoting Elihu 
Root and Josiah Tucker. She also 
brought into view the question of the 
world today and what may be done 
with it, saying the only way the UN may 
be made to work, is to deal squarely 
with every issue that comes up. 

“The UN has had to determine what 
is domestic and what is international 
policy. We must be aware of the pro- 
blem of how to meet problems and solve 
them. The challenging question of the 
world today is “ can you live and let 
live?” Dr. Reid closed by illustrating 
the United Nations as a train running

Art Workshop 

Miss Ruth Ohlrogge, art demonstra- 
tor, from Binney and Smith Co., New 
York City, conducted a workshop in 
Public School Art from June 14 to June 
18. She demonstrated numerous mater- 
ials using finger painting, water colors, 
various crayons, and two kinds of pa- 
pier-mache.

Dr. Potter divided the problems of 
the United Nations into three general 
heads, namely: (1) Economic and social 
problems, (2) political problems, and, 
(3) constitutional problems. Under the 
general head of economic and social 
problems, he included the following as 
subdivisions: International protection of 
human rights; the international super- 
vision of dependent territories; and 
the recovery and restoration of inter- 
national trade. 

Under the general head of political 
problems, Dr. Potter placed the follow- 
ing : Groups and territorial disputes 
and the settlement of the same; limitat- 
ion of armaments; international police 
action; and the control of the atom. 

Under the third and final head of 
constitutional problems the following 
were listed: The question of the veto; 
the interim committee; the election of 
new members to the United Nations; 
the budget; and personnel. 

Dr. Potter pointed out that “problems 
of religion, race discrimination, and 
freedom from political oppression are 
to be considered by the United Nations. 
States within the UN have much free- 
i dom in voting upon new member 
states.” Dr. Potter stated that the veto 
power has been used 30 times by the 
Security Council and that the majority 
of these times, the U. S. S. R. and its 
Russian satellites have been the ones to 
use it. In conclusion Dr. Potter said

The representatives at these League 
sessions used the meetings as forums 
for the exposition of national policy. 

This involved recognition of world in- 
terest and world policy. . . The break- 
down of the league as a peace-main- 
taining agency came about because of 
the failure of the member nations to 
undertake and uphold their pledges at 
the time of joining . . . There was a 
lack of universality. Many Americans 
failed to realize that we have a res- 
ponsibility as a world power. We have 
been slow to take responsibility as a 
w f orld power. In the minds of the ma- 
jortiy of the American people, the Lea- 
gue had failed. We felt that some form 
of world organization should be built— 
we should set up a series of functional 
organizations. Therefore, in 1944 a series 
of conversations was bsgun at Dumbar- 
ton Oaks . . . 

“These Dumbarton Oaks proposals 
were referred to the San Francisco 
conference of 1945. Although war was 
still raging at this time, a charter was 
necessary. There were 800 proposed 
changes at the San Francisco confer- 
ence.

Plans For New Gym 

Nothing Final Until 
Board of Education 
Names Architect 

Several architects have visited here 
recently and discussed plans for the 
proposed Shepherd College gymnasium, 
Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry announced this 
week. Although the architects have 
discussed the new building with col- 
lege officials, Dr. Ikenberry stated 
nothing definite can be said until after 
the State Board of Education names 
an architect to go ahead with the 
actual planning of the gym. 

Some of the suggestions made by 
college officials as to what the gym 
should contain are two basketball play- 
ing floors, one for the varsity and one 
for girls team, class rooms, health cen- 
ter and a large recreation room, which 
would include a possible snack bar. 

A swimming pool, which could be 
used winter and summer has also been 
suggested. The proposed pool would 
have large doors that could be opened 
to the outside during the summer and 
in the winter the closing of the doors 
would easily turn it into an indoor 
pool. 

Other proposals were locker rooms, 
a corrective exercise room, reception 
room, student lounge, offices, game 
room and laundry.

Shepherd College has added a de- 
partment in Agriculture and Horticul- 
ture which will begin its operations at 
the start of the fall term this year, 
President Oliver S. Ikenberry an- 
nounced recently. 

Heading the new department will be 
Vernon J. Fisher, a native West Vir- 
ginian, who is completing his Ph. D. 
degree work at Michigan State Col- 
lege, East Lansing, this summer. He 
was approved by the State Board of 
Education July 21. 

In setting up the agricultural de- 
partment, Shepherd College has re- 
ceived help from the head of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture at West Virginia 
University, Dean Orton, Professor 
March, horticulture department head 
and other officials who have made 
one or more trips to Shepherdstown. 

To Cooperate With State Farm 

This new department, which will 
work in close cooperation with the Ex- 
perimental farm at Kearneysville, was 
instigated to meet the need of young 
men in this area who are interested 
in agriculture and also because of the 
rich farm lands found in this section. 

Shepherd will not offer degrees in 
Agriculture, but the two year pro- 
gram here will be instrumental in the 
later securing of a degree from the 
College of Agriculture at the Univer- 
sity. 

This new program has received the 
endorsement of the Jefferson County 
Farm Bureau and the West Virginia 
' Horticulture Society.

R.S. DEGREE TO BE 
OFFERED BEGINNING 
THIS FALL SEMESTER 

Approval of the second major bac- 
calaurate degree, the Bachelor of 
Science, for Shepherd College, has been 
made by the State Board of Education. 
Beginning in September, 1949, Shep- 
herd College will offer all course re- 
quirements for the degree. A number 
of seniors of Shepherd College will be 
able to complete all requirements for 
the degree during the next school year 
and be graduated in the new curricu- 
lum in 1950. Conference of the first 
Bachelor of Science degrees will be 
made, therefore, at the annual com- 
mencement exercises in June, 1950. 

To be a candidate for the degree, 
students will enroll in the Liberal Arts 
course, complete four years of prescrib- 
ed college work, and have a major of 
not less than 30 semester hours in one 
of the following departments: agricul- 
ture, horticulture, biological science, 
business administration, home econo- 
mics, physical education, physical 
science. In addition to a major curri- 
culum, the student is required to have 
not less than 20 hours in a second or 
minor field. The academic minor may 
be earned in any of the thirty depart- 
ments of the college. Constants for all 
candidates for the new baccalaureate 
degree include English, literature, social 
science, science, physical education, 
fine arts, speech, sociology, philosophy, 
ethics, and psychology, courses sche- 
duled during the first and second col- 
lege years. The core of required sub- 
jects will give the student a rich, broad 
foundation in general education which 
prepares him for a successful life ad- 
justment subsequent to the completion 
of the general education core he en- 
ters upon the specialized and profes- 
sional type of course. 

The institution of the Bachelor of 
Science degree is of special importance 
to students who desire to continue 
their education on the graduate level, 
for those who are preparing for certain 
professional training, to those who wish 
to become future instructors in any 
of the several departments in which 
the degree is earned, and to those who 
aspire to a business career or a re- 
search job.

EDITORIAL 


A FRENCH GOOD SAMARITAN 

The other day as I was sitting here in the Publications Of- 
fice typing away with my two fingers, I was suddenly aroused 
by the sounds of a man’s voice speaking in German to a little 
boy and girl, in the next room, and constantly asking them in 
German, “Vas ist das?” Needless to say, I had to poke my head 
into the adjacent room to see what was going on. There in a 
little girl about five years of age, who wore a lavender ribbon in 
Munch, student here at the college from St. Amarin, France, a 
little girl about five years of age, whowore a lavender ribbon in 
her blond hair, and a boy about six years old, who sat squirming 
in his chair and looking very energetic. I stood unobserved for 
a few minutes and watched Raymond, who incidentally speaks 
German as fluently as he does French, ask the two kids ques- 
tions, speaking to them in German. They in turn answered him 
first in German and then in broken English. About this time 
as my presence was discovered, I ambled sheepishly into the 
room and there was introduced to Adela and Sarny Abraham- 
son who, together with their parents, have just come to America 
from the U. S. Zone of Germany, and are now living at Arlyle, 
near Shepherdstown. The children, neither of whom speak Eng- 
lish, are learning the language under Raymond’s supervision. 
Both children speak Russian, German, and Polish. I marvelled 
to think that two small children, one five and the other six, 
could speak three languages and were now learning a fourth. 
The children, whose parents are Polish, lived for two years in 
Siberia where they were born.Raymond said that the family 
had fled there after their home and all earthly possessions had 
been destroyed by the Nazi’s when they came through Poland. 
We certainly should pat Raymond on the back for his willing- 
ness to teach these children the tongue of their new land so that 
the boy, Sarny, may enter the public schools here this Fall with 
enough knowledge of the English language to enable him to be- 
gin his orientation. So now if any of you see a handsome looking 
fellow with tortoise-shell glasses and an elementary reading- 
book in his hand being followed by a little Polish boy and girl,; 
born in Siberia, now living in America and speaking German to 
a Frenchman, you will know the story. 


PARTING THOUGHTS 

Have you ever asked a student why he is attending college? 
The traditional answer is usually, “to obtain a higher educa- 
tion so as to prepare me for my life’s work, and then graduate 
to begin that work.” 

Now that the time has come for me to graduate on August 
27 and turn over the journalistic reins to someone else, I would 
like to regress for a minute. 

Since I came to Shepherd College as a transfer student from 
Duke University in September 1946, there have been many 
changes made. Have you ever stopped to think how many 
changes and measures of improvement and expansion have 
been made since your marticulation? I can think of a few 
changes that have taken place since that September, and I 
am sure that you can think of many more that I have omitted. 

. . . Dr. Wilson Henry Stout White, tenth president of Shepherd 
College, resigned and last December 20th passed into the 
Church Triumphant; Alva Dayne Kenamond, for a great many 
years Dean of the College resigned last summer to be Dean- 
emeritus; Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, Dean of Salem College in 
this state came to be eleventh president of Shepherd College 
and was formally instituted on Friday, February 27, 1948; Dr. 
Carey V. Stabler, Chairman of the Department of History and 
Political Science at Alabama State Teachers College in Florence 
came to be our academic Dean and Registrar; Ray Eldridge 
Harris, Associate Professor of Biology was made Dean of Stu- 
dents, the first such dean in the history of the college; twenty- 
five acres of land were bought by the state so that Shepherd 
College might be expanded and new buildings erected; the state 
appropriated thousands of dollars for new buildings and equip- 
ment, especially a new gymnasium and mens dormitory which 
are soon to be constructed; a new and modern cafeteria has been 
opened and is now in full operation; the elementary school has 
been acquired to give us more room for classrooms and labora- 
tories; there have been many faculty promotions and the faculty 
has been increased further by the appointment of fourteen ad- 
ditional instructors; the administration has been divided into 
officers and staff thereby increasing that branch of the college 
by six additional members; the college annual, THE COHON-| 
GOROOTA. was revived in 1949 by the YMCA after a lapse of 
twenty years; a Young Men’s Christian Association was formed 
at the college this year; new courses have been introduced 
specially in speech, radio, German, and music; a new depart- 
ment in agriculture and horticulture and another in political 
science have been added; THE NEWS LETTER, a college pub- 
licity bulletin, was instituted on August 5, 1948 to assist in 
college public relations; the Boswell house was acquired as a 
Mens dormitory; the degree of Bachelor of Science in addition 
to the Bachelor of Arts is now being offered; a degree may now 
be obtained in the field of music, speech, agriculture and horti- 
culture, and political science; the college has received a general 
face lifting; a new speech center and radio studio, outlet of 
Martinsburg's WEPM have been installed in addition to a mil- 
Jion other acquisitions too numerous to mention; and the en-

NEW GYM WILL BE 
BUILT AT SHEPHERD 

The Wheeling firm of Nay and Shaw 
has been hired by the State Board of 
j Education as architects for the new 
$500,000 Health and Physical Education 
Building at Shepherd College, Dr. Oli- 
ver S. Ikenberry, president of the col- 
lege, announced Monday, September 19, 
following his return from Charleston, 
where he attended the board meetings 
at which the action was taken. 

Plans will start immediately with 
the architects to # come to Shepherd 
j this week. First step will be the de- 
velopment of a long-range master 
plan for fitting the new gymnasium 
building as well as the new dormitory 
and other possible additions into their 
proper relationship with the present 
campus facilities. 

The architect firm of Nay and Shaw 
has a well-established reputation and 
was highly recommended to the state 
board, Dr. Ikenberry pointed out. Har- 
ry R. Nay, a Carnegie Tech graduate, 
is president of the West Virginia Archi- 
ect Association. He and his partner, 
Ray R. Shaw, have directed the plan- 
ning of a number of major structures 
in the Parkersburg and Wheeling 
areas and in Ohio, and are presently 
employed by the State Board of Con- 
trol on building plans at Lakin. 

The $500,000 for the new gym build- 
ing, the full amount requested, was 
appropriated at the last session of the 
state legislature. At fthat time also, 
$200,000 was approved for a new dorm. 
Though priority was given on the 
gym, preliminary plans looking to 
first actual steps toward construction 
of the dorm probably will begin in the 
near future, Dr. Ikenberry said. 

The new gymnasium building will be 
constructed on the 20 acres of land 
running down to the Potomac River 
which the college now owns. It is 
hoped to start construction by early 
next Spring and to have the building 
ready for use by September of 1951. 
The timetable, however, may be either 
faster or slower, since at this stage 
it is impossible to do more than hazard 
an estimate at least until the archi- 
tectural plans are well along, officials 
pointed out. The immediate aim is to 
have preliminary plans ready for sub- 
mittal to the State Board of Education 
at its next meeting November 1 and 2 
in Charleston and then to proceed 
with preparing specifications for the 
first advertising of bids. 

As tentatively planned, the new 
structure will include a main gym- 
nasium with a seating capacity of 1,000 
to 1,200; a smaller gym of 50 by 80 
feet, possibly to be used by women; a 
swimming pool; an all-purpose room 
for boxing, wrestling, fencing and 
other such classes; locker and equip- 
ment rooms; a health center with of- 
fices for a part-time physician and 
nurses; and several class rooms. 

Preliminary plans call for the swim- 
ming pool to be 30 by 75 feet with six 
lanes for swimming meets. It will be 
constructed and equipped for year- 
round use and will open onto a paved 
terrace. 

A football field, tennis courts and; 
other outdoor facilities will be de- 
veloped near the building under Shep- 
herd’s long-range plans for making 
the setting a complete unit for all the 
colege’s athletic and physical educa- 
tion activities. 

As a member of the State Board of 
Education, Garland L. Dunn, of Mar-~ 
tinsburg, was present at the meeting 
from this section in addition to Dzi 
Ikenberry.

Eyre Joins Social 
Science Department 

Dr. James K. Eyre, Jr., received his 
Bachelor’s degree in history at the 
University of Michigan in 1936. He 
got a Master’s degree in Government 
a year later. In 1940 he received his 
Doctor’s degree in Government. Dr. 
Eyre entered Harvard in the fall of 
1940 for additional study as a gradu- 
ate student. There he specialized in 
foreign affairs, particularly on the 
Far East. As an undergraduate he held 
several offices and was very active in 
campus politics. He was a member of 
the Speech and Debating Society. He 
also played on the Freshman Tennis 
Team. 

At Michigan he took a half year of 
law, and a half year of engineering 
This and the pre-doctorate were ac- 
complished by 1940. 

Dr. Eyre’s first published article 
appeared in 1938. His published articles 
total about 200,000 words. 

The first job Dr. Eyre had was with 
the American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion, working on the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1940. 

In 1942-43, he was on the Board of 
Economic Warfare and was later a 
faculty member at Sweet Briar Col- 
lege, Sweet Briar, Va. From 1943-44 he 
served with the Bellanca Aircraft 
Corp., New Castle, Delaware. 

In 1944 Dr. Eyre and his family went 
to the Phillipine Islands and from then 
until 1946 held the job of political ad- 
visor to President Osmenia, President 
of the Phillipines. He was president of 
Eyre & Co., a small export-import 
firm in Manila, from 1946-48. During 
these years he was also a special lec- 
turer at the Far Eastern, University 
in Manila. From 1948 until he came to 
Shepherd College this fall, Dr. Eyre 
was an independent writer and lec- 
turer in the United States.

Several new government courses are 
being offered here at Shephrd this 
semester. These courses are: American 
Political Parties, Comparative Gov- 
ernments, and Problems of World Poli- 
tics. These courses are being taught 
by Dr. James Eyre, new head of Politi- 
cal Science deparment. Students wish- 
ing to major in government now have 
more to choose from than previously 

According to the catalogue, the pur- 
pose of government and international 
relations are to give an understand- 
ing of the operation of the various 
governmental units and the privileges 
and responsibilities of citizenship. 

The curriculum for a major in gov- 
ernment has thirty hours of required 
courses and nine hours of electives. 
The required courses, all three-hour 
courses, are: American Federal Gov- 
ernment 301, State and Local Govern- 
ment 302, Municipal Government 305, 
American Political Parties 310, Ameri- 
can Constitutional Development 401.

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RAM VS. BEARS 

West Virginia Tech, a fast and ag- 
gressive football team, battered Shep- 
herd College to a 23-6 defeat, before 
a large crowd under the lights at 
Montgomery Friday night in the open- 
ing game for both elevens. 

The strongly-favored Golden Bears 
were out in front by a 14-0 half (time 
count and had romped to a 23-0 ad- 
vantage before the invading Rams 
could collect itheir lone touchdown in 
the fourth quarter. Shepherd took to 
the air at this point on their own 41 
yard line. Carey had things pretty 
much his own way for a short time 
hitting his pass receivers, and con- 
necting four times in a row with Har- 
mison, gave the Rams their only score 
of the day, as Tucker’s try for the 
extra point was blocked. 

Tech in establishing itself as a West 
Virginia Conference threat, showed 
plenty of speed in the back field and a 
strong hard-charging line that never 
gave Shepherd a chance to get rolling. 

The Golden Bears went into the 
lead in the opening moments of the 
game never to be in danger thereafter. 
The shifty Ranny Cooper returned 
the kickoff 50 yards to Shepherd’s 45, 
picked up 10 yards for a first down on 
the first play from scrimmage for a 
first down on Ram’s 35. On the next 
play Cooper slipped away (for 35 yards 
and a T. D. for Tech. Rapko added 
the extra point to make the score 7-0. 

Carey, who did some beautiful re- 
turning of kickoffs, came back 35 
yards on Tech’s kickoff only to find 
that the Rams were unable to move 
the ball for the necessary yardage 
and punted, only to have the home 
forces launch another scoring drive. 
Jarrell and Rapko got 23 yards on the 
ground then Andy Muha connected on 
a 30 yard arial ito John Hess, Tech’s 
ball first and 10 on Shepherd’s 14 
Cooper lost four yards on the next 
play only to pick up 12 the next time 
he tried. This wasn’t enough for a 
first down but Shephred’s aggressive- 
ness cost them five yards for offsides. 
Rapko and Presson went over on two 
line plunges making the score read 
13-0. Rapko again adding the extra 
point. 

Carey once again made a 'beauti- 
ful return on the kickoff getting 55 
yards this time putting the ball on 
Tech’s 25 yard line. On three plays 
John Flick picked up ten yards for the 
first down on Tech’s 15 but Dorsey’s 
pass was intercepted to end the threat. 

At this point, the action slowed down 
somewhat and after an exchange of 
punts, plus Hamilton’s fumble, Tech 
was in a scoring position on Shep- 
herd’s 18. Cooper picked up 17 and 
then Shepherd’s line held and the 
Rams took over on downs. Carey made 
one yard on the next play. Tabor’s 
pass from center went high over the 
receiver’s head and out of the end 
zone for an automatic safety and two 
points for Tech. 

Shepherd then recovered a fumble 
on the Tech 25. Flick picked up 12 
yards but on the next play Tech’s line 
broke through and stopped Flick for 
an eight-yard loss. Then Tech end 
Jack Simms pulled a smart bit of 
strategy and stole the ball on a hand 
off with no opposition and raced 75 
yards to pay dirt and 'the Golden 
Bears final T. D. Stover tried and 
made the extra point. 

Shepherd was hampered somewhat 
in (the backfield by the absence of 
Nelson Peer who was not in uniform 
because of ptomaine poisoning which 
set in Thursday after the Rams had

EXTENSION COURSES 
ARE PROGRESSING 


Mr. W. R. Thacher, director of the 
Shepherd College Extension School, 
announced the following information 
concerning the school. 

Five courses are being offered in 
Winchester, Va., and one in Charles 
Town, W. Va. The classes in Winches- 
ter meet every Thursday night at 
Miller School. The courses being of- 
fered are : General Sociology and 

American Federal Government, taught 
by Mr. Cletus Lowe; A Reading Work- 
shop for itihe teachers of Frederick 
County, under the direction of Miss 
Florence Shaw; Principles of Econom- 
ics and Economic Geology taught by 
Mr. Thacher. The course in Charles 
Town which also meets on Thursday 
nights, is Beginners Accounting 
taught by Mr. Francis Printz. 

The students attending the Win- 
chester school come from a wide area. 
Eerkeley, and Hampshire Counties in 
W. Va. and Clark and Frederick 
Counties in Va., are well represented. 
Mr. Thacher said between sixty and 
seventy students attend the classes. 
Many teachers, G.I. students, and 
other interested persons attend. 

A request has been made for such 
extension work to be offered in Mar- 
tinsburg, but as yet there is nothing 
definite. Mr. Thacher stated that a 
class -would probably be organized if 
the interest was sufficient. 


New Agriculture Course 
Now Being Offered 

Mr Vernon J. Fisher, head of Agri- 
cultural department, has announced 
that he is holding a seminar type 
course, Trends in Agriculture. The 
class will meet each Wednesday even- 
ing at 7:00 except on the evenings that 
the Men’s Club of Shepherdstown is 
meeting.

This was planned in 
order to have a large group at the 
initial meeting.

Dr. James Eyre, new professor in 
Shepherd’s Social Science Department, 
spoke at the I. R. C. meeting on Oct- 
ober 10. Dr. Eyre spoke on China, a 
subject in which he is well qualified. 
He spent two years in the Philippines 
as political advisor to the President 
of the Philippines and from 1946-48 
was special lecturer at the Far Eastern 


I University, in Manila. Dr. Eyre is an 


a survey of agricultural practices, op- 
portunities, and problems in the 
United States, and particularly in the 
Eastern Panhandle. A great deal of 
emphasis is being placed on a study 
of the State and Federal Agencies and 
legislation serving agriculture from 
the standpoint of teaching, research, 
and the dissemination of information. 

The Horticulture course now being 
taught covers the general principles 
underlying the production, harvesting, 
and marketing of plant products, with 
emphasis on the deciduous tree fruits 
and small fruits. 

“Poultry husbandry” includes the 
principles of production and marketing 
of poultry and poultry products, with 
most of the emphasis on chickens, 
their selection and culling, housing, 
feeding and management. 

“Plant Pathology” is offered under 
the Biology Department at Shepherd. 
This is in keeping with the current 
trend toward removing the study of 
plant diseases and their control from 
colleges of agriculture and placing the 
w r ork in the colleges of arts and 
sciences. The course is designed as a 
study of the nature and causes of 
plant diseases, thereby giving the stu- 
dent an understanding of the mech- 
anism of control. A concentrated study 
of economic diseases of farm crops is 
being made, allowing the student a 
certain degree of freedom in selecting 
specific diseases for study, a know- 
ledge of which is essential to him. 

“Trends in Agriculture” is designed 
a5 a seminar type course in which 
pertinent problems facing the agricul- 
tural worker and farmer will be dis- 
cussed, with the objective of keeping 
them up to date in matters pertaining 
to agriculture. This group will meet 
for the first time on Wednesday even- 
ing, October 5. 

In the teaching of Agricultural 
courses, field work is being used when- 
ever possible in order to give the stu- 
dent actual practice in the culling of 
the poultry flock, pruning fruit trees, 
and identifying plant diseases, an op- 
portunity to see how fruit is handled 
in commercial packing plants, and so 
on. 

At the present time it is necessary 
to rely on the facilities of private in- 
dividuals and enterprises for field 
work in agriculture. Mr. Vernon J. 
Fisher, agricultural professor at the 
college, has very high praise for the 
cooperative spirit of all people in and 
around Shepherdstown in making 
these studies possible. The department 
is ready and anxious to render what- 
ever service possible in order that the 
community will be imposed upon as 
little as possible. Professor Fisher’s 
goal is for the college to obtain and 
operate its own farm in order that the 
greatest possible efficiency can be 
maintained in conducting laboratory* 
work.

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Trends in the Field 
Of Higher Education 

Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, President o: 
Shepherd College, addressed the East- 
ern District Annual Convention of the 
West Virginia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs at their meeting held in the 
Presbyterian Church at Romney, W. 
Va., on Monday, October 17, his sub- 
ject being “Trends in Higher Educa- 
tion.” 

He spoke of the problems higher ed- 
ucation is facing today, the Scientific 
Age and Freedom, He said today the 
campus of colleges are filled with 
many men and women of high purpose 
because Uncle Sam recognized educa- 
tion as the best vehicle we have for 
improving the quality of living. He 
said these people are an asset in class- 
es, for they can tell first hand about 
many things (because of their travels 
during the war. He stated that college 
attendance was upward and would 
continue upward until 1960. Therefore, 
the colleges will have to expand their 
facilities. 

Dr. Ikenberry said there is a great 
need for elementary teachers. Last 
year West Virginia produced only one 
third of its replacements. Social work- 
ers and social scientists are also 
needed. 

He said the colleges are attempting 
to set up a form of general education 
to meet the needs of society and cul- 
ture. Health education is first, 
for without health it would be 
very difficult to build any kind of a 
structure. Building of the homes is 
second. Many problems of the home 
can be met in college. Third is the use 
of leisure time. In an age when leisure 
will make or break civilization, for the 
forty hour week may be replaced by an 
even shorter one, appreciation of the 
arts — music, literature and painting, is 
important. Building of character and 
establishing of a sound philosophy of 
life is fourth. Christian worship is the 
greatest need in America today. Citi- 
zenship is fifth. Voting is important to 
a democracy and the majority of voters 
today have had some form of higher 
education. International affairls are 
stressed, too. 

Dr. Ikenberry said the colleges hope 
to help the student develop into a well 
rounded person — mentally, spiritually, 
healthfully, and socially. 

He commended the woman’s clubs on 
their scholarships and loan funds, say- 
ing students, as a rule, have no prob- 
lem in ability, but often have one in 
finance. 

In prefacing his address, Dr. Iken- 
berry thanked the clubs for the volumes 
of encyclopedia presented to the col- 
lege in memory of Mrs. Martha White 
Snyder. He said she was a great hu- 
manitarian and one whose influence 
will live on and on.

Rats to Biology Dept. 


Information has been received that 
the U. S. Civil Service Commission has 
announced its 1949 Junior Professional 
Assistant, Junior Management Assist- 
ant, and Junior Agricultural Assistant 
examinations. Positions in Washington, 
D. C., and throughout the United 
States, at $2,974 a year, will be filled 
from these examinations. The an- 
nouncements issued by the Commis- 
sion are in booklet form and give full 
information regarding the examinations 
and the positions to be filled. This 
information is of particular interest to 
college graduates and senior students 
since the positions to be filled are 
trainee positions in which young peo- 
ple may begin a career in the Federal 
service in a variety of professions. Those 
with outstanding ability may develop 
into Federal administrators and high- 
grade professional workers. 

The following positions will be filled 
from the Junior Professional Assistant 
examination : Architect, astronomer, 

bacteriologist, biologist, economist, food 
and drug inspector, geographer, geo- 
physicist, landscape architect, legal as- 
sistant, mathematician, psycholo- 
gist, social science analyst, sta- 
tistician, textile technologist. A variety 
of administrative positions will be filled 
from the Junior Management Assistant 
examination, in such fields as general 
administration, organization and pro- 
cedures, budget, and personnel.

AVIATION CADETS 
ARE IN DEMAND 


The Home Economics department 
closed their experiment with the feed- 
ing of white rats after approximately 
ten week’s feeding. One of the most I 
useful projects carried on the second 
term of the past summer school dur- 
ing Nutrition Workshop was this feed- 
ing experiment. 

When the four Sherman Albino rats 
arrived from a New York animal farm, 
the rats were three weeks old. Two 
men students in the workshop took the 
responsibility of feeding and weighing 
the rats daily. The two largest rats 
which at the beginning of the experi- 
ment weighed 50 grams each were 
placed on a diet of Coco Cola, candy, 
and cookies for one week. The smallest 
rats weighing approximately 46 grams 
each were placed upon a diet of whole 
wheat bread, milk, proteins such as 
cheese and meat, fresh fruits, and 
vegetables. In a week’s time, those on 
the limited diet had gained only seven 
grams, their eyes appeared dull, their 
hair straggly, and they were listless; 
while the rats on the full diet had 
reached approximately 87 grams, were 
alert, their hair in good condition, 
their eyes were bright, and they were 
very active. After all four rats were 
put on the same full diet, those which 
had originally been on the limited 
diet earlier in the experiment never 
caught up in weight and never ap- 
peared as well as the other two rats.

Weirton Steel Company employees’

carries a picture of historic Jefferson 
County Court House in that town. 
This, from a photograph made by the 
West Virginia Industrial and Publicity 
Commission, accompanied by a ^hort 
sketch briefly pointing out historical 
incidents in which this Court House, 
built in 1856, has been involved, prin- 
cipally in the career of John Brown, 
the Kansas abolitionist. Brown, as is 
well known, was tried for treason in 
this particular court house, found 
guilty and hanged.

Announcements and ap- 
plication forms may be secured from 
most first and second-class post of- 
fices, from Civil Service regional of- 
fices, or from the U. S. Civil Service 
Commission, Washington 25, D. C. In- 
structions on how, when, and where to 
file are given in the examination an- 
nouncements. Applications must be re- 
ceived in the appropriate office of the 
Civil Service Commission not later than 
November 8, 1949.

They grow ap- 
proximately 'thirty times faster than 
the human being and therefore, in s 
few weeks and months, much can be 
accomplished through feeding them 
different diets. 

The Home Economics department 
upon completing their experiment be- 
queathed the rats to Mr. Ray Harris 
and his Biology department. 


Selected applicants will be enlisted 
as naval aviation cadets and ordered to 
naval air flight training. They must 
agree to serve on active duty for four 
years unless sooner released and must 
remain unmarried until they win their 
wings. 

Upon successful completion of the 
course the NavCads will be designated 
as Naval Aviators and commissioned 
as Ensigns in the Naval Reserve or as 
Second Lieutenants in the Marine 
Corps Reserve. Those who fail in flight 
training will be discharged from the 
service, or at their own request, trans- 
ferred to a classification in the Naval 
or Marine Corps Reserve for which 
qualified. Depending upon the needs of 
the regular service, a limited number of 
those who qualify as naval avitaors 
may, after not less than 18 months’ 
active commissioned service as reserve 
officers, qualify for appointment as 
career officers in the Regular Navy 
or Marine Corps. 

In announcing the Navy’s NavCad 
program, Secretary Francis P. Matt- 
hews commented: “It is of vital im- 
portance to our National Security that 
Naval Aviation strength be assured by 
the maintenance of a well trained Re- 
serve. The Naval Aviation Cadet Pro- 
gram offers splendid opportunity for 
young men to qualify as naval aviators, 
to win an officer’s commission and 
join that select group of men who con- 
tribute to the supremacy of America, 
Naval air power.” 

Detailed information on the NavCad 
program, including application blanks, 
may be obtained from the nearest 
Naval Air Station, Navy Recruiting 
Station, or Office of Naval Officer Pro- 
curement.

Attends Reading Clinic 

Miss Florence Shaw, Supervisor of 
Directed Teaching, Elementary Edu- 
cation, and four of her students: Mrs 
Clara J. Craige, Richmond, Virginia, 
Joanne Gess, Martinsburg, West Vir- 
ginia, Betty Lee Hitt, Charles Town, 
and Mrs. Sara P. Hollis, Hedgesville, 
attended a regional teachers meeting 
at Madison College, Harrisonburg, Va. 
Friday, October 14. 

Dr. Ullin W. Lea veil, Director of the 
Reading Clinic at the University of 
Virginia, gave the professional address 
of the day, “A GOOD APPROACH TO 
THE READING IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM.” He introduced his 
recommendations by saying ithat “our 
hats are over our eyes in reading.” He 
then pointed out that within one life- 
time reading programs had been 
based upon three different psycholog- 
ical philosophies: First, (the “Faculty 
Psychology” of the period of G. Stan- 
ley Hall’s Child Study with the com- 
partmentalized instructional pro- 
grams; second, Watson’s “Stimulus- 
Response Bond” theories that brought 
out a renewed emphasis on flash cards 
and drill as a major part of the read- 
ing program; and third, Gestalt’s 
“Whole Entity” theory of learning 
which resulted in “Unit Activities” in 
the classroom. 

He brought out the fact that we now 
have thousands of problems that no 
generation of teachers ever had before. 
The compulsory attendance laws have 
forced schools to try to teach all of 
the children of all of the people, al- 
though buildings are inadequate and 
textbook material unsuitable. Much of 
the content of our readers fails to 
meet the interest needs of the boys 
and girls. Fifty percent of the content 
of the readers should be about people 
and their relationships to each other 
instead of about baboons, and monk- 
eys. Ninety four percent of the cases 
brought to the reading clinic are boys.

News For Vets 

Veterans Administration reports that 
its central office in Washington has 
received applications for the National 
Service Life Insurance special divi- 
dend from approximately two-thirds 
of the veterans who are eligible for 
the payments. This means that some- 
thing in the neighborhood of 5,000,000 
veterans have yet to mail in their ap- 
plications. 

VA urges World War II veterans to 
give this matter their attention, as 
dividends will be paid only to those 
who make application. According to 
VA, the large volume of applications 
must be processed before they can write 
the checks and mail them, commencing 
in January, 1950. 

The central office reports that some 
50,000 applications have been received 
unsigned. Veterans are cautioned that 
to be valid the applications must bear 
the veteran’s signature.

Judge Miller stated in his talk that, 
“Juvenile cases are fewer now than 
before the war.” He also sai dthat

I fices. 

The VA will commence mailing checks 
to eligible veterans in January, 1950. 
It estimates that at the rate of 200,000 
checks per working day, it will require 
several months to complete the mail- 
ing.

The nighit class, Trends in Agricul- 
ture, met on Wednesday night, Oc- 
tober 19, with 35 present. The sub- 
ject of the meeting was Rodent Con- 
trol. Mr. Youngblood gave a report on 
the rodent control school held October 
13, at Hagerstown, Maryland, con- 
ducted by the extension service from 
the University of Maryland. Mr. 
Youngblood reported that zinc phos- 
phides are the commonly recommend- 
ed poison for the control of meadow 
mice and pine mice in orchards. This 
material can be obtained through the 
county agent. 

Strychnine is inferior as a rat poi- 
son in the orchard because of the fact 
that mice build up a tolerence for it. 

Compound 1080 is very effective but 
extremely dangerous since it is highly 
toxic (to all animals. Labor and mater- 
ials needed in rodent control cost ap- 
proximately five dollars per acre. 

Mr. Youngblood also reported that 
a large amount of emphasis is placed 
on cleaning up fence rows, trash piles, 
and other suitable dens for the ro- 
dents. Because of the extreme rate of 
reproduction, it is possible to kill 80% 
of these mice and still have a full 
crop the next year. 

Mrs. R. A. Hockensmith, Shenan- 
doah Junction, reported that Novem- 
ber 11 has been proclaimed as R-DAY 
in Jefferson and Berkeley counties. 
All citizens are requested to participate 
in these county-wide rat extermina- 
tion programs. Suggestions for indi- 
viduals to follow will be contained in 
the next issue of The Picket.

Thirty Human Rights . . . 

U.N ’s new weapon against war! 

An Unofficial Version By 
American Association for the United Nations 

Because you live in the U.S.A., you have certain rights protected by law. You can worship as 
you please, write and speak freely. No one can break into your home or drag you off to jail in 
secret. These are only a few of your American rights. 

Few people in the world have such rights. In many countries, rulers can gag and terrorize the 
people, silencing all opposition to aggression and war. When this happens, peace is threatened. 

For that reason, the United Nations has adopted a Universal Declaration of Human Rights. 

Like our own Declaration of Independence, it is not a code of law, but a statement of princi- 
ples. It contains thirty rights that may reshape the world. 

Get to know these thirty rights. We can’t be sure of peace until they are guaranteed for all men. 

Here, in brief, is a simplified, unofficial version of what the Declaration of Human Rights says 
to every person on earth: 


1. Since all people are brothers and 
sisters in the human family, you 
should treat everyone with respect. 

2. Your rights have nothing to do 
with your bank account, family an- 
cestry, religion, sex, color or politi- 
cal beliefs. 



3. You have the right to be alive 
and to stay that way. 

4. No one can make you a slave. 

5. You cannot be tortured or pun- 
ished in any degrading way. 

6. Your rights belong to you wher- 
ever you go. 

7. You are as important as anyone 
else in the eyes of the law. 

8. If anyone takes away any of your 
basic rights, you can ask court action 
to get them back. 

9. You can’t be arrested or exiled 
unless you’ve done something wrong. 

10. If charged with a crime, you will 
get a fair, public trial in an impartial 
court. 

11. You must be considered innocent 
until proven guilty. You can’t be pun- 
ished for any act that was not con- 
sidered a crime when you did it. 

12. No one, without lawful reason, 
can read your mail, enter your l\omc 
without your permission, or butt into 
your personal and family affairs. 

13. You can come and go freely in 


your own country, leave and return 
as you please. 

14. If you are persecuted in your 
own country, you can seek refuge 
in another. 

15. You have the right to a national- 
ity. No one can take it aw*ay or pre- 
vent you from changing it if you 
want to. 

16. Once you’re of age, you can 
marry whomever you choose and 
raise a family. You can’t be forced to 
marry against your will. 

17. You may own property, either by 
yourself or with others. It can’t be 
taken away from you illegally. 

18. You have freedom of religion 
and the right to express your reli- 
gious convictions. 

19. You may say, write and read 
whatever you choose. 

20. You may form organizations and 
attend any public gathering. But you 
can’t be forced to go to meetings or 
join any association. 

21. You have the right to take part 
in your government by voting in free 
elections. And you’re entitled to all 
the services which your government 
provides. 



22. You have the right to social se- 
curity benefits and, according to the 
available facilities, to live in dignity. 

23. You may go after any job you 
can handle, and you are entitled to 
a living w r age. You may join a trade 
union. 



24. You have the right to rest and 
leisure, reasonable working hours 
and paid holidays. 

25. You arc entitled to decent food, 
clothing, housing, medical care, and 
pensions for sickness, disability and 
old age. Mothers and children de- 
serve special care. 

26. You have the right to a free ele- 
mentary education, and to as much 
higher schooling as your abilities 
merit. 

27. You may share in the enjoyment 
of art and science, receiving any 
profit that results from your own 
talent. 

28. You deserve to live in a peaceful 
world where all these rights can be 
realized. 

29. You must shoulder your own re- 
sponsibilities to society, making sure 
you don’t step on the rights of others. 

30. Neither you nor any other per- 
son, nor any nation, has the right to 
destroy any rights listed in this Dec- 
laration.

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SHEPHERD SWAMPS GALLAUDET SCORE 59 to 6 


Win Over Old Rivals 
With Aggressive 
Action and Fast Plays 

Scoring 32 points in their final 
quarter of football this season, Shep- 
herd’s Rams blitzed Gallaudet, 59-6. 
Saturday afternoon, November 12, at 
Hotchiss Field in Washington, D. C. 

Thus with the highest point total 
ever run up by a Shepherd eleven in 
the memory of local followers the 
Rams, whose fortunes a short two 
years ago were at a dismal ebb, com- 
pleted one of their best seasons of all 
time. The combine fashioned by Coach 
Don Phillips in his second season here 
won six of eight games, including 
four in the West Virginia Inter- 
collegiate Conference, good for a fie 
for third place in the loop. The six-for- 
eight mark has not been approached 
since a Shepherd eleven in the early 
1930's won five out of seven. 

Figured 'to win in a breeze, the Rams 
led Gallaudet by only 14-6 at the half 
but put the game on ice with 13 points 
in the third quarter and then stacked 
up five touchdowns in the final 15 
minutes. 

An unusual aspect of the scoring was 
that each of Shepherd’s nine touch- 
downs was made by a different player. 

Helpless against the Rams’ rock- 
ribbed line and classy secondary de- 
fense on running plays, Gallaudet 
tlirew 39 passes, one of the nation’s 
top totals this season. All 39 were 
thsrbwn* by Captain Marvin Tuttle, 
a first-class flinger who connected 
when it hurt in the first half and was 
always a threat. Tuttle completed 11 
aerials including four in Gallaudet’s 
touchdown drive, and had four inter- 
cepted. 

McKenzie Gets 114 Yards 

Freshman Larry McKenzie was 
Shepherd’s ball- toting leader with 114 
yards gained rushing. Star Halfback 
Jim Carey saw little, action- as the re- 
sult of an injury suffered at Fairmont 
and Nelson Peer was out of uniform 
with an injury received in the Morris 
Harvey battle. 

Henderson and Bounatasas shone in 
Shepherd’s defensive backfield while 
Co-Captain Guy Tucker was out- 
standing all afternoon in the line. 
Turk was the Washington eleven’s best 
bet in the forward wall. 

The Rams opened the scoring in the 
first quarter when Henderson grabbed 
Dick Amundsen’s punt and came back 
70 yards to the touchdown. Guy Tuck- 
er booted the first of his four extra 
points from placement. 

The Rams tallied again in the sec- 
ond quarter when the Washingtonians 
fumbled a Shepherd punt and Sam 
Berry recovered on the Gallaudet 25. 
Shepherd hit paydirt in three plays 
with Barney Tucker going over from 
the five. Guy Tucker added the extra 
point for a 14-0 advantage. 

Gallaudet got back into the game 


on a drive from its own 10-yard line, 
with Tuttle completing four passes, 
one good for 30 yards, and Nuerm- 
berger crashing over from one yard 
out. Turk’s try for extra point sailed 
wide but the undermanned home forces 
were trailing only 14-6 at the half. 

The Rams tallied twice in the third 
period on a 35 -yards runback by Boun- 
atsas of an intercepted pass and a 10- 
yards charge through the line by 
Hamilton. With one of the extra -points 
being good the score stood at 27-6 
when Shepherd opened the throttle 
wide for its five touchdowns in the 
last quarter. Here’s the resume of that 
sensational splurge : 

Summary of Splurge 

Tweedlie blocked a Ghllaudet punt 
with Cascio falling on the ball in the 
end zone. 

Gallaudet fumbled on the resulting 
kickoff with Shepherd recovering on 
the home team’s 45. The Rams scored 
in five plays, Dorsey’s 15 -yard pass to 
Higham in 'the end zone being the 
payoff. 

Gallaudet punted to the Shepherd 
36 On the first play from scrimmage, 
Abell burst off tackle and streaked 64 
yards on a beautiful run featuring ace- 
high blocking. 

Bounatsas intercepted a pass on the 
Gallaudet 25 and returned five yards. 
Barney Tucker got 14 yards in two tries, 
and Vance went the remaining six. 

Dorsey passed to Henderson for 15 
yards to the Gallaudet one-yard line. 
Dorsey then tallied his team’s ninth 
touchdown of the game on a quarter- 
back sneak. 

Playing their last game for Shep- 
herd were the following eight players — 
Charlie Gattone, Guy Tucker, Kelly 
Ford, Jim McFarland, Gerald Dorsey, 
Emory Hamilton, Robert Tabor and 
Howard Abell. It was also the last 
season for Peer who before his injury 
was consistently outstanding with his 
returning of punts, knocking down and 
interception of passes and all-around 
defensive work in the backfield.

He is a veteran of World War II having 
served with the Infantry in both the European and Pacific theatres. Last year 
he attended the School of Journalism at West Virginia University, and at the 
same time he served as editor of the Register. Prior to this he attended Roanoke 
College, Salem, Virginia. His 23 years make him one of West Virginia’s youngest 
editors. 


Jounalism history has been made by the Shepherdstown 
Register, which last week celebrated its one-hundreth anni- 
versary with a splendid 90-page edition. So far as is known, the 
local paper is the only one in the state to have continued for a 
century under the same name. 

Possibly you may have seen a copy of the record anniver- 
sary edition. Reprinted are many historic and interesting ar- 
ticles, including the story of John Brown’s raid, the founding of 
Shepherd College, a visit of President Cleveland to the town, an 
account of the big flood of 1936, and numerous others. The 
paper also contains many interesting pictures of the past which 
show Shepherdstown as it looked during the various stages of 
its progress. The gathering and editing of all the articles in the 
anniversary copy was a tremendous accomplishment. We urge 
all students to try to obtain a copy or read the one filed in our 
library. 

Major credit for the hundred-year success story must go to 
the Snyder family. Pictured above is the present editor of the 
Register, William Snyder, Jr., who has further enhanced the 
fine progress of the paper. 

The Register has done a commendable job of printing the 
Picket for almost 40 years. 

A tribute from such neophyte journalists as we must neces- 
sarily be humble indeed. However, the members of the Picket 
staff congratulate the editor and staff of the Register on their 
anniversary, and sincerely wish them continued success is the 
future.

Former Student Makes Good 

Rev. Stanley E. Emrich, a graduate 
of Shepherd College, Shepherdstown, 
West Virginia in the class of 1946, and 
at present a senior at Westminster 
Theological Seminary, Westminster, 
Maryland, has been selected to appear 
in the new WHO’S WHO IN METH- 
ODISM, an entirely new compilation 
of persons of outstanding ability and 
achievement in The Methodist Church, 
which is expected to be off the press 
in 1950. 

Mr. Emrich was first honored at 
Shepherd College by his selection as 
outstanding freshman in 1942, and dur- 
ing his student days was successively, 
class president, president of The Inter- 
uational Relations Club, president of 
the Gamma Chapter, Zeta Sigma N- 
tional Fraternity, president of The Col- 
lege Council, and a general leader in 
student activities. He was a member 
of the college choir for four years and 
during his junior and senior years was 
elected by the faculty, on the basis of 
scholarship, to membership in Kappa 
Delta Pi and WHO’S WHO AMONG 
STUDENTS IN AMERICAN UNI- 
VERSITIES AND COLLEGES. He was 
also an active member of the Future 
Teachers of America, and a staff writ- 
er for The Picket. His monthly column 
in the college newspaper, “Random 
Shots”, received a wide reading. 

Recently, Emrich has written a 
series of articles dealing with the prac- 
tical problems of the rural church. 
These articles were published in sev- 
eral religious magazines and journals 
in the south and southeastern parts of 
the United States. This past year two 
of his poems were selected for inclu- 
sion in the American Anthology of 
Contemporary Verse. 

Mi*. Emrich has been active in the 
life of Westminster Seminary as a 
member of the Student-Faculty Rela- 
tions Committee, as vice-president of 
the Student Government Association, 
as a member of the Seminary Singers, 
and as a member of the Spiritual Life 
Committee. His consistently high 
scholastic averages led to his being 
awarded one of the National Methodist 
Scholarships this year. He will gradu- 
ate from Westminster Theological 
Seminary in May of 1950, and plans to 
continue his studies toward a master’s 
degree, preparatory to teaching in a 
church school of higher education.

“Alaska, The Last Frontier.’* 

Captain Hook said he hoped we’d 
remember what he said about Alaska 
and afterward, teach and inform others 
with the truth about Alaska. “Alaska is 
not always cold,” he said when dis- 
cussing its seasons in different local- 
ities. He described the wonderful fertile 
soil and the magnificent crops it grew. 
There are no orchards but vegetables 
which *grow to be an unbelievable size 
are raised in abundance. He also spoke 
of the beauty of its many varieties of 
flowers. The salmon industry is more 
valuable to Alaskans than all her 
natural resources and furs. 

The flag of Alaska, which was de- 
signed by a Seventh grade boy, was 
shown. Captain Hook spoke of the 
w*ild life, telling of the dangerous 
Brown Bears. He said, too, that Alaska 
must get rid of the Timber Wolf which 
is destroying their wild life besides 
other damages to the people. A bounty 
of $50.00 is paid for each one killed 
and their hides are worth $7.50. 

His rare and elaborate stags display 
included a 9-foot Alaskan Brownie 
Bear Skin, 3 beautifully carved and 
painted Totem Poles, an Eskimo Doll 
dressed in Alaskan skins, his own beau- 
tiful Parka of Alaskan Black Timber 
Wolf skin and colorful Muklucks. 

Captain Hook advises only those with 
a profession to come to Alaska at the 
present time, for it is difficult for 
others to make a living there. 

In 1912, he and his father were a - 
mong the first w’hite men to winter in- 
side the Artie Circle and for more than 
35 years he has spent most of his life 
[there, where his hazardous w*ork has 
been a steady diet. Captain Hook has 
the unusual distinction of being the 
only man in the world who qualifies as 
both deep sea diver and a parachutist. 
Hook organized and trained the first 
Para-Troop Unit. 

j He concluded his program by show- 
| ing colored motion pictures of his 
! interesting, unusual and fascinating 
j experiences. 


Dr. C. V. Stabler, Dean of Instruc- 
tion, Shepherd College, and Miss 
Florence Shaw, Associate Professor of 
Education attended the two day con- 
ference on Problems of Student Teach- 
ing held at West Virginia University, 
December 2nd and 3rd. This was the 
third annual meeting of the State As- 
sociation of Student Teaching, and 
was planned for the purpose of ex- 
amining the Recommended Standards 
Governing Laboratory Experinces of 
Student Teachers. These recommenda- 
tions were made by the National As- 
sociation of Teachers Colleges after a 
survey of all of the colleges offering 
Directed Teaching in the United 
States. The study was begun in 1945. 
The report was published in 1948. The 
executive committee of the West Vir- 
ginia Association for Student Teaching 
presented the following nine recom- 
mendations based upon the conclus- 
ions reached by thhe National Survey 
Committee: (1) Any plan or plans for 
student teaching in West Virginia 
should use the standards of the Na- 
tional Committee as directional goals, 
and yet retain a high degree of auton- 
omy in developing its program. (2) 
Laboratory experiences prior to stu- 
dent teaching should be carefully 
planned and developed. (3) Provisions 
and arrangements resigned to provide 
for individual differences among stu- 
dent teachers should be based upon 
standards which are both concrete 
and subjective. (4) Student teachers 
should be provided opportunities to re- 
main with one group of pupils long 
enough to develop the more complex 
skills of teaching, and become ac- 
quainted with all aspects of teaching. 

(5) Approval for student teaching 
should be based upon students readi- 
ness, and it should be a cooperative re- 
sponsibility. 

(6) The most acceptable situation 
for student teaching appears to be one 
in which the student teacher could 
begin his work in a laboratory school 
under the direction of the college in 
vjhich he is enrolled, then spend some 
time in a public school for more 
experience (a semester of full days of 
teaching would be excellent) and fin- 
ally return to the laboratory school for 
further teaching, summarization and 


evaluation. 

(7) Responsibility for supervision 
should be a joint responsibility of all 
associated with the laboratory school 
program under the direct supervision 
of the director of student teaching. 

(8) Evaluation of student teachers 
growth is a coperative responsibility of 
the student teacher, the supervisor, 
classroom teachers, and other members 
cf the staff closely associated with the 
student teaching experiences. 

(9) Student teaching should pro- 
vide for two general types of situa- 
tions, those which will likely prevail in 
an average public school system, and 
those which go far beyond the aver- 
age public school program. 


SUPERVISORS’ MEETING 


Miss Florence Shaw and Dr. I. O. 
Ash were in Romney on December 7, 
to represent the college at a meeting 
of supervisors arranged by the state 
supervisors of elementary schools. In 
the morning .the discussion centered 
around a chapter on 'the new hand- 
book in reading which dealt specific- 
ally with the skills necessary for good 
reading. In the afternoon the dis- 
cussions were led by Mi*. Gift Hamil- 
ton, supervisor of elementary schools 
in Charleston. The discussions centered 
about the development of evolution of 
schools. The revision of the present 
evolution criteria will take place dur- 
ing the coming year and will be under 
the direction of the committee ap- 
pointed for -that purpose.

Reading Machine to Be DR. WILSON SPEAKS 
Installed Here Soon AT ASSEMBLY 


According to an announcement 
made at the Reading Conference of 
February 11, Shepherd will pioneer in 
the use of a Taohistocope, or reading 
machine, to be purchased soon. Dr. 
Oliver S. Ikenberry, president of the 
college, also announced at the same 
time that the college is planning tr> 
establish a reading clinic for the pur- 
pose of assisting students and pupils 
in public schools to become better 
readers. 

Dr. Ikenberry stated that the col- 
lege plans to secure the latest scien- 
tific equipment that will make it pos- 
sible to make a scientific study of the 
reading differences of students. For 
diagnostic purposes the college is pur- 
chasing a Keystone Telebinocular In- 
strument that will diagnose many of 
the reading difficulties of students. 

An Ophtalmo- Graph produced by 
the American Optical Company will be 
a part of the equipment to be used 
for determining the eye movement 
and placement. An Audiometer will 
be used for determinig the hearing dif- 
ficulties on students as a remedial in- 
strument. 

To increase word recognition and 
rate speed the college will purchase 
a group and individual Tachistocope 
manufactured by the Society for Visual 
Education in Chicago for increasing 
word recognition ability. 

To increase the reading rate of speed

Dr. Ikenberry traced the growth in 
size and influence of this institution. 
Founded on Feb. 7, 1867, four years 
after West Virginia became a State, 
the school was originally a land-grant 
college, and it was through the efforts 
of the late Dr. Martin who becme its 
first president that Morgantown was 
chosen as the site for establishment, 
Di. Ikenberry pointed out. 

The first college had six teachers 
and six college students. But the 168 
preparatory students helped to swell 
the roll. Their expenses amounted to 
$3.50 for board and lodging, and their 
tuition was $8 a quarter. Transporta- 
tion was difficult in those days, the 
speaker reminded, and noted that the 
situation is not ideal today in that 
respect, Morgantown being more or 
less inaccessible. By contrast, he cited 
figures for 1948, when the University 
enrolled 12,785 students in all, with 
6,659 of these on campus, the rest be- 
ing extension or day students. He pre- 
dicted a total of 10,000 at the univers- 
ity by 1960, at the present rate of in- 
crease in population. To the 75 acres 
comprising the university plant, 260 
acres were added ust last year, he said. 
The faculty now numbers 493. General 
education, that is, arts and sciences, is 
emphasied, the educator noted. 


Mr. Carl J. Farnsworth, instructor 
in Foreign Language, has announced 
that several new language books have 
been recommended for and purchased 
for the Shepherd College Library.

“Romantic Spanish Readings” by 
Brady, “Don Quixote” by Cervantes, 
“Poetic and Prose Selections” by Dario, 
“Historia de la Literature Espanola” 
by Del Rio, “Cronica de la Quincena” 
by Galdas and Shoemaker, “Antologia 
de la Literature Espanola” by Romero, 
“Cyrano de Bergerac” by Rostand, 
and “Dos Conquistadores” by Salas.

Quotations From 
Dr. Leavell’s Address 


The following are quotes from an 
address by Dr. Ullin W. Leavell, Pro- 
fessor of Education and Director of 
the McGuffey Reading Clinic, Uni- 
versity of Virginia, Charlottesville, 
delivered at a Reading Conference of 
the Eastern West Virginia Supervisors 
Association which met at Shepherd 
College Feb. 11. 

“Have you ever thought of the child 
who is made “captive” by ignorance 
because of his inability to read.” 
“Education’s objective today is to 
release civilization from the chaos re- 
sulting from the captivity of ignor- 
ance.” 

“This generation has a much broad- 
er educational program than that 
undertaken by Jefferson. No other 
country in the world ever undertook to 
educate more than 15% of their youth. 
We of this generation (have undertaken 
to educate all of the children of all of 
the people of this great nation.” 

“99% of the failures in elementary 
school fail because of reading dis- 
abilities. 36% of the boys enrolled in 
school fail. Failure in reading is a 
symptom of a hidden cause. Parents 
and teachers must work together to 
find the cause. Parents, teachers and 
children must work together to find 
the remedy.” 

“The failing child must be led to 
see that reading is not “Black Magic”. 
Before we can teach him to read we 
must see that he has reading material 
or his instructional level for the basic 
reading program and one or two levels 
below for his independent or free 
reading for fun.” 

“Parents do not object to this pro- 
gram. They are happy when they see 
that their children are getting ma- 
terial that they can read with success 
and satisfaction. Teachers must not 
be “fraid cats” when it comes to ad- 
justing the reading program to meet 
the needs of individuals. Parents must 
trust teachers and help by following 
teachers’ recommendations.” 

“Twenty five percent of a teachers 
time should be spent in testing. 50% 
of the children’s time in the classroom 
should be spent in “reading and do- 
ing.” (During 50% of the time in the 
classroom the teacher should ‘shut 
up.’) Teachers teach too hard!” 
“Every teacher should know' how 
many children can read orally at 100 
words per minute. When a child can 
read 100 words per minute orally he 
should not be permitted to read orally 
again until his silent reading rate is 
200 words per minute. Word recogni-

EAGLES IN CLOSE TILT 


A field goal and two' foul shots -by 
Slippery Sam Berry gave the Shepherd 
Rams an exciting 56 -to- 54 victory | 
over the powerful Bridge wate (Va.) i the 
Eagles in Shepherd’s last (home ap- 
pearance of the season Tuesday night, 

Feb. 21, before a capacity crowd here. 

With -the Rams trailing 53 to 50 with 
a little better than a minute to play, 

Catlett dropped in a one-hander to 
close the margin to 53 to 52. Then 
Berry took matters into his own (hands 
and dropped in the game-winning 
points. “Fuzzy” Bowers converted a 
free throw to bring the Eagles to With- 
in two points but the Rams retained 
possession of the ball until the final 
hom. 

The victory gives the Rams a sea- 
son record of nine victories and eight 
defeats. Shepherd will i travel to 
Shippensburg, Pa., Friday and will be 
out for revenge after suffering a 55-to- 
52 defeat at the hands of the Ship- 
pensburg crew here earlier in the sea- 
son. 

Offensively for the Rams it was A1 
Swick and Berry. Swick was red-hot 
in the first half as he dropped in 
points 'from any angle while in the last 
two periods Berry took over. 

Red Sayger, earlier reported to have 
suffered a broken toe at West Liberty 
— X-rays later showed that ' it was 
only badly bruised — turned in an ex- 
cellent defensive game as did Mike 
Skinner. 

With both teams doing a great deal 
of dribbling and passing and not too 
much shooting, play in the first half j 
was comparatively slow. 

Field goals by Sayger and Maphis 
gave the Rams a 4-to-0 lead. Fike and 
Bowers tied the score at 4 -all and the 
remainder of the period was nip -and - 
tuck with neither team doing too much 
shooting. When the quarter ended the 


Rams were clinging to a two -point 
lead. 

Both teams continued their con- 
servative tactics in the second , period 
with the Rams-' retaining -their slim 
lead until just before the half ended 
when Fike dropped in a hook shot to 
Eagles in the lead by two- 
points at intermission. 

The pace stepped up somewhat in 
the third canto with the Eagles man- 
aging to stay out in front until Berry 
connected with a field goal at the 
five-minute mark to give the Rams a 
34-to-33 lead.

Rams Top Shenandoah 

On February 15, the Rams came 
through with one of their highest 
scoring games of the season as they 
walloped Shenandoah College of Day- 
ton, Va., by the score of 91 to 70 before 
a capacity crowd in White Gym here 
at Shepherd. 

In the preliminary the Shepherd 
Jayvees took a 59 to 51 decision from 
the Shenandoah Junior Varsity. 

It was sweet revenge for the Phillips* 
coached crew that had dropped a prev- 
ious decision to Shenandoah on the 
latters court. 

Slippery Sam Berry set a high indi- 
vidual scoring record for a Shepherd 
performer when he zipped 37 points 
through the netting. Sam collected 12 
field goals and 13 for 14 free throws. 
Both teams set a blistering pace and 
were looping them (from all angles and 
all comers of the court. The fast pace 
produced many fouls with Swick and 
Sayger bowing out via the foul route 
for Shepherd and Woodworth, Booth 
and Dawley leaving the game on fouls 
for Shenandoah. 

Combination Clicks 

The combination of Skinner to Berry 
was clicking in clock-work precision. 
Berry collected only 13 points in 'the 
first half but came surging back in the 
last two periods to ring in -the 29 other 
he collected before the final gun. Say- 
ger and Maphis performed well in the 
backcourt, collecting 10 points each 
and turning in good defensive games. 
Al Swick enjoyed one of his best nights 
of the season as the veteran performer 
came through with 12 points to take 
runner-up spot in the Ram’s scoring. 

Dawley opened the scoring with a 
set-shot and Maleonskie connected 
from the center of the court to make 
it 2-2. The score see-sawed back and 
forth in the first period with Shenan- 
doah holding a three-point advantage 
at the end of the first period. 

The second quarter proved to be a 
repetition of the first with the ac- 
tion nip-and-tuck throughout, as the 
teams left the floor at halftime Shen- 
andoah was cliiiging to a three-point 
advantage. 

With both teams driving hard con- 
tinually and hitting on a good per- 
centage of their shots, Shepherd re- 
mained within striking distance but 
it wasn’t until about midway in the 
third period that the Rams took the 
lead, 48 to 47. From here on out the 
Shenandoah cagers trailed the Rams 
but were on 'their heels most of the 
way. The third period ended with 
Shepherd holding a three-point mar- 
gin. 

Rams Pull Away Late 

Shepherd was unable to build up a 
comfortable lead until the last five 
minutes of the final period and then 
gradually pulled away. 

Four of the Ram cagers -hit the 
double-scoring column with Berry’s 37 
points leading the parade. For Shen- 
andoah, Glenn was high with 24 

points. 

In the Jayvee contesa Shepherd 
handed the Shenandoah cagers their 
first defeat of the season. Spearhead- 
ing the Shepherd attack were Crowe, 
Dumisinecz and Comisso who col- 
lected 15, 18, and 14 respectively. Daw- 
ley and Dickerson tied with 12 for 
Shenandoah.

tion can best be developed by methods 
other than oral reading.” 

“There is no reason why any teach- 
er or parent should ever say, ‘We can’t 
interest a child in reading.” We must 
find what the child is interested in, 
and then prove to him that reading 
will lead him to still greater interests 
ir. this particular field.” 

“The children of this generation are 
the most barren of any generation of 
all time as far as background experi- 
erce needed for the understanding of 
their own environment is concerned. 
Not many of them have ever had op- 
portunity to work all day side by side 
with a parent. Many 'have little oppor- 
tunity to visit with parents around the 
table or enjoy a “children’s Hour” with 
them in the evening. When they trav- 
el they are whirled through space too 
fast to observe or ask questions about 
what >they catch fleeting glimpses of 
in passing.” 

“Schools and parents should work 
together and plan for excursions that 
will give the background experience 
necessary before reading can become 
a meaningful experience. Excursions 
should be taken in the fall instead of 
in the spring.” 

“It is our job to give assignments 

that will give the child a chance to 
succeed. If we fail he carries our as- 
signments home and his parent’s work 
back to school!” 

i “Work together to get interesting 
reading material that will meet the 
needs of every reading level, and give 
every child time to read it at school.”

Education increases material gains, 
said Dr. Ikenberry. He then quoted 
some statistics to prove his statement, 
namely that the average college gradu- 
ate earns a total of 120,000 dillars in 
his life-time, while those who go no 
farther than high school earn only 
85,000 dollars during their life-span. 
Elementary school graduates earn in 
all only 64,000 dollars, according to the 
statistics. 

Returning to the less tangible values 
of education, Dr. Ikenberry finished 
his speech by pointing out a chain 
reaction which education might pro- 
duce n the world. Education will give 
you ia golden home to live in, he said, 
and a golden home will bring beauty 
in character. Beauty in character will 
bring honor into the home, which In 
turn will bring order to the nation, 
and order in the nation- will bring 
peace to the world. 

The address was highlighted by hu- 
man interest stories and was well re- 
ceived by the assembly.

RAMS LOSE LEAD, 

BOW TO SALEM, 76-71 

Shepherd College after leading to 
that point fizzled out mid- way in the 
final period, February 27, and drop- 
ped a 76.71 decision to Salem College 
there. 

One bright spot in the Ram’s defeat 
was the 29 points registered by Sam 
Berry. This gives Berry a season total 
of 411 points and makes him the first 
player in the history of the college 
to .go over the 400 mark. 

The Rams jumped into an eariy 
lead. Play was -through the best part 
of the first period but Shepherd got 
two quick baskets joist before the quar- 
ter ended for a six-point advantage. 
The second period found both teams 
hooping them in from every angle. The 
passing of Skinner was one of the 
outstnading factors in the Rams second 
period attack.

Its 
last lead was 62 to 61 and although 
Salem took over tht lead and kept it, 
the Rams were hot on theirheels.

5. That the YMCA and YWCA shall 
be discontinued as separate organiza- 
tions and shall be replaced by the SCA, 
which shall be composed of the mem- 
bers of both organizations when the 
following conditions shall be met: 

a. When, in the opinion of the faculty 
advisors, a proposed constitution, har- 
monious with the spirit, intent, and 
purpose of a Student Chrstian Asso- 
ciation and with the principles of ef- 
fective government, has been drawn up 
by the unification committee. 

b. When each organization, meeting 
separately in a special session, shall 
have adopted the proposed constitu- 
tion by procedure appropriate to the 
provisions for amendment of its pre- 
sent constitution. 

c. When officers of theStudent As- 
sociation shall have been duly elected 
and installed as provided for in the 
constitution previously adopted. 

The unfication committee is com- 
posed of Edra Riley, Marjorie Shirley, 
Charles Townsend, and Ted Neely. 

It is planned that all meetings will 
be held on Thursdays at 6:30 p. m. 
on the 2nd and 4th weeks of the month.

HOME ECONOMICS NEWS 


The beginners clothing class of the 
Heme Economics Department is now 
making an assortment of garments 
ranging from Spring wool suits to print 
dresses. Two of the tailored suits are 
nearing completion. Most of the girls 
expect to make several garments after 
completing the first one. Many of the 
girls are showing progress in this 
class. 

Besides actual sewing and laboratory 
work on the garments, the members 
of the class have also had class lectures. 
They have learned factors about how 
to teach sewing and how to give sew- 
ing demonstrations. They also have 
learned about different sewing equip- 
ment and other things on the market 
which aid them in their progress in 
clothing class. Then, in the laboratory 
classes they apply what they have 
learned. The Home Economics Meth- 
ods Class includes fourteen future 
Home Economics teachers. At present 
they are doing research w'ork and mak- 
ing teaching guides for their future 
use as teachers. 

An exhibit has been set up in the 
clothing room for the methods class 
which includes many periodicals and 
various phases of Home Economics 
Education. It also includes a number 
of high school texts for the use of 
student teachers. The Home Economics 
Club is collecting these texts for the 
student teachers. 

The Home Managemtnt Class has 
sixteen members who are now study- 
ing better manafement of time, ener- 
gy, and money.

A.A.C. HOLDS MEETING 

Leading educators from all parts of 
the United States attending the an- 
nual confeence of the American As- 
sociation of Colleges for Teacher Edu- 
cation at Atlantic City, N. J., February 
23-25, were told that the basic problem 
in teacher education today is to find 
guiding aims and goals. G. Lester 
Anderson, dean of teacher education 
at the College of the City of New York, 
told educators in attendance that 
improved personnel services including 
recruitment, guidance, and placement, 
improved social and economic status 
for teachers, a curriculum geared to 
the demands of public education, and 
the enrichment of instruction through 
clinical methods of teaching were re- 
quisite to dynamic teacher training. 

The “more sophisticated” citizenry 
of America look down their noses at 
teaching as a profession, Dea n Ander- 
son pointed out. Because of this, the 
recruitment of badly needed teachers 
for the nation’s public schools is 
hampered at every turn. 

LOOKING AHEAD 

Improvement of classroom methods 
on the part of college teachers them- 
selves, ways and means to develop 
understanding of the fundamental 
principles of democracy o n the part 
of students, the school’s role in estab- 
lishment of moral and religious values, 
evaluation of curriculum patterns, and 
the rapidly growing field of public 
relations. These were among areas of 
teacher education calling for on-going 
programs of study by the American 
association, as proposed by Edward S. 
Evenden, Teachers College, Columbia 
University, New York, in his address 
“Looking Ahead.” 

“GOOD” TEACHER OF TEACHERS 

Teachers of teachers have long told 
prospective young teachers how to 
make good in the classroom. Now 
comes a check-list from 197 teachers 
college presidents and deans telling 
what they expect of the teacher’s 
teachers. 

Among qualities rated highest were: 
ability to inspire students to think for 
themselves, a friendly, democratic, tol- 
erant, and helpful attitude, a teacher 
as opposed to a “subject specialist,” 
emotional stability and maturity, fair- 
mindedness, infectious enthusiasm for 
teaching, ability to organize and pre- 
pare carefully for each meetng of class, 
breadth of view of educational prob- 
lems, genial sense of humor. 

The report was made by Dean Mar- 
ion R. Trabue of the School of Educa- 
tion, Pensylvania State College, State 
College, Pa.

Shepherd College has been elected 
to membership in the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, i-t was disclosed officially in 
Shepherdstown by Dr. Oliver S. Iketn- 
berry, president. 

Student interest was high when Dr. 
Ikeniberry made the first official an- 
nouncement to students and faculty 
members who crowded the hall and 
library to hear the news. 

Shepherd was one of 13 named to 
membership, he said, out of 22 ma-king 
application. 

He added that Shepherd’s qualifica- 
tions were regarded as above the aver- 
age for comparable institutions. 

Dr. Ikenberry appeared before the 
association meeting which was held 
March 20-24 in Chicago. 

He expressed much satisfaction in 
being able to disclose election to the 
body which gives the college improved 
standing in the educational world. The 
membership has been sought for some 
time. 

The following statement, covering 
the developments and prepared by 
Dean Carey V. Stabler, of the college, 
was made public: 

“At its annual convention in Chi- 
cago, the North Central Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools of- 
ficially announced today that 13 col- 
leges had been selected as additional 
members of its organization. One of 
the institutions to be so honored is 
Shepherd College, Shepherdstown, 
West Virginia. 

“Membership in the North Central is 
a cherished goal in the field of higher 
education and only the superior col- 
leges can hope to be taken into it. 
Eligibility is based on 'the high stand- 
ards maintained by the institution as 
a whole and its various departments 
individually. 

Must Qualify 

“In meeting the requirements of 
North Central, Shepherd is considered 
to possess the following attributes: 
That it is worthy of public and nation- 
al recognition for the calibre of work 
done: that it fully meets the needs of 
its students; that its educational pro- 
gram is executed at a high level; that 
it helps the public school program of 
the country by the selection and train- 
ing of superior teachers; and that it 
has a major contribution to make to 
the improvement of higher education 
in the region and nation. 

“Members of the North Central also 
are considered to possess institutional 
excellence in the following areas : 
Clearly established and well coordi- 
nated puiposes; competent faculty; ef- 
fective service; satisfactory plant; and 
appropriate, adequate equipment and 
facilities; good conditions for work; 
effective instruction; adequate reading 
facilities, fully used; an able student 
body; competent administrators; mod- 
em student personnel program; ade- 
quate and stable financial support; 
continuous professional growth; effici- 
ent operation and care of physical 
plant; and a well-conceived and well- 
supervised athletic program. 

“Shepherd College, as compared 
with the stronger institutions of the 
North and East, was given an especial- 
ly high rating and rank on its state- 
ment and achievement of purposes; 
faculty organizations; conditions for 
service; professional educational pro- 
gram; -technical educational program; 
administration; finances; and athlet- 
ics.

Dickens Impersonator 
Proves Big Hit 

Frank Guy Armitage, the featured 
attraction in assembly Wednesday, 
March 22, 1950, delighted his Reynolds 
Hall audience with several monologues 
of “Dickens and ’his Queer Folk.” 

Following a humorous itroduction. 
he portrayed Uriah Heap, a clerk, in 
the novel “David Cooperifield”, who 
fairly crawled in his slavish hyproc- 
ricy. Then he presented a caricature 
of Grandfather Smallweed, a miser- 
able old man, from Bleak House, a 
novel written by Dickens which is a 
satire on 'the methods of an English 
equity court based upon an actual case 
in Chancery. Concluding he gave a 
brilliant performance of a scene from 
“A Tale of Two Cities” in which Sud- 
ney Carton, a lawyers clerk, makes his 
magnificent renunciation and goes to 
the guillotine. 

Impersonating the famous and in- 
famous characters created by the 
genius of the immortal Charles Dick- 
ens, he uses wigs and semi-costumes to 
heighten -the effect of the illusion. 1 
However, no greasepaint is employed 
•for “make-up” and the astonishing 
facial effects are obtained by the skill- 
ful manipulation of the facial muscles. 
Semi-classic music completed the at- 
mosphere. 

From the rich mine of over two 
thousand characters described by the 
great writer, Dr. Armitage selects the 
most outstanding, and, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, he makes them live and 
move and have their being once more. 

Dr. Armitage has lived and worked 
in surroundings made famous by 
Charles Dickens for long periods at a 
time and possesses one of the finest 
libraries of Dickensia in the world.

its whole program and several hundred 
pages of reports required by the Assoc- 
iation were presented in November, 
1948, and again in November, 1949. 
After this vast amount of information 
had been analyzed by the regional 
committee at headquarters in Chicago, 
Shepherd College was approved for 
further investigation. Dr. Anderson, 
professor of education, Ohio State 
University, and Dr. Richardson, dean 
of students, Ball State Teachers Col- 
lege, Muncie, Indiana, representatives 
of the North Central, made a profes- 
sional inspection of Shepherd College 
in January, 1950, to find the informa- 
tion submitted by the faculty to be 
accurate and: to determine that the 
spirit as well as the letter of North 
Central standards prevailed on the 
campus of Shepherd College. 

“Shepherd College’s successful bid 
for membership means that it has an 
official standing in the United States 
equal to the ‘best colleges in the nation; 
that the transfer of credits to other 
colleges will be greatly facilitated; 
that high school counselors will have 
standard information about Shepherd 
College to use in 'their programs for 
the advisement of their prospective 
college students; and that the main- 
tenance of high standards generally 
at Shepherd College will be stimulated 
by the continuous leadership and 
supervision provided by the North 
Central Association.”

George Riabikoff 
Gives Piano Concert 

George Riabikoff, young Russian 
pianist who is residing at present in 
Shepherdstown gave a recital in Rey- 
nolds Hall on Tuesday night, April 11. 
His selections were enthusiastically 
received by an audience of about 200. 

Riabikoff is said to be one of the 
most gifted artists ever to perform at 
Shepherd College. His program of last 
Tuesday was his third appearance 
here as he previously had played for 
'the college assembly and over radio 
station WEPM, Martinsburg. 

His background in music is both 
varied and comprehensive. He began 
his career at the age of four, when he 
took his first lessons and he is still 
pursuing his studies. He has attended 
several European conservatories of 
music, and has given public perform- 
ances in Europe including participa- 
tion in the International Master Com- 
petition in Lungburg Germany, and in 
the World Music Festival in Bad Pyr- 
mont, Germany. His studies were in- 
terrupted by World War n, but after 
the war he resumed his music career, 
performing many times for the Amer- 
ican and British Armed Forces in 
Europe. Riabikoff came to the United 
States in October of 1949 to continue 
his studies in New York, but has been 
forced into temporary retirement at 
Shepherdstown at the home of Miss 
Nina Mitchell. 

The recital Tuesday night was pro- 
nounced “a rare treat” by one of the 
qualified and recognized musicians in 
this locality. This authority com- 
mented : 

“The first half of the program was 
beautifully played, though less under- 
stood by some of the listeners because 
of its exact classicism. The second 
half, opening with the well-known 
Rachmaninoff Prelude, Op. 3, No. 2, 
was warmly received, as were the folk 
dance Lesghinka, and the Chopin 
numbers. His light, musical exact tone 
quality was in remarkable contrast 
with the powerful effects made in the 
mere robust numbers.” 

The recital was sponsored by Shep- 
herd College and by several organiza- 
tions in Shepherdstown. The following 
selections were presented: “Chaconne,” 
Bach-Busoni; “Pictures at an Exhibi- 
tion*’, Moussorgsky, Prelude Op. 3, 
No. 2, Rachmahiooff ; “Caucasian Folk 
Dance- Lesgh ihka ” , Liapounoff; arid 
three numbers by Chopin: “Berceuse 
(Cradle Song)”, “Mazurka in A Min- 
or”',' and “Polonaise in A Flat.”

Mr. Bailey Addresses 
A A U P Meeting 

A regular meeting of the American 
Association of University Professors 
was held at the home of Miss Ruth 
C-onard Friday evening April 14. 

The speaker of the evening was Mr. 

| Frank Bailey of the Shepherd faculty, 
who recently attended the A. A. U. P. 
meeting held in Cleveland, Ohio, 
i March 25 and 26 at Hotel Cleveland. 

; In discussing the speeches made at 
the meeting in Cleveland, he pointed 
' out 'that one of the most important 
i problems facing the A. A. U. P. Assoc- 
iation as well as all college and uni- 
versity teachers is the present pro- 
posal to establish National Sc-holar- 
1 ships and fellowships and the pro- 
viding of loans for students in institu- 
i tions of higher learning. 

He states that in accordance with 
the report of the president’s commit- 
tee on higher education 32% of all 
American high school graduates are 
capable of completing four years of 
College, but if it is assumed that one- 
half of the students do not want to 
go to college there is still one student 
out of school for each one in school. 

State Aid 

A national average has been estab- 
lished in states ranking each state 
according to the state aid given. It was 
pointed out that the State of Utah 
spends 219% of its national average 
and New Jersey 56%. Mississippi is at 
the national average and New York 
spends 86% of the average. If Missis- 
sippi were to match New York it 
would have to spend an amount equal 
to 320% of the national average. The 
conclusion was drawn that evidently 
state aid in not the answer. 

Loyalty Problem 

The problem receiving a great deal 
of attention at the meeting in Cleve- 
land was that of loyalty oaths. The 
question of academic freedom and ten- 
ure has long been a particular project 
of the A. A. U. P. Association on the 
theory that institutions of (higher 
learning are conducted for the com- 
mon good and not .to further the inter- 
est of either the individual or the in- 
stitution as a whole. The common good 
depends upon the free search for truth 
and its free exposition. Academic free- 
dom is essential to these purposes and 
applies to both teaching and research. 
Freedom in research is fundamental to 
the advancement of truth. It was also 
stated that academic freedom in its 
teaching aspect is fundamental for the 
protection of the rights of the teacher 
in teaching and 0 f the student to free- 
dom in learning. It carries with it 
duties correlative with rights. The 
teacher should be entitled to freedom 
in the classroom in discussing his sub- 
ject, but he should be careful not to 
introduce into his teaching contro- 
versial matters which have no relation 
to his subject.

SWICK SNUFFS FOES’

DR. SNIESZKO TO BE 
I. R. C. SPEAKER 


A regular meeting of the Interna- 
tiona Rlelations Club was held Monday 
evening, April 17, at 6 P. M. in the 
Home Economics Room of Snyder 
Science Building. 

The principal speaker for the even- 
ing was Dr. Stanislas I Snieszko who 
spoke on the ‘current situation in Po- 
land. Dr. Snieszko, a native of Poland, 
came to the United States to do grad- 
uate work in Microbiology at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and returned to 
his native country in 1932. 

In 1939 he again returned to America 
as a delegate to a Microbiology Con- 
gress in New York City and has since 
remained here becoming a natural- 
ized citizen in 1944. 

An outstanding microbiologist in 
both Europe and America, Dr. Snies- 
zko served as a Captain in the Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service at Camp Deatrick, 
Frederick, Md. during the war and has 
since been chief of the microbiology 
labatory at the Federal Fish Hatchery 
at Lee town W. Va. where he and his 
wife reside.

FORMER ALPHA CHI ALPHA 
GROUP ANNOUNCE 
ACTION LAST WEEK 


The third weekend of May, 1950 is 
going to be an important one for 
Shepherd College as well as the Alpha 
Chi Alpha Sorority. On that weekend 
the National President of Alpha Sigma 
Tau Sorority, Mrs. S. Carl Robinson, 
Off Clayton, Missouri, will be on our 
campus to reinstall the Chi Chapter of 
Alpha Chi Alpha Sorority. Other na- 
tional officers will also be present. 
Exactly ten years ago this month, May 
1940, 'the original Chi chapter was in- 
stalled. 

The chapter remained national from 
1940 to 1948 when, due to circum- 
stances beyond its control, it had to 
become a local sorority — the Alpha 
Chi Alpha. When Alpha Sigma Tau 
became a national sorority it was ad- 
mitted to the American Association 
of Education Sororities. This associa- 
tion had been founded in 1915 to pro- 
mote the welfare of sororities in 
teachers colleges and in departments 
of education in universities. 

Parallel with A. E. S. was the Na- 
tional Panhellenic Congress an assoc- 
iation founded in 1 1891, for the social 
sonorities in' liberal arts colleges. The 
first chapter of Alpha Sigma Tau was 
founded in 1899. By 1947 three were 
sixty colleges that had A. E. S. soror- 
ities on their campuses. These col- 
leges that were once established for 
teacher training exclusively had 
gradually added liberal arts depart- 
ments. By September, 1947, forty- 
eight of the sixty colleges in the A. E.S. 
field had A. A. U. or regional accred- 
iting and of the remaining twelve, 
all but four had fulfilled the require- 
ments for such accrediting. One of 
these four' was Shepherd College which 
was accredited by the American Assoc- 
iation of Teachers Colleges. 

Space, therefore, the fields had 
merged wherein N. P. C. and A. E. S. 
sororities had functioned separately 
for many years, the union of the two 
sorority associations became inevitable. 
Consequently on November 12, 1947, 
the six sororities in A. E. S. accepted as 
associate members of the National 
Panhellenic Conference at its biennial

MRS. NASON 
ADDRESSES AAUW 


“We women of the United States are 
interested in equal rights because we 
have freedoms to be equal in”, said 
Mrs. Rachel Conrad Nason, of the De- 
partment of State at a meeting of the 
Shepherdstown Branch of 'the Amer- 
ican Association of University Women* 
at a dinner meeting in Science Hall, 
April 24, when she addressed the 
group on “The Status of Women.” 

“Equality does not necessarily mean 
identical rights,” explained the speak- 
er; “it should be 'translated balanced 
rights.” 

During the business meeting Dr. 
Ruth Scarborough was re-elected pres- 
ident for the coming year. Miss Sara 
Helen Cree was chosen vice-president; 
Miss Louise Huf faker, secretary; and 
Mrs. Hazel Newman, treasurer. 

Mrs. Nason, who has served as an 
advisor on the United Nations Com- 
mission 1 on the status of women, spoke 
of the work of that 'body. The om- 
mision, made up of representatives 
from 15 countries, discusses such prob- 
lems as votes for women, the national- 
ity of married women, and equal pay, 
said the speaker. 

The status of women is one of the 
hottest issues in the United Nations 
activities, according to Mrs. Nason. 

In referring to the rights of women 
in the United States, she expressed the 
feeling that weaknesses lie in the small 
number in the legislatures, in the lack 
of participation of women in politics, 
and in their ineligibility for jury ser- 
vice in ten states. “However”, said 
Mrs. Nason, “women -fail to use many 
of the opportunities given 1 them.” 

In her introduction, Mrs. Nason re- 
ferred to the recent unfavorable pub-

Dr. George P. Shannon 
Gives Address to AAUP 

ANNUAL MEETING 
IS WELL ATTENDED 


Dr. George Pope Shannon, Washing- 
ton, associate secretary of the National 
Association' of University Professors, 
with a membership of more than 
37,000 faculty members in colleges and 
universities of the United States was 
the guest speaker at the annual dinner 
of the Shepherd College chapter of 
the American Association of University 
Professors held in the dining room of 
the Lutheran Church, Friday, May 5, 
at 6:30. 

Dr. Shannon, who was accompanied 
here by Mrs. Shannon, began his pre- 
paratory education at Battleground 
Academy, receiving his A. B. from 
Vanderbilt and his A. M. and Ph. D 
from Stanford. He taught in high 
school and preparatory schools during 
1911-18, and was with the Pacific Com- 
mercial Co., Manila, P. I., the follow- 
ing two years. During 1920-21 he was 
associate professor of English at Uni- 
versity of Philippines, Manila. Dr. 
Shannon was instructor in English at 
Stanford during 1921-25, being assist- 
ant professor of English at the Uni- 
versity of New Mexico the following 
year. He returned to the University ol 
the Philippines as head of the English 
Department in 1926 teaching in Pea- 
body (1930) and Stanford (1933) col- 
leges as visiting professor several 
Summers. Later he was dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences at Uni- 
versity of New Mexico. He resigned in 
August 1947 from the University of 
Alabama where he was professor of 
English. 

During the First World War he 
served as a private and second lieu- 
tenant in the United States Marine 
Corps. 

He is a member of Modern Language 
Association x in America, Medieval 
Academy, South Atlantic Modern 
Language Association, American As- 
sociation of University Professors, 
having been secretary of that organ- 
ization since September 15, 1947, Phi 
Beta Kappa, Phi Kappa Phi, Alpha 
Tau Cmega and Civitan.

Dr. Ruth Scrbo rough, professor of 
'history at Shepherd College and chair- 
man of the division of social studies, 
announced today that she will attend 
Summer school at Oxford University 
in England, having made her plans to 
sail on the Queen Mary June 8.

Mr. Bailey, who came to Shepherd 
College in 1948, was bom at Home, 
W. Va. He attended a one- room 
school and graduated at the age of 
twelve. He then went to work in the 
oil fields in West Virginia, a necessity 
because of his father’s poor health, 
antd dd not start to high school un- 
til he was eighteen. After his gradua- 
tion from high school in 1927, he at- 
tended Glenville College for the sum- 
mer ter r, >f that year, and began his 
teaching career in the fall in a one- 
room school. He returned to Glen- 
ville College the following year, and 
graduated in 1933. During the years 
that followed, he taught two years in 
a one -room school, two years in an 
elementary school and three years in 
a high school. He then attended West 
Virginia University and was awarded 
a Master’s Degree in 1940. During the 
next six r seven years, he was princi- 
pal of an 1 elementary school, attended 
the University of Akron in Ohio; and 
taught in the University of Akron. He 
also attended radio school for two 
years, and is a graduate of the Nation- 
al Rdio Institute. Having come to 
Shepherd in 1948, he is teaching phy- 
sics and education. He is also working 
on his doctorate at the George Wash- 
ington University. 

In addition- to the six years in the 
oil fields, Mr. Bailey has ventured sev- 
eral times into a non-academic atmos- 
phere. He has worked as a garage 
mechanic; as a physicist in the Good- 
rich Testing Laboratories in Akron; 
as a surveyor; and as an assistant in

Dr. Ralph McDonald is executive 
secretary of two major programs of 
the National Education Association; 
The Department of Higher Education 
and the National Commission on 
Teacher Education and Professional 
Standards. 

He is also president of the National 
Committee on Atomic Information, a 
national clearing house for public ed- 
ucation on atomic energy, established 
by major national organizations and 
the atomic scientists. He is chairman 
of world citizenship and a member of 
the board of managers of the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers. 
He is North Carolina chairman for 
the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 

In educational circles Dr. McDonald 
is best known as the spearhead of the 
movement to raise the professional 
standards of teaching. He organized 
the Chatauqua Conference in 1946 and 
directed the follow-up of that con- 
ference which gave unprecedented 
publicity through press, magazine, 
radio, and movies to the teacher 
shortage and the need for better con- 
ditions of teaching. The minimum 
salary of $2400 to $6000 promulgated 
by the National Commission on Teach- 
er Education and Professional Stand- 
ards has been widely adopted and has 
had great influence in raising salaries 
throughout the nation. Dr. McDonald

Results of Student Poll 
Are Announced 

Why do students enroll at Shep- 
herd? 

Mr. Frank Bailey’s class in educa- 
tional pychology sought the answer 
recently by means of a questionnaire, 
given to 190 students. 

As indicated below, the four main 
reasons for enrolling here were con- 
venient location, 117 students or 61%; 
low enrollment fees and expenses, 108 
or 57%; the size of the college 100 or 
53% and the advice of a friend or 
relative 77 students or 40%. Totals do 
not add to 100% because the same 
student often cited more than one 
reason for enrolling and percentage Is 
based on 190 students taking the poll.

also directed the commission’s teacher 
| selection campaign and the Oxford 
! Conference for the Improvement of 
Teaching. 

Dr .McDonald is the first executive 
secretary of 'the Department of Higher 
Education, which is the college and 
university branch of the NEA. Under 
his leadership this department has 
grown in three years from a charter 
membership cf 352 to more than ten 
thousand dues-paying members. The 
department has sponsored the annual 
National Conference on Higher Edu- 
cation and other activities, including 
legislation liberalizing the educational 
provisions for veterans and providing 
for the transfer of more than $200,000,- 
0G in buildings and equipment to the 
colleges and universities. 

Even before coming with the Nation- 
al Education Association in 1944, Dr. 
McDonald was known as a civic and 
educational leader in the state of 
North Carolina. He led the fight for 
the public schools from 1935 to 1944 
which brought that state to the fore- 
front among southern states in public 
education. In 1936 he received the sec- 
ond largest vote for governor ever cast 
iix a North Carolina primary election. 

Born in Illinois, Dr. McDonald grew 
up in Arkansas and completed his 
undergraduate work at Hendrix Col- 
lege. 

He began his teaching career in the 
Fort Smith, Arkansas, high school. 
From there he became prinicpal of a 
consolidated rural school in Cumber- 
land County, North Carolina. He 
founded the Educo clubs, school- 
master’s clubs in North Carolina. He 
was awarded a teaching fellowship at 
Duke University, where he completed 
the requirements for the M. A. and 
Ph D. degrees. Later he studied law at 
the University of North Carolina. 

In 1928 Dr. McDonald went to the 
faculty of Salem College where he 
later became head of the department 
of psychology and education, director 
of extension, and director of public re- 
lations. In 1939 he joined the faculty 
of the University of North Carolina, 
where he organized and developed 
several new programs, including the 
radio department, the program of 
wcrkers-education. and public forums. 
He served as a graduate professor and 
directed the program of graduate 
study for the university at Appalach- 
ian State Teachers College. 

His memberships include: Phi Beta 
Kappa; Kappa Delta Pi; Pi Gamma 
Mu; Rotary; honorary membership 
in The Grange, the North Carolina 
State Federation of Labor, and the 
North Carolina Merchants Association. 

Dr. McDonald served as president of 
the North Carolina Education Associa- 
tion, president of the Conference of 
Educational Organizations in the 
oilier educational and civic organiza- 
tions. He w*as also a member of the 
North Carolina State Legislature. 

He is the author of numerous pub- 
lications and magazine articles. Recent- 
publications edited by him are: Cur- 
rent Problems in Higher Education

The general attitude or spirit of a 
place is, by its very nature, hard to de- 
fine. It is something to be sensed or 
felt rather than defined.

Building the Peace With Citizenship 


“Peace is the happy, natural state 
of man; war his corruption, his dis- 
grace.” Recently many of us have suf- 
fered bitter disappointment and oth- 
ers shock, as a result of the Korea 
situation. As democracy continues on 
trial, I am more convinced that world 
ipeace lies within the individual. Faults 
n our “ocracy” clearly show we depend 
toe much on leadership established by 
too few. More people must participate 
in the people’s government. Think of 
our constitution and Abraham Lin- 
coln’s — “that this nation, under God, 
shall have a new birth of freedom, and 
that government of the people, by the 
people, for the people, shall not perish 
from the earth.” Lincoln’s “Gettys- 
burg Address” will always live because 
it voices the universal feeling of Amer- 
ica. 

I recently read where a Gallup poll 
representative asked an Arkansas ten- 
ant farmer his opinion on the election. 
The man was amazed and replied. 
“Does my opinion count? Nobody ever 
asked for it before.” This proved to me 
that many of us in this great demo- 
cracy are not conscious that we have 
a definite role to play. For a brighter, 
sounder, more secure future then, good 
citizenship is of utmost importance. 

We know that good citizenship is 
vital to the establishment and main- 
tenance of law, order, freedom and 
justice. Without good citizens and 
enough good citizens, it would be im- 
possible to perpetuate a democratic 
way of life and to implement a demo- 
cratic system of government. 

This is true of our local communities, 
of our state and of our nation. What 
about the world, which is now also an 
interdependent community? Can we 
bring about law, order, freedom and 
justice in the world without world 
citizens practicing world citizenship 

As civilization advanced, our citizen - 
sliip grew' from the local level to the 
state level. Then it grew from the 
state level to the national level. Each 
time it expanded, the area of law, or- 
der, freedom and justice was enlarged. 

Today, while nations have achieved 
varying degrees of civilized living, the 
world remains an unsettled community 


in which nations and individuals may 
be “menaced by atomic and bacteriol- 
ogical mass destruction.” World Fed- 
eralists is dedicated to the proposition 
that only a government can save man- 
kind from the horror of an atomic 
war. To those who call the idea a vain 
hope, its president, Cord Myer, Jr., 
replies, ‘Tf this is naive, then it is 
naive to hope.” 

Statesmen tell us that they alone 
cannot give us peace, however, hard 
they work; — “that since war begins in 
the minds of men it is in the minds 
of men that the defense of peace must 
be constructed.” Our orators efforts 
to organize peace through the United 
Nations and by other means have 
largely been frustrated. They need the 
help of the people. The people must 
now do their part as world citizens 
just as they do in their nation as na- 
tional citizens and in their local com- 
munity as local citizens. 

How can we make all people world 
citizens? No one can furnish a com- 
plete answer; but we can all be better 
citizens and good will ambassadors. 
Oh. if but all would seek to know one 
another better; — “for ignorance of 
each others ways and lives has been a 
common cause throughout the history 
of mankind, of that suspicion and 
mistrust between the peoples of the 
world through which their differences 
have all too often broken into war.” 
We ail can better ourselves. If we do 
these things, certainly it will contrib- 
ute largely to the great task of bring- 
ing men and order together. 

Peace begins in my heart, Peace be- 
gins in my home, Peace continues in 
my block, and spreads to my fellow- 
man. 

I would like to leave you with a 
thought I adapted from Albert Carr, 
which at present is foremost in my 
mind; since our form of democracy 
seems to be such an important cog- 
wheel in peace. — “So long as We give 
our country something more than 
words, something of ourselves, Ameri- 
can democracy yill continue to grow 
and bear rich fruit, and our future 
will be bright with promise.”

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tween the United States and the aver- 
age European nation, stating that, to 
his suprise, he was impressed as much 
with the differences as with the sim- 
ilarities between the cultures of West- 
ern Europe and the New World. 

First, the past belonged to Western 
Europe, but the present and the future ^ 
seemed to provide major opportunities 
only for the younger nations of the 
Western hemispheres. Europe was de- 
scribed as a star actor on the stage of 
civilizations in the past and only a 
member of the supporting cast in the | 
present and future world dramas. 
Western Europe is very old and the 
United States is very young, he said. 

Second, Western Europe is prosper- 
ous as compared with most areas of 
the world, but is poor in comparison 
woth the American level of living. Its 
economic position is definitely inferior 
to that of the United States or Canada. 
In Europe there are no prospects for 
a great improvement in this economic 
area. 

Characterized by Insecurity 

Third, relatively the Western Euro- 
pean nations are charadterized by 
insecurity and the United States, as 
compared with Western Europe, oc- 
cupies an enviable position of security. 
According to the views of the speaker, 
Western Europe cannot successfully 
defend itself. Neither can the United 
States provide an effective defense 
for Western Europe, because Germany, 
a natural ally against atheisic and 
anti-Capitalistic Russia, has been com- 
pletely destroyed and hopelessly and 
and permanently divided against it- 
self. 

Preceeding the talk, Dr. Oliver S. 
Ikenberry lead the group in singing | 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers,” and in- 
troduced the speaker.

ing outof-doors. He lamented the fact 
that few teachers feel confident to 
take their classes out-of-doors because 
of the discipline problem involved and 
a lack of confidence in their own 
knowledge. 

His recommendations were to choose 
carefully a fairly restricted area where 
the materials to be studied may be 
found, and on a series of short walks 
to have the students collect specimens 
and then be seated in a group -where 
instruction can be given under simu- 
lated classroom conditions. The teach- 
er may choose for teaching those 
things he knows about and may 
handle a discipline problem by sending 
the offender afield to find a specimen. 
For demonstration, Dr. Brooks selected 
a few weeds collected by the students 
and pointed out interesting facts about 
them. 

After a walk to the monument the 
group was again seated and Dr. 
Brooks talked of the historical and 
geological significance of the spot and 
of the native trees and vegetation. 

Monument Historical 

The tower monument -was used as 
an observation post by General Lee 
during the Civil War and was taken by 
the Union Forces three days before 
the battle of Antietam. 

The ridge of South Mountain on 
which -the tower stands is part of the 
Appalachians which have the distinc- 
tion of being at least 500 million years 
old — “the oldest part of the earth’s 
surface to be continuously without 
water and without ice” he declared. 

Of the trees studied, the most in- 
teresting to the group was the chest- 
nut! Dr. Brooks found a young sprout 
which had come up from below the 
surface of the earth where the blight 
does not reach, but it would soon be- 
come infected and die, he remarked. 
The blight was brought into the 
United States by ornamental chestnut 
trees planted in Central Park, New 
York City, and has spread by spores 
over the whole country. Only a grove 
or two of isolated trees in the West 
are still alive. In West Virginia, there 
is not a single known tree alive, al- 
though parts of some trees are still 
living. From seeds collected from these 
blight resistant parts, several hundred 
young seedling are being grown in ex- 
perimental work at West Virginia Uni 
jversity. After being innoculated three 
times with blight spores, the seedlings 
are still living. Therefore, Dr. Brooks 
predicts that the chestnut may be back 
in our forests — in a thousand years or 
so.

A $470,008 contract for construction 
of the new Health and Physical Edu- 
cation Building at Shepherd College 
was let in Charleston Sept. 19, by the 
State Board of education. 

W. Harley Miller, Martinsburg 
contractor, was the low bidder and 
was awarded the contract. 
Construction on the building is ex- 
pected to get under way here within 
the next week. 

Completion is expected about nine 
months later, meaning that the struc- 
ture will not be available for use until 
next Summer. 

The building, to contain basketball 
courts, a swimming pool and other in- 
door athletic facilities will be erected 
on the new section of the campus re- 
cently purchased. This land lies to the 
north of the present cluster of build- 
ings. 

Also planned in the new building is 
a Student Recreation Center for social 
activities. 

The edifice has been in the plann- 
ing stage for more than a year but 
original designs had to be changed 
when it was found that costs exceeded 
appropriations.

RAMS TIE TECH 
0-0 IN TIGHT GAME 


Before approximately 1,500 scream- 
ing fans the underdog Shepherd Col- 
lege battering Rams held the once 
victorious West Virginia Tech eleven 
to a 0-0 tie in a hard fought and 
gruelling contest on the slippery turf 
at Co bourn Field, Friday night, Sept. 

23. 

Coach Don Phillips’ charges com- 
pletely outplayed Coach Herb Royer’s 
defending state champs at every 
corner and rolled up a decisive edge in 
all statistical departments. The Rams 
relied to 15 first downs while Tech 
registered eight. Shepherd also held 
the edge in both the running and pass- 
ing department, gaining 170 yards on 
the ground to Tech’s 146, and gaining 
an even 100 yards in the air to Tech’s 

24. 

It was a moral victory for the Rams 
who were conceded very little if any 
chance of winning. The Rams gained 
possession of the ball shortly after the 
kick-off and were on the offense most 
of the first half. 

Sam Berry a converted end ,was 
brilliant throughout the contest as he 
directed the offense of the Shepherd 
team masterfully the entire game. In 
addition to his excellent calling of 
plays and fine ball handling, Berry 
displayed a deadly accuracy for hitting 
pass receivers. In all the left handed 
tosser completed 12 out of 22 aerials. 
However ,most of the incompletions 
came late in the final period when the 
Rams took to the air in an effort to 
pull the game out of the fire. Until 
that time Berry completed 10 out of 16 
and had only one intercepted. 

Barney Tucker and Jim Carey 
carried the brunt of the Rams run- 
ning attack as they continually hit big 
holes opened by Shepherd linemen 
for consistent gains. 

The defensive unit of Shepherd 
shown) brightly as they held the Tech 
offense to a mere 70 yards in the first 
half. The defensive charges were led 
by Eddie Seibert .freshman from Cum- 
berland, Homer Henderson, Burley 
Crowe and Carl Tucker. 

Fumbles proved costly to the Rams 
as they muffed the pigskin three times 
and the alert Tech team recovered all 
three. Shepherd drove deep into Tech’s 
territory late in the first period only 
to lose the ball on downs on the 
visitors 18 yard line. Again in the first 
period the Rams were headed toward 
Tech’s goal when they fumbled. 

Jim Carey gave the large crowd a 
thrill late in the final period when 
Tech halted a Shepherd drive on their 
own 20. With fourth down and 12 to go 
for a first, Carey dropped back and 
tried a field goal from 28 yards out. 
The ball sailed straight for the goal 
post bringing the entire crowd to their 
feet. The ball hit .the crossbar and 
fell back in the end zone. 

Tech, displayed a polished offense 
only in the third .period. Also in the 
period Steve Rapko thrilled the crowd 
with a nifty 49 yard run to .pay dirt 
around the right side of Shepherd’s 
line. The play was nullified however 
as an official detected a Tech lineman 
using his hands and arms illegally. 

This was the closest the defending 
champs came to penetrating the Rams 
goal line and in the final .period their 
aerial attack boomeranged as Homer 
Henderson intercepted a pass and re- 
turned to Shepherd’s 28. 

Steve Rapko and Jim Carey excelled 
in the punting department with the 
Rams unter booting the pigskin three 
times for an average of 43 yards. Rap- 
ko handled the punting chores for 
Tech and averaged 48 yards in six 
•punts. 

In the second quarter Berry directed 
the Rams on a sustained drive of 61 
yards that was stopped on Tech’s 19. 
Put ring the ball in play on the Shep- 
herd 20, Berry passed to Robertson for 
a first down on the 47. Carey and 
Tucker made another first on Tech’s 
41. Berry hit Harmison for another 
first on the 21. Berry’s third straight 
completion picked up two yards but a 
15 yard penalty set the Rams back to 
the 34. They fumbled on the next play 
anc Tech recovered as the half ended.

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New Art Exhibition 
Now at College; Comes 

To Campus from Florida 

Displayed on the walls of the long 
corridor of Reynolds Hall, Shepherd 
College, is a new art exhibition ar- 
ranged by President Ikenberry and 
Mrs. Mary J. Scanlon, head of the col- 
lege art department, as a factor in 
the development of art appreciation 
among the students. 

The exhibition travelling from the 
South was organized at the University 
of Florida, Gainesville, has been 
shown at the University of Miami, and 
comes to Shepherd College direct from 
Palm Beach where it had a month- 
long showing at the Norton Gallery 
and School of Art. After completion of 
the Shepherdstown showing the exhi- 
bition goes on to the Allegheny Col- 
lege, Meadeville, Pa., and to the 
Rochester Memorial Art Gallery. 
Rochester, N. Y., and to the Univers- 
ity of Wisconsin, with several subse- 
quent showings in various parts of the 
country before dispersal in May, 1951. 

The exhibition consists of twenty - 
eight works including oils, water colors 
and etchings, all the work of leading 
artists of Florida. These twenty-eight 
items were selected from a preliminary 
exhibition of sixty-nine items by a 
sole juror, brought from New York by 
the University of Florida, a dis- 
tinguished critic and head of the As- 
sociated American Artists, Mir. Robert 
Parsons. 

The exhibition has been in great 
demand, and was heavily over- 
subscribed among art institutions and 
university art departments through- 
out the country. 

Title of the exhibition is “First An- 
nual Circuited Exhibition of the Flori- 
da Artists Group.” R. H. McKelvey of 
Clearwater, Florida, who has his sum- 
mer home in Shepherdstown and has 
been active on the campus over the 
summer school period, said in a gallery 
talk before the students of Mrs. Scan- 
lon’s classes this week that Florida oc- 
cupies a peculiarly fine position for 
the development of the fine arts. Cli- 
mate is responsible. Many distinguish- 
ed artists have gravitated to Florida, 
establishing winter homes, and pur- 
suing their art activities in the warm 
winter months unimpeded by the 
harsh weather conditions that would 
keep them indoors in their northern 
environments. 

Resident artists have profited by 
their contacts with these winter resi- 
dents who have already achieved na- 
tional recognition. The Florida Artist 
Group embraces in its membership 
both winter residents and permanent 
residents, limiting its membership 
strictly to those of both classes who 
have achieved wide recognition. The 
result is that, under the sponsorship 
of the University of Florida, exhibi- 
tions, such as the present one, can be 
assembled and sent on circuit through 
the country with assurance that ac- 
ceptance in art circles will be cordial 
and appreciative.

DR. BARNES FIRST

Dr Walter Barnes, a distinguished 
West Virginia educator and author 
spoke on October 4 at the first formal

assembly held this year. 

Dr. Barnes was bom in Ohio, but 
I has been a citizen of West Virginia 
since early boyhood. He is a graduate 
; of West Virginia Wesleyan College, 
holds an A.B degree from West Vir- 
i ginia Universitp, A.M. degree from 
‘ Harvard University, a doctor of philo- 
I sophy degree from New York Univer- 
sity and a honorary degree of doctor 
! of litrature from West Virginia Wes- 
I ieyan. He has long been recognized as 
one of the most distinguished educa- 
tors in English and has been called 
“The Father of teaching of English.” 

Dr. Barnes chose as his subject “To- 
ward in Education,” stressing the point 
that education begins at birth and 
should continue all through life. To 
achieve this continued education an 
individual must strive for three ele- 
ments: the unfolding of an individual's 
talents, through sycial education, and 
imagination enough to forsee a better 
world of tomorrow. He said, “these ele- 
ments must be well balanced, no one 
stressed more than another.’ 

The suggestions for working toward 
an education, outlined by Dr. Barnes 
were, ‘the open eye,” the education 
of the human senses; “open arms”, an 
attitude toward life with warmth, love, 
and kindness, open mind,” the mind 
is never closed to any new idea. 

Drj. fWaJtet BarnJes expressed his 
hope that ail students at Shepherd 
College will strive to obtain the ideal 
“toward an education.”

ASSEMBLY SPEAKER 


Dr. Ullin W. Leavell, director of the 
reading clime at the University of Vir- 
ginia, was the speaker at the Jeffer- 
son county secondary teachers meetrng, 
Monday, Oct. 1. Dr. Leavell ’s subject 
was “Teaching on the High School 
Level.” He said, “Before we teach we 
must test. When we talk about read- 
ing we must know the ’backgrounds of 
the children we are to teach. Also we 
must know how to prepare children to 
live efficiently in the year 2000 A. D. 
We must teach children to think or we 
shall never be able to teach them that 
which will prepare them /to live in the 
world of the future.” 

Dr. Leavell brought out the point 
that there are three reading levels. 
Functional or independent reading 
level; instructional level; and frustra- 
tiomal level. 

As a concluding thought, Dr. Leavell 
stated 1 , “Only 5% of all children have 
I. Q’s. too low to succeed on the ele- 
mentary level and 10% on the high 
school level.” 

Following the meeting in Charles 
Town, Dr. Leavell visited the campus 
to inspect the new reading clinic which 
has been established in Knutti Hall.

Ooitmanned and outweighed, but 
definitely not outplayed, the Shepherd 
College Rams suffered their second 
straight setback Saturday afternoon 
as they went down to defeat at the 
hands of the mighty Shippensburg 
(Pa.) College gridders, 13-7. 

The invader, who outweighed the 
Rams approximately 20 'to 25 pounds 
per man, knew they were in a game as 
the Shepherd' team fought gamely, 
never losing its spirit or aggressive- 
ness. 

The running of Barney Tucker high- 
lighted the Rams’ attack. The burly 
halfback time and again 'hit the heav- 
ier Shippensburg line and exploded 
into the secondary for considerable 
yardage. 

The Shepherd line, both offensively 
and defensively, performed well with 
big Ed 1 Strauss playing the entire game 
and turning in a whale of a job on 
both offense and defense. 

Jim Carey kept the Rams out of 
trouble with his high booming punts 
that continually rocked -the Shippens- 
burg team back deep in its own terri- 
tory. 

Shippensburg won the toss and 
elected to receive. Lowell Fritts booted 
over the goal line and out of the end 
zone and the ball was put in play on 
the 20. Mills picked up 11 yards on the 
first running (play. Shepherd refused 
to budge after the 11 -yard pickup and 
forced Shippensburg to punt Kopec’s 
kick traveled 53 yards and out of 
bounds on Shepherd’s 11 -yard line. 

Shippensburg received the first 
break of the game at this point when 
it recovered Carey’s fumble on the 
Ram 15-yard line. The visitors capital- 
ized on the opportunity and pounded

30. Mills picked up four yards through 
the line and then Potoczny passed 19 
yards to Dapp on the seven yard line.

Block System Used 
In Directed Teaching 

Dr. I. O. Ash, professor of secondary 
education, has announced that the new 
system of student block teaching has 
gotten under way. 

In the block method the student 
teacher has a whole day in specific 
school for one-half semester rather 
than several hours each day. In this 
way, the student has the advantage of 
becoming acquainted with the prob- 
lems that will confront him when he 
begins his work professionally, such 
as operating the cafeteria, discipline 
problems, school policies, preparing 
reports and other data, school ac- 
tivities and organization and other 
administrative problems. 

The student teacher Is expected to 
plan his class schedule so that he takes 
only professional subjects during the 
first semester nine weeks and goes out 
for a tour of teaching during the lat- 
ter nine w'eeks. 

Dr. Ash said that most of the block 
teaching would be done in the East- 
ern Panhandle high schools.

Students Deferred 

Shepherd College officials have been 
informed that male students success- 
fully pursuing a full-time course o f 
instruction may have their induction 
into the armed forces postponed until 
the end of the academic year. 

Gen. Charles R. Fox, state director 
of Selective Service, advised that a 
student ordered to report for induction 
after the beginning of the academic 
year shall, “upon the facts being pre- 
sented to the local board, have his in- 
duction postponed (1) until the end of 
such academic year, or (2) until he 
ceases satisfactorily to pursue such 
course of instruction, whichever is the 
earlier.” 

Gen. Fox said the postponement is 
authorized only after a registrant has 
been examined, found acceptable for 
military service, and mailed an order 
to report for induction. 

Graduate students holding part- 
time assistantships in teaching or re- 

search which are normal requirements 
for the graduate course pursued may 
qualify as full-time students.

New German Student 
Arrives on Campus 

Another foreign student is now at- 
tending Shepherd College. She is Miss 
Ursula Stem, Berlin, Germany, who 
arrived on the campus October 8. Her 
arrival terminates a three year strug- 
gle to gain admittance to the United 
States. 

Ursula Stem began corresponding 
with the late President White in June 
1947 to be granted permission to at- 
tend this college. Later 'the corres- 
pondence was carried on by Dr. Scar- 
borough. 

Miss Stem’s transportation was ar- 
ranged by a representative of the 
Lutheran Church. 

She flew from Luxembourg to New 
York. The flight took four days due 
to engine trouble making necessary 
two stops, two days in Iceland, two 
days in Halifax, Canada. Ursula was 
amused by an incident which occurred 
in Halifax. She was anxious to see th# 
city but had to forego the pleasure be- 
cause an American student insisted 
upon taking her to the movies. “The 
invitation could not be refused,” said 
Miss Stern. 

She finds this attitude typical of the 
Americans she has met On her ar- 
rival Miss Stern was met by Dr. Stab- 
ler and welcomed at the home of Dr. 
Ikenberry. 

Miss Stem is primarily interested in 
pursuing a nurses training course. At 
present she is taking general academic 
work and carrying a part-time job as 
secretary to Dean DeWitt. 

Ursula is particularly impressed with 
the hearty welcome that American ex- 
tend to the German people. When 
asked how she liked Shepherdstown 
she replied, “I love it. I love it!” 

Miss Stern deeply appreciates the 
warm hospitality she has received 
from both students and faculty.

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RAMS PLAY AT SALEM 


Two extra point conversions from 
placement by Halfback Jim Carey gave 
the Shepherd College Rams a hard- 
earned 14-12 triumph over Salem Col- 
lege in a West Virginia Conference 
grid contest there on the high school 
field before several thousand specta- 
tors Oct 14. 

The game was bitterly contested all 
the way with the defensive play of 
both teams outstanding. Friar to the 
Shepherd game the Salem Tigers were 
unbeaten in two games in conference 
play while Shepherd showed one con- 
ference setback and one tie. 

Barney Tucker emerged from the 
hard-fought game with an average of 
5.8 yards per try and Jim Carey was 
close behind with 5.3. Their continual 
drive and determination set the Tigers 
back on several occasions. 

Ed Swisher, triple- threat star, was 
the whole show for the Tigers, pass- 
ing for the first touchdown and scor- 
ing the second' himself. 

The contest was cleanly played de- 
spite the vicious tackling and blocking 
employed by both teams. Salem re- 
ceived 20 yards in penalties while the 
Rams were set back 15. 

Tucker Goes Over 

The first touchdown of the game 
came midway in 'the first period when 
little Joe Higham recovered a Salem 
fumble on the Tiger 12-yard line. The 
Rams grabbed the scoring opportunity 
and in- three plays went over. Carey 
picked up three to the nine, McKenzie 
circled end to the five and Tucker ex- 
ploded through the center of the Green 
and White line into the end zone for 
the touchdown. Carey split the up- 
rights with what proved to be the 
vanning point and the Rams were out 
in front 7-0. 

Fritz kicked off for Shepherd to the 
Salem goal line and Lucas returned to 
the 35 -yard line. Two successive first 
downs carried the ball to the Rams’ 
40 yard line where the Shepherd team 
held and Swisher punted out of bounds 
on the Rams’ 22. Shepherd was un- 
able to gain and on fourth down 
Carey was roughed 1 getting a punt 
away and Salem was penalized 15 
yards to the 37 and a first down for 
the Rams. Still, the Shepherd griddfers 
were unable to gain and again were 
forced to kick. The omrushing Tiger 
linemen broke through quickly and 
blocked Carey’s punt, recovering on 
the Rams’ 21 -yard line. After failing 
to pick up any yardage on the ground 
on the first play, Swisher dropped 
back and passed to Henry for the 
score. Swisher’s attempt for extra 
point was wide, making the score, 
Shepherd 7, Salem 8. 

Carey Scores From 20 

In the second period Shepherd had 
tiie ball on its own 29 and after failing 
to gain Carey got dff a beautiful 42- 
yard punt to the Tigers’ 29. Swisher 
went back to pass and his aerial was 
intercepted by Comer on Salem’s 40. 
Wi:h Carey uncoiling his right arm 
and completing passes good for seven 
and 13 yards the Rams moved to 
Salem’s 12-yard line. McKenzie fumb- 
led and recovered losing eight yards 
back to the 20 Carey broke through 
the center of the line and behind some 
pice blocking went over the goal line 
standing up for the touchdown. Again 
Carey added the extra point, making 
the score 14-6. 

At the start of the second half 
Swisher kicked off to Shepherd in the 
end zone. Carey picked up the ball and 
raced out to the 23 where he was hit 
hard by three Tiger players and fumb- 
led with Salem recovering. The Tigers 
made a first down on running plays on 
the 11 -yard line Swisher dropped back 
and passed incomplete on the one-yard 
lr.c but an official ruled interference. 
On the next play Swisher cracked 
over for the score. Once again Swish- 
er’s attempt for the extra point was 
wide and the score stood at Shepherd 
14, Salem 12. 

The final period saw the two teams 
march back and forth but never seri- 
ously threaten. The defensive play of 
both lines was outstanding and Carey 
and Swisher continually got off good 
punts to keep their respective teams 
out of danger.

OFFERED HERE 


Model Exhibit Shown 


Mr. Percy Mauk fascinated the 
Shepherd College night, audio-visual 
aids class with his exhibit of model 
oars and trains. The exhibit included 
models from the years 1877-1914 
Among the models were exact likeness- 
es of the Stanley Steamer, Interna- 
tional Harvester, Stutz Bearcat, James 
Rumsey’s steamboat, a covered wagon, 
early B & O locomotive, fire engine, 
first hose reel of Hose Company No. 
5 of Martinsburg, and a stage coach. 

Mr. Mauck’s collection is the re- 
sult of seven or eight years w'ork. In 
order that the replicas be exact in de- 
tail Mr. Mauk has done considerable 
research.

Stabler Addresses 

Dean Carey V. Stabler, was the 
speaker for the weekly dinner meeting 
of the Martinsburg Kiwanis Club 
which was held at the Trinity Episco- 
pal Parish House, instead of the Shen- 
andoah on Thursday.

The course attempts to acquaint stu- 
dents with the formative ideas of the 
world’s greatest thinkers in all times 
Writers studied in part are such world 
thinkers as Marcus Aurelius, Dosto- 
yevsky, Gibbon, Herodotus Lu- 
cretius, Montaigne, Nietzsche, Rous- 
seau, Aquinas and others. 

The course, Eng. 315, is taught by 
Mr Horner with an enrollment of 
twenty students.

Out- 
standing among these is The Great 
Bocks, a plan for liberal education. . .

Using for his subject “Communism 
and Education'”, Dr. Oliver S. Iken- 
berry, president of Shepherd College, 
called for a strengthening of educa- 
tion in (the United States in a talk be- 
fore the members of Pack Horse Ford 
Chapter, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, meeting in the Woman’s 
Club room Monday. 

On display was a five piece pewter 
service willed the chapter by Mrs.

Tracing briefly the history of the 
freedom loving peoples, Dr. Ikenbeiry 
came to the thesis of his talk when he 
compared the schools of Russia with 
those of the United States.

STABLER ADDRESSES 
WOMEN’S CLUB 


Dr. Carey V. Stabler, dean at Shep- 
herd College, Shepherdstown, spoke to 
Martinsburg Woman’s Club Monday 
night, Oct. 30, at The Shenandoah of 
his experiences in Europe this Sum- 
mer. 

Dr. Stabler said it is his belief that 
the only satisfactory answer to all 
questions is God; in America only 
about 40 to 50 percent of the people be- 
long -to the church and not all of -those 
are active workers. 

He reminded that although Ameri- 
can people are living in the most high- 
ly civilized age the world has known, 
it is not what they know that should 
interest them -but what they do not 
know. 

The three most pronounced differ- 
ences in the European and American 
people, according to Dr. Stabler’s ob- 
servation, are economics, age and se- 
curity. In elaborating on security, he 
said that in only a very few places of 
Europe do the people enjoy a few of 
the things that Americans take for 
•granted. He contrasted the insecurity 
of Europeans and Americans.

Navy Announces Fifth 
College Training Program; 

Stabler Representative 

The Navy announced recently that 
the fifth nation-wide competitive ex- 
amination for its College Training Pro- 

gram has been scheduled for December decorate the interior and paint as well 
9, 1950, and will be open to high school 
seniors or graduates within 1 the age 
requirements. Successful candidates 
will be given a four-year college educa- 
tion at government expense and will 
be commissioned as officers of the 
Navy or Marine Corps upon gradua- 
tion. 

The program is open to male citi- 
zens of the United States between the 
ages of 17 and 21, and quotas have 
been assigned to each state and terri- 
tory on the basis of its high school 
population. Those who are successful 
in passing the aptitude test will be in- 
terviewed and given physical examina- 
tions; then; if they are found in all 
respects qualified, their names will be 
submitted to state and territorial Se- 
lection Committees composed of prom- 
inent citizens and naval officers. 

The Navy expects to enter about 
1600 students into the program com- 
mencing with the fall term of col- 
lege, 1951. 

Carey V. Stabler, Dean of Shep- 
herd College who is acting as the 
Navy’s local civilian representa- 
tive, will be pleased to provide spe- 
cific information about the pro- 
gram, including the time and place 
of the competitive examination, 
the method of making application, 
and the specific age and scholastic 
qualifications. 

If accepted, candidates will be ap- 
pointed Midshipmen, U. S. N. R. and 
will have their tuition 1 , books, and nor- 
mal fees paid for by the Government. 

Upon graduation they may be com- 
missioned as officers in the Regular 
Navy or Marine Corps and required to 
serve on active duty for two years. 

Applications are available at high 
schools, colleges, and Navy Recruiting 
Stations.

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RAMS SPLASH 
TO VICTORY 


The Shepherd College Rams provid- 
ed the sunshine of victory for a rain- 
soaked throng of faithful followers 
when they defeated Fairmont State, 
7-0, m their final home game of the 
season Saturday afternoon, Nov. 4. 

Playing efficient, smart football in 
the mud and puddles of Fairfax Field, 
Coach Don Phillips’ eleven scored in 
the fourth quarter when Larry Mc- 
Kenzie scooted around end for 15 
yards. Jim Carey passed to Sam Berry 
for the extra point. 

It was a well-deserved victory as 
Shepherd dominated the action almost 
•throughout, getting 13 first downs to 
six for the Falcons and also showing a 
big superiority in yards gained from 
scrimmage. 

The Rams’ linemen played an out- 
standing game and their backs headed 
by Barney Tucker and Larry Mc- 
Kenzie, didn’t let the slippery con- 
ditions prevent them from doing a lot 
of hard, elusive running, The ball- 
handling, cosidering the conditions 
was exceptionally sure -fingered, with 
Quarterback Berry doing a star job of 
handing off the slimy pigskin. 

Early Threat Stopped 

The invaders were stopped on the 
one-yard line early in the first quarter 
and after that were able to mount no 
serious threats. 

Shepherd drove for three or four 
consecutive first downs on several oc- 
casions but it was looking more and 
more as if the locals might have to 
settle for a scoreless deadlock when 
Carey, who had done a stellar job of 
punting all afternoon, booted for 36 
yards in 'the fourth quarter. The Fair- 
mont safety man foolishly attempted 
to catch the ball, which squirted out of 
his arms when he was hit hard by 
Adams, heading a host of onrushing 
Rams. Shepherd recovered and was in 
position for the payoff. McKenzie im- 
mediately took off on his 15-yard 
touchdown jaunt, running beautifully 
in the mud, getting some nice blocking, 
and going across standing up. The pass 
for extra point caught Fairmont by 
surprise, Berry taking Carey’s toss in 
the open, and falling into the end 
zone. 

Forced to take to the air, Fairmont 
got nowhere and Carey’s quick kicks 
on second down gave the Shepherd 
forward wall all -the opportunity it 
needed to keep the invaders at bay the 
rest of the way. 

Fairmont’s big early threat came 
after Joe Tartar had intercepted a 
pass. John Vernall completed two 
passes for a total gain of 31 yards to 
the Shepherd one -yard line but the 
Ram line held superbly, the Falcons 
missing -a first down by inches and the 
home forces took over. 

Later Tartar set up another Fair- 
mont opportunity when he recovered 
a fumble on the Shepherd 29 but this 
offensive got only -to the 12-yard line 
before a pass interception called a halt. 

Denver Smith did a fine job of punt- 
ing for the invaders, his boots of the 
water-soaked ball cancelling out sus- 


tained Ram marches on several oc- 
casions. 

Dick Harmison reoovered Chet 
Vance’s fourth- quarter fumble on the 
punt that put the Rams in position 
for the payoff tally. 

McKenzie, who was second to Tucker 
in Shepherd’s individual yardage to- 
tals, was making his farewell appear- 
ance here before going into the Ma- 
rines.

The defeat was Fairmont’s second in 
West Virginia Intercollegiate Confer- 
ence play this season while Shepherd 
ended the conference part of its cam- 
paign with a 3-2-1 mark.

ATTENTION, VETERANS 

Veterans who undergo advisement 
and guidance at Veterans Administra- 
tion are given up-to-date information 
on employment prospects in the light 
of the nation’s defense needs, based 
on a checklist recently distributed to 
VA field offices. 

The list includes nearly 100 essential 
occupational fields. In case America 
launches a full-scale mobilization of 
manpower, these fields either would 
need larg numbers of new workers or 
additional trained personnel just to 
maintain effective employment levels. 

The list is of greatest value, VA said, 
in helping a veteran choose between 
an objective 'that best serves the na- 
tional defense interests and one that 
does not— when his capabilities would 
be equally suitable to both. 

VA has cautioned its vocational ad- 
visers not -to rely solely on /the list in 
advising veterans, but to use it to- 
gether with other job outlook informa- 
tion. Dr. Donald H. Davenport, well- 
known economist and! consultant to the 
Administrator of Veterans Affairs, and 
officials of the U. S. Labor Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Labor Statistics co- 
operated in preparing the checklist for 
VA.

National Teacher Exams 
To Be Held Feb 17 


PRINCETON, N. J., November 10— 
The National Teacher Examinations, 
prepared and administered annually by 
Educational Testing Service, will be 
given at testing centers throughout the 
United States on Saturday, February 
17, 1951. 

At the one-day testing session a 
candidate may take the Common Ex- 
aminations, which include tests in 
General Culture, Mental Abilities and 
Basic Skills, and Professional Informa- 
tion; and one or two of nine Optional 
Examinations, designed to demonstrate 
mastery of subject matter to be taught. 
The college which a candidate is at- 
tending or the school system in which 
he is seeking employment will advise 
him whether he must offer the Nation- 
al Teacher Examinations and which of 
the tests he should take. 

Application forms, and a Bulletin of 
Information describing registration 
procedure and containing sample test 
questions, may be obtained from col- 
lege officials, school superintendents, 
or directly from the National Teacher 
Examinations, Educational Testing 
Service, P. O. Box 592, Princeton, New 
Jersey. A completed application, ac- 
companied by the proper examination 
fee, should reach the E. T. S. office not 
later than January 19, 1951.

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AEC Announces 
Fellowships in 
Nuclear Physics 

Approximately 250 AEC -sponsored 
predoctoral fellowships in the physical 
and biological sciences are available for 
the 1951-52 fiscal year through the Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear Studies, 
whic his administering the program 
for the Atomic Energy Commission. 

The predoctoral fellowships provide 
a basic stipend of $1600, with incre- 
ments of $500 if married and $250 per 
child, not exceeding two in number. 
Additional allowance will be made for 
travel to the place of study and for 
college or university tuition. 

Appointments will be for one year 
beginning September 1, 1951, and it is 
expected that renewals may be made 
where appropriate. 

Students who have had one year of 
graduate study at the time of enter- 
ing upon the fellowship are eligible 
for the fellowships in the physical 
sciences, while applicants for fellow- 
ships in the biological sciences must 
have received their bachelor’s degree. 

To qualify for a fellowship, a candi- 
date must plan research so related to 
atomic energy as to justify a presump- 
tion that upon completion of his stud- 
ies, he will be especially suited for em- 
ployment by the AEC or one of its 
contractors. 

In addition to the predoctoral fellow- 
ships, the Institute will appoint up to 
75 AEC post doctoral fellows in the 
physical, medical, and biological, in- 
cluding agricultural, sciences. The 
basic stipend is $3000 'With other al- 
lowances identical to those provided 
for predoctoral fellows. 

The Institute will also award 40 
radiological physics fellowships for 
study at Vanderbilt University and the 
University of Rochester, with field 
training at a national laboratory of the 
AEC. Applicants must have received 
their bachelor’s degree before begin- 
ning the fellowships. 

All fellows must receive security 
clearance in accordance with existing 
regulations and must be citizens of the

Veterans of World War n planning 
GI Bill education and training have 
been reminded by Veterans Adminis- 
tration that the July 25, 1951, cut-off 
date for starting courses is only seven 
months away. 

This coming Spring school term will , 
be the final such term most veterans 
may enter or re-enter before the dead- 
line, V-A said, so if they plan to en- 
roll it’s not too early to start making 
arrangements now. 

The 1951 deadline applies to most ; 
World War II veterans — those dis- 
charged from service before July 25, 
1947. Those discharged after that date 
! have four years from their discharge j 
j date in which to begin. 

Veterans' actually must have com- 
i menced their training by the cut-off 
date if they want to continue after- 
wards, V-A said. A veteran must be 
in training on that date unless he has j 
temporarily interrupted his course for 
summer vacation or for other reasons 
beyond his control. 

Once he completes or discontinues 
his course of GI Bill training after the 
deadline, he may not start another 
course. Also, he must meet the fol- 
lowing two post-deadline require- 
ments: 

He will be expected to pursue his 
training “continuously until comple- 
tion, except for conditions which norm- 
ally would cause interruption by any 
student.’ 1 

And he may change his educational 
objective “only while in training and 
then for reasons satisfactory to the Ad- 
ministrator.” Public Haw 610, which 
permits a veteran to make a first 
change of general fields of study mere- 
ly by applying for it, will not be in 
effect after the cut-off date, V-A said. 

Those who had to stop training in 
order to return to active military duty 
will be permitted to resume their 
training within a “reasonable period” 
following their release from service, 
even though they get out after the 
deadline date.

Lt. Paul Brain 
Former Shepherd 
Student in Korea 

In recent letters received from Lt. 
Paul Braim, former Shepherd College 
student and Cum Laude graduate, Bill 
Jeavons and Ozzie Osborne were able 
to get a foxhole view of the w*ar in 
Korea. 

Paul said in his letters that it is a 
tough proposition to fight your way in- 
to a place in hot weather and then 
have to fight your way out in temper- 
ature that falls to 20 degrees below 
zero. He is in charge of a rifle-platoon 
and says it gets so cold that canteens 
freeze and burst, rifles stick and the 
vehicles freeze to the ground. 

Braim mentioned the fact that he 
had four South Koreans in his pla- 
ten and didn’t thinb much of them as 
fighting men because they seem to be 
indiffrent as to whether .they win the 
war or not. Since they cannot pro- 
nounce 'the Koreans’ names he calls 
them Fee, Fi, Fo and Fum. He says 
the morale of the soldiers is very bad 
because most of them can’t under- 
stand why they are there and that he 
can’t help them because he doen’t 
know himself. 

In his capable fashion he told of 
losing five men since taking over the 
platoon .and expressed his feelings over 
their loss. A combat veteran of World 
War n and now in the middle of the 
Korean mixup Paul says “Sherman” 
was certainly right. 

Paul graduated from Shepherd in 
1949 and spent a year of graduate work 
at the University of Delaware before 
being called 'back into the Army. His 
address is Lt. Paul Braim, Co. I, 19th 
Infantry Reg. A. P. O. 24, C/o Post- 
master, San Francisco, Calif.

Shpherd College was elected to mem- 
bership in the American Association 
of Colleges at their annual meeting at 
Atlantic City, January 8. 

Last week this paper reported that 
Shepherd's application for member- 
ship would be presented, it was this 
application that was accepted by the 
association of more than 700 leading 
liberal arts colleges and universities 
in America. 

Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry attended the 
meeting and was introduced when the 
membership was granted on Monday 
evening. Jan. 8. At this meeting 12 col- 
leges were accepted into the organiza- 
tion. 

Membership in the association will 
mean greater academic prestige for 
Shepherd College. Because of their 
membership, Shepherd’s credits will be 
accepted at any school in the country. 

In order to belong, schools must 
have a liberal arts and science pro- 
gram which meets the high standards 
of the association and must be a mem- 
ber of an accredited association, such 
as the North Central Association in 
this area. 

Dean Carey V. Stabler also attended 
the meeting. On Monday Dean Stabler 
attended the American Conference of 
Academic Deans, of which he is a 
member. 

Other State schools in West Virginia 
which belong to the American Associa- 
tion of Colleges are Mlarshall College, 
Fairmont, West Virginia University 
and W. Va. State College.

Shepherd Biennium 
Budget Increased 

A budget of $487,640 for Shepherd 
College for the next biennium has been 
approved by the West Virginia Boara 
of Public Works and has been sub- 
mitted to the legislature for approval. 

This budget figure is approxi- 
mately $42,400 more than the a- 

mount approved two years ago. 

The West Virginia University experi- 
ment station farm at Keameysville 
has been rcommended for an operating 
budget of $42,200, a decrease of $16,600 
from two years ago. 

A budget of $717,770 has been pro 
posd for the West Virginia School lor 
the Deaf and Blind at Romney. This 
is an increase of $26,000 over the a- 
mount approved in 1949 by the legis- 
lature. 

The Potomac State School of West 
Virginia University at Keyser has a 
proposed budget of $536,200 compared 
with $514,440 for the preceding bi- 
ennium. 

Peter Roeder Discusses 
Religion in Germany 

Charles Town, Jan. 17 — “The atti- 
tude of religion in Germany depends 
on whether you look at it over a long 
period or just a few years,” said Peter 
Roeder, foreign exchange student at 
Shepherd' College, from Berlin, Ger- 
many, when he addressed a large group 
of 'the Presbyterian young people on 
religious trends in Germany. 

After briefly outlining religious his- 
tory in his country, Roeder said the 
Nazi religion was based on moral 
rather than deistic concept. He said 
there was a time when morals and re- 
ligion were the same as he gave an 
account of the struggles which ensued 
during the ages when religion was sep- 
arated from morals, science and the 
State at various periods during its de- 
velopment. Although, at one time re- 
ligion and science were separate, the 
current trend, he pointed out, is to 
bring them together. As for the Church 
and State, he gave examples illustrat- 
ing -that this argument was a sore 
point everywhere. 

He said that today in Germany 
churches are free to follow the teach- 
ing of the Old Testament. During Nazi 
regime, the people were taught that 
•the Bible merely upheld the Jewish 
race. 

“Every one used the book to suit his 
own case as the Jews had done in mak- 
ing themselves a supreme race, said

NEW TEACHERS 
NEED HELP 

By FRANK BAILEY 

The following article was submitted 
to the January edition of the West 
Virginia School Journal by Frank 
Bailey, instructor of Physical Science 
at Shepherd College. The article en- 
titled “The New Teacher Needs Help” 
shows the various problems the teach- 
er must overcome in their profession- 
al career. 

If one were to accept at face value 
all the recitals of induction experi- 
ences he would be likely to arrive at 
one of two conclusions neither of 
which would be justified — -that super- 
visors are, in general, Satanic in their 
glee at 'the embarrassments of the be- 
ginning teacher or that the beginning 
teachers are pitifully ignorant of the 
ordinary classroom procedures. The 
fact is that most such stories are the 
results of a too vivid imagination and 
of, what is more important to the 
supervisor, an effort to express in one 
recital all the pent up disappoint- 
ments and harassment of years of 
teaching experience. There axe, of 
course, just about as many examples 
of poor induction procedures as there 
are poor supervisors in the schools. 

Keeping in mind the above fact the 
efficient supervisor will organize his 
induction along lines to correspond 
with the general program. H will rec- 
ognize that if his programs, both in- 
ductive and inservice, are to be effec- 
tive they must be founded on sound

the Nazi head, who taught that the 
Germans were the superior race,” he 
said. Today the religious institutions 
there are back to the basic trend laid 
down in the testaments of the Bible 
ov Christ and' Paul.” 

Have Plenty of Ministers 

He said his country had an adequate 
number of ministers now, although 
they were scarce after the war. He 
said the churches are supported by the 
State and the pastors receive their 
salaries from the government except 
in the case of a few minority groups. 
The State, said Roeder, was only con- 
cerned with church property and busi- 
ness and the institutions were free to 
worship. Their pastors, according to 
the speaker, are selected by congre- 
gation from a 'group of ministers us- 
ually four, after they have been heard 
in the pulpit and the chosen one is ap- 
pointed by the bishop. The system of 
worship differs a little in Germany, 
Roeder stated, since church is held in 
the morning and Bible classes, which 
correspond to American Sunday 
School, are held in the evening. 

It is very rare to find a German ed- 
ucational institution supported by the 
Church in Germany, Roeder pointed 
out, although in neighboring France, 
75 percent of their schools are Church- 
supported. He said German-govern- 
ment did not approve of parochial 
schools, particularly in the case of the 
Socialist Party. 

Has Taught School 

Reed ea*, son of a professor, taught 
school before coming to the United 
States and expects to return to that 
profession. 

The 22-year-old German attended 
elementary and high schools there and 
is also a graduate of Pedagogical In- 
stitution, Weliburg, Latin, Germany. 
He is pursuing an academic course at 
Shepherd 1 and observing national 
teaching methods.

Art Trip Successful 


WASHINGTON— A West Virginian 
is seeing the world as a globe trotter 
for Uncle Sam. 

Robert Julian Boswell, native of 
Shepherdstown, W. Va., is one of the 
State Department’s 100-odd couriers 
whose job is to deliver the confidential 
messages that flow from Washington 
to every comer of the globe. 

One of nine couriers with head- 
quarters at Cairo, Egypt, Boswell is al- 
most constantly on the go to points in 
the Middle and Near East. 

“It is just a rugged nerve-wracking 
job,” says Robert Jakes, chief of the 
department’s courier service. 

Couriers are broken in on the West- 
ern Hemisphere, which is served out 
of Washington. 

Boswell has had about five years of 
courier experience. 

The 31-year-old West Virginian 
served in the Army in the European 
theater in World War H. He attended 
Shepherdstown High School, Roanoke 
College, Salem, Va., and Shepherd 
College, Shepherdstown. 

He is single, as are most couriers. 

Being a courier requires a man to 
stay alert, awake while he’s on a run. 
He h-as to watch his schedules, keep 
on time as well as he can, do every- 
thing humanly .possible to overcome 
sudden obstacles. His job isn’t finished 
until he delivers his pouches, gets his 
receipts. 

“It’s a great way to see the world 
if you can stand uip under it,” Jakes 
said. “About two or three years of air 
travel is about all most men can stand 
We’ve had some pretty rugged men 
break up under the strain.” 

Jakes said the work is not “particu- 
larly dangerous.” 

“We’ve lost one man in five years.

tilings the beginning teacher can 
understand. Suet things as financial 
security, social standing, and the like 
should be discussed frankly and above- 
board. If the situation presents unde- 
sirable conditions, these should be dis- 
cussed and several probable methods 
of attack worked out with the teacher. 
Satisfying Experiences 

Just as the general supervisory pro- 
gram must satisfy certain felt needs 
of the teachers so must the induction 
program offer the same satisfying at- 
tractions. The many incidents which 
arise from time to time to make 
teaching difficult for teachers already 
will have made an impression upon the 
new r teacher. 

It is through her knowledge of the 
obstacles she will encounter that the 
supervisor may help her realize the 
need of continued growth and in that 
realization find satisfaction. 

From the very beginning she must 
derive pleasure from her associations 
with those with whom she will work. 
She must respect them and have con- 
fidence in their ability to help her to 
insure the growth and development of 
the students. Above all she must feel 
that her efforts at self-improvement 
will be worthwhile and appreciated. 

No Hit-and-Miss Program 

That the induction program should 
be planned is, or should be obvious 
The hit-and-miss method (trial-and 
error) even by mathematical prob 
ability could do no better than a 59 
percent efficient job if all other con 
ditions were controlled, but when 
coupled with such things as emotions, 
(which include those of teachers, stu- 
dents, and parents,) health, outside 
interests, economic conditions, pressure 
groups, and all other factors, the hit- 
and-miss is mostly miss. An unplanned 
induction program is likely, therefore, 
to result in dissatisfaction, loss of con- 
fidence and respect, and frequently 
failure. 

The new teacher is always in need ol 
help. The problems which confuse the 
experienced teacher are waiting for 
hei and she knows it. That fact is her 
immediate problem. Giving her a feel- 
ing of being a part of a coordinated 
group whose efforts are all directed 
toward a common goal and the solu- 
tion of common problems wall do much 
to dispense her apprehensions. 

Typical Induction Program 

With these four principles, (there 
are probably others) in mind it would 
be well to attempt a discussion of 
what might be a vital induction pro- 
gram. In presenting such a program, 
no effort is being made to establish a 
set rule but rather to call to mind a 
number of the procedures which may 
help the new teacher find herself. One 
may assume that the beginning teach- 
er will not 'be a local product, that 
she will be unacquainted with both the 
community and the school system, 
and that she will arrive very near the 
beginning of the school term. 

The supervisor should, through a 
study of her application form, know 
her name well, her educational back- 
ground, her church preference and 
other data of like nature before he 
meets hr at the bus terminal. On a 
basis of such knowledge he should have 


planned a brief tour of the community 
during which he may point out places 
of interest before and while taking her 
to temporary living quarters. Of course, 
the time of her arrival, the distance 
she has traveled may necessitate de- 
laying such a trip in which case he 
should make arrangements with her 
far it. In any case she wil need to 
know r the location of such points as 
the school plant, the post office, a 
reliable bank, the church of preference, 
the names of several gcod doctors and 
a general idea of the public transpor- 
tation facilities. 

In the matter of the school itself, she 
should be shown through the plant so 
as to become familiar with the gen- 
eral layout. She should know the lo- 
cation of the teachers room, the rest 
rooms, fire escapes, her own classroom 
and the names of her neighborhood 
teachers. The procedures which are 
followed in fire drill, recess periods 
lunch periods, and such should be ex- 
plained. It is hardly enough that she 
be iven a handubook and told to learn 
such things. The principle of learning 
by doing applies very w r ell in this in- 
stance. 

The routine wrork of the teacher 
such as reports, attendance forms, ex- 
cuses for absence, reports on discip- 
line, inventories am dthe many other 
like matters must not be left until the 
need arises. The novice should be giv- 
en mimeographed facsimiles of all such 
reports together wdth directions on 
their use. This will prevent embarrass- 
ment that- arises when a mistake is 
made as is invariably the case and 
also save the asking for new copies of 
the permanent form. The supervisor 
must always remember that the keep- 
ing of records which is routine for the 
experienced, teacher is a new experi- 
ence for the beginning teacher. 

Other Musts 

Acquaintance with the general pol- 


icies of the school wdll be a “must” for 
the new* teacher not only as a safe- 
guard against unpleasant public re- 
lations but also a means of promoting 
the policies with all concerned. 

The new* teacher should, of course, 
become acquainted w*ith the teachers 
with whom she will work. If the sys- 
tem is large, it is not necessary that 
she be paraded before seventy-five or 
one hundred new faces and hear a 
list of names, none of which she wil! 
remember. 

Make Program Fit Needs 

No directions can be given for ac- 
tually carrying out the above proced- 
ures that could be considered as all- 
inclusive in a particular situation. In- 
stead, the particular situation will gov- 
ern in a large manner the method of 
approach to be used. If the supervisor 
will accept as part of the definition of 
himself the phrase, “one wiio will not 
willingly cause another to suffer in 
any w r ay,” he will find justification for 
many activities in the induction pro- 
gram and will also find that he has 
a more cooperative group of teachers. 
He must never forget that as a part 
of the supervisory program the in- 
duction program is a definite learning 
process, that it must begin where the 
teacher is, that i-t must progress at 'the 
rate best suited to the individual, and 
that it must not end at the conclu- 
sion of the first semester or first year. 
It should 'be followed by the inservice 
training program. The induction of 
new teachers will determine, to some 
extent, the continued growth of the 
teacher and the success of the school 
program for which the supervisor is 
responsible.

Robert T. Shipley. 

He was one of the most faithful 
members of the Shepherdstown Fire 
Company and ranked as one of the 
oldest in years of service. At the age 
of 16 he joined the department where 
for the past 20 years he has served as 
chief engineer.

conditions, (giving the individual of 
extraordinary ability, the right to de- 
velop his own destiny, with govern- 
ment at a minimum and freedom at 
the maximum. Socialism on the other 
hand, endeavors to establish economic 
equality for all, abolishing individual 
profit, with government owning all 
land and controlling all production, 
communication, transportation, etc. 
for ithe common good. 

Communism, or Marxian socialism, 
ho further stated, differs from pure 
socialism in -that it assigns all distri- 
bution of wealth to the government, to 
be divided to each citizen according to 
need, aether than to ability or useful- 
ness to the community. It advocates

On Wednesday night of each week 
at 8:00 o’clock an adult farmer class 
will be conducted tar the farmers of 
this area. All farmers interested in this 
class that has proven popular for the 
past two years are invited to attend 
and present their farm problems.

He has 
rented the Starry home, near town, 
and plans to move his family there 
i within the next few weeks.

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PEOPLE OF WEST 
VIRGINIA MUST KNOW 


The people of West Virginia must 
know of the impending threat to their 
public schools. Condi tions of war are 
again upon us. Almost daily we read 
of wage increases of industry to help 
its workers meet these rising costs. 
Soon the impact of huge war contracts 
will necessarly be felt across the land, 
Which, coupled with -the demands of 
the armed services upon man power, 
most certainly will leave open spaces 
in the ranks ctf the teaching pro- 
fession that may not possibly be filled. 

Naturally the schools could not wish 
to separate themselves from these war- 
time conditions. The point that we 
must understand is that there are not 
now enough teachers; and, further- 
more, /that our classrooms are manned 
by people, who as is true with other 
groups, live on a (fixed income and 
must of necessity meet the issues of 
inflation and rising costs with their 
fixed salaries. Naturally in view of this 
situation ithere is a mounting feeling 
of apprehension, insecurity and unrest 
among those who teach and who de- 
pend upon teaching for a livlihood. 

The Impending Crisis 

Let’s look briefly at some of 'the 
elements of this impending crisis to 
public schools, Let’s see the reality of 
the problem that we are called upon 
to face, for it will take an under- 
standing interest on the part of all 
the people to insure for their children 
in these crucial years ahead even a 
reasonably fair chance at public edu- 
cation. For example, the people need 
to know that teachers are still so 
scarce as a result of the last war and 
of post war conditions that one ele- 
mentary classroom in every seven in 
our state would be closed today if we 
did not employ emergency teachers, 
most cf whom are untrained. There 
are new, as of January 1, more than 
1,500 emergency teachers in the ele- 
mentary schools of our state. The peo- 
ple need to realize this fact as their 
legislature convenes and as we look 
ahead together at the stem reality 
that confronts us. 

The peqple need to know that the 
average annual salary of the teacher 
of West Virginia is $571 per year be- 
low the national average annual sal- 
ary for teachers. The people need to 
realize that this is true and bhat in our 
present sitmfjkon it ds danger^ oisly 
true. Salaries of teachers must go up. 

The people must realize, and pre- 
sumably many of them do realize, that 
■their legislature now in session will 
be called upon to determine for them 
what steps can be taken as a state to 
give their children a fair chance in a 
period fraught with sudden change and 
with such potential danger to our on- 
coming generation. Yet all would say 
that we want to give them the best 
chance children ever had in our state 

Now another point to be understood 
is that a good many demands "will be 
made upon our legislature for funds 
and that some of these demands have 
already been decreed by mandate of 
the people. It is understandable on 
the part of all who think carefully on 
the situation that our public schools 
will have to have additional funds if 
they are to carry on through the crisis 
chtad. We start in. as has been indi- 
cated with a teacher shortage against 
us. We would predict that before this 
is over the schools will be nearer the 
hearts cf the people and in a more ex- 
pressive manner than ever before. We 


would not like to experience a situa- 
tion where children could not have 
schools because there were no teach- 
ers to teach -them. 

More Money Will Help 
The people in contemplating this 
problem Should understand, too, that 
only a few young people now take 
training for elementary teaching. Proof 
of tihis lies in the faot that only 55 of 
last year's college graduates were cer- 
tified to teach in the elementary 
schools. The reasons for this situation 
cannot be discussed in any detail in 
this brief article, although salary is 
a basic point. Suffice it to say that we 
together must recognize the problem 
that we face and take every reason- 
able step to hold the teachers we now 
have; otherwise we face a future in 
education that will (be dark indeed for 
our children. Better salaries for teach- 
ers will help. Better salaries are es- 
sential. West Virginia should be able 
and certainly willing to pay her teach- 
ers as much as the average for the 
nation. This is the major problem and 
the people must know -that this prob- 
lem must, and with -their understand- 
ing and help, can * 1 2 be solved. 


In spite of an expanded program of 
state aid and local recovery from the 
economic depression, rising costs and 
increased school needs present an acute 
! problem in public school finance.

NEWS FOR VETERANS 

World War II veterans taking cor- 
respondence courses under the GI Bill 
wil not be allowed to change over to 
I cassroom work after July 25, 1951, the 
cut-off date for GI training, the Vet- 
i c rans Administration has ruled. 

In announcing the ruling, the vet- 
erans’ agency said correspondence 
i courses are universally accepted as in- 
| dependent courses within themselves, 
I rather than preparation for classroom 
study. Hence upon the VA regulations 
1 when a veteran completes a corres- 
pondent course after the cut off date, 
| he will not be entitled to classroom 
training under the GI Bill, even 
though the work might, be in the same 
field of training. 

In seme cases, how’ever, the veteran 
would be permitted to take more ad- 
vanced correspondence if the advanced 
work were a normal progression to- 
wards this educational goal. 

In cases where correspondence cour- 
ses are taken as a supplement to reg- 
ular classroom or on-the-job training, 
it is the status of 'the regular work 
which determines whether the veteran 
may continue in training. In such cases 
the correspondence phase of the course 
, would have no bearing. If the original 
| classroom or on-the-job training 
started before the July 25 cut off date 
( and was not interrupted by the vet- 
eran he may continue it to the extent 
of his eligibility.

Also, 
be sure 'to use the printed premium re- 
turn envelope VA sends you regularly; 
then you’ll know your premium won’t 
be misdirected. Most important of all, 
pay your premium on time.

NEW MEN’S DORM 

The preliminary plans for the new 
$400,000 men’s dormitory at Shepherd 
College were approved toy the West 
Virginia Board of Education at a meet- 
ing of the board on Tuesday, February 
13, in Charleston, it was announced 
by Da*. Oliver S. Ikenberry, President. 

The new men’s dormitory will have 
a colonial design that will be in har- 
mony with the traditional architecture 
of the college campus. The building, 
a three-story, modem, fireproof struc- 
ture, will include the latest features in 
dormitory construction. The building 
will be of buff brick with limestone 
trim.

They are 
required to utilize the knowledge and 
skills gained through their training by 
teaching first aid classes. All courses 
of intruotion are held in accordance 
with the standards set by the Ameri- 
can National Red Cross First Aid 
Service. 

The training course for First Aid 
Instructors consists of a minimum of 
30 hours. The Standard and Ad- 
vanced First Aid Courses are mow in 
progress as a part of the curriculum 
in physical education (Physical Educa- 
tion 303) and upon their satisfactory 
completion students will be permitted 
to continue with the Instructor Course.

RETURNS HOME 


Raymond Munch, Saint - Amarin, 
Haut-Rhin, Alsace Lorraine, France 
who completed work for an AB degree 
at Shepherd College at 'the close of 
the 'first semester in January, sailed 
for his home on the U. S. Liberty from 
New York on Friday, February 23. 

'He was accompanied <to that city by 
Ms wife, the former Miss Mary Anna 
Lumm, Sharpsburg, Md., whom he 
married' in August. Mrs. Munch plans 
to return^ to the home of her mother 
in Shaapsburg where the couple has 
resided since their marriage, after her 
husband sails and will continue her 
work as a teacher in the Boonsboro 
(Md.) Elementary School. 

Flans Immediate Return 

Upon arival in France, Munch will 
start procedure to enter America with 
intentions of becoming a citizen. View- 
ing the matter optimistically, he has 
made reservations to return to this 
country on the He de France in May 
with high hopes of participating in the 
June commencement exercises and 
activities at Shepherd during which 
time his degree will be conferred. 

Munch, outstanding student who 
majored in' French and business ad- 
ministration, was well liked on the 
campus by both faculty members and 
students. Like all foreign students he 
was well-known' throughout the area. 
Soon after he arrived here he found 
it necessary to divide his time be- 
tween (1) study and attending classes 
and (2) preparation and making lec- 
tures to *the countless numbers of 
churches, fraternities and civic clubs 
who constantly called on him. When 
asked if he had held offices in any of 
the campus organizations Munch 
laughed and said, “I had no time to 
assume such responsibilities. I was too 
busy making speeches." 

The Frenchman stated that he se- 
lected Shepherd College both because 
it was near his relatives and he liked 
the advantages a small college offered. 
He pointed out that he was not an 
exchange student nor is he assisted 
by any agency but financed his own 
education here. 

Once at the institution, he found he 
did not comprehend the spoken Eng- 
lish that he read and spoke so well in 
France. College heads though the log- 
ical place for him for a few days was 
the French classes but he did not 
understand the American spoken 
French either. Although, it was very 
strange at first, he mentioned he soon 
had no difficulties. 

Joins Activities 

Munch, who did his student teach- 
ing under the block system at Martins- 
burg High School, was a member of 
the International Relations Club, 
Zeta Sigma National Fraternity, Fu- 
ture Teachers of America and the Stu- 
dent Christian Association while 
there. He has addressed many of the 
area civic clubs and was selected by 
the student council in 1948 as “Who’s 
Who Among Students at Shepherd 
College. ’’ While a student, he worked 
at the college as a student instructor 
of French, bus boy in the cafeteria 
and he also maintained a paper route. 

In December he was one of the seven 
to receive national honor, 'being ac- 
cepted for recognition in the 1950-51 
edition of “Who’s Who Among Stu- 
dents in American Universities and 
Colleges”. The selections were made 
on the basis of scholarship, coopera- 
tion and leadership in academic and 
extra-curricular activities; citizenship 
and service to the school ; and promise 
of future usefulness -to business and 
society.

STATE VETERAN 
OFFICE HELPS 


Nearly one and a half million dollars 
has been obtained Iby the State De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs for vet- 
erans, their dependents and survivors 
in West Virgiina during the first half 
of fiscal 1951, T. H. (Pat) McGovran 
reported recently in Charleston. 

McGbvran, director of the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs, disclosed 
that $1,432,240.73 had been obtained, 
representing an increase of nearly one 
million dollars over the $491,623.51 ac- 
quired during the same six-months 
period a year ago. He attributed the 
increase in monetary awards princi- 
pally to results of the Korean War and 
“the fact that more and more veterans 
are becoming acquainted with the 
Department’s services.” 

The money McGovran explained, 
lepresented funds obtained for vet- 
erans and dependents by his Depart- 
ment in the presentation and prosecu- 
tion of various types of claims before 
the Veterans Administration. The De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs acts as 
“service officer” for veterans in the 
Moountain State who desire assistance 
and information in obtaining various 
federal and state benefits. 

The following break-down of the De- 
partment’s services for the six-month 
period ending December 31, 1950, was 
released by McGovran: 

A total of $243,004.47 in monthly in- 
comes obtained for living veterans of 
all wars: $48,257.34 obtained for de- 
pendent survivors of deceased veter- 
ans: with retroactive pay aggregating 
$287,988.66 in bo'.h categories. 

In addition, burial allowances total- 
ling $14,977.50 were obtained in con- 
nection with deaths of veterans while 
aether $838,012.76 was paid to surviving 
ber eficiaries of veterans. 

The Department of Veterans Affairs 
maintains its Administrative Office in 
Charleston, and has field offices lo- 
cated in Berkley. Bluefield, Charles- 
ton, Clarksburg, Elkins, Fairmont, 
Huntington, Lewisburg. Logan. Mar- 
ti r.sburg, Welch, and Wheeling.

The nation’s retail pharmacists filled 

736.000 prescriptions for veterans 
under the Veteran’s Administration 
‘'home town” pharmacy program dur- 
ing calendar year 1950, E. Burns Geig- 
er, chief of VA’s pharmacy division, 
announced. 

The 736,000 prescriptions represented 
an increase of 135,000 over the total 
filled in 1949. 

Under agreements between VA and 
State Pharmaceutical Associations in 
45 states, the District of Columbia and 
Hawaii, private pharmacists have 
authorized to fill prescriptions, at Gov- 
ernment expense, for veterans under- 
going out-patient treatment for 
service-connected ailments in VA clin- 
ics or with private physicians. 

In addition to prescriptions com- 
pounded by private druggists, a total 
of 3,397,000 were filled during 1950 in 
| VA hospitals and centers, and another 

1.204.000 were filled in VA regional 
offices. These two totals, aggregating 
1.4601,000, represent a 125,000 increase 
over the presorptions filled by VA 
pharmacists during 1949. 

Also in 1950, VA pharmacies sup- 
plied large quantities of routine medi- 
cations to wards and clinics of surgi- 
cal and medical services in the hos- 
pitals. 

Mr. Geiger cited two other develop- 
ments in VA pharmacy operations dur- 


ing the past year. 

Eighteen' new hospitals with a total 
bed capacity of 7,954 beds were opened 
during 1950, he said. Each contains a 
modem hospital pharmacy employing 
Tram one to four registered pharmac- 
ists. The new pharmacies vary in size, 
depending on the number and type of 
beds in the hospital, but all are equip- 
ped with the latest in pharmaceutical 
fixtures and equipment. 

Also, during 1950, a VA Formulary 
was completed and will bedistributed 
throughout VA in the near future.

Miss Shaw 
Addresses P-T. A. 

Miss Florence Shaw, associate pro- 
fessor cf education at Shepherd Col- 
lege, Shepherds town, addressed the 
Charles Town-Ranson Parent -Teacher 
Association when the group met in 
the Charles Town High School Audi- 
torium. 

“The main reason students do not 
like school and their teachers is the 
fact that they cannot read,” she told 
the audience. Pointing out that the 
parent did not think it unusual or find 
it upsetting when a child walked or 
talked later than another one, she 
asked the gathering why the same at- 
titude did not prevail with regard to 
reading. Some children just can’t learn 
to read as fast as others, she stated. 
Discussing the new r approaches used 
to diagnose and solve reading prob- 
lems, she pointed out that the basic 
problem of the majority of all stu- 
dents who dropped out of schools grew 
cut of reading difficulties. 

She uijged extra-curricular nativ- 
ities, saying all children excelled in 
seme field. Teach a child to do some- 
thing well and the glory spreads, she 
continued. In this manner, she said the 
child' gains confidence and a feeling 
of acceptance. Not only do such organ- 
izations as Scouts, choral groups, 
bands, curio, dramatic clubs and other 
groups promote fellowship and bring 
out skill and talent, the speaker stated 
—they also build character. 

Miss Shaw also declared' that .the at- 
titude of the parent regarding the 
child’s schooling influences his work 
greatly. Concluding she said times 
change 'but human nature basically 
does not. 

James Moler, principal of the Wright 
Denny School, introduced the speaker, 
Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, president of 
the college, who was scheduled to ap- 
pear, cancelled his engagement due to 
illness.

LONG HISTORY OF 
McMURRAN HALL 

On the legendary site of Fort Shep- 
herd of pre-Revolutionary War days, 
a man named Rezin D. Shepherd 
built a building “for community use.” 
On October 6, 1859, the cornerstone 
of the future Shepherd College was 
laid. For a time it was used by the 
Shepherdstown town council, before 
the county officials moved in when 
the Jefferson County seat was trans- 
ferred to Shepherdstown. 

The clock on the tower was remov- 
ed from the Old Episcopal Church 
steeple in 1860 and put in its new' 
place. It had been a presentation of 
Mr. Shepherd to the church in 1842. 
The two wings on either side of the 
main room were added by the county 
authorities for «the purposes of court 
offices. 

When the county seat was moved 
back to Charles Town in 1872, the 
people of Shepherdstown decided to 
use the vacant court house for edu- 
cational purposes. So, an article of 
incorporation was set up, designed to 
instruct students in “languages, arts, 

1 and sciences.” It was signed by C. W. 
Andrews, A. R. Boteler, C. T. Butler, 
G . M. Beltzhoover, David Billmyer, 
( Samuel Knott, and Henry Shepherd. 
The school was to be named Shepherd 
College, the building was named the 
Shepherd College Building. 

These men gave themselves power 
to elect instructors, pay salaries, and 
prescribe courses of study. They ap- 
pointed a Professor Joseph McMurran 
as the first principal under the Board 
of Trustees, and started out with for- 
ty-two students. 

On February 27, 1872, the West Vir- 
■ ginia State Legislature passed a law 
that — “A branch of the State Normal 
School be and the same is hereby es- 
tablished at the building known as 
Shepherd College. The school was 
then placed on the same footing and 
subject to the same recognition as the 
other branches of the state normal 
schools. 

Before anything could be done, the 
Normal School organization had been 
changed and in September of 1872, 
the college resumed by an order of 
the Board of Trustees. It again op- 
ened with Joseph McMurran as prin-

(Continued! from Page One) 
cipal, Miss Louisa P. McMurran, and 
Mi’s. Lilie B. Lee as assistants, and 
I sixty-two pupils. Only the rooms in 
the wings were occupied at that time 
as the large ones weren’t ready for use 
' yet. 

The school really didn’t get started 
j until a year later, on September 9, 
1873, when it was placed under the 
Regents of the State Normal School. 

The ground the building is on -was 
deeded to -the Trustee for Shepherds- 
town in 1891, by Shepherd Brooks, 
descendant of Thomas Shepherd. 

In 1889, Reynolds Hall was erected 
adjacent to the Shepherd College 
Building. Being built by the citizens 
of Shepherdstown, it was put at the 
disposal of the college. 

And about that time, the young 
school had outgrown its old building, 
so another building had to 'be built. 
The State Legislature appropriated 
enough to build a new building just 
north of the old court house. It was 
known as Shepherd College Hall, and 
was considered the last word in mod- 
ern design. But in 1901, a fire com- 
pletely destroyed the new Hall and 
then all classes had to be held in the 
old building. That fire gave way to 
the present Knutti Hall, built on the 
same spot. 

Today, McMurran Hall, as it is call- 
ed, with its six large classrooms, is 
used primarily for classes in music, 
journalism, and public speaking.

Students interested in home eco- 
nomics whether as teachers or as 
specialists in other phases of home 
economics are assured of much satis- 
faction from a personal point of view 
as well as being quite certain of se- 
curing satisfactory paying positions 
after completing their general home 
economics training at Shepherd. 
Students will find offerings in cloth- 
ing, foods, home management, home 
furnishings, child care and guidance, 
nutrition and dietics, consumer edu- 
cation and methods of teaching home 
economics. Many graduates of Shep- 
herd College who majored in home 
economics are teaching in junior and 
senior high schools in West Virginia, 
Virginia and Maryland. Others who 
received their basic home economics 
training at Shepherd have specialized 
and are now home demonstration 
agents, commercial demonstrators and 
textiles specialists. However the 
greatest number of graduates are ap- 
plying their knowledge in their own 
homes as home makers, wives and 
mothers. 

The department at Shepherd is 
considered one of the best equipped 
college departments in West Vir- 
ginia. It is located on the first floor 
of Snyder Science Hall. The de- 
partment consists of clothing and 
food laboratories, a laundry and stor- 
age room, and office. An exhibit of 
clothing under construction by 18 
students in clothing class are on dis- 
play in the clothing laboratory. The 
kitchen is equipped with a new auto- 
matic ironer, washer, disposal unit, 
as well as four new ranges. Tire plan 
is such that an attractive dining area 


can be arranged as needed in part of 
the clothing laboratory. On the same 
floor is the health clinic where equip- 
ment is utilized for demonstrations in 
home management and child care 
classes. The students lounge at the 
north end of the first floor serves as 
a reception room and has been the 
setting for many teas, luncheons, and 
banquets. Long term plans for ex- 
panding the campus include conver- 
sion of the present Boswell House to 
a home economics building. 

Members of the home economics 
club work on -three major objectives 
which are (1) preparing general home 
economics teachers to teach home- 
making in junior and- senior high 
schools, (2) providing basic training 
. for vocational home economics teach- 
ers and those interested in home eco- 
nomics profession other than -teach- 
ing, and (3) meeting needs of those 
women students who will eventually 
become homemakers, wives and moth- 
ers. 

Shepherd College can not fill the 
many requests for home economics 
teachers and positions with utilities 
companies which means that those 
with degrees from Shepherd College 
having a major in home economics are 
practically assured of satisfactory 
employment. Twenty-nine hours are 
required for a major in home eco- 
nomics while twenty-three hours are 
required for a minor.

COKQNGOROOTA IS 
COLLEGE YEARBOOK 


The 1951 issue of The Cohongo- 
roota, Shepherd College’s annual pub- 
lication will be ready for distribution 
about the end of May. It is des- 
tined to be possibly the greatest, 
surely the biggest (according to the 
editor), and truly the most recent. 

The Cohongoroota, which is an old 
Indian name for Potomac, meaning 
'river of wild geese flying’, was first 
published about the year 1910. The 
oldest copy available now is one dat- 
ed 1911. It was edited then ‘by the 
Junior Class of the Shepherd Col- 
lege State Normal School’, and dedi- 
cated to the ‘Honorable Thomas C. 
Miller’ who was principal of the in- 
stitution at that time. Being publish- 
ed by the Hagerstown Bookbinding 
Company, it was bound by a leather 
cover and had an inscription at the 
bottom “All Quiet Along -the Poto- 
mac.” It contained 1 cuts and pic- 
tures cf the various classes, organ- 
izations, and clubs, also scenes of 
Shepherdstown and nearby places 
along with pieces of fiction and jokes 
written by the students. 

It’s publication was discontinued in 
1928, and wasn’t revived until a few 
years ago. This year’s book should 
mark a milestone in yearbooks from 
Shepherd College.

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Historical Sketch 

OF Shepherd College 

The history of Shepherd College 
began when the county seat of Jeffer- 
son County was moved from Shepherds- 
town to Charles Town in July, 1871. The 
people of Shepherdstown and vicinity 
decided to use the vacated Court House 
for educational purposes. An article of 
incorporation for a school to be known 
as Shepherd College, designed to in- 
struct students “in languages, arts and 
sciences,” was drawn up and signed by 
C. W. Andrews, A. R. Boteler, CC. T. 
Butler, G. M. Beltzhoover, Daniel Bill- 
myer, Samuel Knott, and Henry Shep- 
herd. This body of incorporators gave 
themselves power to elect instructors, 
pay salaries, and prescribe courses of 
study. They appointed Professor Joseph 
McMurran first principal of the insti- 
tution, which was opened on September 
2, 1871, under the authority of the 
Board of Trustees, with forty -two stu- 
dents. 

In order to induce the Sate of West 
Virginia to locate a college for the 
training of teachers in Shepherdstown 
the trustees agreed to lease the Court 
House building to the state free of 
charge. The offer was promptly ac- 
cepted and in 1872 the transfer was 
consummated. 

On February 27, 1872, the Legislature 
of West Virginia passed the following 
Act: “That a branch of the State Nor- 
mal School be and the same is hereby 
established at the building known as 
Shepherd College, in Shepherdstown, in 
the county of Jefferson. The school is 
hereby placed on the same footing and 
subject to the same regulations as the 
other branches of the State Normal 
School; Provided, that the said building 
and lot on which it is erected shall be 
fitted up in a suitable manner for the 
purpose of such a school and conveyed 
in fee or for a term of years not less 
than ten, assigned or original, free of 
charge to the State for such fitting up, 
on occupancy.” 

During the administration of Dr. W. 
H. S. White, Shepherd College became 
a four year college for the training of 
teachers on July 1, 1930, and was grant- 
ed the authority by the State Board of 
Education to grant the Bachelor of 
Arts Degree to graduates of the insti- 
tution. In 1943 the state legislature en- 
acted legislation providing for a Liberal 
Arts college program at Shepherd Col- 
lege.

Students wishing extensive know- 
ledge in the field of business can ac- 
complish it at Shepherd College. 
Shepherd College offers courses in 
business administration for the follow- 
ing purposes. To prepare students to 
meet the demands of business and 
industry and for teaching of business 
principles in the commerce depart- 
ments of high schools. 

Shepherd College offers the follow- 
ing degrees in Business Adm.: B.S., 
A.B., and A.B. in secondary education 
for -teachers. Also there are majors 
offered in Accounting, General Busi- 
ness and Economics. 

Training for secretaries for indus- 
try and teachers for the field of com- 
merce are offered in this department.

The attractive Shepherd College Li- 
brary located in Knutti Hall, houses 
-the library’s 22,000 volumes. The li- 
brary circulated 14,448 volumes last 
year. 

With the increase in appropriation 
the Shepherd College Library is grow- 
ing. Miss Stewart Arnold classified 
and catalogued 925 new books which 
were added to the library last year. 
The library receives currently 230 
magazines relating to various sub- 
jects offered in the curriculum. Twen- 
ty-one newspapers of local, state and 
national interests arrive daily and 
weekly. New shelves for magazines 
and a special table for magazine in- 
dexes proudly display these materials. 

Misses Jean Watson, Nancy Myers, 
Jane Poisal and Mrs. Fern Frye No- 
vak can be found faithfully at work 
everyday as student assistants in the 
library. 

In evaluating the Shepherd College 
Library the North Central Association 
said, “The College is to be commend- 
ed on the provisions for student use 
of the library. The stacks are open 
and books are available to the stu- 
dents. Reference books are amply 
supplied and study conditions are 
good.” 

According to the present plans, be- 
ginning in September 1951, any per- 
son interested in librarianship may 
obtain- twenty -four hours or a minor 
in library science. 


Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, the new 
president cf S. C. in 1917, was interest- 
ed in the development of Speech and 
in the following year appointed Dr. 
Milton J.' Wiksell Chairman of the 
Division cf Languages and Literature. 
Dr. Wiksell’s first job was to expand 
the radio offerings at the college. 

Upon his arrival there was but a 
well-worn recording machine with 
which to operate. Rehearsals had to 
be conducted in meager circumstances 
such as classrooms or old Reynolds 
Hall. All programs had to be taken to 
WEPM for broadcasts.

Leslie Golliday, Station manager 
of WEPM, Mi’. John Egle, the late 
Mi’. Kenneth Shipley, Mr. Silas Ship- 
Jey, Dr. Oliver S. Ikenlberry and Dr. 
Wiksell planned a new Speech and 
Radio studio in the basement of 
Knutti Hall. The Hammond brothers 
of Shepherdstown together with Mr. 
Sterling Heil, radio engineer of 
WEPM, renovated and wired the new 
studios. The two Shipleys and others 
assisted in numerous ways in the

For those interested in the field of 
Drama, Shepherd now offers training 
in acting, directing, costuming, stag- 
ing, and in cooperation with the Art 
Department, stage design. These 
courses are devoted to training stu- 
dents for work in the theatre. Other 
courses offered for -background or ap- 
preciation of Drama are: History of 
the Theatre, American Drama and the 
Theatre, Early Dramatic Literature, 
Shakespeare, and Modern Drama. 

These courses are designed to help 
the student understand Drama, its 
origin, its purposes, and its effects.

When an old grad: returns to the 
scenes of his college days he expects 
to find changes, and a bit of nostal- 
gia for the faces that he misses. But 
he does not expect to get lost in a 
building that he knew as well as 
Knutti Hall (The Administration 
Building) ! Why, one could find that 
old auditorium in the dark! Up the 
stairway. You can’t miss it! ... The 
same windows, and the same lovely 
view of the mountains, but what is 
this room with the soft green walls 
lined with children’s books? Beautiful 
hardwood floors with work tables and 
circles of blond-oak chairs, a portable 
blackboard, supply cabinets and a pi- 
ano indicate many uses. Another 
look, and one sees that the bookshel- 
ves are arranged in a sequence — a 
sixteen -year program beginning with 
the kindergarten unit. The room 
seems smaller than the old auditor- 
ium! It is smaller. Through an open 
door the old stage is seen. There is 
another .room. WONDERFUL! 

A soft rose glow from the walls 
lights the old stage which now looks 
like the old stage in K 21 with its 
rows of bookshelves. There is the old 
picture file cabinet right in the cen- 
ter and above it the portrait of 
'Thomas C. Miller. It seems to have 


been there always. As a matter of 
fact it is now quite clear that the old 
education room’s furnishings have 
taken on a new “glory.” K 21 has 
spread out to furnish a new Educa- 
tion Laboratory! But what are the 
booths and display tables at the right 
and left of the room? Three small 
looms have been built for Remedial 
Reading testing equipment, and Au- 
dio-Visual Education apparatus. The 
display tables on the left are stocked 
with the new Remedial Reading ap- 
paratus. There is the Telebinocular 
for screening out visual defects that 
might interfere with successful pro- 
gress in reading, the Audiometer to 
test hearing, the Group Tachistoscope 
for increasing the visual span, and a 
Reading Rate Controller for practice 
in rapid reading. The two round ta- 
bles have neatly arranged sets of the 
newest basic readers. The bookcases 
on -the stage have five complete sets 
of basic readers and many sets of 
Supplementary readers to supply 
small groups of a dozen children. 
There is another case with complete 
sets of manuals and handbooks for 
the use of method classes and student 
teachers. Everything is so accessible, 
so attractive, so functional! In an 
( instant the room can be made a dark- 
room for showing sound films, film 
strips or slides. The apparatus is in 
the small store-room at the back near 
the outlet for the projectors. It is in- 
deed an ideal Education Laboratory! 

The old auditorium is now equipped 
to help youth to prepare to make the 
dreams of the long lines of graduates 
who received their diplomas in this 
hall come true. Some of the great- 
est scholars of the Nation spoke from 
this platform. Some of the greatest 
music was heard within these walls. 
Something of that same atmosphere 
of culture lingers here. The old au- 
ditorium could not have been put to 
better use. Surely those who plan- 
ned and created this new Education 
Laboratory “built better than they 
knew” !

My Reception as Intern 

The fear of this internship, which 
had accumulated from the day I had 
made my decision to teach, vanished 
completely when my critic teacher 
came forward smiling, extended her 
hand, cut the radio volume that in- 
troductions might be heard, and 
pointed out a desk with an attractive 
lamp, a bouquet of fall flowers and a 
set of books that was to be mine dur- 
ing my stay at Shepherdstown High 
School. 

It was the desk that did the trick. 
There was a place for me. I was to 
have a part in everything. I belong- 
ed. It wasn’t that I spent much time 
at that desk. When I wasn’t teaching 
I preferred to sit at the back of the 
room. But, it was still there; my 
books were on it; it was a symbol of 
my acceptance. 

Block System Is Good Method 

During the afternoon, introductions 
to each group revealed much to me. 
The pupils, however, took no undue 
notice, for student teachers had been 
“routine equipment” for several dec- 
ades at Shepherdstown High School. 
The only change for the laboratory 
school was one of procedure, a shift 
from the practice of having the col- 
lege student spend one hour a day for 
a semester to the block system in 
which he was to remain the entire day 
for a nine-week period. Because of 
schedule conflicts I had been assign- 
ed a half-day for eighteen weeks. 

I should speak of routine classroom

Public Speaking Unit 

Classroom work in English II was a 
unit in public speaking. Among the 
speeches made by the eleventh grad- 
ers were talks introducing themsel- 
ves, speeches of a serious nature, 
demonstration speeches, speeches for j 
entertainment, and radio script; the 
students working in groups for this 
activity. Some did “take-offs” of 
popular programs, whereas others 
used original ideas.

Sup- 
plementing the text with Adams, 
Lamb, Morris, a two-reel film, and a 
wealth of materials pulled from the 
vertical file in the class room, we 
studied the Shakespearean drama.

There were moments cf despair, 
however. The staging of the comedy 
at the high school had to be post- 
poned several days because of Lee 
Fowler’s laryngitis. Lou Ambrose 
missed final make-up rehearsal, and 
Margaret Orr fainted at the last 
practice. 

The real tragedy came the night 
before the presentation at the Shep- 
herd College assembly when Gary 
James received a back injury in a 
basketball game. With a determina- 
tion that one could expect only from 
an experienced actor he came from 
the doctor’s office to portray a role 
that called for almost acrobatic ac- 
tion'. It’s that kind of cooperation 
that a student teacher will never for- 
get, and on the shelf with my prized 
books will be the copy of Naltran’s 
Theatre Yearbook presented by the 
finest class a teacher could ever hope 
for. 

Things That Helped Me 

At my last conference with my crit- 
ic teacher I was totally unprepared 
for the evaluation exercise. I had 
rather expected to hear a summation 
of my strengths and weaknesses. In- 
stead, this question was directed to 
me: “What could we at Shepherds- 

town High have done to make this 
student teaching of more value to 
you?” When I had answered sin- 
cerely that I knew of nothing this 
follow-up came. “So that we may of- 
fer other student teachers a maxi- 
mum amount of help and encourage- 
ment recall several specific things 
that we did to give you the greatest 
boost.” 

In reply I said that I had appre- 
ciated the routine help with lesson 
plans and general procedures, but 
that the thoughtful little actions were 
truly what I would like to say an ex- 
tra “thank you” for. I was thinking 
how grateful I was that Miss Hart- 
zell had left the room during the first 
few days of my teaching experience. 
When she did observe for the first 
time it was only for a few minutes. I 
appreciated too that my goodbyes 
were said in private, for my “critic” 
had gone to Woman’s Club that af- 
ternoon to review the number one 
•best seller, The Disenchanted. I re- 
membered the long conference with 
Principal K. W. Eutsler at which time 
he had introduced me to the school 
records and files. I had felt honored 
to be invited to the football banquet 
too. The shower of Christmas cards 
and the “thank you” Christmas notes 
had meant much. The friendly spirit 
of the faculty had made me feel at 
home always. I had enjoyed the 
whole day I spent at the training 
school visiting classes, eating in the 
cafeteria, and observing the lunch 
hour program. I shall also remem- 
ber Mr. Eutsler ’s farewell pat on the 
back and the comment, “We are sorry 
you’re leaving us; we shall miss you 
at Shepherdstown High School.” But 
most of all I was thinking of the 
seniors of Shepherdstown High School, 
all thirty of them, for they are really 
the individuals who made student 
teaching one of the happiest experi- 
ences in my college career. 

Is it any wonder that when Dr. Ash 
recently asked' my opinion of the 
block system for giving actual class- 
room experience to student teachers 
I answered, “I can visualize no other 
method”?

Sociology Class to 
Take Town Census 

Plans for the taking of a census in 
Shepherdstown were discussed at a 
meeting of the Planning Commission, 
held Tuesday night, April 10th. The 
census, which is scheduled for the 
latter part of April, is being conduct- 
ed for the purpose of furnishing in- 
formation which the commission will 
be able to use in making a future plan 
for Shepherdstowm. 

The information secured from the 
census will be invaluable to the town 
in that a consolidation of the facts 
gathered will greatly assist the com- 
mission and others to plan for recrea- 
tional needs for the community; to 
investigate the possibilities of slum 
clearance; low cost housing; to im- 
prove health conditions; and to en- 
gage in many other town planning 
activities. 

The actual taking of the census will 
be done by students of Shepherd Col- 
lege in Cletus Lowe’s class in Social 
Problems. 

All information will be confidential 
and only released in statistical form. 
No names will be taken in the census 
as the planning commission is inter- 
ested in over-all group facts and not 
in individual persons. 

The area to be covered will not 
only be that within the corporation 
limits, but will also include all of the 
actual extending community of Shep- 
herdstown. 

The planning commission also dis- 
cussed the possibility of coordination 
of the several recreational projects be- 
ing undertaken in the commimity at 
the present time.

Martinsburg Lions 
Hear Dr. Ikenberry 

Three essentials for keeping the 
“golden windows” otf America glow- 
ing were analyzed by Dr. Oliver S. 
Ikenberry in a talk to the Lions Club 
at its weekly dinner-meeting at The 
Shenandoah Hotel in Martinsburg. 

He used the Lions’ credo, “Liberty, 
Intelligence, Our Nation’s Safety,” in 
a cogent tracing of what makes Amer- 
ica great and how the fundamentals 
underlying that greatness must be 
preserved. , 

Dr. Ikenberry, president of Shep- 
herd College, particularly dwelled upon 
the intelligence factor in the trium- 
virate, emphasizing that an educated 
electorate that can distinguish truth 
from propaganda is vital since liberty 
sinks or rises on the intelligence with 
which it is treated by a free people. 
Pointing out that democracy and ed- 
ucation go hand in hand he stressed 
the vast significance of the estab- 
lishment of the public school system 
for producing the “educated man,” 
and pinpointed propaganda tech- 
niques to be on guard against, such as 
name-calling, glittering generalities, 
the “plain folks, card-stacking and 
bandwagon” tricks for duping the el- 
ectorate, the transfer of ideas cover- 
up, and exaggerated claims, popular 
in testimonials. 

Taking his “golden windows” anal- 
ogy from the story of the >boy whose 
search for the house with the golden 
windows ended back at his own home, 
Dr. Ikenberry said that the world .to- 
day can be considered divided into 
three camps — democracy, totalitarian- 
ism and the in-betweens. America 
must not only preserve its own liber- 
ty but help lead others to that “gold- 
en window,” he said. 

The nation’s safety can be preserved 
through faith — individually, in the 
nation, in the United Nations and in 
God. The atom bomb is not enough; 
the real safeguard must come in na- 
tions of the world learning to work 
and live together just as the 13 col- 
onies overcame their prejudices and 
differences and learned to sacrifice 
some of their sovereignty for the 
common good, he declared. 

“Through faith in God and oursel- 
ves” w*e will give faith to this nation 
which in human as well as natural 
resources is the greatest on the face 
of the globe, the speaker said. 

Dr. Ikenberry was introduced by 
Frank Bailey, a member of the Shep- 
herd faculty.

The main or 
central part of this hall dates back 
to 1859. 

McMurran Hall does not embrace 
the building attached to the rear on 
the north. That was added thirty 
years later by the women of Shep- 
herdstown under the leadership of 
Mrs. Kate Reynolds and is now ap- 
propriately called Reynolds Hall, re- 
cently developed by the College into 
a modern little theatre and worthy of 
inspection by the visitor here. 

The stoiy has been related that 
Rezin D. Shepherd, descended from 
Thomas Shepherd, the town’s foun- 
der, and enr idled by trade in New 
Orleans, erected the original building 
to carry the town clock, to be remov- 
ed from the Episcopal Church after 
seme differences with the vestry, j 
However, Mr. Shepherd was public : 
spirited and it appears his dominant j 
motive was to provide a community 
building, the lower story for assembly 
and the upper to house a library. The 
form of the tower was, of course, 
adapted to take care of the clock. It 
has seemed fitting that Mr. Shepherd 
should erect his building on the site 
of Thomas Shepherd’s stone house, 
which has served as a neighborhood 
fort in the days when the Indians 
were not always friendly. 

Shepherdstown, rather than Charles 
Town, was the county seat from 1865 
to 1871, Mr. Shepherd offering his 
building for use as the court house. 
For the first year, until the wings 
were added, some of the offices had 
to be located at other places in town. 
Abandonment of this building as a 
court house played no small part in 
the origin of Shepherd College and 
its adoption as a state institution.

Shepherd Is Honored College Broadcasts 
In Hagerstown Paper To Be Handled By 


The closest four-year college to 
Hagerstown, Shepherd College, is look- 
ing ahead to a bright future despite 
the dark clouds that hang over the 
world today. 

Feeling the manpower demands of 
the growing armed forces, Shepherd 
nevertheless has begun a big expansion 
program. Ground already has been 
broken for a new physical education 
building that will cost a half million 
dollars. 

Local persons may think of Shepherd 
College as something rather distant 
because it’s across the river in another 
state. But it’s closer to Hagerstown 
than some parts of Washington County, 
and includes among its more than 400 
students over a dozen from this area. 

The new physical education building, 
on which Nay and Shaw of Wheeling, 
W. Va., are architects will be a modern 
structure at the north end of the 
campus. It’ll be a big difference from 
the tradition -filled, 19th century build- 
ings that contain most of Shepherd 
College right now. 

For instance, two of the buildings 
that Shepherd College uses today are 
a former town hall and court house. 
Shepherdstown used to be a county 
seat, but when that honor passed away 
back in the late 19th century, it didn’t 
need the court house any longer. It 
built a new town hall, too. Shepherd 
College inherited both of the buildings. 

It also took occupancy of a smaller 
building that contained a fairly well 
substantiated ghost for a while. The 
ghost has vanished, apparently fright-

Civil 
engineers, landscape planners, and col- 
lege architects are at work on the 
blueprints for the Shepherd College of 
, tomorrow. 

Next July will mark the 80th birth- 
; day for Shepherd College. The summer 
! of 1871 was when the people of Shep- 
herdstown decided to start a college, 
after Charles Town had made the 
court house a useless piece of equipment 
for the town. There were only 42 stu- 
dents when the college opened in Sep- 
tember, 1871. But the next year, West 
Virginia decided to establish a “branch 
of the state normal school” there. By 
1930, Shepherd has turned into a four- 
year college for training teachers. 

By now West Virginia is paying 
about $250,000 a year to keep Shepherd 
College operating, getting part of it 
back from student fees. It also will be 
paying out some $400,000 for the new 
dormitory, half of which it will get 
back in the form of rent. 

West Virginia students can attend 
Shepherd College at a price that almost 
anyone can afford— $70, if you live close 
enough to the college to commute. 
About three-fourths of the students can 
do that. Naturally, the expense is higher 
if the student isn’t a West Virginian, 
or if the student lives so far from Shep- 
herdstown that he must board at the 
college. 

Students who complete their studies 
at Shepherd and qualify to become 
| teachers won’t get rich right away, but 
; they’re sure of a living wage at least, 
i West Virginia now pays its beginning 
teachers who have an A.B. degree a 
i salary of $250. and that figure goes up 
each year that the individual is a teach- 
er.

DONALD McGARRY 
ASSEMBLY SPEAKER 


Dr. Donald McGhrry, associate pro- 
fessor of education at Pennsylvania 
State College, was the principal 
speaker at the Eastern Area Super- 
visors Conference scheluled at Shep- 
herd College Wednesday, May 2. 

The program theme was “Social 
Studies for Children in a Democracy.” 

The conference opened at 9:30 with 
registration in the Reynolds Hall Au- 
ditorium. Following a welcome ex- 
tended by President Oliver S. Iken- 
berry, George Riabikoff, Russian con- 
cert pianist, entertained the gathering 
'with a series of piano solos. 

The principal address, “Problems 
That Face Us In A 12-Year Study 
Program,” was male by Dr. McGarry, 
who holds his A. B. degree from Thiel 
College. He has an M. A. from Col- 
umbia University and an E. D. D. 
from Pennsylvania State College. 

A well-known educational figure, he 
has served as teacher, principal and 
superintendent in the public schools 
of Pennsylvania and New Jersey. He 
went to his present position at Penn- 
sylvania State College from Morris 
Harvey College, Charleston, where he 
served as head of the department of 
education and dean of men from 
1940-47. 

Following the speech at 11 A. M., a 
panel discussion was held. Members 
of the panel were Dr. McGarry; Dr. 
Kermit Cook, professor of education 
at West Virginia University, Morgan- 
town; Dr. Ruth Scarborough, profes- 
sor of history at Shepherd College; 
Kenna Burke, professor of social sci- 
ence at Potomac State College, Key- 
ser; Miss Florence Shaw, associate 
professor of elementary education at 
Shepherd College; Miss Grace Scott, 
former Jefferson County supervisor, 
now a professor of education at the 
state university; and H. Cliff Hamil- 
ton, state superintendent of elemen- 
tary schools, Charleston. The con- 
ference adjourned at 12:15 for lunch- 
eon in the college cafeteria. 

At 1:30 the members of the meeting 
assembled 1 in the education labora- 
tories located in the upstairs of 
Knutti Hall and heard Dr. McGarry 
speak on the subject “Understanding 
Our Total Job.” Continuations of the 
panel discussion from the morning 
session followed the address. At 3 
o’clock there were reports on the re- 
cent Citizenship conference held in 
Charleston. Kenna Burke reported 
on the State Social Study meeting. 
A summary of the day’s conference 
and a look ahead were presented by 
H. Cliff Hamilton. The conference 
concluded with a business meeting.

Dr. Willard E. Givens, Executive Secre- 
tary, National Education Association 
to be Commencement Speaker at 
Shepherd College, June 4. 

Willard E. Givens, internationally 
known educator, is in his seventeenth 
year as executive secretary of the Na- 
tional Education Association of the 
United States, 1201 Sixteenth Street, 
N.W., Washington 6, D.C. The NEA 
is the professional organization of 
875,000 members and includes affiliated 
associations in every state, six terri- 
tories, and the District of Columbia. 

His teaching career began in a rural 
school in Adams Township, Madison 
County, Indiana, the state where he 
was born. Since that time he has 
gained a reputation as an educator in 
the West: he was superintendent of 
public instruction in Hawaii and 
Superintendent oi Schools in San 
Diego and Oakland, California. 

In 1947 Dr. Givens was one of 27 
participants in the seventy-three-day 
round the world tour sponsored by 
America’s Town Meeting of the Air 
and twenty-six national organizations 
with total membership of 31,000,000 
Americans. During this private good- 
will adventure paid by private organi- 
zations and public contributions, Dr. 
Givens visited 12 foreign capitals 
and participated in discussions with 
key people in foreign countries for 
broadcast in the United States. 

Dr. Givens was invited to return to 
Japan in Sepetmber by General Doug- 
las MacArthur along with four other 
educators to spend a month visiting 
the schools. This group was known as 
the “Second United States Education 
Mission in Japan." 

He was also a member of the “First 
United States Education Mission to 
Japan” which was invited to Japan in 
1946 to study the program of educa- 
tion in the schools and colleges for the 
purpose of making recommendations 
to use the schools more effectively to 
democratize that country. As chairman 
cf 'the second .group, Dr. Givens was 
j charged with the responsibility of see- 
i ing how the present educational pro- 
1 gram in Japan is operating and to 
make recommendations for any needed 
changes. 

I Dr. Givens holds a BA degree from 
Indiana University and in 1916 he 
completed three years of study at the 
; Union Theologica' Seminary in New 
York City. While in New York he 
, received his J.IA degree in sociology 
and economics at Columbia University 
and began work toward a PhD degree. 

He received an honorary doctorate of 
laws from his Alma mater. Indiana 
University, in 1933, an honorary doc- 
torate in education in 1940 from Miami

“If we are to live together amicably 
and cooperatively,” Dr Givens said, 
government, home, job, religion and 
education are or ought to be universal 
and must be improved and strength- 
ened.” 


Freedom Vs. Tyranny 

“The world has two kinds of govern- 
ment,” he declared, “One conducted 
of, by and for, freemen; and another 
in which people are voiceless and 
voteless — chess men moved on a polit- 
ical board by individuals or small 
groups who live in the lap cf luxury 
and upon the backs of the slaves 

; whom they control for selfish pur- 

I 

poses. Permanent peace cannot be had 
in a world which is part-free and 
part slave.” 

Lastly, in terms of industrial 
strength and military potential, “The 
f:ee countries of the world occupy a 
position of immense and sobering re- 
sponsibility,” Dr. Givens pointed out. 
Discussing the position of the United 
States in the world today, he said in 
his opinion without its material and 
spiritual resources the cause of lasting 
peace and human freedom would al- 
ready have been lost, and declared 
from the standpoint of sheer physical 
might in relation to other nations the 
free peoples of the world stand at the 
peak of their history.” In the vast 
struggle to shape the course of his- 
tory in which we are now engaged. 
We must assume responsibility com- 
mensurate with our great power. The 
opportunity is ours today.” 

Concluding, he said, “Much depends 
upon us, the teachers in the greatest 
democracy on earth— Let us have 
faith that right makes might; and in 
that faith let us to the end, dare to 
do our duty as we understand it.”

Shepherd Graduates Receive Diplomas 
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SHEPHERD NOW OFFERS 
MAJOR IN DRAMATICS 


Many New Courses Are Offered 

Shepherd College will offer a major 
in dramatics for the first time in its 
history beginning in the Pall, Dr. 
Carey V. Stabler, dean and registrar 
announced today. 

The new major will include courses 
in play acting, elements of dramatic 
production, fundamentals of stage- 
craft, play direction, advanced play 
direction, costuming for the stage, 
design, stage lighting, and history of 
the theatre. 

Being taught by Dr. Vera Ellen Mal- 
ton, associate professor of dramatics 
and English here, all but a couple of 
courses are new. The major was cre- 
ated by the administration, after 
numerous requests for the course had 
been received from students and per- 
spective enrollees, many of whom w r ere 
motivated in their desire for such 
work by Dr. Malton and Dr. Milton 
J. Wiksell, head of the speech and ra- 
dio department. 

The new department took its first 
step toward its present status when 
the Little Theatre of Reynolds Hall 
was completely renovated, the latest 
facilities being installed. When the 
building was rededicated in March, 
1950, new carpet, drapes, curtains, per- 
manent seats, elevated floor, and lat- 
est devices in lighting blossomed forth 
in the auditorium. Behind the scene 
facilities were not overlooked, modern 
equiped dressing rooms also being 
provided. Prior to the remodeling, Dr. 
Wiksell was building his speech and 
radio program and his untiring ef- 
forts were largely responsible for the 
Little Theatre project. 

Dr. Malton, the enthusiastic force 
who was to guide the program to its 
goal, joined the college faculty last 
Summer. Coming here with high 
recommendation from Dr. Alexander 
Drummond, noted authority in the 
dramatic field, she began at once util- 
izing the facilities she found here. Dr. 
Malton had had an outstanding back- 
ground o.f training and experience in 
the field serving as an instructor in 
drama and play writing in the Banff 
School of Fine Arts, Canada, and 
working under Dr. Drummond as di- 
rector of the Cornell University The- 


atre. She has taught in both secondary 
and higher education institutions in 
I the United States and Canada. 

This year the dramatic department 
has had a particular brilliant year, 
reaching their goal and the dream of 
many other teachers who had former- 
ly instructed here, when the adminis- 
rration set up the new curriculum. 
The activities of the group during the 
year included the annual events plus 
a number of first time affairs, a few 
of the occasions being reviewed in 
the picture on this page. Besides the 
annual “Queen’s Ball”, celebrity con- 
1 test, Spring and Fall productions, the 
dramatic classes presented several 
one act plays in assembly and gave 
another group on the campus with, an 
admission charge to finance the work 
of their fraternity. A precedent was 
broken when the college players ag- 
1 gregation used the queen’s ball coro- 
nation to publicize their Spring pro- 
duction by having “Harvey, imaginary 
rabbit,” crown the queen instead of a 
i celebrity. The group took an active 
i part in the homecoming agenda. The 
progress of the department was noted

Martinsburg Contributes Top 
Number of Students 


A total of 305 students are enrolled 
at Shepherd College for the Summer 
term now in session.

Audience Now Big Factor 
In Pro Drama, Nationally- 
Known Authority Declares 

Dr. Alexander M. Drummond, profes- 
sor of drama at Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N. Y., nationally-known figure 
and top in his field in the United 
States, told the Summer School stu- 
dents at Shepherd Wednesday morning, 
June, 27, that trends in modern theatre 
mostly involve the audience. 

Another highlight of the morning 
was two piano selections by Miss Janet 
Catlett, Martinsburg, who played Pre- 
ludes 2 and 3 by George Greshwin. 
Miss Catlett, music instructor at Mile- 
gan College near Johnson City, Tenn., 
is a special student here this Summer 
taking music courses under Professor 
Carl J. Farnsworth. 

The audience is considered in the 
design and building of the theatre to 
the actual show, Dr. Drummond de- 
clared. Reviewing drama in general, 
the speaker pointed out that we’d got- 
ten away from the old form of drama 
in many respects. He said the term 
theatre itself suggested something 
technical and expressed a desire to 
return to the old term of drama, say- 
ing it emphasized the literary aspects 
of the art. 

Speaking of theatre in America, he 
said there w ? ere fewer today than there 
was in yesteryears. Even in New York 
he stated there were only half the 
number of such institutions. He told 
of the old country theatre, tent shows, 
and opera houses and pointed out that 
there use to be one in every com- 
munity. 


Dr. Mark Neville, formerly from 
the John Burroughs School. St. Louis, 
Mo., now president of the Chicago 
Latin School, assisted with the Read- 
ing Clinic held on the campus here. 
Other guest consultants appearing be- 
fore the group which had an enroll- 
ment of 78 were Miss Esther West- 
endorf, demonstrator (for the D. C. 
Heath Publishing Co., James Morris, 
sales representative for the same firm, 
and Miss Jane Hoffman, demonstra- 
tor for MacMillan Publishing Co., 
who showed their materials and 
answered questions for the workshop. 

Dr. Neville had served as consultant 
here two years ago in the elementary 
education workshop, and lived up to 
his former reputation in the chal- 
lenges that he threw out and the 
thinking that he stimulated. He open- 
ed the workshop by presenting the 
philosophic background for an ef- 
fective reading program which (if 
followed) would eliminate the need 
for remedial reading. 

The opinion of reading experts was 
challenged in one of his first state- 
ments when he said, “We do not agree 
with the reading expert who contends 
that rapid reading increases compre- 
hension” He then illustrated by the 
story of his long 3 hour search for 
the meaning of a word found in some 
of the professional literature of the 
day, and brought out the fact that 
children will have even more diffi- 
culty in getting exact meanings of 
words. Poems, he stated, should be 
read very slowly. 

He said reading materials should be 
rich in content and building in ex- 
pression, and pointed out that reading 
should be a continuation of school 
life, social content and method of ex- 


pression. Tnerefore. all teachers in all 
'areas should be giving attention to 
direction. He said con temporary 
magazines should be used and emph- 
asized. One of the most important 
reading materials for youngsters is the 
daily newspaper, he declared, saying 
| journalistic articles were the most 
j common form of reading in America 
today. Since all persons, whether they 
read a little or a great deal, read the 
papers, the newspaper is one of the 
most important means of education 
today and proper reading of this lit- that Americans understand the contri 
erature should be taught in the 
j schools he stated. 

Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, president

The evolution of material culture will 
be followed from Pompeii to Paris; re- 
ligious developments will be traced 
from the magic on the cave walls of 
the Palaeolithic age to current clashes 
between Church and State; the mag- 
nificent artistic treasures of Europe 
will be reviewed from the relics of 
classical culture to the work of French 
Modernists; the main stages in politi- 
cal development, through absolute 
monarchy, representative government 
and democracy will be unfolded; and 
the chief trends in the evolution of 
our liberties and freedom will be ex- 
plained — all concretely illustrated by 
relevant achievements that have oc- 
curred in places which will be visited 
in the course of the tour. 

The ultimate result hoped for will 
be a better understanding of the gene- 
sis and character of contemporary 
European civilization and the crises 
which beset it as Western Culture 
moves into the fourth great World 
Revolution of human history — a revo- 
lution and transition as momentous as 
the dawn of history, the decline of the 
Roman Empire in the West, and the 
breakup of medieval civilization.” ac- 
cording to Dr. Barnes. 

Dr. Barnes, the distinguished his- 
torian directing the tour, is one of 
the foremost authorities on Western 
Civilization in the academic world to- 
day. He has received degrees from 
Syracuse University and Columbia Uni- 
versity, and has lectured at such insti- 
tutions of renown as Syracuse Uni- 
versity, Barnard College, New School 
for Social Research, Columbia Univer- 
sity, Clark University, Smith College. 
Amherst College, Temple University 
and the University of Colorado. He has 
also lectured at many European Uni- 
versities.

Professor Ernest Stutzman is retir- 
ing from his position as Professor of 
Chemistry and head of the Science 
Division after almost a quarter of a 
century of outstanding service to 
Shepherd College and to the youth of 
this area. 

Professor Stutzman is a native of 
Selvyville, West Virginia, and was ed- 
ucated at West Virginia Wesleyan 
College, where 'he received a Bachelor 
of Science Degree in 1913. He con- 
tinued his study at West Virginia 
University and received a Bachelor of 
Science Degree in Agriculture in 1918 
and a Master of Arts Degree in 1931. 
Professor Stutzman served as a high 
school teacher and administrator in 
West Virginia from 1914 to 1928. He 
came to Shepherd College from the 
principalship of the Sherrard, West 
Virginia, High School to accept the 
position as Professor of Physical 
Science. Professor Stutzman has been 
generally recognized through the years 
as one of the master teaohers of West 
Virginia. At Shepherd College he has 
been considered an outstanding chem- 
istry professor with many of his stu- 
dents going on to advanced graduate 
study and professional work in many 
of the leading colleges and universi- 
ties of the country. 

Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, President 
ol' Shepherd College, when asked to 
make a statement regarding Mr. 
Stutzman’s retirement said, “Professor 
Ernest Stutzman will go down in .the 
history of Shepherd College as one of 
the great master teachers. He will long 
be remembered by the faculty, student 
body, and the alumni as a great friend 
o f youth and a lover of science.” 

The student body of Shepherd Col- 
lege dedicated the 1951 annual, The 
Cohongoroota, to Professor Ernest 
Stutzman and they have given him 
this most fitting tribute: 

“There is one who through the years 
has remained as young as those who 
sit before him.” 

“There <is one whose nature is a fine 
blend of mature insight and youthful 
vigor.”

Painls Many Scenes 
In Village Area 

Following the precedent set a year 
i ago at Shepherd College, a fine arts 
class is being conducted during the 
second term of the Summer session 
under instruction of Dr. Ralph H. Mc- 
Kelvey, widely known throughout the 
Southeast. 


A new independent study course for 
advanced students is being given this 
semester at Shepherd College for the 
first time in its history. Designed to 
train the student in the field of re 
search and to prepare him for thesis 
work usually required of graduate stu- 
dents, the subject entitled. History 413- 
Sources of American History, is being 
taught by Dr. Harry V. Klug, professor 
of political science at Shepherd. 

During the first week of the course 
orientation exercises on research in- 
struction were given and the students 
were introduced to available resources. 
A number of interesting field trips 
have been taken including visits to 
the Shepherdstown Register and Her- 
ald Mail Company offices where news- 
paper records dating back to 1849 and 
1802 respectively are housed. The An- 
tietam and Gettysburg Battle-fields 
and museums have also been visited. 

The students are required to write 
a report of their findings on a chosen 
topic, the paper to be a minimum of 
fifteen pages plus bibliographies, foot- 
notes and appendix. 

Individual students have carried on 
their work with references from area 
newspaper files, college and public li- 
braries, county court houses, privately 
owned books and papers, college 
sources, county historical archives, 
public records, and interviews with citi- 
zens and historians. The course has 
lead the students to the university li- 
braries and archives in Morgantown; 
the facilities of Storer College. Harpers 
Ferry; the public records and libraries 
of Berkeley, Morgan, and Jefferson 
counties; Washington county, Md.; and 
Richmond, Va. Many valuable old 
Loudon and Clarke counties, Va., 
books, particularly those written by 
people of the area have been used. 

Some of the topics for the research 
papers are — “The Formation of Jeffer- 
son County,” “Distinguished Visitors in 
the Area,” “The C. and O. Canal,” 
“Harpers Ferry , v “John Brown,” “Jef- 
ferson County Schools,” and “Area 
Newspapers Since the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury.”

A recent addition to the music de- 
partment irt Shepherd College is a new 
Baldwin Electronic organ in Reynolds

SHEPHERD ENROLLMENT 


A total of 590 students, including 
extension and night school, registered 
for the first semester of the academic 
school year. 

Th distribution of these 590 in the 
regular fall session, 115 in extension, 
and ninety in the night school. In the 
total day time enrollment of 385, 241 
are men and 144 are women. Eighty- 
seven veterans are enrolled in the 
present session. Sixty of these are in 
the regular day school and twenty- 
seven attend the night session. All but 
five of these are men. A total of 115 
students live on the campus, seventy- 
five men and forty women. 

The student body consists of 143 
freshmen, 86 sophomores, 82 juniors, 
73 seniors, and one special student.

SHEPHERD 80 YEARS OLD 



CONARD TO PUBLISH 


Miss Ruth M. Conard, Assistant Pro- 
! fessor of Physical Education, Shepherd 
College, who received her Master of 
Science Degree in Physical Education 
from the University of Wisconsin, 
Madison, Wisconsin in August, has been 
invited to publish the results of her 
research in the Research Quarterly of 
the American Association for Health, 
Physical Education, and Recreation. 
The “Research Quarterly” publishes 
selected pieces of research in the areas 
of health, physical education, and re- 
creation on a national scale. 

Miss Conard’s Thesis, “A Mechanical 
Analysis of the Skill of Batting,” now 
in the University of Wisconsin Library, 
reveals that there are three primary 
levers used in the skill of batting: the 
lever rotating at the wrist, the lever 
rotating at the elbow joint, and the 
lever rotating over the head of the left 
femur. She analyzed the angular ve- 
locity of each lever during the com- 
plete swing and again just before im- 
pact of the bat with the ball. The 
study of angular velocity revealed the 
relative starting time of each lever. 
The thesis gives the comparative power 
of each lever as calculated from the 
angular velocity and the length value. 

The data for her thesis was collected 
by means of making a photographic 
record of better than average batters 
and reading the results with a micro- 
film reader. She took the motion pic- 
tures at the University of Wisconsin 
in the summer of 1950 and read the 
■ results during the winter of 1950-51 
! with a microfilm reader at the Enoch 
j Pratt Library in Baltimore, Maryland. 
She wrote her thesis during the sum- 
mer and completed the requirements 
for the Master of Science Degree at the 
i University of Wisconsin in August. 

The research article will appear this 
year in the “Research Quarterly” of the 
American Association for Health, Phy- 
sical Education, and Recreation. 

Miss Conard is a graduate of Marion 
Junior College, Marion, Virginia; Shep- 
herd College, Shepherdstown, West Vir- 
ginia; and the University of Wisconsin, 
Madison, Wisconsin.

In 1936 the 
diploma for the State normal course 
was eliminated. The A.B. Liberal Arts 
Degree was available to Shepherd stu- 
dents in 1943 and in 1949 the degree 
of Bachelor of Science was authorized 
by the state board of education.

JEFFERSON COUNTY 
CELEBRATION ENDS 

Jefferson county’s biggest birthday 
party in 150 years is over. 

The week-long sesquicentennial cele- 
bration at Charles Town was brought 
to a close Saturday night, Sept. 24, with 
a gigantic display of fireworks follow- 
ing the final showing of the pageant 
depicting the county’s historic past, 
which is estimated to have drawn more 
than 30,000 spectators during the week. 

Throughout the day the spotlight 
w*as on the county’s agriculture and 
horticulture developments. Helping ob- 
serve the day were Assitant Secretary 
of Agriculture Knox T. Hutchinson and 
U. S. Senator Harry F. Byrd (D-Va.) 

Delivering the keynote address, 
the Honorable Mr. Hutchinson said, 
“It is a distinct honor for me to 
have this opportunity and I con- 
gratulate the great county of Jef- 
ferson on the fine traditions you 
have tnjoyed and are continuing 
to build and strengthen. The strong 
and basic state of democracy had 
its beginning in our land and is 
now spreading to the nations 
throughout the world. This cele- 
bration is the very basic substance 
of democracy.” 

He spoke of the beautiful farm lands 
he had seen during the day and mar- 
veled at the world’s largest packing 
house and apple orchard as he visited 
its site here. He told the audience it 
was a great inspiration to him to have 
visited the county and participated in 
the celebration for in so doing he 
captured a new spirit to keep him 
thinking soundly of what democracy is. 

The speaker said democracy began 
with problems of agriculture and at the 
level of the rural people. 

He told of the important role horti- 
culture and agriculture play in the ( 
nation. Concluding, he said: “Because 
of the basic philosophy of free democ- 
racy and free thought we are able to 
protect this kind of freedom because 
of our tremendous productive ability.

U. S. Senator (Byrd D-Va.)., a 
native of Martinsburg, who owns 
one of the largest orchard and 
packing houses in the world, locat- 
ed in Jefferson county, paid tribute 
to the county and its people. He 
spoke of the rich historical back- 
ground of the country and told of 
the important roles the men of 
agriculture and horticulture played 
in building the nation. 

Lee Bushong, Jr. chairman of the 
special days committee, introduced Dr. 
Bonney Youngblood, of “Rion Hall,’ 
who presented the distinguished guests. 
Mrs. Youngblood introduced their 
wives and Senator Byrd presented the 
Honorable Mr. Knox. 

The Appleland Band, directed by 
Philip N. Hunter, played an hour-long 
concert preceding the preliminary pro- 
gram. 

S. A. Dapp, of Martinsburg, associate 
director of the musical aggregation, 
directed the band in the playing of 
“The Spirit of Jefferson County,” 
which was written by him for the 
occasion and dedicated to the county 
Saturday night, being highly acclaimed 
by the gathering. A program of old 
Southern melodies also received loud 
applause from the audience. 

Henry Morrow, chairman of the press 
committee, presented gifts from the 
county people to several persons who 
were largely responsible for making the 
event such an overwhelming success. 
The gifts and those receiving them 
were— Mrs. William Perks, executive 
secutary of Jefferson County Sesqui- 
centennial Association, a corsage and 
an ultra-modern television chair; Geo- 
rge Elias, director and producer, a brief 
case and a Parker pen and pencil set;

“The world is a classroom,” he said, 
pointing out that a person’s conduct 
and attitude will eventually determine 
his standing. 

“We must be open to new ideas and 
we must be progressive and cooperative 
with our fellow man,” he declared. 

He attributed the greatness of the 
United States to the progressiveness of 
its people, mentioning that although 
the United States has only six percent 
of the world’s acreage and only seven 
percent of the world’s population, 
nevertheless, American enterprise has 
made it possible to have one-third of 
the world’s railroads, one-third of the 
telephones, one-third of the electric 
power and two-thirds of the oil use. 

Using the oyster as the illustration of 
perfect security and the eagle as an 
example of true freedom, Dr. Ikenberry 
said “who among us would prefer the 
safety of the oyster in his shell com- 
pared with the freedom of the eagle 
who must brave the storm and fight 
for his food at the same time has 
the liberty and imagination to fly as 
he pleases?”

Beginning this semester General Bi- 
ology or General Physical Science is 
required of all freshmen, therefore, 
the two General Biology classes are 
very large. One class has sixty-four 
students in it and the other has fifty. 

The objective of the General Bi- 
ology classes has been changed from 
one of equipping elementary teachers 
with an under standing of the general 
principles of biology to one in which 
Biology majors and pre-professional 
people obtain the basic principles of 
Zoology, Botany and an in ter grated 
understanding of general Botany and 
General Zoology. The courses in zo- 
ology and -botany are now “200” cour- 
ses because they are of a higher aca- 
demic level than in past years. 

The objective of the elementary 
teacher has not been neglected while 
the needs of the majors and pre- 
professional peoples have been taken 
care of. It is felt that there is a need 
on the part of all college students for 
an understanding of the basic princi- 
ples of biology and its relationship 
to human welfare. 

j The Comparative Anatomy has only 
i Biology majors and pre-professional 
students. The Genetics class is also 
made up primarily of Biology majors. 
Microbiology and Physiology (Biology 
306) are offered to nurses only. The 
Human Anatomy and Physiology 
classes are a combination of Biology 
majors, Physical Education majors, 
and Home Economic majors. 

In all courses taught in. the Biology 
Dept, there is emphasis placed on the 
value of laboratory work. While there 
is no laboratory scheduled for the 
General Biology course there is a tw T o 
hour laboratory set aside for all who 
wish to take advantage of it. This ar- 
rangement has proved to be very ef- 
fective in that there is a large num- 
ber who come in and participate under 
the supervision of the teachers and a 
student assistant. This laboratory 
period is optional and without credit

Vets Surveyed On Use 
Of West Va. Bonus 

To be or not to be inflationary may 
be the question, but the majority of 
West Virginia’s war veterans plan to 
put their state bonus to good use 
when payment is made, the results of 
a recently-conducted survey reveals. 

The survey, conducted by the de- 
partment of veterans affairs on a 
'’“‘spot-check” basis throughout each 
of its 14 field offices covering all 55 
of the state’s counties, indicates that 
about 56 percent of those queried 
would use their bonus ‘‘to pay bills”. 

Veterans questioned were both male 
and female and included those who 
had served in both World 1 2 3 War I and 
II. In one or two instances survivors 
of deceased veterans participated in 
the impromptu survey. 

Authorized by a constitutional 
amendment approved by the people 
last November, West Virginia’s maxi- 
mum bonus payments are $300 for 
those who had only state-side duty, 
while a $400 top is allowable for those 
who had a combination of state-side 
and overseas service. The bonus is 
payable to veterans of both World 
Wars, and to certain surviving rela- 
tives. 

State Veterans Affairs Director T. 
H. (Pat) McGbvran said that the ex- 
perience of other states with similar 
compensable periods showed the av- 
erage World War I bonus at $120, 
while the World War II average pay- 
ment was $306. 

Robert B. Moran, director of infor- 
mation for the department of veterans 
affairs, explained that the field of- 
fice personnel making the sampling 
of veterans’ options asked this 
question: ‘‘What do you plan to do 
with your West Virginia bonus when 
you get it?” In response to the question 
about 56 out of 100 replied they would 
use the bonus ‘‘to pay bills.” 

While the survey indicated the ma- 
jority would put the bonus money in 
circulation by paying back accounts, 
the second largest category found vet- 
erans planned ‘‘to take the bonus and 
go on a vacation.” About 13 out of a 
100 held that view. 

Would Buy Bonds 

The third largest segment asserted 
they would use their bonus money to 
buy federal bonds ‘‘and put it to work 
for the defense effort.” A close fourth 
were those who indicated they would 
‘‘•buy property” .... ‘‘put it in the 
bank” .... ‘‘just spend it.” 

Other replies received included: 

‘‘Getting married. I’ll need the money 
for various expenses.”

Vets Training under 
G I Bill Should Follow 
These Basic Rules 

Veterans Administration reminded 
veterans training under the GI Bill of 
some basic rules and regulations that 
jmust be followed in order to stay in 
training at Government expense, now 
that the July 25 cut-off date for start- 
ing has passed. 

The post-cut-off-date rulings apply 
to most, but not all, veterans now in 
training. Those few not affected in- 
clude veteran- trainees who were dis- 
charged from service less than four 
years ago, and whose individual cut- 
off dates have not yet arrived. 

Here are VA’s ‘‘do’s” and ‘‘dont’s” of 
post-cut-cff-date training: 

A veteran continuing his training 
after the cut-off date must pursue his 
course continuously until it is com- 
pleted^ — except for interruptions under 
conditions beyond his control. Such al- 
lowable interruptions include the nor- 
mal Summer vacation, as well as re- 
call to active military service. 

Once a veteran completes or dis- 
continues his course after the cut-off - 
date, he may not start another. 

Satisfactory reason for change are 
these: 

1. When a veteran is not making 
satisfactory progress in his present

2. When the course to which he de- 
sires to change is more in keeping 
with his aptitudes, previous education, 
training or other pertinent factors. 

3. When the course to which he 
wants to change is a normal pro- 
gression from his current course, and 
j will help him attain his educational 
I or vocational objective. 

No additional changes of courses will 
j be approved, except for the most cog- 
lent reasons, VA said. 

VA explained that most veterans not 
actually in training on the July 25 
cutt-off date no longer are eligible for 
the GI Bill training benefit. But those 
who had enrolled before the deadline 
may continue until they complete 
their courses or run out of GI entitle- 
ment. For the great majority of vet- 
erans, the entire GI training program 
winds up on July 25, 1956.

ENROLLMENT NEEDED 
IN THE STATE 


BIOLOGY STUDENTS 
ACTIVE IN STUDIES 


I. R. C. PROGRAM 


The following statistics will be wel- 
come new's to the many students who 
are taking elementary education. 
These authentic facts were published 
in the October issue of the West Vir- 
ginia School Journal. 

Elementary school enrollments are 
increasing. If these children are to 
be taught in groups of teachable size, 
there must be more schoolroom units 
; and more teachers. Retirements, 
deaths, and withdrawals from teaching 
will continue. Replacements must be 
made. 

Based on forecasts of school enroll- 
ment by the United States Census 
Bureau, the National Education Asso- 
ciation made a study of the probable 
demand for teachers for the decade 
1949-50 through 1958-59. Estimated 
national demand: for elementary 

teachers for that period is: 

“1. To replace experienced teachers 
as they die, retire, or leave the class- 
rooms for other reasons 559,434 

2. To provide one additional teacher 

for each 30 additional elementary 
pupils ’because of increased birth- 
rate 262,100 

3. To replace teachers holding em- 

ergency certificates. (Estimate as of 
1948) 70,000 

4. To reduce the size of classes to a 
nationwide average of 25 pupils. (Es- 
timated elementary school enrollment 
1958-1959 divided by 25 and taking the 
difference between this quotient and 
the estimated number of elementary 
teaching positions for this year)

Itrochea, heart, lungs, muscles, and 
other areas of animal bodies. Cells 
will be seen on slides which will be 
prepared by and purchased from bi- 
ology purchasing 'houses. Plant cells 
other than the onion cell shall be ex- 
amined. There will be cells from dif- 
ferent parts of the plant such as the 
roots, the stems and the leaves. A very 
, interesting part of cell study is when 
the student has an opportunity to 
make a slide of his own blood. The 
finger is punctured and a smear of 
blood is put on a slide to stain it in 
order to bring out structural differ- 
ences between the cells of the blood 
and examine it under a microscope. 

The students participating in the 
labs seem to be convinced that it is 
this laboratory period that makes the 
study of biology clear. The teacher 
says that he has always thought that 
biology could not be taught without 
laboratory work in connection with 
the material covered in class. It has 
been stated in another issue of this 
paper that this laboratory period is 
entirely voluntary and not required. 
It is interesting to note that here are 
now forty -one students participating 
in the laboratory work.

MILLER AWARDED 
DORM CONTRACT 


W. Harley Miller, of Martinsburg, 
has been awarded the contract for 
construction of the new men’s dormi- 
tory at Shepherd College on his low 
bid of $354,405.43, Dr. Oliver S. Iken- 
berry, president of the college has an- 
nounced. 

Bids were opened by the West Vir- 
ginia State Board of Education at a 
recent meeting in Charleston. 

The contract was awarded subject 
to two conditions — sale of $200,000 in 
revenue bonds to help finance the 
structure, and seeming of a federal 
buliding permit and allocation of criti- 
cal materials from the National Pro- 
duction Authority. 

The state legislature has appropri- 
ated $200,000 for the project with the 
remaining money to be raised by the 
sale of the $200,000 in revenue bonds, 
to be repaid within a 25-30 year period 
through income from the building. 

To Advertise Bonds 

These bonds are to be advertised for 
sale in the near future and at the 
next meeting of the state school board 
on December 14 the bonds will be sold 
to the low bidders. 

Shepherd has had its application 
pending for some time with the NPA 
for allocation of steel, copper and 
aluminum and officials feel that the 
okeh on securing of the critical ma- 
terials will probably be given by early 
1952 when allocations for the first 
quarter of the new year will be made. 

Meanwhile, preliminary work will 
begin at once to clear the way for the 
laying of masonry by winter, Dr. Iken- 
berry said. He pointed out that steel 
won’t be needed for a while and that 
the architects, Nay and Shaw, of 
Wheeling, have reduced the amoimt 
of steel required to 41 tons, considered 
the minimum. 

The modern, fire-proof structure for 
housing 150 students will be built on a 
site overlooking the Potomac River on 
the new campus where the college’s 
$500,000 physical education building 
is already well on the way to com- 
pletion. Both buildings will be of buff 
brick arid will have other harmonizing 
features to make for an attractive lay- 
out. The dorm site already has been 
prepared and the building will be 
steam-heated by the heating plant in 
the new physical education building. 

Although the critical materials 
shortage makes it impossible to give an 
exact time, Dr. Ikenberry expressed 
the belief that the new building should 
be ready for occupancy by January of 
1953, and possibly earlier. 

Garland L. Dunn, Martinsburg, pres- 
ident of the state board, presided at 
opening of the bids. Also present were 
Dr. Ikenberry and the Nay and Shaw 
partners.

Olmedo Velez, a native of Guayacuil, 
Ecuador has enrolled at Shepherd 
College in order to further his study 
of the English language. 

In 1950, upon his graduation here, 
Carlos Pimentel established a scholar- 
ship at Shepherd College for the use 
of a South American each year. Mr. 
Velez is the first student to take ad- 
vantage of this oportunity, awarded by 
the Institute cf International Educa- 
tion. 

A graduate of the Vincente Roca- 
fuerte High School in Guayaquil, Mr. 
Velez, enrolled at the University of 
Guayaquil last year where he majored 
in education, and upon ihis return to 
Ecuador next year he will resume his 
work at that institution. 

I would like to tell you some facts I 
learned from Olmedo: 

In Ecuador a student attends ele- 
mentary school six years, followed by 
six years of 'high school. Upon gradu- 
ation one may study at a university 
for graduation with a doctorate after 
six years of study. 

When asked about his first impres- 
sions of America, Velez replied, that 
when he arrived here the first thing 
he noticed was the fact that every- 
one was speaking English instead of 
Spanish, therefore, had great diffi- 
culty in understanding anything. 
Olmedo came to the States by plane. 
The 'trip took three days, this includ- 
es his layover of eight hours in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

He also stated that he finds the sea- 
sons of the year in America quite dif- 
ferent from those in Ecuador. While 
local people are enjoying winter sports, 
it is warm and pleasant in his coun- 
try but summer there is the cooler 
season. 

After seeing- his first football game 
the Shepherd Rams versus Mont- 
gomery College, he said, “Soccer in my 
country is the nearest substitute for 
the game of football.”

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Noted Lecturer 
Appears Here 

Dr. Wallace McClure, noted lecturer 
and former member of the State De- 
partment, was the principal speaker 
dhring United Nations week celebrat- 
ed on the college campus Oct. 21-27, 
his topic being “You and the United 
Nations.” 

Dr. McClure told the gathering the 
importance of good citizenship in re- 
lation to the UN and also gave high- 
lights on the accomplishments, or- 
ganization and the working procedure 
of that group. 

“We 'know that good citizenship is 
vital to the establishment and main- 
tenance of law, order, freedom and 
justice. Without good citizens and 
enough good citizens, it would be im- 
possible to perpetuate a democratic 
way of life and to implement a demo- 
cratic system of government,” the 
speaker declared. He pointed out 
that this is true of our local commun- 
ities, of our state and our nation. 
Telling the group that the world is 
now also an interdependent communi- 
ty, he said we must have good world 
citizens practicing world citizenship. 

“As civilization advanced our citi- 
zenship grew from the local level to the 
state level, then it grew from the 
state level to the national level. Each 
time it expanded, the area of law, 
order, freedom and justice was en- 
larged,” he told his audience. 

Today while nations have achieved 
varying degrees of civilized living, the 
world remains an unsettled communi- 
tv in which nations and individuals 
may be menaced by atomic and bac- 
teriological mass destruction,” Dr. Mc- 
Clure stated. 

“Statemen tell us that they alone 
cannot give us peace, however hard 
they work; — “that since war begins in 
the minds of men it is in the minds of 
men that the defense of peace must 
be constructed.” Our orators efforts 
to organize peace through the United 
Nations and by other means have been 
largely frustrated They need the help 
of the people. The people must now 
do their part as world 1 citizens just as 
they do in them nation as national 
citizens and in their local community 
as local citizens,” he continued.

IKENBERRY IS SPEAKER 
AT KIWANIS CLUB 


Dr. Oliver Ikenbeiry, president of 
Shepherd College, was the speaker at 
the regular meeting of the Kiwanis 
club held Tues. Nov. 22, at the St. 
Mark’s Parish House Tuesday. 

He spoke on the school which he 
heads and of its place in training the 
youth to be citizens of the future. 

He traced the early history of the 
institution from its beginning 80 
years ago to the present time when, 
in 1950, it became for the first time a 
fully-accredited school in the North 
Central Association. 

He displayed a drawing of the 
campus, showing the present budding, 
those under construction, and those 
planned in the future. He said it may 
be ten to 15 years before all the build- 
ings projected in the plan would be 
completed. He acknowledged the work 
of Senator H. D. Beeler — in helping to 
get an appropriation for the present 
building program. Until this program 
was started only one building had been 
built in 35 years. 

In presenting the building pro- 
gram and its importance to a good 
school he pointed out that colleges 
were judged on the basis of the qual-

Selective Service Tests 


A new series of Selective Service col- 
lege qualification tests, administered 
by the Educational Testing Service, 
Princeton, N. J., will be given Thurs- 
day, Dec. 13, at Shepherd College, ac- 
cording to Dr. I. O. Ash, of the fac- 
ulty. 

Dr. David Mudge has announced 
that the tests will not be given in 
Martinsburg. The local Draft Board re- 
ports that just one application was 
given out. Application blanks were to 
have been mailed to the Educational 
Testing Service by Nov. 5. 

The tests will also be given Thurs- 
day, April 24, with application to be 
made for this by March 10. 

To be eligible to apply for the test a 
student must: 

1. Intend to request deferment as 
a student; 

2. Be satisfactorily pursuing a full- 
time course of instruction; and 

3. Must not previously have taken 
the Selective Service College Qualifi- 
cation Test. 

Shepherd College will be one of 
1,000 different centers throughout the 
United States and its Territories where 
the tests will be given.

Gruver Speaks 
On Gratitude 

The Reverend Mi*. J. Paul Gruver.. 
Minister of the E. U. B. Church of 
Martinsburg, brought Shepherd Col- 
lege students an inspiring Thanks- 
giving message on Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 21. In a most helpful address and 
effective presentation, the Reverend 
Mr. Gruver told students about the 
difficulty one experiences with the 
cultivation and development of an at- 
titude of gratitude. As he expressed 
it, “gratitude is hard-going when it 
gets on the human level.” A true 
thanksgiving spirit apparently is 
natural for the lower animals, but 
much more difficult for human beings. 
Gratitude is a highly desirable and ac- 
quired frame of mind. Yet it grows 
only like a frail flower, being tender 
and precious and requiring constant 
cultivation. It is, however, a necessary 
achievement if one is to experience 
full happiness, as necessary as air is 
tc life. With a heart of appreciation, 
the poor sit down among wretched 
conditions and find life enjoyable. 
Without it, the rich sit down, amidst 
abundance and find life is wretched. 

It was suggested that members of 
the student body search for an ap- 
preciation of the Pilgrims who were so 
deeply thankful despite every con- 
ceivable hardship, and serious danger, 
the greatest of which was disease and 
death. Also, called to the attention of 
a very interested audience was the lack 
of appreciation and gratitude express- 
ed by the nine men restored to good 
health by Christ, as contrasted with 
the thoughtfulness of the one who 
returned to praise the Master. After 
listening to the Reverend Mr. Gruver’s 
stirring message, students of Shep- 
herd College were mindful of the ad- 
monition to go forth and be good 
guardians of gratitude. 


CONFERENCE HELD HERE 


On Tuesday, November 20, the Tri- 
States Secondary Principal Association 
held a one day conference at Shepherd 
College. The general theme of the 
meeting was mental hygiene. The pro- 
gram was presented by a panel com- 
posed of Dr. Joseph M. Rom, Mrs. 
Sabino Partello, and 1 Mr. N. Roberts. 

In the keynote address, Mi's. Sab- 
ino Partello of the Tri-Coun-ty Health 
Department reviewed the history of 
the nation’s attitude and action re- 
garding the mentally and emotionally 
abnormal people. The need for clinics 
and special educational .programs for 
abnormal, slow youngsters was shown 
tc be an acute one. The role of the 
clinic in. the community is increasing 
but the clinics are unable to serve 
more than, a small percentage of the 
large numbers requiring expert help. 
According to data presented, many 
children in the public schools had a 
very poor chance in a formal academic 
program and were, therefore, in need 
of instruction by specialized people. 
This particular group of slow students 
was described as being too high men- 
tally for established mental institu- 
tions and too low for normal class 
room situations. 

Mr. Roberts cautioned educational 
administrators and the public gener- 
ally against the danger of accepting 
any one test as an indication of a per- 
son’s ability to learn. No one test, 
oi battery of tests, in his expert opin- 
ion, was valid or reliable enough to 
be the sole indicator. In harmony with 
the current trend in educational re- 
search, intelligence was described as 
a very abstract thing, the measure- 
ment of which, either quantitatively or 
qualitatively, is exceedingly difficult.

News For Veterans 


World War n veterans who have re- 
turned to active duty and who were 
disabled after the outbreak of Korean 
hostilities, may 'be eligible for voca- 
tional training under a recent law, 
even though they might have already 
trained under the GI Bill or Public 
Law 16, Veterans Administration said 
in answer to a number of queries. 

The provision for additional training 
! for World War II veterans was includ- 
ed in a law passed late in 1950 and 
amended in October, 1951, VA said. 
Under that law, veterans who received 
service-connected disabilities after 
June 27, 1950, may take training if 
they need it to overcome tihe handicap 
cf those disabilities.

RAMS TRAMPLE 
MONTGOMERY, 71-59 

In a see -saw contest that saw the 
lead change hands 15 times, the Shep- 
herd College Rams captured their first 
contest of the 1951-52 basketball sea- 
son in a five minute overtime period, 
downing Montgomery College of 
Washington, 71 to 59, before a small 
bait noisy gathering at Shepherdstown, 
Dec. 11. 

With the score knotted at 57 -all the 
Rams, led by Sid Roach, diminutive 
guard, split the game wide open in the 
five-minute overtime, collecting 14 
points while holding the visitors to 
two free throws.

1951 FOOTBALL

The former Marquette All-Ameri- 
can pointed out the good points foot- 
ball develops in boys such as char- 
acter, sportsmanship, loyalty, team- 
work and self-confidence. He went on 
to defend 1 the “two platoon” system, 
spring training, and athletic scholar- 
ships. 

“It is no more wrong to grant a 
scholarship to a football or basketball 
player than it is to give one to a 
musician, a physicist, or a biologist. 
No one has yet proved to me that 
there is anything morally wrong with 
athletic scholarships,” Guepe as- 
serted. 

Bob Doyle, assistant football coach 
at Shepherd and a friend of long 
standing, introduced 1 the Virginia pilot. 

Bill Moore, Ram coach, spoke brief- 
ly and announced the co-captains for 
next year’s grid squad — Carl Tucker, 
tackle from Martinsburg and Larry 
McKenzie, fullback from Cumberland, 
Maryland.

Vets May File for State Bonus Jan. 2; 

Local Legion Will Assist with Forms 

West Virginia veterans of World set forth on his discharge to properly 
Wars I and II may file their appli- fill out the application form. 


cation for the West Virginia Veterans 
Bonus on or after January 2, 1952, 
it was learned this week. 

Local Legion officials stated that an 
effort would be made to help veterans 
fill out bonus forms. Announcement 
of local arrangements will be made 
later. 

Any veteran, who was not dishonor- 
ably discharged from the service, and 
who resided in West Virginia for a 
period of at least six months prior 
to his entry into the service, and who 
served for a period of at least ninety 
days (unless sooner discharged because 
of a service-connected disability) be- 
tween April 6, 1917, and November 11, 
1918, and / or December 7, 1941 and 
September 2, 1945, will be paid a bonus 
of ten dollars per month for domestic 
service and fifteen dollars per month 
for foreign service. The maximum 
amount which can be paid for domestic 
service is $300, while the maximum 
amount which can be paid to those 
who had foreign service is $400. 

Application forms for the bonus will 
not be available to applicants until 
shortly before the time for filing is 
permitted on January 2. Veterans 
Affairs officials stated that certified 
copies or photostatic copies or original 
discharges need not be submitted to 
substantiate the claims, but that the 
veteran would need the information

The bonus to which any deceased 
veteran would have been entitled, had 
he lived, shall be paid to any un- 
remarried widow, or if none, any child 
or children under the age of sixteen, 
or if none, any dependent parent or 
parents if such relatives are residents 
of West Virginia when application for 
payment is made.

EIGHTIETH ANNIVERSARY 
OF COLLEGE IS 
PUBLISHED 


(Editor’s Note: This is a feature 

which appeared in the Jan. 1952 issue 
of the W. Va. School Journal.) 

In the fall of 1951 Shepherd Col- 
lege celebrated its eightieth birthday. 
In 1871 when the county seat of Jef- 
fea*son County was moved to Charles 
Town the people of Shepherdstown de- 
cided to use the vacant court house for 
educational purposes. An article of in- 
corporation was drawn up designed to 
instruct students in “language, arts 
and sciences.” 

The comer stone of this building had 
been laid n 1859. On the legendaa'y site 
of Fort Shepherd of pre-Revolutionary 
days, Rezin D. Shepherd had built- 
this building for community purposes;. 
When Shepherdstown was no longer 
the county seat a group of farsighted: 
citizens who were interested in edluca- 
icnal advancement for the state se- 
cured permission to use this building as 
a classical and scientific school which 
was organzed 1 in 1871. 

On February 27, 1872, the West Vir- 
ginia legislature passed a law that “a 
branch of the State Normal School is 
hereby established to be known as 
Shepherd College.” In 1873 the college 
was placed under the jurisdiction and 
control of the Regents of the State 
Normal School. 

The expansion program has con- 
tinued through the years under such 
leaders as Thomas C. Miller, and the 
late W. H. S. White who served as 
president for twenty -seven years. 

When Oliver S. Ikemberry took ovea’ 
as president a greater Shepherd Col- 
lege was assured with the purchase of 
twenty-five acres of land for expan- 
sion of the college. 

Has High Rating 

Today Shepherd College is a recog- 
nized state-supported four-year liberal 
arts coeducational institution. It is 
fully accredited by the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, and the American Association 
of Colleges for Teacher Education. Its 
graduates enter the leading graduate 
and professional schools with full 
credit. 

Two academic degrees are offered, 
the BA and BS, and ; professional 
ti'aining is given for teaching in the 
elementary and secondary schools. The 
college has a faculty of more than 
thirty well qualified instructors. During 
thepast thirty years it has graduated 
more than 3,000 students. 

Shepherd College alumni are found 
on the faculties of large colleges and 
universities, and at the head, of a 
number of county school csystems. It 
has provided Eastern West Virginia 
with the major portion of its teachers. 
Numbered among the college alumni

WILSON BOWS TO 

SHEPHERD IN 

‘NIP AND TUCK’ GAME 


Shepherd College staged a terrific 
battle Saturday, Jan. 5, in White Gym- 
nasioum and came within an eye-lash 
of scoring a major upset in the West 
Virginia Inltercollegiate Athletic Con- 
ference before bowing to Alderson - 
Broaddus by the score of 71-67. 

The A-B team came to Shepherds - 
town with little fear of the supposedly 
impotent Rams. After the cagers 
from Philippi had rolled to an early 
26-15 lead it looked as if the favorites 
would win handily. Whatever Coach 
Bill Moore said to the Rams between 
the first and second quarters certainly 
put fire into the cagers of Shepherd 
College. 

Shepherd, with Sam Berry, Don Ma- 
phis and Burley Crowe leading the at- 
tack, took command in the second 
period and pcured 24 points through 
the hoop while holding Alderson- 
Broaddus to a mere nine. To the sur- 
prise of everyone the Rams walked off 
the court at intermission on the long 
end of a 39-to-35 count. 

Twin field goals by Reynolds and an- 
other by Hartman put the A-B quin! : 
back in the lead in the third period. 
The remainder of the quarter saw the 
two teams battling tooth-and-nail with 
first one and then the other in the 
lead and not more than three points 
separating them at any time. Shep- 
herd connected from in close just be- 
fore the quarter ended to hold a slim 
one-point lead, 53-52, as the two teams 
prepared for the final lap. 

Play in' the last 10 minutes was ex- 
tremely fast with both teams using the 
fast break but neither able to build 
up any commanding lead. With about 
four minutes remaining in the contest, 
Carl Hartman connected from the 
floor to put the Alderson -Broaddus 
team out in front to stay. Shepherd 
battled gamely right down to the wire 
but was unable to Catch the Philippi 
crew. 

The game was extremely rough with 
plenty of body contact and a total of 
66 fouls called. The Rams lost the 
services of Sid Roach and Don Maphis 
while A-B had Reynolds, Coyne and 
Bush ejected on fouls. 

The job of 'bottling up Carl Hartman, 
one of the leading offensive stars in 
the conference, went to Sid Roach 
and the little guard did a whale of 
a job before fouling out in the early 
stages of the final period. 

The loss of Don Maphis on fouls 
just after the second half began hurt 
the offensive punch of the Rams. The 
three Alderson -Broaddus cagers fouled 
out in the last quarter. 

Sam Berry and Burley Crowe both 
played with taped ankles and were 
forced to leave the game because of 
their injuries. Coach Bill Moore stated 
that he felt sure the two veterans 
would be ready for Potomac State. 

Shepherd ran into a zone defense 
and found 'the going tough in the first 
period before Don Maphis and Burley 
Crowe began hitting from the outside 
forcing the A-B defenders to spread 
their zone. Sam Berry took plenty of 
punishment under the basket, being 
bounced around on the floor several 
times, and as a result was awarded 
17 free throws and converted 13. 

Reynolds, A-B forward, captured 


The scoring of 35 points by six-foot- 
five-inch Tom Blackwood was too much 
for the Shepherd College Rams Mon- 
day night as Potomac State scored a 
92-72 victory at Keyser in a West Vir- 
ginia Intercollegiate Conference clash. 

The Catamounts’ rangy center 
hooked in 13 field goals and nine of 
13 free throws to lead the Potomac 
State team to its first victory in con- 
ference competition. It was Shep- 
herd's fourth loss in the conference 
without a victory. 

A tremendous Potomac height ad- 
vantage made it virtually impossible 
for Shepherd to get rebounds in the 
contest. In addition to Blackwood the 
Catamounts had another six-five per- 
former in Tom Alcock while Bob Mar- 
vich stood six^three. 

With Potomac State controlling the 
b&ckboasrdk throughout the game the 
Shepherd team was forced to make 
each shot count. Don (Maphis, junior 
forward, was the only Shepherd per- 
former to hit with any consistency 
from the floor. Sam Berry had a tough 
first half with numerous shots rolling 
around the hoop but failing to fall 
through. 

Maphis, “Lucky” Fritts and Paul 
Burroughs were lost to the Rams on 
personal fouls in the final period. 

With Shepherd using a man-for-man 
defense in the opening period the 
Catamounts operated their fast break 
with great success to double the score 
by the end of the first period, 22-11. 
Coach Bill Moore sent his team into a 
zone defense but it failed to halt the 
bombardment. 

A hot streak by Sid Roach and Sam 
Berry in the final canto enabled the 
Rams to outscore Potomac State 29-24, 
but was not enough to catch the high- 
flying Keyser club. 

Maphis took scoring honors for the 
Rams with 23 ■ points on seven field

Back Larry McKenzie, Guard Ed- 
die Seibest ond Tackle Bill Manross, all 
of Shepherd, were named on the “par- 
ticular honorable mention list.” 

Carey became the second Shepherd 
gridiron star to be awarded the selec- 
tion. Guy Tucker, now coaching at 
Harpers Ferry High School, became 
the first player to reach this height 
when he was chosen to the first team 
in ’49. 

(Carey, a senior, has been one of 
Shepherd’s outstanding performers 
and leading ground gainers the past 
four years.

BIOLOGY MAJORS VISIT 
FISH HATCHERY 


Morrow Is Speaker 
At Women’s Club 

“Everyday Legal Problems” was the 
topic of Attorney Henry W. Morrow’s 
talk on Friday, Jan. 11, to members of 
the Shepherdstown Woman’s Club. 

In his discussion Morrow said, that 
‘•law is a matter of common sense”, he 
spoke of the rights of the individual 
ancl showed how constitution, statues 
and common law combine to protect 
these rights. 

A concrete example used by Morrow 
was that of making wills. He said that 
by omitting one technicality the de- 
sire of the man or woman making the 
will would be completely frustrated. 

He also mentioned types of con- 
tracts and called attention to certain 
forms necessary to observe to render 
the contracts legal. 

The old English law, Morrow said, 
forms the basis of our laws of today.

On January 18, a number of students 
majoring n biology attended a seminar 
at the Federal Fish Hatchery in Lee- 
town, W. Va. They left here following 
their last afternoon class and drove to 
the hatchery for the lecture which 
was delivered by Dr. Snieszko the of- 
ficer in charge. His topic being “Ulcer 
Disease in Fish” made it very clear that 
many soars on fish are not the re- 
sult of them having .been' attacked by 
another fish but as an invading bac- 
terial organism known as “Hemophilus 
Piscium” cr others. This disease at one 
time was a serious problem there, but 
due to research working by such men 
as Dr. Snieszko, and Dr. Griffin both 
outstanding bacterialogist, it is now 
pretty well under control. 

This disease not only attacks fish in 
controlled areas as in hatcheries but 
those in our fresh water streams and 
lakes and our salt waters too. 

'Dr. Snieszko is recognized through- 
out our country as an authority in the 
bacteria logical field. During World War 
II he worked with bacterialogical war- 
fare. In his lecture he was able to take 
an extremely technical subject and 
break it down to an under graduate 
student level. 

There were twenty -four biology 
majors that volunteered for this op- 
portunity, but due to a lack of facil- 
ities at the hatchery it was possible for 
only a limited number to attend. This 
seminar was attended by people of the 
local hatchery and persons affiliated 
with other surrounding 'hatcheries of 
this area. The next seminar will prob- 
ably be held here in the biological de- 
partment. 


AGRICULTURE CLASS 
ATTENDS FARM SHOW 

Agriculture majors, accompanied by 
Mr. Swecker, spent Thursday, Janu- 
ary, 17 at Harrisbug, Pennsylvania, at- 
tending the annual Pennsylvania 
State Farm Show. 

The groups traveled to Harrisburg 
in private cars arriving there at ten 
o'clock. The entire time was spent 
viewing the many exhibits which were 
cn dispaly. The exhibits which held 
the major interest of the students 
were the farm machinery displays and 
live stock. Approximately 25,00 sq. ft. 


On Tuesday, February 5, the Cloth- 
ing and Textile class went on a field 
trip to the Clearbrook Woolen Mill, 
Clearbrook, Va., and to the Singer 
Sewing Center in Martinsburg. 

They were met by Mr. Lawrence who 
conducted the tour through the mill. 

Mr. Lawrence explained that the 
wool used at Clearbrook is obtained 
from various places already scoured. 
He showed natural color wool from 
India which consisted of blended tans 
and browns. He continued by saying 
that most wool lost about 44% of its 
weight upon scouring. However, the 
loss of weight due to scouring depend- 
ing upon the cleanliness of the past- 
ures and oil in the wool varied from 
25 to 75%. The oil taken from the 
sheep’s wool is used in cosmetics. The 
woolen mills start their weaving of 
spring materials in November' and con- 
tinue until March. 

In the United States there were 
350 mills but since 1949, 65 have gone 
out of 'business. This decline is most- 
lv due to the new synthetics being put 
on the market. 

The class was then conducted 
through the mill observing first the 
dyeing process. The huge tubs of wool 
were boiled by a steam process in a 
dyeing liquid. This process takes about 
three hours. The wool was then rolled 
to take out the excess water of the 
solution and! then put into a dryer. 
The wool was then carded by a mach- 
ine to put all of the fibers into paral- 
lel positions. After this the fibers are 
twisted into yarns and stretched to 
make exactly the right weight. 

The yams are placed parallel in a 
weaving machine. These are called 
warp yarns. The filling yams are then 
woven into the warp yams creating a 
pattern. 

After the wool is woven it is soaped 
and washed. This is to shrink the fibers 
and close the openings in the woven 
cloth. The material is then dried and 
sheared to remove excess nap. After 
pressing the fabric is inspected and 
wrapped. 

The fabric is woven at 70.2 inches 
wide and finished at 56 inches wide. 

The tour was terminated by a visit 
to the log cabin where many lovely 
materials are sold. 

The group then went to the Singer 
Sewing Center where they were shown 
how to operate the button -hole worker, 
muffler, shearer, and also how to make 
designs on fabrics. 

The group shopped in Martinsburg 
for materials and patterns to be used 
in the clothing laboratory and then 
returned to the college.

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SHEPHERD DEFEATS 
WILSON TEACHERS 


Aifter -holding a 14-point margin at 
halftime, the Shepherd College Rams 
were forced to go all-out and fight off 
a determined Wilson College rally be- 
fore posting a 76-73 victory Jan. 14 at 
White Gymnasium. 

The victory was the second of the 
season for Shepherd over Wilson and 
the college’s fourth win against six 
defeats. 

Both teams played at a blistering 
pace and used the fast break frequent- 
ly with success.

GLENVILLE BEATS 
SHEPHERD RAMS 

Glenville College jumped into a 15- 
point lead in the first quarter and 
held that margin for the best part of 
the final three priods, until Shepherd 
College tallied six points in the last 
minute of play, to register an 87-78 
victory over the Rams on Jan. 19th in 
a West Virginia Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conf erence game at White Gymnasium 
ir Shepherdstown. 

Shepherd fought gamely right down 
to the wire but the first quarter was 
too much for the Rams to overcome. 
With a minute and a half remaining in 
the contest Shepherd trailed by 16 
points, 87-71, when 1 Sam Berry took 
over and pulled the home team to 
within nine points of catching Glen- 
ville by tossing in seven straight points. 

It was Shepherd’s eighth defeat of 
the season and seventh in conference 
play against no 'wins. The Rams have 
won five times out of the conference. 

Glenville Star’s Last Game 

The game saw Sid Adlesberg play his 
last game of collegiate basketball for 
Glenville. The veteran “performer was 
one of Glenville ’s key men and tossed 
in 20 points for the evening and played 
an excellent all-around game. 

Berry, still favoring ihis injured foot, 
functioned smoothly under the basket 
and although he connected for 32 
points, high for the night, 'had several 
of his shots roll around the hoop and 
fall out. 

Shepherd received only part-time 
service from Burley Crowe who had 
been ill the past two days with the flu. 
Crowe was taken out of the game in 
the second period and did not return 
to action (until late in the final quar- 
ter. The senior guard managed to chip 
in with nine tallies. 

Jack Tennant, Glenville forward, 
proved to be a thorn in the side of 
Shepherd with his deadly set-shooting 
from the side and fine defensive play. 

Glenville jumped into a 5-0 lead at 
the outset before Crowe connected 
from out front. With the score stand- 
ing at 9-5, Maphis then cashed in 
with a free throw and before Shepherd 
could find the scoring column again 
Glenville had tallied eight straight 
points to take a 17-5 advantage. Berry 
got his first field goal of the game but 
Glenville added five more points to 
take a 15-point margin. The period 
ended with Glenville on the long end 
of a 27-12 count. 

Rams Start Hitting 

Shepherd commenced hitting the 
second period and outscored the visit- 
ors, 27-24. Sam Berry and Don Miaphis 
speaiheaded the attack and Crowe hit 
for five points before being forced to 
leave the game because of sickness. De- 
spite the surge of the Rams, Glenville 
maintained a comfortable lead through 
out the second period, never permitting 
Shepherd to get any closer than 12 
points. 

Glenville widened its margin two 
points in the third quarter as Cecil 
Johnson, lanky Glenville center, tossed 
in nine points to lead the attack. Go- 
ing into the final lap Glenville was 
out in front, 69-55. 

The last period saw both teams reg- 
ister points in streaks. The Rams cut 
the margin down to 12 points at one 
time but Glenville came 'back with a 
flurry of baskets to widen the gap to 
18. It was in this period that Berry be- 
gan finding the range and tallied lb 
of his 32 points but not enough to 
head off the Glenville crew.

Berry, Maphis, Crowe 
Supply Triple Punch 


Shepherd Rams 
Trample Frostburg 

Shepherd College came through with 
its seventh triumph of the season on 
Feb. 6th, defeating Frostburg (Md.) 
State Teachers College by the score of 
72 -'54 in a loosely-played contest on 
the Marylanders court. 

Coach Bill Moore’s quint margin of 
victory came at the foul line where it 
made good on 30 of 40 free throws 
while Frostburg converted 12 of 22. 
Both teams cashed 1 in with 21 field 
goals. 

Remarkable Sam Berry continued 
his devastating pace in the point 
getting department with a 'total of 33. j 
Berry virtually faked the Frostburg ; 
defenders out of their shoes and was 
awarded the grand total of 21 free 
throws or the evening. He con veiled 
19 of the 21 charity tosses and hooped 
in seven fielders to take scoring hon- 
ors for the evening. 


Offical statistics received from Tam- 
my Jones, managei' and statistician 
of the Shepherd College basketball 
team, show sharpshooting Sam Berry 
out in front of the scoring parade 
with 236 points. 

Prior to the game with Salem on 
Tuesday night, Jan. 29 th Berry 
ranked eighth in the conference in 
scoring with 205 points. However, his 
31 -point splurge agoainst Salem should 
move the veteran performer into one 
of the top five positions. 

Donnie Maphi,s, flashy junior for- 
ward, trails Berry by only 12 points in 
scoring with 224 tallies. Maphis was 
ahead of Berry until Shepherd's last 
. game when he collected only five 
points. 

Rounding out the big three at Shep- 
herd is Burley Crowe, a senior guard. 
Crowe, hitting on mostly outside shots 
and jump shots, has garnered 133 
points in 12 contests. Lowell (Lucky) 
Fritts and Sid Roach rank fourth and 
frith with 95 and 76 points respective- 


Rauston gave the Rams some trouble 
in the early stages with his shooting 
fiom both in close and outside. How- 
; ever, the Frostburg forward received 
very little scoring support from any 
of his teammates. A six-footer, Raus - 
ton split the cords for six field goals 
and had a perfect evening at the foul 
lime with five conversions in five at- 
tempts for a total of 17 points. 

Shepherd was slow in getting under- 
lay and trailed most of the first 
period. The Rams had trouble with 
their passing as well as their shooting 
and just before the period ended 
Berry converted from the 17-foot line 
to 'knot the count at 8 -all. 

Coach Moore’s cagers picked up a 
little in the second stanza with Fenton, 
Crowe, Fritts and Berry all chipping in 
•with tallies, to build up a sevennpoint 
margin, 27-20, at halftime. 

The Rams came back strong in the 
tliird canto with Berry leading the 
way. Berry gave the Marylanders fits 
with his play from the pivot post and 
cashed in with 15 markers as the Shep- 
herd quint 'Widened the gap to 13 
'points in the quarter. 

Shepherd continued to move farther 
out in front in the final period. Don 
Maphis got a hot hand and registered 
four of his five field goals in* this per- 
iod while Berry hooped in 11 more. 


Beny’s 236 points in 10 games gives 
the curly haired performer an average 
of 23.6 points pea' contest. This mark 
is just 1.5 points off the pace set by 
Pete Bezzini of Beckley for the con- 
ference leadership. Maphis’ 16-point 
average is good enough for the num- 
ber 10 spot in the confereaice race. 

Both Berry and Maphis rank high 
on the list of total points in confer- 
ence with Berry’s total of 236 putting 
him among the top five scorers and 
Maphis following close behind. 

Maphis, Beaxy and Crowe all have 
excellent foul shooting averages and 
all but Crowe appear in the top fire 
foul shooting averages in the confer- 
ence. The conference standings in 
fcul shooting are based on 50 or more 
shots and to date Crowe has been 
awarded but 32. However, the senior 
guard has converted 25 of his tosses 
foa a .781 average. Maphis has the best 
foul shooting average hitting on 54 of 
68 tries for a .794 mark. Berry has 
made good on 90 of 114 chances for a 
.789 average. The latest statistics re- 
leased by the conference, based on 
games played prior to Jan. 28th, show 
Dave Rosen of Morris Harvey leading 
the pack with an average of .782. This 
would indicate that Maphis and Berry 
have an excellent opportunity of hold- 
ing down the number one and two po- 
sitions by the end of the week.

SCHOOL OFFICIALS 
HEAR DR. IKENBERRY 

Most of the members of the school 
boards, the superintendents of schools 
ar.d a number of principals and other 
aides in the school systems of the three 
counties, had dinner together at Mus- 
sleman High School Friday, February 
15, heard Dr. Ikemberry of Shepherd 
College discuss the fundamental aims 
of Education. 

Dr. Ikenberry analyzed the public 
school system as well as the purposes 
of education generally. He stressed the 
importance of fortifying students with 
solid Americanism and acquainting 
them with their heritage. At the same 
time he indicated more specific pur- 
poses in education, to teach proper use 
of leisure time, to bring the school and 
home together in building of character, 
to equip the young people for their 
future duties as citizens and to give 
guidance to the young people in their 
educational ways. 

Schools, home, church, government, 
business — all have a role in evolving 
citizens from young people, he empha- 
sized; and he felt it is important to 
, keep the roles distinct while the schools 
! can contribute leadership and practical 
, facilities for improving the contribu- 
j tions of each and all. 

He spoke briefly of Shepherd 
College and commended it to the 
other educators to be considered as 
a part of their public school system. 
Its long history, he said, has been 
full of service to the schools in the way 
of training teachers and for the other 
professions and businesses; and Shep- 
herd stand today in the same position 
of wishing to help. 

j He invited the school people to 
, make use of the college, to visit it, see 
, the expanding facilities and bring their 
problems to the college.

BUILDING MAY BE UNDER 
1 CONSTRUCTION BY MAR. 1 

Authorization to proceed with the 
| construction of the new Boys’ Dormi- 
tory at Shepherd College has been re- 
ceived from the National Production 
Authority and it is believed that the 
work will begin very soon, President 
Oliver S. Ikenberry announced. 

With the NPA’s sanction, Shepherd 
now has priority to receive the 41^ 
tons of steel, as well as other scarce 
priority items needed in order that 
construction might start. 

The significant fact concerning 
this priority given to Shepherd, it 
was stated, is that only 19 such 
priorities were granted in the 
United States to different colleges. 

If all goes as planned, the State 
all goes as planned, the State 
Board of Education will open bids 
on $200,000 in revenue bonds which 
will help finance the construction. 
Bids on the bonds had been re- 
jected at an earlier meeting be- 
cause steel was not available. 

If the 'bonds are sold, and there is 
no reason' to believe that they will not 
be, then it is almost certain that work 
will be started immediately. 

May Start March 1 
Dr. Ikenberry, just 'before leaving 
for Charleston to attend this meeting 
stated 'that he believed that the build- 
ing would be under construction by 
March 1, weather permitting, and if 
al) went well that it would be ready 
for occupacy in one year. 

The 3 -story building the site for 
which has already been prepared will 
house 150 students. It is located slight- 
ly northeast of the new gymnasium. 

Steel Released 

The steel for the building has been 
released through the Civilian Educa- 
tion Requirements Division of the U. S. 
Office of Education. 

An appropriation of $200,000 was 
made by the legislature for the project 
and this amount will be supplemented 
by the bond issue. 

The contract for the construction 
will be awarded formally at this meet- 
ing to W. Harley Miller, Martinsburg, 
it was understood. Miller submitted a 
low bid of $345,225 last year.

“What’s Right With Education” 
was the topic of Dr. I. O. Ash when he 
presented a talk un. Feb. 17, 4:45 over

‘ Well, you’re the doctor,” this master 
salesman w’ould remark as he started 
to leave. Only he had no intention of 
leaving. When he reached the door, he 
would say, “Oh, by the way,” and lead 
off with an entirely different subject. 
Soon he would be back on the beam, 
talking about his service. 

The techniques for sidestepping ar- 
guments are simple. 

Being modest is the first. If you are 
modest, unassuming, even depreciatory 
of yourself, you won’t run head-on 
into arguments. 

Avoid overpositive statements is the 
second. Instead of saying, “Now you 
listen to me. I know what I’m talking 
about,” say something like this: “It 

would seem that this is the case. Of 
course, I may 'be wrong, but is not such 
and such a fact?” 

Respecting the rights and opinions 
of others is a third way to avoid ar- 
guments. Ask their advice even when 
you don’t need it. Ask for their opin- 
ions. 

Even if a man makes an obviously 
w r rcng statement, don’t call him on it. 
Say: “That surely is an interesting 

viewpoint. It never occurred to me be- 
fore. You may be right, of course, but 
I always thought . . . 

Finally, admit your own faults. In 
other words, “take it on the chin.” If 
you will admit it when you are wrong, 
you wall have little difficulty in avoid- 
ing arguments. 


AGRICULTURE CLASS 
STUDIES JUDGING OF 
BEEF CATTLE 

The Animal Husbandly’ class have 
spent afternoon lab periods judging 
beef cattle. After two periods spent in 
the class room studying terminology 
and methods of judging, two aftemons 
were spent in the field judging various 
classes of Hereford cattle. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 12, the class vis- 
ited Prospect Hill farm at Gerra rds- 
town, West Virginia, which is owned 
ana operated by Trammell Hollis of 
Martinsburg. Here the group worked 
on one class of open Hereford heifers 
and one class of bred Hereford heif- 
ers. The class placed them according 
to breed character, type and general 
conformation. 

Then each individual gave his rea- 
sons to substantiate his placings. The 
purpose accomplished was to get a 
mental picture of an ideal Hereford 
animal. 

Dave Linton, herd manager, spent 
the entire time with the class, along 
with Mr. Swecker and Mr. Price point- 
ing out defects and good qualities of 
each individual animal. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 19, the class went 
to the field again this time to the Vic- 
tor Product farm. Owned by R. J. 
Funkhouser, of Charles Town 1 . 

Here the class judged one class of 
Hereford hei'fers and a class of out- 
standing herd sires. 

The farm manager, Mr. Caruther, of 
the Funkhouser Farm worked with the 
group and explained the breeding 
program they have been following and 
the accomplishment that had been 
made to date.

Chairman 1 Lowry said that all par- 
ticipants in the contest must ^rdte 
their own orations on some phases of 
the Constitution and the Bill of Rights. 
In addition- to the prepared speech 
each contestant must present an ex- 
temporaneous feature topic selected 
by the judges from a prepared -topic 
list. 

The tenth District contest will 
be held at Shepherd College on 
March 12 in Reynolds Hall at 9:30 
A.M. C. F. Prin tz has been named 
chairman of this district. 

The purpose of this activity, which 
is fostered by the National Ameri- 
canism Commission of the American 
Legion, is to stimulate original re- 
search and study of the United States 
Constitution and Bill of Rights by 
high school students. 

This year’s state finals will be 
held in Charleston, March 26 in 
the Charleston High School Audi- 
torium at 1:00 P.M. The state 
winner will then move to the Re- 
gion 3 contest which is being held 
at Shepherd College, Shepherds- 
town, W. Va. at 1:00 P.M., April 
15. Region 3 includes contestants 
from Maryland, Delaware, District 
of Columbia, and West Virginia. 
Lowry continued that more than 
1200 students from 73 high schools 
in this state participated in the State 
Legion program last year. Top honors 
for last year’s state contest went to 
Charles E. Lambert, a 17 year old 
Princeton High School senior. 

All winners in the 12 district con- 
tests previous to the state meet will 
receive a four year state college scho- 
larship provided toy the State Board 
of Education. 


A new course known as Discussion 
and Conference Leadership is being 
offered this semester at Shepherd Col- 
lege. 

The class, which is being taught by 
Dr. Milton J. Wiksell, head of the 
speech department at the college, is 
aimed at teaching students to think in 
an orderly and logical manner and to 
train them to express themselves ef- 
fectively in talking with others. 

Members of the class say that since 
its organization it has become one of 
the main topics of conversation among 
the students. Panel discussions begun 
in class are often continued later in 
dormitory rooms among students who 
are not even members of the class. It 
has been proved by discussions already 
held that the young people with the 
most convincing arguments for or 
against a given problem are those stu- 
dents who have searched for facts 
from periodicals and books. 

Following each classroom discussion - 
group fellow members of the class are 
allowed to direct questions to any 
member of the panel, testing his 
knowledge of the subject. Some of the 
topics that have already been used 
include: “Should We Have Legalized 
Gambling?”, “Should Electric Utilities 
be Owned 1 by the Government?” and 
other questions of similiar nature. 
From time to time these discussions 
will be aired on the Voice of Shep- 
herd on Thursday at 7:15 P.M. Last 
Thursday night Stanley Holcombe 
and Bob Knott along with a moderator, 
Eob Johnson discussed the question of 
whether or not siports are over emph- 
asized in our colleges and universi- 
ties. 

In addition to classroom instruction 
arid textbook study, these students are 
assigned a definite aiumtoer of dis- 
cussion programs to see or hear on 
television and radio during the semes- 
ter. After hearing these groups, each 
individual must record his criticisms 
of the panel on how well it compares 
wth discussion groups as they should 
be presented.

Serving 
as forward observer of the 60mm. mor- 
tar section, Sergeant Day remained in 
an exposed observation post during 
an enemy attack upon the company’s 
positions. Throughout the attack he 
repeatedly' exposed himself to intense 
enemy small arms, automatic weapons 
mortar and artillery fire to direct the 
fire of mortars. 

“On several occasions he called ef- 
fective fire within fifty yards of the 
company’s lines. Sergeant Day’s cour- 
age, determination, and professional 
skill contributed to a large degree to 
the successful repulse of the enemy 
and were in keeping with the highest 
traditions of the United States Naval 
Service.”

Tli ere is a very interesting piece of 
art, a wood carving, on Mrs. Scanlon’s 
desk. The weed sculpture was loaned 
to the Art Department by Eugene As- 
bury. Mr. Asbury carried this piece 
of wood from Sasebo, Japan. It por- 
trays a native fisherman, a -wooden 
fish hangs from a line and is most 
lifelike. The hair of the native is of 
the roots of a shrub. The artist utilized 
the natural shape of the clump of 
wood to get the lifelike position of a 
fisherman, with his catch in his hand. 
A carved wooden basket stands ready 
foT the fish. It is a very exciting piece 
of sculpture showing the emotions of a 
native who has just found his dinner. 
The artist would not sell this piece of 
art but gave it to Mr. Asbuiy as it is 
a good piece of sculpture and not a 
piece of commercial art.

Moore stated that, weather permit- 
ting, the new football gridiron should 
be ready for use by fall. The field, has 
been graded and the planting of grass 
is expected within the next week or 
two. A sprinkling system will be in- 
stalled at the field to water the grass 
throughout the summer. 

The card for the fall sport reveals 
three conference teams and one out- 
of-the-conference foe are missing from 
last year’s schedule. The Rams will not 
play West Virginia Tech, Salem and 
Fairmont. The non-conference team not 
listed for 1952 is Shippensburg (Pa.) 
State Teachers. 

Two Newcomers 

Newcomers to Shepherd’s schedule 
are Newport News (Va.) College and 
Bridgewater College of Dayton, Va. It 
will mark the first time Shepherd has 
played the Newport News school, 
whereas, Bridgewater is coming back 
after a year’s lay-off. The Rams de- 
feated Bridgewater in 1950 by the score 
of 26-6 when the Virginia school was 
revising the grid sport after having 
dropped it during World War II. 

The home-coming contest is listed 
for October 11 with Montgomery 
College of Washington. 

In dropping the three conference 
opponents, Shepherd College will not 
be in contention for the conference 
crown. The circuit rules state that a 
team must meet four conference oppo- 
nents before it will be honored.

Sallye Seibert of Martinsburg, W. 
Va. and Gilebrt Hendricks of Shen- 
andoah Junction, W. Va. both biology 
majors are doing active woik in the 
field of research at the /hatchery ir 1 
Leetown, W. Va. 

Miss Seibert has been working with 
Dr. Sniesko on 1 the identification and 
characterization of a large number of 
microorganisms which have been iso- 
lated from diseased and dead fish. The 
work is of great importance since a 
major result may 'be the discovery of 
a new bacterium which is a common 
pathogen to various species of fish. 
This work also has important taxo- 
nomic significance in that it may help 
to clear away many of the uncertain- 
ties with respect to a group of micro- 
organisms of the genus Pseudomonas. 

Mr. Hendricks is working with Dr. 
Griffin in the application of a new and 
more rapid test developed at Leetown 
for the identification of Bacterium 
Salmonicida, a pathogen primarily of 
trous and other salmonid fishes. The 
test will be tried under actual field 
conditions in order to determine the 1 
extent and value of practical applica- ! 
tion. 

Miss Seibert and Mr. Hendricks have i 
an opportunity to use and observe ! 
many of the techniques and instru- 
ments currently being used in the 
field of microbiological research .The 
training and practical experience 
which they can gain at Leetown will 
give them some of the practical re- 
search experience which is so badly 
needed by undergraduates in the sci- 
ences. 

The research station at Leetown also 
benefits from the newly established 
cooperative venture between the Bi- 
ology Department of Shepherd College 
and Leetown. The students are help- 
ing to further some of the work that 
is in progress at Leetown and their 
presence is, according to Dr. Snieszko, 
“very stimulating since they both ap- 
pear to be alert and capable young! 
people.”

At the same hour in another chapel a chaplain of 
the Jewish faith holds service. Protestant worship is held at 12:45 p ,m. 
when chaplains of the various protestant denominations from time to 
time conduct the services. Civilian pastors occasionally are invited 
to participate.

For the most part, the students 
have been writing tragedies, since com- 
ic dialogue and situation are extreme- 
ly hard to write. 

The students have decided that the 
life of a play-write is not an easy one, 
for as Ben. Merhling so aptly put it, 
“A play is never finished!”

Dr. Fox stated that the teaching pro- 
fession was the most difficult profes- 
sion. A teacher must have a good 
understanding of children and the 
, most important essential for teaching 
is that the teacher know the subject 
she is teaching.

COLLEGE GREASY GRIND 
PROVES GRAVY-MAKER 
AFTER GRADUATION 


(Editor’s Note: This article appeared 
in the April 16 edition of the Shep- 
herdstown Independent.) 

The “greasy grind” — the A -maker in 
college — is the gravy-maker when he 
gets out. 

That’s what a study of college gradu- 
ates, just published, turned up. 

As Ernest Havemann and Dr. Patricia 
S. West stress in their book “They 
Went to College”: 

“If you study hard you are sure to 
go to heaven and, incidentally, have 
the happiest and most profitable life 
en route.” 

The “greasy grind,” they say, makes 
even more money than the all-round 
student who may be picked as the most 
likely to succeed, or the big man on 
campus. Of course, he outshines the 
C or D student — the guy who-just-sat- 
there type. 

May Hold Key Jobs 

But, and here’s a cheerful fact, ac- 
cording to the authors, regardless of 
where they stood in the graduating 
class, a great many of the more than 
6 million living college graduates “hold 
the key jobs in our society. The non- 
college man who rises to the top is a 
relative rarity.” 

Of course, not all college graduates 
hold the top positions. About one-quar- 
ter of them hold clerical, sales and 
manual jobs, the authors say. But even 
here, “college graduates earn consider- 
able more than their non-college col- 
leagues.” 

And, believe it or not, the wealth 
and prestige of the college he attended 
is the best guide to predicting a gradu- 
■ ate’s financial success. Also, the boy 
j who works his way makes relatively 
less money than the boy from the richer 
family. 

Rule Rather Than Exception 

Contrary to the popular myth, it is 
the rule rather than the exception to 
earn your way through college. More 
than 70 per cent worked their way in 
whole or in part. 

Also, it’s hard to keep the college 
man down on the form or to attract 
them there. Furthermore, once you go 
to college, the statistics show, the 
chances are almost even you won’t 
settle down in your old neighborhood 
among your old friends. 

“We’ve been writing about the “he” 
because there are more men than 
women graduates. Anyway, that’s how 
the picture shaped up in 1947 when 
Time Magazine started the survey by 
sending questionnaires to college grad- 
uates and turning over the replies to 
Columbia University’s bureau of applied 
social research for analysis.

DR. KLUG IS SPEAKER 
AT A.A.U.W. MEETING 


Dr. Harry V. Klug, associate pro- 
fessor of political science, discussed 
“Economy in Government Based on 
the Hoover Report” for the A.A.U.W. 
at a meeting April 14 at the home 
of Mrs. Arthur Blizzard, in Hedges- 
ville. 

He considered the report in three 
sections, — personnel and and set-up 
of the commission, a number of rec- 
ommendations, and his own philoso- 
phy with regard to economy in govern- 
ment and private agencies. 

The commission was formed, he re- 
minded, July 7 1947, a liverse, bi- 

partisan group with $2 million to 
cover the assignment. Its work was 
enormous and its findings never unani- 
mous. It did not tread heavily on any 
agency’s toes, in its findings. 

It recommended reshuffling and 
consolidation of government bureaus, 
elimination of overlap; found the gov- 
ernment operating with ten per cent 
more personnel than needed, with a 
constant turnover in personnel. 

He felt there was bound to be waste 
in any large project, — industry as 
well as goveinment; but that there 
is econonty in long-, time planning, 
evening economy in spending, citing 
the imperative need for flood control. 

He talked at length and -was heard 
with keen interest.

Dr. Mayer Is Guest 
On College Campus 

Dr. Herbert C. Mayer, nationally 
known educator, was a guest on 
the Shepherd College Campus April 
21, 22. Dr. Mayer who received 

his education at Oberlin College, 
Boston University and Harvard Uni- 
veristy has served as a news re- 
porter, a professor at Boston Univer- 
sity 1920-29, a college president, a busi- 
ness executive and a government 
officer. He has long been known for 
his leadership among youth groups. 
In 1917 he founded and directed the 
Summer Camp Conference of the In- 
ternational Sunday School Assn, and 
he is the author of “Church’s Program 
for Young People.” 

In recent years he has been active 
in national movements to interpret 
and emphasize American ideals and 
practices. When he was serving as 
policy officer for the Military Gov- 
ernment in Germany during 1947 and 
1948, Dr. Mayer handled many of the 
reorientation problems and dealt with 
the British, French and Russian rep- 
resentatives there. He was in Pilsen 
and Prague during the Red seizure 
of Czechoslovakia in February 1948, 
and personally saw what happens to 
those who fail to defend themselves 
against infiltration and ideological 
pressures. Dr. Mayer is now president 
of American Viewpoint, Incorporated, 
a citizenship education organization, 
and has written and spoken widely on 
current problems. 

Dr. Mayer’s first session was at 
9:15 A.M. when a coordination meet- 
ig was held. At 10:05 he addressed 
the school assembly on “American, 
Be Yourself.” At 11:00 he met with 
the world history class anl at 3:45

WORLD WAR II VETERANS 

World War II veterans who are 
school teachers may continue GI Bill 
summer courses leading to a degree, 
despite the cut-off date for commenc- 
ing GI Bill training, July 25, 1951. 

To resume summer training this 
year, such veterans must secure an 
affidavit from a responsible official 
of their school, affirming that the 
person described is employed as a full- 
time teacher. The affidavit is to ac- 
company the veteran’s application to 
the Veterans Administration to con- 
tinue summer school training. 

For the veteran to be eligible for 
continued summer training under the 
GI Bill, his studies must lead to a de- 
gree, he must be continuously em- 
ployed as a teacher the rest of the 
year and none of the summer sessions 
may be skipped.

Family Relations Proves 
Interesting Course 

Further investigation into the “Fam- 
ily Relations” course now being taught 
at Shepherd College reveals that the 
primary purpose for such a class is 
to teach students the importance of 
building successful marriages and the 
influence that good family life has 
on children. 

Mrs. Hazel Newman has outlined 
the work she expects to cover with 
the class this semester and up to the

When the w r eather’s hot and humid, 
it won’t sag. It takes hard wear, in- 
sects hate it, mold and mildew' stay 
away, acids and sunlight have little 
effect. Special care: Press at low heat, 
about 300 degrees F. 

Next in line we find Dacron. This 
magic fabric does beautifully on its 
own or blends with other materials to 
lend strength and give new effects in 
fabrics. Dacron is muss-resistant and 
though absorbent, very fast drying. 
You can sponge off a spot and have 
the wet area dry in a flash still look- 
ing freshly pressed. Damp days won’t 
induce wrinkles; insect won’t eat it. 
It washes well, has been proved wear- 
able without ironing, after being dunk- 
ed in a swimming pool, worn two 
months, then through a washer. 

Amother new fabric is Dynel, won- 
derfully w*arm, light and fluffy — and 
very strong. Moths and mildew 7 leave 
it strictly alone so storage presents no 
problem. Upkeep is easy — you need 
only be careful to use low tempera- 
tures in washing and allow the gar- 
ments to dry naturally which it will 
do with amazing speed. Very little 
pressing will be needed and that must 
be done w*ith low heat because Dynel 
has a low melting point — although it 
is not inflammable.

Rayon and acetate, whether 
they are combined or mixed with 
natural fibers give you fabrics you’ll 
love to sew asd love to wear. 

Our next fabric is undoubtedly the 
most well known and just as American 
as the hot dog with mustard or pink 
lemonade. I’ll 'bet you’ve already guess- 
ed that it’s cotton.

sex education are all parts of the 
course that will be studied. 

Several Reasons 

When asked why they are taking 
this particular elective course some 
students answered that the course is 
helpful in the teaching field in sec- 
ondary education. Others stated that 
they are taking it for general know- 
ledge and to build their own successful 
marriage when they take that step. 
They are agreed that marriage should 
be planned and that personality plays 
great part in mate selection. 

Complete agreement was reached on 
the question of when this education 
should be started. High school is the 
time, they felt, that it should be be- 
gun but opinion differed as to mixed 
or segregatel groups. One senior in 
Mrs. Newman’s class pointed out that 
if high school classes were to be segre- 
gated then part of the objective of 
the course would be lost because of 
the creation of unwholesome curiosity. 
Along this same line of thinking it 
was emphasized that high school and 
college instructors in- a course of this 
nature should be especially well- 
trained to teach the classes. 

Since the beginning of the corns e 
the textbook, “Building a Successful 
Marriage,” by Dr. and Mrs. Judson 
Landis, has been one of the most 
widely examined books in the college 
dormitories. When asked whether fel- 
low students were reading the text as 
a matter of interest or mere curiosity, 
the class members said that from 
their observations it is probably 75 
percent genuine interest. 

Helps Married People 

It was also empasized that the 
course and this particular book are 
helpful for people already married. 
One student told the class that he 
has had no text since his married 
brother borrowed it and is still read- 
ing it. A number of colleges and uni- 
versities throughout the Uni tel States 
have adopted “Building a Successful 
Marriage” as the principal textbook 
•for the study. Some of the 86 colleges 
and universities include Iowa State, 
University of California, and Hart wick 
College. 

One of the projects undertaken by 
the Shepherd Class is to build a 
reading list so that views of different 
authors may be studied and compared. 
The books they have read so far gen- 
erally agree on the basic isues but 
the methods of presenting the mater- 
ial differ. The students seem to feel 
i that the material is presented in much 
more interesting and informative way 
by Dr. and Mrs. Landis than by any 
of the other authors. Some of the 
books are regarded as far too techni- 
cal for the undergraduate student but 
excellent reference material along spe- 
cific lines. 

The idea for such a class at Shep- 
herd was pesented last year when Miss 
Ruth W under returned from practice 
teaching and said that she had been 
ariced to teach such a unit in a secon- 
dary school. Upon further investiga- 
tion this first class in marriage was 
incorporated into the Shepherd Col- 
lege curricula this semester.

Education Facilities 
Will Not Meet 1953 

Demand FTA Group Told 

The 40,000 educational buildings now- 
under construction or in the planning 
stages -will not be sufficient to take 
care of the 3 million 575 thousand six- 
year- old children who will enter school 
in September of 1953 said Miss Corma 
Mowrejy as she spoke at the Future 
Teachers of. America Conference held 
Wednesday April 23 at Shepherd Col- 
lege. 

Miss Mowrey, Director of Profession- 
al Services West Virginia Education 
Association and past president of the 
National Education Association, said 
that in order to have enough schools 
for this enrollment there should not 
be 40,000 but 57,000 buildings and 
160,000 more elementary teachers. 

Pitted against this need, Miss 
Menvrey said, w r ill be the 34,000 ele- 
mentary teachers who will be grad- 
uated from the colleges and universi- 
ties in June. 

1 The public school, she said, is the 
number one citizenship builder and 
yet our citizens are not aware of the 
significance of this rapid increase in 
population. Toy makers, Miss MowTey 
stated, have appropriated vast sums 
of money and increaed their staff to 
be ready to meet the demand. 

In her closing remarks the speaker 
emphasized the importance of build- 
ing international understanding and 
peace through education. 

Approximately 100 high school stu- 
dents and educational leaders attend- 
ed this conference which was one of 
eight to be held this spring throughout 
the state. The theme of the conference 
-was “Teaching as a Career.”

STATE COLLEGE CIRCUIT 
BANS SUBSIDATION 


The West Virginiia Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference banned all sub- 
sidization of athletes. 

By a vote of 10 to 3, the conference 
members prohibited all financial aid to 
athletes as such whether from school 
funds or outside agencies. 

While the rule goes into effect next 
September, schools already having 
commitments will be permitted to ful- 
fill them for the next three years. 

The conference tabled a recommen- 
dation of the college presidents for a 
change in eligibility rules until the 
summer session. Under the proposal, 
students would be required to main- 
tain an over-all C average to compete 
in intercollegiate athletics. The pres- 
ent rule requires a passing grade in 12 
hours work per semester. 

After considerable discussion, it was 
decided to delay action to permit a 
study of the proposal as it relates to in- 
dividual schools. 

The conference voted to reinstate a 
ban on postseason competition varsity 
athletics which had been in effect un- 
til this year*. 

The conference decided to hold its 
basketball tournament next year at the 
West Virginia Wesleyan gymnasium at 
Buckhannon in the last week of Feb- 
ruary.

Mrs. Orme Speaks 
On Iron Curtain 

Mrs. Alexandre Orme, famed refugee 
from Communist Hungary, presented 
“A Glimpse Behind the Iron Curtain” 
at Shepherd College on Friday, June 
20, at the Institute on World Affairs. 

Mrs. Orme, author of the recent best- 
seller Comes the Comrade, enlightened 
Shepherd Students on the “liberation” 
of the Balkan peninsula in an in- 
formal “get-together” with the students. 
Drawing from her own experience, she 
explained how and why the Russians 
have behaved as they did in Eastern 
Europe. 

Mrs. Orme made it clear that the 
Russians are ready and willing to fight 
enthusiastically for their government 
rather than against it; that America! 
therefore, must be prepared to fight 
anytime, anywhere. This attitude of the 
average Russian, she emphasized, is the 
natural product of a scientific, psycho- 
logical system of conditioning which 
the Communists operate in a frame- 
work of complete secrecy and control. 

The inquiring collegians were con- 
ducted on a vivid tour which ushered 
them through the side door to the 
Kremlin; the front door of the family 
abodes; into the classrooms of the 
schools; and inside concentration camps

Educator Warns Against 
Modem Texts in Use 

On July 2, Dr. U. W. Leavell, top 
authority in the field of reading, warn- 
ed of the dangerous lack of inspiration 
of modem texts for children in an 
assembly address. 

Dr. Leavell, director of the McGuffey 
Reading Clinic at the University of 
Virginia, said that the majority, if not 
all, of the books used in elementary 
classrooms are filled with “froth.” 
These books are filled with interesting 
material, but there is nothing in them 
to really challenge the child to think. 
He blamed the present situation on 
the decision 25 years ago to play up the 
necessity of holding the interest of 
school children in the primary grades. 
Illustrating his point, he read stories 
from a modern text and from the Mc- 
Guffey Reader and the New England 
Primer, two classic textbooks of past 
years. He pointed out the stories in 
the modern text concerned the be- 
havior of animals and said the children 
using these books were being taught 
through experiences on the level of i 
animal life, whereas the boys and girls I 
who studied the older books were in- , 
troduced to Biblical quotations and I 
otherr gems of literature, designed to 1 
inspire and stimulate thought. 

Throwing the question, what are wej 
doing with the minds of American boys 
and girls with the emphasis on interest | 
and intrigue? To his audience he 
answered: their reading matter ran in 
a cycle from Donald Duck to Superman 
to flaming youth and flaming love, 
and added that educators must not only 
teach boys and girls how to read, but 
what to read. 

Emphasizing the lack of idealism in 
American education, he cited a poll of 
over 2,000 U. S. teachers, who placed 
cooperation and physical and mental 
health as the chief objectives of educa- 
tion while the brotherhood of man and 
the concept of God ranked among the 
lowest desirable objectives. Dr. Leavell 
concluded by warning that “God is 
losing his position in the American 
public school today.” 

Dr. Leavell, who served as a consult- 
ant in the educational workshop while 
at Shepherd, also stressed reinstitution 
of memorization of gems of literature 
and institution of a practice, teaching 
children to appreciate their education. 


Expert on Korea 
Speaks at Shepherd 

Dr. Robert T. Oliver, world authority 
on Korea, gave Shepherd College stu- 
dents his ideas on “How We Can Win 
in Korea” in an assembly address 
Thursday morning, June 26. 

Dr. Oliver, head of the Department 
of Speech in Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege and personal advisor to Korea’s 
president Syngman Rhee, presented his 
five-point plan for victory in the 
Korean War in an address to the 
faculty and student body. He elaborated 
particularly on his most recent trip 
to Korea in the summer and fall of 
1951, immediately after the Korean 
truce talks were proposed. 

The five points Dr. Oliver proposed 
reflected his opinion on the weakness 
of policies the U. S. has followed in 
the Far East. These points were as fol- 
lows: 1. Assure Chinese borders in the 
event aggressor forces withdraw follow- 
ing truce; 2. Tread all peoples with 
equality; 3. Get tough in the event 
of a continued snag in the truce talks; 
4. Make democracy advantageous to the 
Asiastic peoples; 5. Take the initiative 
instead of remaining on the defensive. 

Dr. Oliver expressed his concern with 
the continued failure to reach a truce 
in Korea, citing the attitude of the 
Koreans and the Japanese since the 
first signs of the truce began. Before 
June, 1951, the Japanese had begun to 
respect the democracies, but now feel 
they could have delayed, possibly \V^n, 
their war through methods similar to 
those used by the Communists in truce 
snags. He added the South Koreans 
were more bitter about the appeasement 
policy surrounding the truce talks than 
the destructive war brought to Korea. 

Under his five points, Dr. Oliver told 
of the psychosis of fear that has sprung 
up in those countries bordering Com- 
munist China, fear that the U. S. will 
sacrifice Asia to save Europe, as it has 
done in the past, and the much greater 
fear of wholesale slaughter of these 
peoples in any Communist invasion fol- 
lowing withdrawal of Allied military 
forces in Asia. 

Dr. Oliver remarked these fears were 
heightened by the Communist buildup 
in North Korea since the truce talks 
began. Before June, 1951, the Com- 
munists were whipped, but in the past 
year an army of over one million men 
has been built up. Before June, 1951, 
the Chinese Communists had no air 
force to speak of, but now they have 
one of the world’s largest, third only 
to that of the U. S. and U.S.SR..

origins. 

Mrs. Scanlon, head of the Art De- 
partment of Shepherd College, intends 
to visit seven countries in Europe, in- 
cluding Great Britain, and will famil- 
iarize herself with European art, 
concentrating on the types of art pe- 
culiar to each country she visits. She 
will be accompanied by Mrs. Edgar 
Ramsburg of Sharpsburg, Maryland. 

Sailing from New York, July 16, on 
the Queen Elizabeth, Mrs. Scanlon plans 
to make her first stop in England, 
where she will visit London and Strat- 
ford. From England, she will travel 
through the Lowlands, studying the 
Flemish laces and Dutch glassware, and 
from there, through eastern Germany 
and Austria, to Italy. In Italy, the 
highpoint of the tour, Mrs. Scanlon 
will study masterpieces of the Italian 
Renaissance at Rome, Florence and 
Venice. She will travel next through 
Switzerland to France to view the 
French tapestries and cathedrals, and 
the art in Paris. After seeing Paris, 
she will return home in early Septem- 
ber. 

Mrs. Scanlon expressed her desire to 
make use of her European trip as an 
aid in her art classes in the future.

Credit will be based on an exam- 
ination to be given upon the completion 
of the reading assignment.

Following the ribbon cutting, 
he presented to the assembled group 
members of the Shepherd College facul- 
ty, including Dean Carey Stabler, Dean

man of the Physical Education depart- 
ment, Miss Ruth Conard, assistant 
professor of Physical Education, and 
William Moore, Director of Athletics. 
He also presented Herbert K. Baer of 
the West Virginia Board of Education. 

After the introductions, Dr. Ikenberry 
spoke briefly, expressing appreciation 
for the addition to the West Virginia 
legislature, the Sate Department of 
Public Works, the State Board of Edu- 
cation, W. Harley Miller, Martinsburg. 
contractor who erected the building,, 
and Harry Nay, Wheeling architect 
who designed the building. 

The guests were taken on a tour of 
the building following the exercises, 
conducted by physical education majors 
of the college, including Jane Poisal, 
Sidney Roach, William Manross, Jack 
Booth, Joan Gruver, Patricia Ring, 
Larry MacKenzie, Edward Seibert, and 
Wilbert Robertson. 

The tour embraced the small gym-

and one running the length of the 
room for the intercollegiate games.

Pull- 
down bleacher seats will be installed 
along the sides which will seat close 
to 2,000 people. When not in use they 
may be folded against the wall. 

One of the most outstanding attrac- 
j tions of the new building is the beauti- 
; ful swimming pool which is 75 feet 
| long, 35 feet wide, with a. varying water 
I depth of three and one-half to 11 feet. 
Just outside the glass-walled room 
I which encloses the pool is a sun deck 
; where the students may soak up some 
I healthful Vitamin D. The pool is de- 
| signed for year around use with three 
large boilers to heat the water during 
the winter. 

Also in the tour were the class rooms, 
the heating and chlorination plant, 
the boys’ and girls’ dressing rooms 
and showers. In the girls’ dressing 
rooms are three hair driers affixed to 
the wall for the lasses who like to 
swim without caps. The tour further 
included equipment rooms, the kitchen, 
laundry, storage rooms and the offices 
of the Physical Education faculty. 

After the tour, the guests returned 
to the main foyer where refreshments 
were served.

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Toward A Student Union 

In the past, one of the greatest needs of Shepherd College 
has been the need for a student center on the college campus. 
Past efforts to ease this need were delayed because of other 
urgent needs about the campus. But a student center was 
never forgotten. 

Now, with educational inadequacies being taken care of, 
the school administration has considered establishing a student 
center, or student union at Shepherd College to help centralize 
the college’s social life, particularly for those who reside in 
Shepherdstown and need a gathering spot for a bull session 
or dancing at night. President Ikenberry, Dean Stabler and 
Dean DeWitt have met with Gene Asbury, president of the 
Student Council, on the possibility of setting up such a center 
on the campus, preferably in the recreation room in the Science 
Building or in White Gymnasium. Thus far, the recreation 
room has been considered the most logical location for the 
center, and plans have already been taken for the establish- 
ment of the center there. 

Definite steps have been taken. A student union is as 
much the business of the students concerned as of the ad- 
ministration, if not more, and if one stops to realize the cost 
that will go into such a. project, one also recognizes the re- 
sponsibility of the students who would benefit from such a 
union. What it will amount to will be up to the students of 
Shepherd College. If the establishment of a permanent recre- 
ation center fares no better than many recreational programs 
have fared in the past, the union will be merely a loss of so 
much money and effort. But before worrying about the future, 
we students will have to consider the present.. Under present 
conditions, could such an undertaking be a complete success, 
or will the students fail to support it? There is only one way 
we can indicate our good intentions — by getting behind the 
Administration and President Asbury and helping them cre- 
ate this union. Perhaps there is some way we ourselves can 
help. Because the union will be for the students, the Adminis- 
ti’ation and Mr. Asbury will be extremely interested in student 
suggestions. Naturally, most of the people reading this will 
not be here during the winter months, but for those who plan 
to return, either in the fall or next summer for additional 
credits, the student union should be of particular interest, for 
it will provide them with an opportunity to be of help in the 
betterment of their school, and in the creation of a real campus 
social life. 

The present Administration has given us a new athletic 
building, a new theater, a new radio room, a new educational 
laboratory, an improved curriculm, a college band, and a new 
men’s dormitory now under construction. All this in four years. 
Certainly we owe them our support. We also owe Gene Asbury 
our support and our trust as President of the Student Coun- 
cil. What better way can we show our faith than by offering 
our own energies to the establishment of a center in which 
to meet our friends and enjoy ourselves after a hard day’s 
work in class?

The results of a carefully-planned 
policy for corrupting youth were de- 
scribed as “disastrous and wonderful”.

Mrs. Holmes described various inci- 
dents in connection with her work with 
children. She briefly explained how 
UNICEF extends aid to those sections 
where the children particularly are 
suffering and told of a shipload of 
powdered milk sent to South Africa 
to save the children there. She also 
said she had seen relief workers in 
Israel mixing mayonnaise in bathtubs 
because they had no large pots, and 
of an Asiatic native who gave her a 
large number of bananas to feed to 
children all over the world, not realiz- 
ing the world was a bit larger than 
his island. 

In discussing the Tunisian situation, 
Professor Pokhari accused the Security 
Council of neglecting its responsibilities 
in ignoring the rights of trust terri- 
tories and stated it “must be like a 
police station, its doors open to all 
complaints.” 

Dr. Bebler, former Under-Secretary 
of State in Yugoslavia, compared Rus- 
sian and Yugoslavian forms of com- 
munism, stating also that Russian ex- 
pansion does not expand socially. As 
for the Russian satellites bordering 
Yugoslavia, he said they were bound to 
weaken and disappear from historical 
significance. He remarked that condi- 
tions in China were not nearly as 
severe politically as in Yugoslavia in 
1948, when the Russians attempted to 
gain political control, and it is un- 
likelCy’ that China will break with 
Russia. In a personal interview with 
Max Jordan, Dr. Bebler stated “Tito 
is no more hated in Yugoslavia than 
Truman in the U. S.”

CHILDREN S LIBRARIAN 
AT SHEPHERD 

Miss Elizabeth Hedenberg, Children’s 
Librarian of Washington County Li- 
brary, Hagerstown, Maryland, address- 
ed the first summer assembly at Shep- 
herd College on June 11. 

In her address, Miss Hedenberg dis- 
cussed the relationship of school and 
public libraries, stating they have simi- 
lar aims but do not cooperate as well 
as they should. The school library s 
an introduction to the public library 
which offers an opportunity for self- 
expression and cultivation of one’s in- 
dividual interest, she said, and the 
school library provides an ideal situa- 
tion for the pupil and the teacher to 
work together. Both have similar prob- 
lems of inadequate physical facilities, 
finances and books. 

Later in the day Miss Hedenberg 
spoke to the workshop on “Children’s 
Literature,” conducted by Miss Louise 
Huffaker. She demonstrated the art 
of story-telling to a group of children 
foi the benefit of 31 students enrolled 
in the workshop, later discussing the 
different techniques she used. 

The guest speaker received her 
Bachelor of Science in Library Science 
from Simmons College, Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts. Later bookmobile librarian 
in Green Count, Ohio, she organized 
the county school library service in 
Coshocton, Ohio. Recently she came 
to Hagerstown from the Children’s De- 
partment of the Detroit Public Library. 


MUSIC 

Mrs. Adeline McCall, Music Consult- 
ant at the University of North Caro- 
lina, Chapel Hill, N.C., assisted Mr. 
Carl J. Farnsworth conduct a music 
workshop from June 1*6 to June 20. 

During the course, Mrs. McCall em- 
phasized particularly singing, original 
scngs, and rounds, and gave attention 
to folk and square dances. On Wednes- 
day, June 18, Mrs. McCall addressed 
the entire student body in an assembly 
program and the following evening, 
presented a recreation program from 
7 to 10 P.M. in White Gymnasium. 

Mrs. McCall has a wide experience 
in the field of elementary school music. 
She received her training at the Pea- 
body Conservatory in Baltimore, and 
at the Institute of Art in New York, 
and at the Seymour School. She has 
served on several music committees for 
elementary school music and is Na- 
tional Chairman of the Committee on 
Music in Early Childhood. 


ELEMENTARY MUSIC 

Approximately 70 students partici- 
pated in the Music in Elementary 
Schools workshop June 16-20, under the 
direction of Prof, Carl J. Farnsworth. 

Those enrolled met together to work 
with types of music to be used in the 
elementary grades, including a study 
of the rhythm -band, popular in the 
lower grades, and also, finger-paint- 
ing to music, useful as a means of 
creative expression. The students learn- 
ed the use of many musical instru- 
ments and were introduced to the har- 
molin, a fascinating new string in- 
strument played in a manner similar 
to the zither. During the week the 
students familiarized themselves with 
good music through a series of records 
played for that purpose. They also 
studied the types of music appropriate 
for use in elementary grades and the 
music appropriate for dance music. 

Mr. Farnsworth said the students 
exchanged information on their own 
work in music, as most of those en- 
rolled were teachers interested in ac- 
quiring a greater knowledge of music. 


WIKSELL VISITS CHICAGO 

Dr. Milton J. Wiksell, in charge of 
the Speech Department at Shepherd 
College, recently returned from Chica- 
go, where he visited the Columbia 
Broadcasting System studio in con- 
nection with his radio work. 

While in the studio, he consulted 
with a number of engineers, an- 
nouncers and producers while gather- 
ing material on tape-recording meth- 
ods, room acoustics, engineering mech- 
anics and announcing. He also observed 
the technical side of several programs 
during his tour of the studio. 


PUBLIC AFFAIRS 

The Institute on Public Affairs held 
June 16-27 introduced several world 
authorities to Shepherd College and 
proved a success, in spite of a small 
enrollment, under the direction of Dr. 
Ruth Scarborough. 

Among the guest speakers were Mrs. 
Alexandra Orme, author of Comes the 
Comrade and refugee from Communist 
Hungary, and Dr. Robert T. Oliver, 
authority on Korea. Other speakers 
included Mr. W. R. Thacher and Mr. 
Henry Morrow, faculty members of 
Shepherd College. Mr. Thacher des- 
cribed how world trade affects world 
peace while Mr. Morrow spoke on Rus- 
sia and the Cold War. Max Jordan and 
Logan Lynch also reported on their 
visit to the United Nations while at- 
tending an Institute on the United 
Nations in New York, June 15-21. Dur- 
ing the two weeks the students visited 
Washington, D.C. to study first hand 
governmental procedures and policies. 
In addition to guest speakers and a 
field trip, the students also saw a 
number of film strips on world affairs. 

Dr. Scarborough expressed her satis- 
faction with the Institute and her 
opinion that it was one of the finest 
programs of its type ever presented at 
Shepherd College. 


ELEMENTARY METHODS 

Miss Florence Shaw, head of the 
Elementary Education Department in 
Shepherd College, supervised a work- 
shop on Integrated Elementary Meth- 
ods June 2i3-July 11. 

During the clinic, students learned 
to coordinate the basic principles of 
human development with the subject 
matter of the elementary curriculum, 
to plan developmental learning situa- 
tions, and the value of library research, 
laboratory periods for work on projects, 
reports and lectures. A number of out- 
standing consultants in every area of 
the elementary school program as- 
sisted Miss Shaw. Among these con- 
sultants were Mr. William E. Hardy, 
an alumnus of Shepherd College,, and 
Dr. U. W. Leavell, Director of the Me 
Guffey Reading Clinic at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 

The first few days of the workshop 
were devoted to planning the three 
week program and organizing problems 
to be studied. Early in the first week, 
Mr. William E. Hardy, district man- 
ager of the World Book Encyclopedia, 
gave a talk on the use of reference 
material for problem solving and also 
left free material to the group for its 
own use. 

On the following day, a representa- 
tive of the Denoyer-Geppert Map Co., 
Mr. T. S. Robe, demonstrated the in- 
troduction to map study on the third 
grade level, and also, the use of maps 
for studying international relations 
and historical geography. During his 
talk, he explained the use of three 
types of globes and displayed charts on 
birds in West Virginia. 

Two consultants from the U. S. 
Office of Education, Dr. Helen K. 
Mackintosh and Dr. Paul Blackwood, 
closed the first week of the clinic. 
Dr. Blackwood analyzed the objectives 
of education as maturation in the use 
of various skills, citizenship training 
and learning to understand one’s en- 
vironment. In order to illustrate her 
points, Dr. Mackintosh divided the 
students into six groups with differ- 
ent assignments, in order to demon- 
strate the types of learning situations 
that could be set up on any level with 
little planning by the teacher. Dr. 
Blackwood then gave a demonstration 
of a science excursion to show how 
children learn the answers to their 
questions by observation, trial and 
error experimentation, listening to ex- 
planations, constructing a solution, and 
by sensory impressions gathered on 
the field trip. During the early part 
of the second week, the students con- 
tinued their work in this field. 

On Wednesday, July 2, Dr. Leavell 
gave three addresses on education, in- 
cluding an assembly talk on the value 
of children’s texts in modern schools. 
In the afternoon sessions of the work- 
shop, he discussed the nature of read- 
ing and functional reading skills. He 
challenged the students by presenting 
such problems as the lack of direction 


of many of the general courses and 
the necessity of thinking in reading. 

The third week was devoted to the 
Language Arts program, as presented 
by the Assistant Director of Elemen- 
tary Education in West Virginia, Miss 
Maud Broyles, who also discussed the 
new T ly adopted state textbooks. Miss 
Edith Snowberger, a member of the 
State Committee, assisted Miss Broyles. 
Two' reading demonstrators, Miss Jane 
Hoffman, of the MacMillan Book Co., 
and Miss Esther Westendorf, of the 
D. C. Heath Co., visited the workshop 
during the last week to assist Miss 
Shaw. 


THEATER LABORATORIES 

Dr. Vera-Ellen Malton, -head of the 
Drama Department, declared her two 
theater laboratories very successful at 
the completion of the Play Production 
and Direction Clinic June 2-13 and her 
Children’s Theater workshop June 30- 
July 11. 

The Play Production course pre- 
sented the theory and the practical 
phases of dramatic production and 
direction, particularly in relation to 
the needs of teachers interested in 
learning the technical phase of the 
theater. On June 11, Logan Lynch 
spoke on the production of the one-act 
comedy, Box and Cox, and enacted 
scenes from the play with the assist- 
ance of Bill Jeavons. Mr. Jeavons later 
gave a demonstration in the art >f 
make-up. 

Students in the course on Children’s 
Theater were introduced to the theory 
and practice in the production and 
direction of plays for young children. 
During the clinic, Ewell Hendricks 
demonstrated the use and effects of 
various types of lighting equipment 
and Miss Ann Keefe, from Martins- 
burg, showed the students how to 
make masks for children’s plays. 


ART, WORLD AFFAIRS 

Students enrolled in Mrs. Mary Scan- 
lon’s art classes and Dr. Ruth Scar- 
borough^ Institute on World Affairs 
traveled by bus to Washington, D. C. 
on June 25. Both groups visited those 
places of interest concerning their 
studies. 

Approximately seventy students ac- 
companied Dr. Scarborough and Mrs. 
Scanlon. Together, they visited th\ 
newly renovated White House. 

During the day the art group studied 
different types of architecture in such 
buildings as the Cathedral of Wash- 
ington and the Franciscan Monastery, 
and glass and china ware in the 
Smithsonian 'Institute. Mrs. Scanlon’s 
students also visited the Mellon Art 
Gallery. 

Although a small group, the World 
Affairs students had an interesting 
day visiting the House Office Building 
and the House Chamber with Mr. 
Harley O. Staggers, West Virginia rep- 
resentative in the House. In the House 
Chamber, the group witnessed mem- 
bers voting on bills that were front 
page news. Next they visited the Senate 
Chamber, where they saw Vice-Presi- 
dent Alben Barkley presiding. From the 
Senate, they went to the State Depart- 
ment for a planned program and heard 
a Voice of America broadcast. 

A sidelight of the trip was the heat

GUIDANCE 

Under the direction of Dean of Stu- 
dents Abel F. De-Witt, Shepherd Col- 
lege offered a course in Guidance and 
Counseling June 23-July il'l. Among 
the consultants was the Supervisor 
of Guidance in West Virginia, Mr. 
Clement Brown, who visited Shepherd 
foi three days. 

While at Shepherd, Mr. Brown dis- 
cussed the status of guidance in West 
Virginia with the 15 students enrolled 
in the work shop, and also told of 
the problems facing people interested 
in forming a -guidance program. 

The course was presented for those 
interested in guidance and counseling 
work in their communities and schools, 
and the students discussed personality 
disorders and how to interpret test 
results from actual case studies. Be- 
sides Mr. Brown, a number of other 
consultants from the immediate area 
visited the clinic. 



TIMBER! 


.During a heavy wind storm Thursday 
afternoon, June 19, Knutti Hall’s 
mighty locust sentinel took its final 
bow. The tree, which had long stood 
at the entrance to Knutti Hall, fell, 
not before man’s axe (as many had 
hoped it would), but before the thrust 
of nature. 

Although no one could determine its 
exact age, the tree was older than the 
building it guarded, for when the hign 
columns were erected at Knutti in 
1927, the Art Department of Shepherd 
College requested that the tree be cut 
down in order not to distract from the 
view of the columns, but the faculty 
voted the suggestion down, feeling no 
brick layer could match the beauty cf 
the old tree. Thus protected, the locust 
stood for another 26 years. 

After the tree fell, examination of 
the trunk gave the explanation to an 
old mystery. Many people had wonder- 


ed why two types of leaves grew from 
the top branches of the tree and on 
examination, it was found that an 
Lackberry Elm about 40 feet high and 
grown within the exact center of the 
locust’s trunk. 

Although the tree offered little shade, 
it will be missed by many students 
who had grown used to leaning against 
its trunk while in conversation, or 
sitting beneath its shade during warm 
weather. And, though -this cannot be 
confirmed, the tree probably witnessed 
more than one budding romance be- 
neath its branches. 

Now the locust is gone and all that 
remains is its site, and, perhaps, a 
better view of Knutti’s pillars, but 
somehow, Knutti Hall looks a bit bar- 
ren without its daily sentinel. Without 
being too sentimental, it is safe to say, 
Shepherd College has not only lost a 
landmark, but a friend as well. 


Agriculture Classes 
On Field Trip 

The students in the Conservation 
class and the Basic Agriculture class 
took a field trip to study specific 
phases of conservation on June 26. 

The group visited two farms, the 
Red Hill Orchard near Martinsburg, 
and the Kerns farm in Morgan County. 
At the orchard they observed and 
studied principles involved in con- 
structing a farm pond built for irri- 
gation. The second farm is a 200 acre 
farm completely planned for soil and 
water conservation. Conservation prac- 
tices used on this farm included con- 
tour furrows, diversion ditches, strip 
cropping, wind breaks, wild-life plant- 
ings and multi-flora rows fencing. 
This farm has been reclaimed from 
an area whose production once ranged 
far below the average production in 
its region. 

The two classes, under the direction 
of Mr. John B. Swecker, were ac- 
companied on the trip by Mr. James 
Conklyn, district soil conservationist, 
who explained how both farms were 
participating with the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service.

Shepherd Grads Told 
To Attend World Affairs 

CALLS FOR REALISM 

“World Affairs Are Your Affairs” 
was the challenging subject used by 
John C. Metcalfe, noted journalist and 
analyst of world affairs, in his address 
at the 80th annual commencement ex- 
ercises at Shepherd College, May 29. 

In his opening remarks, Metcalfe 
said, the whole world is asking the 
question, “will there be war?” In ans- 
wering the question he said he felt 
that although the situation is still 
dangerous there is less chance now for 
a global war. 

Chances for peace, he said, rest not 
so much in conferences but what 
we are going to do. Speaking to the 
graduates he reminded them that in 
this tense international atmosphere it 
is important that they remember this 
is a realistic world growing smaller 
day by day. 

World affairs, he said, become your 
affairs and need a realistic attitude. 
i “Keep your dreams, he said, set your 
gcals but also realize that you are 
facing a realistic world.” 

Metcalfe concluded his address with 
the thought that if we do not keep a 
realistic attitude and our belief in God. 
our whole foreign policy and our way 
of life will crumble into dirt. The idea 
he said is realism and not pessimism. 

Dr Oliver S. Ikenberry, president 
of Shepherd College, introduced the 
speaker. 

Metcalfe, who has been inside Ger- 
many seven times since the end of 
World War II and has visited other 
foreign countries during that period, 
has given over 2,000 professional ad- 
dresses and has made ten coast-to- 
coast tours during his 16 seasons of 
lecturing. 

He began his journalistic career in 
1925 with the Associated Press and 
became the reporter to first focus na- 
tional attention to subversive r^tivi- 
ties. He turned investigator-reporter 
and spent six months inside the 
German- American Bund, disguised as 
a storm trooper and secret agent. 

His revelations struck the floor of 
Congress and resulted ultimately in 
the prosecution of alien 1 agents from 
coast to coast. 

As Washington diplomatic corre- 
spondent for Time Magazine and the 
New York Herald Tribune, Metcalfe 
has covered many international con- 
ferences in the United States. Latin 
America and Europe. 

He holds the St. Olav Medal awarded 
to him by the King of Norway for 
distinguished journalistic service in 
World War n, the Chilean Govern- 
ment’s Legion of Merit decoration, its 
highest honor, for extending the “Good 
Neighbor” policy and the National 
Headliners Club Silver Plaque for noted 
achievement in American journalism.

ARNOLD RETIRES 

Miss Stewart Edessa Arnold, Asso- 
ciate Librarian at Shepherd College, 
will retire after twenty-eight years of 
outstanding service as librarian at 
Shepherd College on September 1. 

Since her coming to Shepherd College 
as librarian in 1924, she has seen the 
library expand its book collection to 
approximately 25,000 volumes and the 
annual magazine subscription to over 
200 periodicals. 

Miss Arnold will long be remembered 
for her loyal and faithful service in 
serving as college librarian for the 
faculty and students of Shepherd Col- 
lege. 

During the years that she has served 
as librarian there have been many im- 
provements in the library. The physi- 
cal appearance of the library has been 
improved and the many book shelves 
have been opened so that all students 
may have access to the books. A library 
annex was added to provide space for 
the many books and periodicals added 
to the library. 

Miss Arnold is a native of Piedmont, 
West Virginia. She received her train- 
ing at Virginia College, Roanoke, Vir- 
ginia and her B.A. degree from Western 
Maryland College, Westminster, Mary- 
land. 

She continued her graduate training 
at West Virginia University and Ohio 
State University and library science at 
Chautauqua Summer School in New 
York. Before coming to Shepherd Col- 
lege as librarian, Miss Arnold served 
as teacher of English and history and 
high school principal of the Piedmont 
High School and as librarian in the 
Warren High School, Warren, Ohio. 

Miss Arnold plans to continue living 
in her home in Shepherdstown. 

The length of time I have remained 
as a member of the Shepherd College 
faculty is evidence of my interest in the 
school and its work. To be connected 
with its rapid growth over these many 
years has been an engrossing and dra- 
matic experience. 

Its development seems incredible 
when a comparison is made of the 
Shepherd of today with the college 
when I came in the middle twenties. 
W. H. S. White, then president, had 
for one main objective the elimination 
of the secondary students who formed 
a sizable proportion of the enrollment 
when he became head of the school. 
This had to be done gradually, other- 
wise the enrollment in a small school 
would be disrupted by discontinuing 
abruptly the curriculum serving so 
many.

ASH RETIRES 

After forty years of distinguished 
| service in the schools and colleges of 
I West Virginia, Dr. Irvin O. Ash will 
retire from Shepherd College on Sep- 
tember 1. He is now chairman of the 
Division of Education and Director of 
Teacher Education at Shepherd, com- 
I ing here in 1924. 

Except for a leave to complete his 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy in edu- 
cation from the University of Cincin- 
|nati in 1931, Dr. Ash has been a mem- 
ber of the Shepherd College faculty. 

He was born in Middleboume, West 
Virginia and completed his high school 
course at Tyler High School to which 
j he soon returned as an English instruc- 
ted From 1918 to 1924 he was principal 
of Clay County High School and Dis- 
trict Superintendent and Principal at 
St. Marys and Shinnston, W. Va, high 
schools. 

He has instructed in the summer 
sessions of Fairmont College and West 
Virginia University, and classes at the 
University of Cincinnati while a grad- 
uate student. 

He attended West Virginia University 
for his Bachelor of Arts degree; Uni- 
versity of Nebraska for his Master of 
Arts, and the University of Cincinnati 
for his doctorate. Part of his formal 
education was at the University of Wis- 
consin and the University of California. 

Dr. Ash has received recognition for 
his outstanding scholastic achievements 
from a number of college and honor 
societies. His contributions to the pro- 
fession are numerous as he has served 
local and state professional organiza- 
tions in official capacity. Dr. Ash is 
author of West Virginia Educators, 
1936 and nine articles published in the

STABLER RESIGNS 

Dr. Carey V. Stabler has resigned his 
position as dean of Shepherd' College 
to accept the position of dean at 
Florence State Teachers College, Flor- 
ence, Ala., according to an announce- 
ment made by Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, 
president of Shepherd College, 
lege. 

Dr. Ikenberry stated that Dean 
Stabler’s resignation had been officially 
accepted and would become effective 
September 1. 

Dr. Stabler has been associated with 
Shepherd as academic dean and regis- 
trar for the past four years and Dr. 
Ikenberry stated that during that time 
“the college has made outstanding edu- 
cational progress in being accredited 
by the North Central Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools and 
by being elected to membership in the 
Association of American Colleges. 

“Since 1948 the academic program 
of the college has been improved by 
the introduction of courses in general 
education; the improvement of the 
student teaching program; the pro- 
motion of a broad audio-visual educa- 
tion program; the organization of an 
effective student personnel service; and 
the introduction of new programs of 
study in agriculture, political science, 
applied music, speech and dramatics. 
“Dr. Stabler” he continued, “has made 
an outstanding contribution to the edu- 
cational progress of Shepherd College 
and he will be missed by every faculty 
member and student on the campus. 
We wish to extend our congratulations 
and best wishes to him as he returns 
to his home state to become Dean of 
Florence State Teachers College.” 

In accepting the position at Florence 
Dr. Stabler will be returning to the 
school where he served as chairman 
of the division of the social sciences 
following his return from service with 
the United States Navy during World 
War FT. He came to Shepherd from 
Florence in September 1948 and has 
been dean and registrar of the college 
since that date. 

Florence State Teachers College 
serves approximately 1,300 students 
and, like Shepherd, is a regional col- 
lege featuring teacher education and 
liberal arts. It is located in the TV A 
region of Northwestern Alabama. 

Dr. Stabler said that while his going 
to Florence would be returning home 
that both he and his family hated to 
leave Shepherd where they had put 
down deep roots in both the college 
and community. The Stablers are na- 
tives of Greenville, Alabama. 

The Stablers have one daughter

President Oliver S. Ikenberry has 
announced that plans are in prepara- 
tion for establishing a Student Center, 
or Student Union, at Shepherd College. 
This center will be located in the pres- 
ent Recreation Center on the ground 
floor of the Science Building. 

Dr. Ikenberry announced that the 
State Board of Education has approved 
the proposed plans of the center and 
permitted funds to be allocated for 
the purpose of creating the center. 
These plans were drawn up under the 
supervision of Dean Abel F. DeWitt, 
Mi . John Egle, and Gene Asbury, presi- 
dent of the Student Council, which 
has been working toward the establish- 
ment of such a center for the past few 
years. 

Fulfilling a long-felt need for a stu- 
dent gathering spot, the center will 
offer soups, sandwiches, light meals, 
bottled drinks and the like to students 
on the campus, and there will also be 
a dance floor in the center. 

Dean DeWitt stated the center will 
not be ready for use by the beginning 
of the fall term, but should be finished 
sometime during early fall. As yet, the 
school has not decided upon any defi- 
nite operating hours, and the hours of 
operation will probably not be known 
until shortly before the opening. Dean 
DeWitt also said the center will be 
managed, as far as possible, toy a man- 
jager working part-time, with student 
! help. 

Besides providing Shepherd students 
with a wholesome meeting place during 
class hours and on weekends, the cen- 
tei is expected to help revitalize school 
spirit. Eventually, the Student Council 
may be able to work the center into 
an important role in the activities 
calendar.

We all remember that old saying: “For want of a nail, the 
shoe was lost; for want of a shoe, the horse was lost; for want 
of a horse, the rider was lost; for want of a rider, the battle was 
lost.” In other words, the big things in life really result from 
many little things taken together. 

How does this apply to you? Well, you’ll find this little bit 
of wisdom will actually affect you all through your life, whether 
you stop to realize it or not, and even now, here in Shepherd, 
the thought behind this minor philosophy is aptly illustrated 
in the term, school spirit. School spirit! An intangible ex- 
pression you’ve heard ever since the days you gathered for a 
rally before the big game. 

But in college, school spirit becomes more than an outlet 
for young enthusiasm; it manifests itself in more subtle ways. 
Of course, we still support the home team (some of us do) and 
we recognize the work done by our Student Council. (In fact, 
some of us even go so far as to congratulate individual members 
of the Council on their fine work.) But school spirit doesn’t 
end on Fairfax Field or in meetings of the Student Council. 
School spirit for college students becomes an attitude, almost 
a philosophy of life, for those who have it dedicate themselves 
to their school, to their fellow students, to their community, 
and consequently prepare themselves for further success in 
later life. 

Why school spirit? Some of us like to mix socially; some 
of us like to do something constructive with our spare time; 
and some of us would not enjoy college unless we had the op- 
portunity to release our energies in a more spirited maner than 
possible in a class room. But in truth, this “spirit” is more 
than a simple outlet for energy; it becomes a supplement to 
our education, providing those social and intellectual oppor- 
tunities not otherwise available in the class room. No one can 
teach us enthusiasm at a ball game, or the will to attend a 
ball game, or the pleasure found in picking up an old yearbook 
and leafing through it. These, and all other extracurricular 
activities, are merely the forms through which we express our 
school spirit. And what of the student interested in journalism, 
but attending a college which doesn’t publish a school paper? 
Or the drama student whose school has no theatrical group? 
Well, some one who has the determination to work a little 
harder, the “spirit” to satisfy his interest, expends a little effort 
to the benefit of the college and his friends. 

Of course, there are those who are happy doing no more 
than getting an education, but an education is not merely at- 
tending classes and learning all a course offers. An education 
involves learning to appreciate people and, above all, to enjoy 
life and make the most of it. And one can not make the most 
of life knowing only his work. For some reason, people are 
prone to devoting their leisure time to various pursuits and 
not to their daily work. Such is the place of extracurricular 
events in college life. They provide students with a variety of 
means through which to express their interest and talents, this 
expression being more commonly known as school spirit.

Coach Moore is attempting to obtain 
the best material for his basketball 
squad possible to go along with the 
new basketball floor and tfhe new Phy- 
sical Education building at Shepherd. 
He is making every effort possible to 
remove the Rams from the midget 
classification in the WVIC this year. 
Prospects are looking uip, with such 
men as six foot-five inch Paul Skvoretz, 
lanky basketball player from Allentown, 
Pa., who has just returned after a 
three year hitch in the Army. 

A Martinsburg product, Lee “Bones” 
Seibert, who is just a shade past six 
foot-four inch, is slated to enroll at 
Shepherd this fall, and from reports 
circulating about the college lately, 
“Bones” will really be something to 
watch on the hardwood this year.

They 
were on the the first string of the 
SJienandoah College (Va.) quintet last 
year. McKinney, son of the Grafton 
High School coach, boasted a floor 
shooting average of 48 percent last 
year. 

Keith Hess, six foot-two inch basket- i 
ball player, will transfer from Hagers- 
town (Md.) Junior College in the fall. 
He averaged over 20 points per game 
for Hagerstown High School. 

Far from the last in basketball cir- 
cles is Don Dahlin, of Guy Tucker’s 
squad from Harpers Ferry High. Dah- 
lin, six foot-three inch, an outstand- 
ing sectional basketball center, is slated 
to enroll at Shepherd this fall. 

Roger Maphis, from Romney, brother 
of Shepherd’s Don Maphis, is slated 
to enroll and will be an added sharp- 
shooter. He made the All-Potomac 
Valley Conference basketball squad 
along with Leary and Abe. 

Skip Fowler, Martinsburg St. Joseph’s 
product, will enroll this fall. Fowler 
was leading scorer for St. Joe and 
made the All-Tourney team in the 
parochial tournament last year. 

Carroll Michaels, another outstand- 
ing basketball player who hails from 
Petersburg, has enrolled.

Recently, Dean of Students Abel F. 
DeWitt issued a statement reminding 
students of a Placement Bureau set 
up in Shepherd College in April, 1952, 
to help Shepherd- graduates seek em- 
ployment. This bureau helps students 
find jobs commensuate with their in- 
terests, abilities, and ambitions. 

All Shepherd seniors are urged to 
register with the Placement Bureau. 
This may be done by seeing the Dean 
of Students, who is in charge of the 
bureau. 

Dean DeWitt recommends that even 
those already assured of a job register 
in the event they want future recom- 
mendations from teachers who may 
leave Shepherd College. 

Although all the students who regis- 
tered with the bureau during the past 
year have been placed in good positions, 
many students have not given close 
thought to the advantages of register- 
ing with the bureau and have conse- 
quently studied in one field and taken 
jobs in another. 

During the coming school year, 
Shepherd College hopes to bring many 
representatives from industry and edu- 
cation to visit the school and inter- 
view candidates for graduation. How- 
ever, the Dean said, before this can be 
successful, all interested 1 students must 
register so that the Placement Bureau 
may know who to invite to the campus. 

The following steps must be taken 
in registering with the Placement 
Bureau : 

1. See the Dean of Students. 

2. Fill out placement forms. 

3. Give the Dean of Students the 
names of at least three persons who 
might serve as character witnesses in 
recommending the student for a (posi- 
tion . 

4. Furnish several small identifica- 
tion pictures.

Last One In . . . 


Shepherd College has a swimming 
pool! Of course, that’s no longer front 
page news, but we can’t help feeling 
mighty proud at having our own 
private swimming pool just two skips 
and a holler from the pigeon-haunted 
doorsteps of Knutti Hall. (And while 
wc^e swishing around in the pool, we 
can remind ourselves it’s not only a 
pool, but a symbol of Shepherd’s pro- 
gress in these last few years, under 
the able hand of its president, Dr. 
Oliver Ikenberry.) 

Getting -back to the pool, where we’d 
all like to be during these long, hot 
days in class, (and why couldn’t we 
bribe someone to let us spend an oc- 
casional class in cool water instead of 
hot water?), the new addition to Shep- 
herd is 75 feet long, 30 feet wide, 3Vz 
feet deep at the shallow end and 11 
feet deep at the diving end. (These 
statistics for the benefit of those who 
may -have classes under Mr. Thacher 
or Mr. Lowe in the coming year.) In 
a personal interview, Miss Ruth Con- 
ard, physical education professor, stat- 
ed the pool was built to adult specifi- 
cations and can be easily adapted for 
swimming meets, as it is wide enough 
for four lanes of official width. In ad- 
dition, the water can be warmed for 
swimming during cooler weather. 

The pool has proved popular with 
everyone, students, faculty and visitors. 
During the first summer semester, 
Miss Jane Poisal of Martinsburg 
conducted swimming classes at the be- 
ginning, intermediate and advanced 
levels. Miss Conard said that Janie, a 
graduate of an acquatic school, de- 
serves a lot of credit for the work she 
did. Three of her students, Eleanor 
Ann Shirley, Louise Rosenberg and 
Jean Pinder, entered her class as be- 
ginners and progressed into the inter- 
mediate class in a matter of weeks, and 
will have completed the intermediate 
course by the end of the summer. To 
pass this course, the swimmer must 
swim 50 yards using the elementary 
backstroke; 100 yards with the breast 
stroke, side stroke, or crawl; dive from 
the edge of the pool and must swim 
continuously for five minutes. A num- 
ber of students enrolled in the advanc- 
ed class, but Miss Conard added they 
were so numerous she could not recall 
who was the best. Incidentally, she 
remarked, before the pool opened, 
classes began in the War Memorial 
Park pool in Martinsburg, and she ap- 
preciated the cooperation of the people 
managing the park. 

During the second summer semester, 
Bill Dayton, of Keyser, replaced Miss 
Poisal as life guard, but no swimming 
classes were conducted during this 
semester. 

Although nothing definite has been 
scheduled concerning the pool, Miss 
Conard hopes she will be able to con- 
tinue swimming classes in the fall. 
(A required course in swimming would 
be something to consider.) If classes 
are held, recreational swimming will 
follow, and then perhaps intramural 
swimming meets. If intramural swim- 
ming contests are established, possibly 
Shepherd would have a swimming team 
to engage in intercollegiate meets, but 
Miss Conrad did not speculate on 
a swimming team for the coming year.

HOME ECONOMICS 


Dr. Alton R. Kurtz conducted a work- 
shop on Audio-Visual Aids July 14-25, 
from 1:00 P.M. -4:00 P.M. daily. Dr. 
Kurtz is head of the Department of 
Physics at Shepherd College. 

The class of 24 students concentrated 
on learning the operation and use of 
audio-visual equipment and the func- 
tion of such aids in teaching, working 
first with an understanding of the na- 
ture of learning and then applying that 
understanding to the utilization of 
these aids in teaching. 

Among the types of equipment 
studied were the 16-mm projector, the 
slide film projector, the overhead and 
tachistoscope, the opaque (projector and 
public address equipment. The group 
also studied 1 film splicing. 

During the workshop, attention was 
given to the preparation of slides and 
the use of such visual aids as charts, 
graphs, exhibits, maps and posters, and 
the students learned how to choose 
such aids and materials and their 
sources.

Mrs. Hazel H. Newman, head of the 
Department of Home Economics, has 
been busy during the second summer 
semester serving as coordinator for 
three workshops in Home Economics. 

Mrs. Newman -has served as the in- 
stiuctor in the Home Nursing Clinic, 
July 14-18; the Nutrition Class, July 
21-25; and the Clothing and Textiles 
Workshop, August 4-15. 

Mrs. Margaret Hill, a registered nurse 
and a qualified 1 Red Cross home nursing 
instructor, taught the Home Nursing 
Course, concentrating on the proper 
treatment of persons ill or injured 
in home accidents. She particularly 
stressed the use of ingenuity in hand- 
ling someone who has suffered an ac- 
cident at home. This workshop was 
offered in cooperation with the local 
Red Cross program. 

The Nutritional workshop was plan- 
ned primarily for teachers and princi- 
pals who were interested in studying 
the value of nutrition in the school 
lunch program. The Assistant State 
Supervisor of the School Lunch Pro- 
gram in West Virginia, Miss Mary 
Pullen, discussed this program with 
those attending the class. Although the 
class was presented for the ’benefit of 
teachers administering the program in 
their own schools, many who enrolled 
in the course admitted they hoped to 
learn how to feed their families better, 
giving them more nourishing diets. 

Mrs. Newman’s final workshop, the 
Clothing and Textiles course, offered 


31 class members, some of them non- 
credit, learned and participated in or- 
ganized games, folk dancing, square 
dancing and quiet games. Although 
much of the material used was similar 
to that taught in recreation courses at 
Shepherd College, Coach Moore said 
Miss Dauncey also introduced much 
original material not ordinarily taught. 
She also conducted athletic games, con- 
tests, mixers and stunts, and discussed 
the methods of planning and holding 
social parties. 

The workshop, held in both gymns, 
was attended chiefly by teachers, who 
wished to find material to be used 1 not 
only in schools, but also in churches 
and other community programs. 

On Thursday night, August 31, the 
class played host to the other Shepherd 
students in a social gathering in which 
Miss Dauncey’s students introduced the 
games they had been taught, and also 
served refreshments to their friends.

Shepherd Students Tour 
Interesting Spots and 
Areas of New York City 

A group of 25 students from Shep- 
herd College toured New York City 
and environs July 28-30 under the 
direction of Dr. Harry Klug, head of 
the Department of Political Science. 

Highspots of the trip were visits to 
Wall Street, Rockefeller Center, and 
the United Nations. Students taking 
the tour earned one hour’s credit in 
Social Science and were required to 
do preparatory work before leaving 
for New York. 

Leaving Shepherdstown early Monday 
morning, July 28, the students trav- 
eled to New York via Hagerstown, Md. 
and Harrisburg, Pa., arriving at the 
United Nations building in New York 
early that afternoon for a lecture on 
the United Nations. After seeing the 
United Nations building, the students 
also stopped at the “Little Church 
around the Corner” and then saw the 
Lever House, New York’s newest build- 
ing, a glass-and-steel example of mod- 
ern American art, built by Lever Bros, 
as a headquarters for their large com- 
pany. 

That evening, the group had dinner 
and viewed a floor show at the world- 
famed Latin Quarter night club, one 
of New York’s finest, in connection 
with their study of metropolitan recrea- 
tion. 

Tuesday, July 29, the students visited 
the financial center of New York, see- 
ing Wall Street, Trinity Church, the 
Sub-Treasury and later watched the 
proceedings at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

After having lunch in Chinatown, the 
group traveled by bus into the slum 
areas of the city, visiting such places 
as “The Bowery,” one of the world’s 
most deplorable slum districts; the 
“Greek Ghetto”; “Greenwich Village,” 
home of many extremists in the field 
of art and literature; “The Artist 
Colony”; and Gramercy Park. These 
visits were made to enable the students 
to study first hand some of the most 
shocking social conditions in the United 
States and to understand more easily 
the problems of metropolitan govern- 
ment. 

Prom the slum areas, the travelers 
took a boat out to the Statue of Liberty 
late that afemoon. 

The students had Tuesday night free. 
Some went to the theater while others 
saw television shows, etc. 

Wednesday morning, after seeing one 
of the large ocean liners, the students 
visited Radio City, taking the Radio 
and Television Tour, and then the 
Rockefeller Center Tour in studying 
modem communications. That after- 
noon, the students saw Millionaire’s 
Row, the Natural History Museum, and 
then rode to Upper New York, where 
they saw the Cathedral of St. John 
Divine; Columbia University, of which 
Dwight Eisenhower was president be- 
fore being called back to duty to head 
NATO; Grant’s Tomb, and a final view 
of the city from the top of Riverside 
Baptist Church. This stop was the last 
of the tour and the group returned to 
Shepherdsown via the New Jersey 
Turnpike and Baltimore, Md., reaching 
the college about 3:30 A.M. Thursday 
morning. 

Those taking the trip were tested 
upon their return, to determine the 
value of the trip supplemented by the 
value of the reading done before leav- 
ing for New York. During the trip it- 
self, they had an opportunity to study 
many of today’s chief problems first- 
hand and to appreciate the progress 
being made to solve these problems, 
but they also had an opportunity to 
study social and cultural developments 
naw being made, particularly in their 
visits to the United Nations and to the 
slum areas. 

This tour of New York was the second 
field trip offered this summer for stu- 
dents of Shepherd College, the first 
being the historical tour to Williams- 
burg, Va.

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GIRLS’ DORM IS New Faculty Members Appointed 

IN PROSPECT HERE 


If the action of the State Board of 
Education at Charleston gets the ap- 
proval of the Board of Public Works 
and is endorsed by the 1953 West Vir- 
ginia Legislature, Shepherd College 
will do well as far as financial appro- 
priations are concerned for the 1953 
biennium, which begins next July 1. 

A $250,000 appropriation for con- 
struction of a new dormitory for worn- 
men at Shepherd College was recom- 
mended by the West Virginia Board 
of Education at its meeting recently 
in Charleston, said Garland L. Dunn, 
of Martinsburg, a member of the board. 

This recommendation now goes to 
the Board of Public Works for ap- 
proval and then to the legislature for 
a final okeh of an appropriation. 




The $250,000 would be matched by 
a like amount to be obtained from 
revenue bonds, thus providing for a 
$500,000 building. The revenue bonds 
would be retired over a period of years 
from money obtained on renting the 
student rooms. This procedure would 
be the same as was set up for the 
men’s dormitory now under construc- 
tion. 

Preliminary announcements from 
Charleston indicated that Shepherd 
request for the funds had been turned 
down but Dunn, a former president of 
the board, said this report was erron- 
eous. 

The original Shepherd request was 
$300,000 for the women’s dormitory 7 
but this figure was pared to $250,000. 
Final appropriation of the funds can- 
not be made until the next session of 
the legislature which convenes in Jan- 
uary. 

New G.l. Bill for 
Korean Veterans 

For veterans of service since the 
start of the Korean campaign who are 
planning to take education and train- 
ing under the new GI Bill for Korean 
veterans, the Veterans Administration 
emphasized the importance of care- 
fully selecting the educational program 
or training objective they wish to 
follow. 

Under the law, VA said, a veteran may 
make only one change of program and 
no more. If he makes his change before 
his deadline for starting training, he 
will not need VA’s approval. However, 
if his progress was unsatisfactory, he 
will have to show VA that it was not 
•because of his own misconduct, neglect 
or lack of application. 

The purpose of the new GI Bill, VA 
said, is to help a veteran obtain edu- 
cation or training to reach a definite, 
identified goal. The goal may be purely 
educational, such as obtaining a college 
degree; professional, such as becoming 
a lawyer; or vocational, such as train- 
ing to be a steamfitter. 

Within certain limits, a veteran may 
clioose any program of education or 
training he will need to reach the 
educational, professional or vocational 
goal he has in mind. Also, within 
limits, he may select his own school or 
training establishment, so long as it 
will “accept and retain” him in what- 
ever field it finds him qualified for. 

The law defines a program of edu- 
cation or training as “any single unit 
course or subject, any curriculum, or 
any combination of unit courses or 
subjects, which is generally accepted 
as necessary to fulfill requirements for 
the attainment of a predetermined and 
identified educational, professional or 
vocational objective.” 

A veteran may not take courses 
commonly considered as vocational or 
recreational in nature, unless he first 
submits justification to the VA, show- 
ing that the course will be of bona fide 
use in connection with his present or 
contemplated business or occupation.

Dr. Humphreys Replaces 
Dr. Carey V. Stabler 

Dr. Joe C. Humphrey, formerly with 
George Peabody College for Teachers 
at Nashville, has begun his duties as 
Dean of the Shepherd College faculty 
following approval by the State Board 
of Education. 

Dr. Humphrey was appointed dean 
at Shepherd College following the 
resignation of Dean Carey V. Stabler, 
who after four years at Shepherd re- 
signed to accept a position as dean 
at Florence State Teachers College, 
Florence, Ala.

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WELCOME! 

A welcome can be all things to all 
men, and to some students this is but 
a welcome to Shepherd College; to 
others, a welcome to endeavor and a 
challenge to achievement. These few 
words are directed to both groups, in 
hopes that both groups find some en- 
couragement and reason for being in 
college. 

Attending college is an achievement 
in itself, but the value lies in what 
one accomplishes while in attendance. 
Year after year, in every college in 
this nation, graduates are earning 
diplomas which are practically worth- 
less because these students passed 
their classes, but didn’t acquire the 
knoSfledge. Unfortunately, the student 
has not been criticized, only pitied. 
Education- Critics have complained, “It’s 
the system . . . the textbooks . . . the 
teachers . . . the way of life.” But these 
futile complaints have not solved the 
problem : why aren’t the graduates 

qualified to rank as college graduates? 

Theorizing, perhaps the critics have 
been correct in finling fault, but the 
fault lies as much with the individual 
who fails to learn as with the indi- 
vidual accused of failing to teach. In 
high school, there is little opportunity 
for the pupil to acquire more than a 
fundamental education, much of which 
seldom helps him once he enters col- 
lege, but this is no excuse for the 
number of college graduates unpre- 
pared to accept their responsibilities 
as civic anl moral leaders. 

The final fault lies , and lies most 
heavily, on the student himself. The 
old adage — “Man is his own star.” — 
applies well to the individual studying 
in the college of his choice. What he 
does with his education is his business, 
but whether he realizes it or not, once 
he finishes his higher training, life be- 
comes more than a search for a job. 
The world has always depended on 
college graduates for its leaders, and 
today more so than ever. If a man, 
nr woman, spends four years of his 
life in a classroom memorizing some 
textbooks or lectures, he has a better 
than average chance to earn a degree, 
but degrees are merely instruments, 
not thinkers. The true worth of his 
education lies in his ability to teach 
himself, to learn those things beyond 
his teacher's aid, to distinguish be- 
tween the richness of knowledge and 
the skimpiness of s/mply learning the 
facts and theories of his single field. 
Of course, no one knows everything, 
tut the nation, and the world, are sore- 
ly needing men with ability to lead 
and to teach others what they learned 
for themselves. 

And this brings us to another, more 
familiar, adage — “It’s up to you.” Your 
education IS up to you, and you alone. 
What you make of yourself, what you 
discover for yourself is up to you. And 
your ambitions can be to naught if 
you depend solely on your teachers 
and never upon yourself. Shepherd 
College can offer as fine an education 
as any other college of its size, and 
a better education than many colleges, 
if you remember it’s up to you, if you 
remember that you are your own star. 
After all. in any type of sports, in any 
way of life, the best man wins, and 
the best man is the man you should 
w’ant to be. 

Perhaps this is a very serious wel- 
come, but we hope it is a welcome you 
can accept as a challenge. Make this

Every year hundreds of students of 
different parts of the Free World come 
to study in the United States and also 
i hundreds of American students leave 
their homes to study abroad. This 
great movement of exchange of stu- 
dents is sponsored by foundations, by 
private philanthropic donations, and by 
different programs on international 
education. 

This year I had the opportunity to 
fce one of those hundreds of students, 
and it certainly is a wonderful ex- 
perience to get to know even better our 
: “primos” (cousins) as we call Ameri- 
| cans in Mexico. 

To have been granted a scholarship 
in another country is to have the op- 
I portunity of experiencing a somewhat 
! different way of life which enriches 
the student’s personality. It is the thrill 
of traveling and meeting new people, 
not as a tourist but as a student who 
has to share in another land the same 
wonderful things which school offers 
to everyone who loves culture. 

Before coming to the United States 
I was working at the Press Office of 
tne American Embassy in Mexico City. 
This section is part of the United 
States Information Service (USIS) 
which consists of radio, press, audio- 
visual and cultural sources of informa- 
tion, and its object is to strengthen 
,the good neighbor relations between 
our countries. As a junior writer- 
translator, my work was to translate 
and adapt some articles on different 
subjects dealing with the United States. 
These articles were part of the material 
that the Press Section released daily 
to the Mexican press and magazines. 

The wonderful feeling of seeing my 
work published and the great interest 
I had in writing were the main factors 
in making up my mind to get a more 
solid basis for my future wo^k as a 
writer. Having the opportunity to work 
in conjunction with the Cultural Sec- 
tion, I was aware of the scholarships 
which were offered every year by the 
'Institute of International Education. 
I Last year, I applied for one on journal- 
ism. I turned in the information re- 
quired and patiently waited 10 months 
for an answer. . . and it came. 

In leaving the Embassy, the Cultural 
Attache reminded me that every ex- 
cnange student is an ambassador of 
his country and thus, has to remember 
that he is not only an individual but 
a representative of his country’s cul- 
ture and progress. I know that every 
exchange student should feel that way. 
Though being one among hundreds and 
even thousands, every single exchange 
student is part of a world-wide pro- 
gram created to promote a better 
understanding betw r een all the people 
who differ in their customs and lang- 
uages, but who have the same prin- 
ciples and ideals. 

On August loth, I left Mexico City, 
j As I had worked in connection with 
j the press for two years I was w r ell 
; acquainted with the different staffs o$ 
,the Mexican newspapers. Due to this 
jfdct I was quite thrilled when, after 
| a few days, I received an envelope 
Iwith clippings describing my trip and 
imy scholarship which appeared in al- 
| most every newspaper and magazine. 

My first stop was Tucson, Arizona. 
The only thing I can remember is that 
I was melting with the heat. For sev- 
eial days my activities were reduced to 
sitting under a ventilator and drinking 
gallons of cold lemonade. On the eighth 
day I thought that I had had enough 
water and made a reservation to fly to 
Chicago, where I havesome relatives. 

Chicago. For years I always wanted 
to visit there. I had a vague idea that 
it was called the “Windy City,” but 
that idea didn’t seem so vague after I 
stepped out of the airplane. I had quite 
a typical Chicago reception, because, 
as I was told later, that was one of 
the windiest days they have had during 
this year. 

While there, I visited the Museum of 
Art and Industry where I saw the show 
production “From Adam to Atom.” I 
also visited the famous Planetarium 
and Chicago’s famous cocktail lounges 
and night clubs. (It is always recom- 
mendable to see a little bit of every- 
thing.)

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Shepherd Rams Nip 
Hampden-Sydney 7-6 

The Shepherd College Rams open- 
ed. their 1952 season by upsetting 
the highly favored Hampden-Sydney 
Tigers on Fairfax Field by a score of 
7-6. The Tigers were favored to take 
the Rams by more than a 14 point 
margin in some quarters, but a spirited 
underdog Ram squad proved the foot- 
ball prediction wrong. 

The Rams took the field determined 
to make a battle of it and proved 
themselves in top form before an esti- 
mated crowd of between 800 and 1000 
fans. The Rams, in winning, served 
notice they will not be the pushover 
this season that they were last season. 

Out of 19 game starters ‘on the 
offensive and defensive teams the 
Rams had 10 freshmen who partici- 
pated in their first college ball game. 

Jack Booth was the running star of 
the day for the Rams, turning in runs 
cf 25 and 26 yards. Booth carried the 
hall 18 times and picked' up 150 yards 
rushing. The efforts of Halfback Larry 
McKenzie and Quarterback Jack Potts 
gave the Rams an additional 113 yards 
rushing. 

On the defense guard Charles Gore, 
tackle Carl Tucker and line backer 
Jim Manges were outstanding for the 
Rams. Only once did Hampden Sydney 
get deeper than the Rams 18-yard line 
and that was when they scored. 

Shepherd won the toss and elected 
to receive. Larry McKenzie took the 
kickoff on the ten and ran it back to 
the Ram 29. McKenzie and Booth both 
ripped off first downs, and moved the 
ball to the visitors 44. At this point 
the Tigers defense began to click and 
ihe Rams could only move to the Tigers 
40, and were forced to punt. 

The kick carried only nine yards 
going out of bounds on the visitors 31. 
On the first play by Hampden-Sydney, 
halfback Willy Reilly fumbled. The 
Rams’ alert co-captain, Carl Tucker, 
fell on the ball at the line of scrim- 
mage. 

The Rams resumed their march to 
pay dirt. Booth picked up seven, and 
Bob Hedmond picked up three more 
yards for a first down. McKenzie gain- 
ed five, and Booth moved to the 
Hampden-Sydney ten for another first 
down. On the next play Booth found 
a big hole over tackle and scampered 
the remaining ten yards for the touch- 
down. Buddy Locke made his place- 
ment for the extra point, which proved 
to be the margin of victory. 

The remainder of the first half found 
the Rams and the Tigers moving up 
and down the gridiron, with neither 
team making a serious threat. 

Hampden-Sydney scored late in the 
third period when Tom McNair scam- 
perel around his own left end for 17 
yards and a touchdown. The place- 
ment for the extra point by Tom 
Poland was wide. 

Early in the fourth period, Jack 
Booth picked up 26 yards for the Rams, 
bringing them up to the Tigers’ 15. 
The Hampden-Sydney defense stiffened 
and the Rams gave up the ball on 
downs. 

The Tigers immediately roared back 
down the field in a determined effort 
to overtake the one-point lead but this 
drive bogged down on the Rams’ 5S. 

The Tigers held and Shepherd punt- 
ed. With the game coming to a close, 
the Tigers opened up with a despera- 
tion passing attack. They marched for 
three straight first downs before the 
Shepherd passing defense began to 
click. Again the Tigers were forced 
to give up the ball on downs. 

Jack Potts, quarterback for the 
Rams,, ran out the last seconds of the 
game on two quaterback sneaks. 

Coach Moore rushed on the playing 
field to congratulate the winning 
Rams. The members of the Rams squad 
immediately lifted him to their shoul- 
ders and carried him from the field. 

In commenting after the game,

Instructors May Receive 
Salary Increase 

A 12 V 2 percent “across the board” 
salary increase for personnel was rec- 
mended by the State Board or Educa- 
tion. The Board recommended a ten 
percent boost in salaries for all state 
colleges but proposed a 12*4 percent 
boost for Shepherd, Glenville and West 
Liberty to “bring them in line with 
salaries paid in other parts of the 
state,” the board said. 

Dr. Ikenberry said that the person- 
nel services budget is now $182,000 of 
the total college operational costs of 
$224,000. If the salary increase be- 
omes effective, this would put the total 
salaries cost over the $200,000 mark. 

Requests of the state college heads 
handed the board Thursday included 
$13,687,708 for new buildings and 
$11, 141,600 for personal services, which 
take in administrative, instructional 
and custodial personnel. The amount 
of money appropriated for personnel 
services for the current biennium is 
about 40 percent under the figure re- 
quested for the 1953-54 biennhun.

President Truman told the delegates 
that it is their job to make the ideals 
and principles of Americanism clear to 
all citizens and particularly young 
people. “The success of our institutions 
depends on a clear understandng of 
vhat our democracy is — what its 
foundations are — where it is strong 
and where it is weak,” the President 
warned. “Free government is based not 
only on morality, but also on reason.” 

Approximately 1,000 delegates repre- 
senting 60 public and private agencies 
tliroughout the nation were in attend- 
ance at the three day conference. 
Fifty-two men and women from the 
Washington area who were special 
guests of the conference, had the spe- 
cial distinction of being welcomed into’ 
American citizenship by President Tru- 
man. He urged them to put aside their 
cld nationalistic or racial feuds and to 
become a part of a great community 
based on a set of universal ideas.

ENROLLMENT INCREASES 
16.5% AT SHEPHERD 

It seems that Shepherd College is 
bulging at the seams this fall with a 
record breaking full time enrollment 
of 440 students. Of this total 220 are 
former students; 167 are freshmen, and 
53 are transfer students from other 
colleges or universities.

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Geographical Description 
Of Mexico

(This is the first in a series of 
(features on Mexico) 

If you look at a map you will notice 
that the Tropic of Cancer passes 
through the center of the Mexican Re- 
public as it does through the Northern 
part of Africa. Naturally you may then 
-believe that Mexico is as hot and un- 
comfortable as the Sahara Desert. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth, for Mexico’s superb climates vary 
with altitude and ngt with proximity 
to the Equator. 

Two thirds of the country lies high 
above sea level between two rngged 
mountain ranges. On these elevated 
plateaus, ranging in atitude from 5.000 
to 10,000 feet, are located the principal 
cities and towns, historic sites and 
many picturesque resorts. The average 
temperature in the nation’s capital, 
Mexico City, is 60 degrees. Never below 
50 and never above 70. In the semi- 
tropics it is only a few degrees higher 
and along the coast at wellknown re- 
resorts about 80 degrees. 

Just by going up and down it is 
possible to find the climate you want. 
Within a few hours from the high 
plateau lie the semi-tropics with 
balmy soft and soothing atmosphere. 
Descending to the coastal areas, it be- 
comes warmer, yet during the hottest 
days of the year, the climate is always 
comfortable because ocean breezes and 
trade winds cool and refresh. “Do?j 
days” don’t exist in Meyico anywhere. 

In northern climes there are four 
distinct seasons. In Mexico there are 
only two: the rainy and the dry. The 
rainy season starts around the end of i 
May or beginning of June and lasts , 
until the first week of October, when 
it ends abruptly. During this period 
of the year, heavy showers of rela- 
tively short duration occur usually 
during afternoons and nights. Morn- 
ings are bright and clear. 

With the rains, the whole country- 
sides blossoms with the green of new 
growth. Flowers of every variety make 
their appearance seemingly overnight. 
Nature is then in its full glory. 

Possibly no country in the world is 
bjessed with such delightful and varied 
climates as Mexico. There is always 
one that will met YOUR taste.

Reading Clinic 
At Shepherd 

Monday, October 6th, marked the be- 
ginning of the Reading Clinic held at 
Shepherd, under the direction of Dr. 
Gleamon M. Cansler, which, for the 
time being, will meet three days a 
week, on Monday, Wednesday and Fri- 
day. 

The Reading Program for the Clinic 
is composed of four phases. At the 
heart of the program is the ability to 
recognize words. The second phase is 
the ability to recognize and compre- 
hend the meaning of printed words. 
The third is the ability to react to 
what one has read, in a critical fash- 
ion, and the fouth is to learn to inte- 
grate what one has read and apply it 
to use. 

Because of the limited time and ex- 
tent with which to work,' this semester 
the Clinic is only able to accommodate 
15 students, but hopes to make the 
program available to ones who feel it 
is needed, sometime in the near future. 
The 15 students in the class now have 
been chosen from the Freshmen class 
by the Department. 

Dr. Cansler stated that students wall 
have the opportunity to study various 
phases of the reading program. They 
will be able to have visual screening 
tests, auditory (hearing( screen tests, 
and various types of objective, evalua- 
tive and diagnostic tests. These same 
tests are administered on very expen- 
sive equipment, chief among which are 
: the Keystone Telebinocular, Audio- 
meter, and the Opthalmiagraph.

Veterans eligible for education and 
tiaining under the new Korean GT Bill 
have ready access to educational and 
vocational guidance before finally de- 
termining their training objectives and 
outlining their programs of education 
and training. 

In view of the fact that the new 
Ac t provides a trainee only one change 
of course in any case, taking ‘Advan- 
tage of this counseling at the outset 
will in many cases save time and 
trouble for the veteran. 

Preferably, the veteran should get 
his counseling before his program of 
education or training is begun. How- 
ever, he may get it while he is pur- 
suing the program, or during a period 
cf permissible interruption of the 
training. 

Veterans may request educational 
and vocational guidance from a non- 
profit school, college, community coun- 
seling center, or through the ''ounsel- 
irg service provided by VA.

AT ROTARY CLUB 

Henry W. Morrow, Attorney of 
Charles Town, West Virginia and a 
member of the Shepherd College Fa- 
culty, addressed the Martinsburg Ro- 
tary Club at its weekly luncheon meet- 
ing which was held on September 25th 
at 12:15 P.M. in the Shenandoah Hotel 
in Martinsburg, West Virginia.

RAMS LOSE 27-7 
IN ROUGH CONTEST 

The Shepherd College Rams suffered 
their first defeat of the season at the 
hands of Randolph-Macon’s Yellow 
Jackets in a rough contest 27-7 last 
Saturday. 

Jack Potts, dependable Ram quarter- 
back, suffered a groken collar bone 
early in the second quarter. Potts’ in- 
jury will probably keep him out for 
the remainder of the season. With the 
less of Potts the Rams offensive threat 
may be reduced for the remainder of 
the season. 

The Rams and the Yellow Jackets 
fought it out on fairly even terms 
during the first quarter.

Dr. Ruth Scarborough represented 
Shepherd' College at the Winchester 
Branch of The American Association 
of University Women which met at the 
parish house in Winchester, Va. on 
Tnursday night, October 2.

He spoke of this age-old problem of 
education, and of how the Greeks in , 
400 B.C. were concerned with the pri- 
mary function of education. In Plato’s ; 
Republic the ideal was to bring about , 
a state of justice, in other words, have ] 
for all people an ideal society. 

Dr. Shortt developed this theme, re- 
ferring to the Pilgrim fathers whose 
main purpose in education was to off- ' 
set the evil designs of the old Satan 
who kept men from the knowledge of 
the scriptures. In the years following 
the American Revolution, Thomas Jef- 
ferson proposed a plan for public edu- , 
cation that would include all in a free 
society. All must concern themselves 
with the right and responsibilities of 
citizenship to the end that this free 
society will develop. Dr. Shortt then 
spoke of the Cardinal Principles of 
Education, as the framework from 
which we might appraise our institu- 
tions in general. He said, however, that 
these are not objectives for which the 
schools alone can be held responsible. 
Other agencies also have a contribu- 
tion to make. His comments were inter- 
esting as connected with the various 
phases of development in the schools: 
physically, mentally, socially, ethically.

The Shepherd College Rams annual 
Homecoming was marred by a 13-6 grid 
loss- to Montgomery Junior OoUege^Qf 
Bethesda, Md., on muddy Fairfax Field 
Saturday, October 11. 

The Rams took the opening kickoff 
but found it rough going on the muddy, 
slippery gridiron and elected to punt.

History Class Views 
Movies on Greece 

The students in Dr. Scarborough’s 
Developement of Social Institutions 
Classes have again been able to see 
film strips on the country they have 
been studying. During the week of 
October 13-17, two film strips, dealing 
with ancient and modern Greek civili- 
zation, were shown to the class, the 
first being “Ancient Athens,” photo- 
graphed by Life Magazine. This film 
dealtmostly with the ruins of the 
Acropolis, filmed partially in techni- 
color, showing the famed Parthenon, 
built in honor of the goddess Athena, 
end the thirty-foot bronze statue of 
Athena created by the greatest Peri- 
clean sculptor, Phidias. There were 
also various different scenes of the 
Propylaea, or gateway to the Acropolis, 
at the foot of the hill, and the Erec- 
theum, a temple shared by Athena and 
Erectheus. 

Among the other renouned places 
shown in the picture were the Theatre 
of Dionysus; the Pnyx or forum of 
the Athenian Assembly; the little 
Temple to Athena the Victorious; the 
Tower of the Winds and the Agora 
cr market place. Samples of Grecian 
art were depicted in vases and statues, 
and several pictures. 

The second film strip, “Greece 
Throtugh the Ages,” dealt largely with 
modern Greece and Athens. This film 
includes scenes of the Academy of 
Modern Athens, built as a successor 
to the Academy founded by Plato in 
ancient times; views of such places as 
Piraesus, the port of Athens; Thessa- 
loike, the third largest city of Greece; 
the Marathon Dam — from which 
A then’s water supply comes; and var- 
ious islands, including Mykonos and 
Kerkyra (Corfu.) Students received the 
chance to view many paintings de- 
scribing the type of life the Greeks 
led, their leaders in the worlds of 
science, philosophy and art, and the 
types of industry by which they made 
their living. Again, as in the first film 
strip, scenes of the temple on the 
Acropolis, in Athens, were shown.

The Shepherd College Rams regained 
the win column after suffering two 
straight defeats with a 13-0 victory 
over the Apprentice Shipbuilders of 
Newport News, Va last Friday night.

many will be almost sovereign in the 
community of the western nations. Also 
the parlaments will have to ratify the 
European Defense Community. 

The reaction of the people to these 
treaties ranges between complete ap- 
pioval to bitter opposition. It might 
be interesting to hear what the Ger- 
mans themselves say to these agree- 
ments their chancellor has made with- 
out letting them know what he was 
going to sign. Nobody was informed 
about the contents of the memoran- 
dum until after it was signed. 

Many people, remembering the 
nazi crimes, are happy because they 
feel that West Germany at least has 
been accepted to the community of 
the western nations as an equal part- 
ner. They feel that this treaty is one 
more step towards sovereignty and the 
end of the occupation regime. 

Other people agree with the signing 
of the treaty but are not really glad 
about it. They say the agreement is 
a bitter necessity, a nd it is the lesser 
of two evils. They realize that Germany 
will not be sovereign although it 5s 
expected to rearm and if necessary 
fight for the interests and ideals of the 
West. They realize that a Germanv 
under the mercy of the West is still 
better off than a unified Germany 
under the mercy of the East. 

Some express the opinion that this 
agreement prevents German re-unifi- 
cation forever. They don’t want the 
Federal Republic to become part of 
the Western World and the Democratic

The tax problems and 
pclicies of the two parties were dis- 
cussed. Dr. Klug and Dr. Morrow a - 
greed that the amount of money we 
are prepared to give, or not to gtve, 
to other countries, will affect our for- 
eign policies. 

The third point discussed was the 
trade policy of each party. The country 
has been severly criticized for tendency 
to move toward the Soviet Union. The 
fourth point discussed was the Civil 
Rights program of each party, * ^.d the 
problem of poll tax. 

Dr. Morrow advised! the club to look 
back into the records of the party 
members, and see how they voted on 
various issues, because at the time of 
campaigning, both parties are prone 
to promise the same things, and es- 
pecially to promise the things that 
they know the people want. “Some of 
the things to look into are their past 
records regarding war and peace, in- 
flation and ezpenditures. While the 
candidate may say one thing is his 
belief, and really mean what he is 
saying, he must still do as his party 
believes, for he is, in short, a captive 
of his party. The candidate, if he be- 
er mes president, must realize that he 
will have a hard time in doing what 
lie wants unless he has the sympathy 
and cooperation of congress." 

The meeting was then turned over 
to the club, who discussed various 
problems and issues of the elections 
and campaigns. Some of the issues dis- 
cussed were the problems of unified I 
purchasing powers of the armed forces, 1 
the policies of both parties concerning 
the Korean war and United Nations 
police action; the isolation view of the 
Republican party; national defense; 
the problems of South America; and 
the stands of 4he two prties on civil 
rights, and the effects these policies 
might have towards Communist propa- 
ganda. 

Among other points discussed' were 
the points of views of the Republican 
and Democratic parties compared to 
the views of Eisenhower and Stevenson.

POT STATE vs. SHEPHERD 
The Shepherd College Rams 
suffered their third defeat of 
the season at the hands of 
the Potomac State Cata- 
mounts Saturday, October 25, 
21 - 0 . 


The king of autumn sports in the 
United States is football. It holds sway 
from the close of the baseball season 
until baseball begins. No game demands 
more teamwork, strength, courage, and 
alertness, or provides a more thrilling 
spectacle, and few games have as lively 
a history. 

Football is the chief sport in most 
colleges and universities as well as in 
thousands of secondary schools. It is 
also played by teams representing 
cities, playgrounds, and industrial or- 
ganizations, as well as by teams of 
professional players. Its legion of play- 
ers, however, are but a handful in com- 
parison with its spectators. The mil- 
ieus of dollars spent each year for 
tickets to football games have built 
mammoth stadiums. Those at the Uni- 
versity of California, Stanford Uni- 
versity, the University of Michigan, and 
Yale can each seat 70,000 persons or 
more. City stadiums too are used for 
football. Soldiers Field in Chicago, the 
Philadelphia Municipal Stadium, and 
the Los Angeles Coliseum each hold 
more than 1000,000. The Rose Bowl at 
Pasadena, California, can seat about 
50,000. 

Football in the United States has 
grown almost to the status of a major 
industry. Income from intercollegiate 
football games amounts in some years 
to an estimated $20,000,000. Most of 
this is absorbed by the high cost of 
thes sport, large sums must be spent 
each year to maintain and finance 
stadiums, to pay salaries of coaching 
staffs as well as of trainers and phy- 
sicians, to pay traveling expenses, and 
to buy equipment. A single football 
uniform may cost as much as $75, for 
it must be designed especially to pro- 
tect the player from bruises and broken 
bones. 

Selecting a national champion team 
each year become increasingly difficult 
because of the number of good teams, 
the frequent upsets of good teams by 
mediocre teams, and the impossibility 
of planning schedules so as to insure 
games between the best teams. Some 
consider a national champion the win- 
ner of the Rose Bowl game each New 
Year’s Day at Pasadena, California, in 
connection with the Tournament of 
Roses. The game is played by the 
champion of the Pacific Coast Con- 
ference and an eastern or southern 
team selected by it usually from among 
unbeaten or clearly superior teams. 

Other “bowl" games have arisen in 
the South. At New Orleans a Sugar 
EgwI game is held between a strong 
team representing the South and one 
representing the North. Dallas has a 
Cotton Bowl game; Miami an Orange 
Bowl game, and El Paso, a Sun Bowl 
game. 

Walter Campis called “the father of 
American football," because he is 
credited with doing more than any 
other man to bring the intercollegiate 
game to its present status. 

Perhaps the outstanding contribution 
of Camp to football was his coopera- 
tion with others to save the game 
from brutality. Mass plays, such as 
the V-shaped or wedge formation, 
were causing injuries and deaths. Often 
a player would be tossed bodily across 
the scrimmage line with the ball in 
his hands. At other times a team would 
lock hands around the man carrying 
the ball and sweep everything before 
it. In 1906 the rule makers revolution- 
ized the game by introducing the for- 
ward pass which led to a more oper\ 
style of play. In 1910 mass plays were 
banished forever by abolishing inter- 
locking interference and requiring 
seven men on the line of scrimmage. 

Other great names which must be 
included in the list of football idols, 
are such men as Glenn (Pop) Warner, 
Knute Rockne, Red Grange, Amos 
Stagg, and Fielding Yost.

To be eligible to take the Selective 
Service College Qualification Test, an 
applicant: (1) Must be a registrant 
who intends to request occupational 
deferment as a student; (2) Must be 
under 26 years old at the time of tak- 
ing* the test; (3) Must have already 
begun and plan to continue his college 
or university studies (the applicant 
need not be in a 4-year college but his 
entire course must be satisfactory for 
transfer of credits to a degree-granting 
institution); (4) Must not previously 
have taken the test. 

There will be no cost for taking the 
test. The registrant will be required to 
pay only his transportational costs to 
and from the testing center.. 

The purpose of this test is to give the 
student the chance to prove that he 
should be left in college so that he 
can finish his education. If it was’nt

No better example of this can be offer- 
ed than the United Nations Interna- 
tional Children’s Emergency Fund 
which was initiated in 1946 by Herbert 
Hoover, the communist delegate from 
Poland, and the mayor of New York 
city. This organization in its 6^ years 
of existance has given aid to 60,000,000 
of the 150,000,000 needy children in the 
world. 

Mrs. Holmes recounted several inter- 
esting incidents that she has ex- 
perienced in her travels. In closing Mrs. 
Holmes said “In order to maintain peace 
in our world we must have an under- 
standing and clear concept of the prob- 
lems of other countries.” 

Mrs. Holmes’ speech was well re- 
ceived by the student body and after 
the assembly period she continued her 
lecture and answered questions in Dr 
Ruth Scarborough’s history classes.

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GRADES ARE IMPORTANT 

(Editor’s Note: The following editorial appeared in the 

Daily Athenaeum, West Virginia Student Newspaper.) 

There comes a time in every student’s life when he decides 
to study. More often than not, this decision is made immediately 
prior to an examination. 

Some students never have the decision to make; they came 
to college with the idea of learning, and with the philosophy 
that one of the best ways to learn is to study. 

The student who studies only occasionally is the one who 
usually has the poorer grades. He studies all night the night 
before a test and the next day goes to class feeling groggy. After 
the test, he goes to his bed, comforted by the belief that grades 
aren’t really important; it’s what you know that counts. 

The student that studies continuously doesn’t have to study 
the night before an examination. He knows he has a firm foun- 
dation for the test, so he merely reviews the material he has 
already studied. 

There are few firms interested in hiring college graduates 
with low grades. They believe that the student who makes low 
grades is either not interested in his work or is not capable of 
doing better. No organization wants to hire a man that is lazy 
or incompetent. Most firms operate on the principle that if a 
student can learn what he is taught in college, he can also learn 
what the firm has to teach him. 

It is rare indeed when a firm asks only to see a diploma. 
Almost invariably a prospective employer wants to know what 
kind of grades the graduate made while in college. 

Only the foolish believe that grades are not important. Some 
students have convinced themselves that grades don’t really 
mean much, but in their hearts they know better.

HOW TO JUDGE MUSIC 

An ordinary person is not required to 
give judgment in regard to musical 
v orks or to try to determine their value 
to the rest of the world. He can take 
them to heart or leave them alone. In 
his judgement, he does’nt have to be 
just or fair, or to even say one little 
thing about them. At his own fancy, 
he can tolerate, accept, or reject the 
musical works. The professional has 
no such liberty. Neither has any ama- 
teur or follower w'ho has taken up the 
idea of music. None of these can ignore 
the standards that govern the writers 
of music. 

These standards exist however be- 
cause being a professional involves by 
definition, “The assumption of a re- 
sponsible attitude both toward the ma- 
terial with which the profession deals 
and toward society in general, which 
the professional unquestionably serves.” 
A professional in other words is deter- 
mined by his demand from society. No 
matter how limited his skill or mental 
powers may be, he must be willing, at 
any time, to express his sincere opin- 
ions. 

Every musician therefore is a music 
critic. He is required to make his opin- 
ions on music and act on them. All this, 
however, is in regard primarily to the 
work of other musicians, living and 
dead. In general, his work is either a 
comment on theirs or an interpretation 
cf it, which nine tenths, at least, of 
anybody’s musical work is. We either 
play the original piece or, in a round 
about way, a copy from it. Therefor, 
even the composer, as well as anyone 
else is almost always required to give 
his opinion of music written by other 
people. 

The forming of this opinion, 
involves three possible operations. 
The first operation may not be in 
all fairness, but it consists of list- 
ing to a piece, like reading it, rather 
in a way that a cook tastes food. This 
first factor is important in determining 
our final judgements, the ones on 
which we act. A person does not have 
to make himself listen by completely 
clearing his mind, because curiosity is 
stronger than any bored feeling a per- 
son might have before hand. “Any 
musician faced with a new piece, will 
listen. ”He may not listen long, but 
he will put his mind to it, if only for a 
moment. He will probably try to listen 
as long as it can hold his attention. 
The second operation after the initial 
tasting is going on listening. Not all 
pieces hold a person’s attention. It is 
too bad that they don’t, but whether 
the composition holds our attention or 
rot is still no reason to underestimate 
the song. Any good musician will listen 
to music, to sound of any kind. He is 
like a painter who observes. That is 
why he is a musician to begin with. 
“Listening is his line of least resist- 
ance.” If, however, a musician cannot 
keep his mind on the piece of music, 
he will consider this fact in his final 
judgement. 

The final operation is the aftertaste. 
The feeling that the piece holds in 
the mind for the first few minutes 
after a composition ceases to be heard. 
This is just as important as the first 
taste and the following of it through. 
One must not and will not forget hear- 
ing a piece that is absorbing from the 
beginning until the end. It is like wak- 
from a wonderful dream. 

All music does not produce this ef- 
fect, but the degree towhich it might 
is valuable in deciding one’s final an- 
nalysis. A good point is try and deter- 
mine why a piece did or did not hold 
one’s attention on the first hearing. 
This final taste may cause one to dis- 
l ; ke the piece or to illumine and in- 
spire a person to become better ac- 
quainted with the composition.

RAMS END SEASON DEFEATING BRIDGE- 
WATER 18-13, IN A SEA OF MUD 


Leps Returns Punt 
To Score 

The Shepherd College Rams ended 
their 1952 season on a victorious note 
by defeating the Game but under- 
manned Bridgewater (Va.) College 
Eagles 18-13, on Fairfax Field. 

The Rams broke into the scoring 
column early in the first period on a 
brilliant 75-yard punt return, when 
Clay Leps, Ram safety, scooped up 
a Bridgewater punt on the Ram 25 
and threaded his way through the en- 
tire Eagles team to score. Buddy 
I.ocke’s attempted conversion was wide 
cf its intended mark. 

On the following kickoff by the 
Rams, Johnny Vance gathered in the 
ball on the Eagles’ ten. Vance moved 
for the sideline and eluded would-be 
Ram tacklers to cover 90 yards to score. 
Vance’s attempt for the extra point 
was good. 

With less than six minutes of the 
first period gone the game was tied at 
6-6. During the remainder of the first 
quarter neither team could gain an 
advantage as fairfax field was turned 
j into a sea of mud. 

As the second stanza opened, a Shep- 
jherd punt was allowed to roll dead on 
the Eagle 41. From this point the 
Eagles openned their second touch- 
down march that covered 59 yards. 

Vance completed a 15 yard pass play 
to end Fred Pence for the first down 
on the Ram 46. A ground play gained 
one, a pass picked up five more and 
another rushing picked up the first 
down on the 35. 

The Ram defensive wall tightened 
and held the Eagles to no grain on 
the next two plays. With the Bridere- 
water ground game stalled, quarter- 
back Cheawood went to the air and 
completed a pass to End Pence on the 
Ram 20. The Ram forward wall drop- 
ped Vance for a four-yard loss on the 
next ulay, but on the next play Vance 
hit fullback Bill Humbert with a 24- 
vard pass to score the Eagles second 
touchdown. Vance’s conversion fo~ the 
extra point was good. 

Larry McKenzie took the Eagle Kick- 
on the Ram 12 and moved it out to 
the 39. From this point the Rams 
marched 61 yards to score. Bob Hed- 
mond and Jack West picked up a 
first down at the midfield strip. 


Quarterback Buddy Locke passed to 
| cr.d Bill Heyser for a 21 -yard gain and 
another first down. Locke, Hadmond, 
and West picked up three more yards 
, apiece and McKenzie drove for eight 
more and another first down on the 
Eagles’ 12. 

Fullback Hedmond was stopped for 
no gain at the line of scrimmage. 
Locke safed back and hit Heyser on 
the goal line for the remaining 12 
yards and the score. Again Locke’s 
conversion for the extra point was no 
good. The Half ended with Bridge- 
winter out front by the score of 13-12. 

Shepherd kicked off to Bridgewater 
to open the second half but the Eagles 
v/ere halted deep in their own territory 
and were forced to punt. 

The Rams took control of the ball 
on their own 48 and moved 52 yards 
sparked by the entire Ram backfield. 
McKenzie clawed his way over from 
two. Again Locke’s conversion attempt 
was no good. 

Late in the fourth period, Vance hit 
end Fred Penc to complete a pass 
play covering 58 yards and what looked 
to be another touchdown for the 
Eagles. Defensive halback John Alger 
saved the day when he overhauled the 
goal-ward bent Pence on the Ram 11. 
Cn three plays the Eagles’ pickey up 
a little over nine yards lacking inches 
for a first down. On fourth down 
Eagle fullback Humbert fumbled but 
recovered for a one yard loss. 

The Rams took over after the Eagles 
had failed to make the first down. 
; The Rams began to run out the clock 
. but were forced to punt, the kick going 
| out of bounds on the Ram 40. 

The Eagles took to the air but again 
! defensive halfback John Alger of Mar- 
| tin-sibling saved the day as he inter- 
cepted Vance’s pass on the Ram 15 
j and moved it back to the 29. Locke on 
| a quarterback sneak ran out the final 
seconds. 

The Rams probably played one of 
i their best defensive games of the sea- 
son. They held the Bridgewater club 
- r * -i ttiinus t nree yards on rushing 
| plays. It would be hard to single out 
any particular outstanding defensive 
1 player of the game; in fact all the 
Rams were outstanding.

To his right, also standing, is A. C. Morgan, Shepherdstown, who read the list of items which had been placed 
in the cornerstone. Some of the items included a number of articles and booklets and programs involving Shep- 
herd College, a Bible, the Alma Mater, a yearbook, catalogue, handbook; newspapers from this section, daily and 
weekly; radio program; some West Virginia publications; program of the dedication of the Physical Education 
Building program for exercises for the dormitory this morning; picture of the Physical Education Building; coins 
! of the 50, 25, 10 and one-cent types; stamps of the three, two and one-cent types; and some written material, in- 
cluding a prediction by Dean Humphrey as to student enrollment in 1960 — and at 2,000. 

The other picture shown above shows masonic me nbers standing outside near the cornerstone which is 
ready to be inserted into a special niche in the building. The rain however forced the members inside where prac- 
tically all of the ceremony was conducted. 

The main address for the Cornerstone laying was made by Dean Joe Humphrey, new dean at the college, 
who used as his text “What sculpture is to marble, education is to the human soul”. The building, he said, is 
symbolic of what has been accomplished, a tribute to those who have made its creation possible, and a challenge 
in a great age to great things. Also speaking at the program, but as Grand Orator in the Masonic ceremonies, 
was Dr. N. B. Hendrix, who brought out that the cornerstone stands as a challenge to the use of the mind — to 
comprehend opportunities, to recognize the diginity of education and the mastery of it. Contractor Harley Miller 
extended greetings to the group and stated that the building should be ready for occupancy by next April. A 
number of musical selections were provided by the Shepherd College band and college quartette. Dr. Oliver S. 
Ikenberry, President, presided at the ceremonies. Garland Dunn, past president and member of the state Board 
of Education and Architect Harry Ney were unable to attend the ceremonies. The cornerstone laying had originally 
been scheduled for November 15 but was postponed because of inclement weather.

NEWS FOR VETERANS 

More than 23,000 home loans, with 
an aggregate principal amount of over 
$150 million, are available for sale by 
the Veterans Administration to private 
lending institutions, VA announced. 

The loans have been made by VA 
under the direct lending program es- 
tablished by the Housing Act of 1950. 
This law authorizes VA to make home 
mortgage loans directly to veterans in 
those areas where VA finds that private 
capital is not available for GI 4 percent 
loans guaranteed by VA. 

When sold, VA’s direct loans are 
guaranteed up to 60 percent of the loan 
in the same manner as a GI loan 
made by private lenders. 

The average loan now available for 
sail is approximately $6,600 in initial 
principal amount with a typical matur- 
ity of 20 years and a cash down pay- 
ment of 5 to 10 percent. 

The loans are sold by VA regional 
offices, either individually or in blocks. 
Eligible purchasers, any private lend- 
ing institution showing ability to ser- 
vice loans, may reserve for a limited 
period the right to buy any number 
or group of loans. 

This procedure permits inspection 
end analysis of the loans and the re- 


lated properties by the prospective 
buyer in advance of purchase. None of 
tne loans offered for sale is delinquent. 

T. B. King, Director of VA’s loan 
guaranty service, emphasized the high 
investment caliber of VA direct loans. 
He said that, in all cases, the credit of 
the veteran has been screened by the 
local VA office and the purchase price 
or construction cost of the property has 
met VA’s finding of reasonable value. 
In addition, the property metse VA’s 
minimum construction and property re- 
quirements. 

“The liberal 60 percent guarantor 
(VA) to those ofthe holder,” Air. King 
stated, “result in a practically riskless 
asset for the lender.”

Loneliness, and the muffled movement of their sheep, and 
a strange new star in the east, and a low wind over the hills. 
The Shepherds huddled together watched their sheep this night, 
as every night. Then, out of the midnight sky, angels appeared 
in an awesome throng to announce the joyous tidings of the 
Savior’s birth. Little were these frightened men, soon climbing 
down the rocks and passing through the damp grass to Bethle- 
hem, to know that the greatest of Shepherds had been de- 
livered for the glory of men. 

Through the ages, men everywhere have remembered these 
humble sheep-herders bearing their lambs to the mangers as of- 
fering, as modern men bear their prayers, sorrows and sins as 
offerings to the altar of God. And through the ages, the season 
of Christmas, most joyful of Christmas feasts, has become a 
symbol of man’s deliverance, a time of celebration, a time of re- 
joicing, a time of spiritual renascense, but yet, for many a 
time of loneliness.

In an aura of spiritual awe, 
men can, and will, escape their loneliness and frailty, transcend 
chaos and turmoil, and journey once again to the rendezvous 
of beauty and join with the Shepherds keeping eternal 
watch over the wayward flock of humanity, ever returning to 
His fold. This Christmas it is indeed little enough that Christ- 
ians everywhere might echo the tidings, “Peace on earth, good, 
will toward men,” in prayer and brief reunion with the Shep- 
herd keeping watch.

Enrollment Reaches 
New High Record 

The Shepherd College’s enrollment is 
given as 437 currently, according to a 
listing in the West Virginia Association 
of Higher Education Bulletin just is- 
sued. 

This compares with 378 for the 

1951-1952 enrollment and 422 for the 

1950-1951 term. 

The total shows 12 Korean war vet- 
erans and 49 World War II veterans.

The resignation of Dr. Ray L. Shirley 
as Professor of Chemistry on the Shep-

Dr. Shirley, who has -served as head 
of the Chemistry Department at 
Shepherd since the retirement of 
Ernest Stutzman in September 1951, 
hr-: accepted a position as Professor 
of Research at the Agricultural Ex- 
perimental Station of the University 
of Florida in Gainesville. 

At the Gainesville Station Dr. Shir- 
ley’s work will be strictly that of re- 
search. He will leave here at the end 
of the present term. 

Before coming to Shepherd College, 
Dr. Shirley had served on the faculty 
of this same university and in Septem- 
bei of last year he was honored when 
a research paper, of which he was a co- 
author, was read at the American 
Cnemical Society meeting in Atlantic

He wears 
number 22 on his jersey, and his 6-4 
frame should be a great factor in de- 
ciding a lot of Shepherd’s scores this 
season. 


Four basketball teams of the West 
Virginia Intercollegiate Athletic Con- 
ference are averaging more than 30 
points a game, conference statistics 
showed Friday, Dec. 26. 

Shepherd College, enjoying its best 
season in years, tops the list with 85 
points. Morris Harvey follows with 81.9} 
Tech with one-tenth of a point less, 
and Concord with 80.5. 

The best defense record was also 
compiled by Shepherd while it was 
defeating four of its five opponents 
this season. The Rams have given up 
cnly 64 points a game, while only three 
of the 14 conference members have av- 
eraged less than 70 points on offense. 


| .. The individual scoring lead was held 
by Eddie Solomons, a senior at West 
Virginia Tech, Solomon has averaged 
nearly 27 points in four conferencet 
games so far. His total is 107 points for 
the season, giving him a career total 
of 1,214 with 16 regular season games 
left. 

He is 355 short of the four-year 
scoring record of 1,569 points set by 
Bob “Hooks” Hardman, of Glenville, 
between 1948 and 1951, for conference 
games only. 

In Tech’s six games, Solomons has 
scored 160 points. His nearest threat is

The Evolution of 
American Journalism 

American journalism had its origin 
in the drab, ultra-conservative 16th 
century ballads and irregolar news- 
sheets that went to make up what was 
then know r n as English journalism. 
These ballads, news-sheets, and some- 
times pamphlets mostly contained for- 
eign news, written news-letters and 
pointed news-books. In the beginning 
of the eara of journalism and news- 
papers, there were semi-weekly, single- 
sheet papers the first of which being 
a quaint little paper called the Oxford 
Gazette, later to become the London 
Gazette. 

The earliest colonial newspapers were 
naturally suppressed, consisted mostly 
of news taken from London papers, had 
no advertising, and lacked finance. In 
the beginning these papers were hand 
p: in ted, but finally, in the late 1630’s ! 
the first printing press was established 
in the colonies. Finally, in 1704, after 
nearly a century of unlicensed, dis- j 
approved newspapers, the first success- 
ful newspaper The Boston News-Letter 
was established. The beginning of this 
paper set off a chain reaction, from 
which a series of small newspapers in i 
large cities evolved. As the new weeklies j 
sprang up, a marked change in Ameri- I 
can journalism was noted. Instead of ! 
the conservative, drab news shown in 
weekly newspapers previously, editors 1 
began to add essays, verse, letters and ! 
local news. By 1773, papers had begun 
to take an editorial view and stand for 
people’s rights, and against the English. 
But, unfortunately, subscription lists 
and advertising were still small, pen 
and ink expensive, and printing press- 
es were hand operated. 

Suddenly, in 1784, a small-sized jour- 
nalistic revolution occurred, with the 
imroduction of Daily Advertiser in 
Philadelphia, the first daily paper in 
America: with the introduction of daily 
papers came the penny papers, The 
fast penny paper, the New York Sun, 
was started in 1833, and consisted of 
four pages. The editor of this paper I 
introduced a new idea in journalism, . 
the human interest story. That year 
a.' so witnessed the beginning of street 
sales, and a huge increase in advertis- 
ing. By 1835 newspapers had shown 
marked improvement, especially with 
the addition of the telegraph and the 
cable. Fotreign and local news corre- 
spondents were added to the staff. 
Papers put stress on crime n^ws and 
scandals: Illustrations and cartoons 

were added. 

In the meantime another revolution- 
ary’ idea was ad ded to the world of 
journalism. This was the smalltown 
newspaper era, inaugurated by the 
Springfield Daily, in Massachuseetts. 


Dr. Cansler To Offer New 
Course at Shepherd College 

A new course, English 103, Develop- 
mental Reading, will be offered for 
two hours credit next semester at the 
10:00 and 1:50 periods by Dr. Gleamon 
M. Cansler according to an announce- 
ment from the Academic Dean’s Office. 

This will be a laboratory or directed 
study type of course. Emphasis will be 
placed on improvement in both rate 
cf reading and comprehension. Stu- 
dents will he given visual and hearing 
tests and other tests to determine how 
they can best utilize their abilities. 
This is net a remedial course but one 
which could be profitably taken by the 
student with the highest marks in col- 
lege, a professor, or a business man. 

A real need exists for such a course. 
Usually reading as a subject is dis- 
continued after the sixth grade but 
there are many reading skills which 
must be learned after that time. If the 
student does not learn them on his 
owm, usually he does not get them. 
Several research studies at othe col- 
leges show that students taking such 
courses often increase their reading 
rate 100 words or more per minute and 
also show marked improvement in their 
grades or marks. 

It will be necessary to restrict the 
number of students who can take this 
course, therefore, if you are interested 
you should see Dr. Cansler. 


This was the start of the strictly local 
papers. Finally in 1883, Joseph Pulitzer, 
in the New York World, introduced 
colorful comics. 

In 1878, in Ohio, the Scripps brothers 
organzied four papers into “Chain Pa- 
pers.” Thanks to these two men the 
syndicates and chain papers, which are 
so important to the news world of to- 
day, were created. In 1896, Adolph 
Ochs of the New York Times intro- 
duced a feature very important to the 
female sex, the rotogravure. 

Linotype Introduced 

Although the linotype was introduced 
in 1812, it has not been put to use 
until recent years. The newspaper of 
the 20th century has become an im- 
portant part in the everyday world, and 
it has become a thriving industry. The 
The newspaper of today has the world 
at its finger tips because of the radio, 
television, telegraph, and telephone. 
There are color presses, zinc engraving 
andetching processes, stereotype plates 
and the wonderful linotypes and 
presses. Syndicates have standardized 
the news, large advertising and con- 
solidation have increased circulation. 
And, most important of all, colleges 
have opened journalism schools for the 
training of better reporters, writers 
and editors. Journalism has indeed 
come a long way since 1704 and the 
“dinky little” newspape of yesteryear.

West Virginia. 

The freshman increase seems to in- 
dicate that the leveling-off period in 
enrollments has arrived sooner than 
! expected. Including the freshman class 
increase, the data report shows a full- 
time enrollment this semester of 13,135 
, students. Compared to the fulltime en- 
i rollment of 13,533 students during the 
| 1951-52 year, this semester’s enroll - 
I ment represents a slight decrease of 
! three per cent. 

Included in the 1952-53 figures are 
1 514 Korean veterans. There are still 
! 1,841 World War II veterans in West 
I Virginia colleges. 

The 1950-51 full-time enrollment was 
16,458. The loss of 2.925 students in 
1951-52 represented a drop of more than 
20 per cent. 

Another encouraging note in the lat- 
est figures released is that the enroll- 
• ment of part-time students continues to 
rise steadily. This semester 4,320 part- 
time students are registered.

Shepherdotown, March 11 — The 
inauguration of President Taft last 
Thursday was a grand fizzle so far as 
the public demonstrations were con- 
cerned, on account of the abominable 
weather that prevailed. Snow began co 
fall Wednesday night and kept up 
until Thursday noon, reaching a depth 
of some twelve inches, and high winds 
drifted it deep. The inaugural cere- 
monies were held in the capitol build- 
ing instead of upon the open stand as 
usual. The procession was greatly ab- 
breviated, many organizations declin- 
ing to march through the slush and 
snow. The Shepherd College Cadet Corps 
wisely decided not to enter the parade. 
Telegraph and telephone lines were put 
out of business and the railroads were 
completely blockaded. Thousands of 
persons were held up in trains between 
Washington and New York, and there 
was a great discomfort.

America offers an open field of great opportunities to the 
man of merit. Our resources are almost unlimited; our pos- 
sibilities have almost no restrictions. Certainly no American 
youth should quarrel with fortune. Some people appear to have 
a better start than others, but there is room and opportunity 
for everyone in our land of freedom and plenty. 

Circumstances play an important part in the life of an 
individual; however, they do not wholly determine the success 
of that individual. Circumstances do not “make the man” as 
some claim. Many of the most famous men have been with- 
out favorablt circumstances. Many people with everything to 
their advantage have been failures. 

With numerous presidents coming from humble origin 
and with countless self-made men in positions of honor and 
numbers of millionaires who started penniless, there is no 
room for any youth in our land to complain of having an un- 
fair start. More than seventy per cent of the successful men 
of today have come from the poor but honest homes of the 
country. Any youth struggling upward from poverty should 
be comforted by the realization that to start with no material 
possessions is frequently a good beginning. 

A golden pathway leads to a life of noble service, com- 
petency, and honor from the home of every youth who has 
health and reasonable ability. It is not always readily dis- 
covered or readily followed, but the pathway is surely there. 
Because a blind man does not discover his path and walk in 
it is no evidence that the path is not there: For instance, there 
were two brothers living in the same home. The one with the 
seeing eye discovered the path and walked into a life of honor 
and plenty. The other with eyes could not see the path and 
never walked in it, but lived in obscurity and poverty. Abraham 
Lincoln saw the path of opportunity gleaming through the 
forests: he followed t to the presidency of the United States. 

There is an opportunity for any person who is willing to 
take advantage of it. Millions seek opportunity; only a few are 
able to find and hold on to their opportunities. 

Opportunity knocks at our door often, but we sometimes 
fail to recognize its presence. An artist once designed op- 
portunity as a statue with veiled face and winged feet. The 
veil over its face indicated the difficulty in recognizing op- 
portunity when it comes; the winged feet signified opportun- 
ity’s readiness to fly if it is not immediately seized. Being ready 
for opportunity is one of the great secrets of successful living. 

Opportunity will surely visit each of us sometime. Will we 
be ready? Will we recognize opportunity and follow its path? 


For veterans who will apply for edu- 
c?tion or training under the Korean 
GI Bill, Veterans Administration of- 
fered advice on two important items 
that must be listed in their applica- 
tions. 

The first is a listing of the veteran’s 
educational or vocational goal and the 
] second is a statement of how he pro- 
poses to reach the goal. 

A careful consideratiorf of both the 
goal and means of reaching it is vital, 
VA said, because the Korean GI Bill 
provides that a veteran may make 
one change in his course after he has 
started it, but no more than one. 

Examples of goals would be law or 
medicine as professional aims; high 
school or college diplomas as educa- 
tional aims; or carpentry or plumbing 
as vocational aims. 

Examples of the listing for methods 
of reaching the goal would be a state- 
ment of the highest degree to be got- 
ten, if a college or university course is 
involved. If the veteran does not aim 
for a degree in his educational train- 
ing he should list the actual subjects 
which will be taken under his plan. In 
vocational training, a description of 
the kind of work should be given. 

Korean veterans wishing to apply 
for education or training who are not 
sure of their goal or method of reach- 
ing it may receive special vocational 
guidance from VA. On the application 
form they should check the box which 
requests guidance. 

For benefits under the GI Bill vet- 
erans who have served in the armed 
forces anywhere in the world' may be 
eligible. There are now approximately 
1,500,000 such veterans, VA said, of 
whom many are expected to apply for 
education or training for the coming 
spring term.

Pros and Cons of Two-Platoon System 
Discussed By Redskin Coach at Banquet 


Bass Speaks at 
Banquet Honoring 
1952 Ram Squad 

The pros and cons of the two- 
platoon system were discussed by Mar- j 
vin Bass, Washington Redskin line ( 
coach, at the annual Shepherd College 
Football banquet honoring the 1952 
Squad, Monday evening in the college' 
cafeteria. 

In what he termed as his “last offi- 
cial appearance “as a member of the 
Redskin coaching otaff, Bass spoke of 
the dropping of the two platoon system 
from college football. The former Wil- 
liam and Mary star will leave the Red- 
skins in the near future for a .position 
as line coach at the University of 
Noith Carolina under Head Coach 
George Barclay. 

Redskins Should Go Places 
Serving as toastmaster for the ban- 
quet was Henry W. Morrow, local 
attorney and a member of the Shep- 
herd faculty. The toastmaster intro- 
duced “Buddy” Zimmerman, Martins- 
burg, who in turn introduced the Red- 
skin .publicity agent George Carroll who 
said that he felt that the Redskins 
“should go places in the next two 
years.” 

Carroll, who later introduced Bass, 
added that the recent draft drawing 
had given the Redskins the greatest 
backfield in years and that there was 
a good chance that with 'the new talent 
the Washington team would bring back 
the championship squad of prewar 
days. 

In his brief address, Bass said that 
he liked the two -platoon system in 
college football because it gave a 
greater number of boys an oppor- 
tunity to see action. 

“The abolishment of the two-platoon 
system would aid the smaller schools 
financially, but it would not offset 
those colleges which are now winners. 
These schools that are now on top will 
continue to stay on top regardless of 
whether or not the two-platoon system 
is in or out.” 

He held that, “schools with large 
numbers of boys on football scholarship 
will find them idle. . . a factor that 
will reduce morale. Low morale will 
tend to reduce the efforts of the team 
as a collective unit.” 

May Reduce Coaching Staffs 
Although not making an out-an-out 


piediction, he thought there might be 
a possible reduction in coaching staffs 
in larger schools brought about by a 
reduction in the number of players 
needed on a football squad. 

The introduction of a single team on 
Loth offense and defense he felt would 
make the individual player more con- 
cerned about his own physical condi- 
tion. In the two-platoon system the 
individual did not need to be in top 
physical condition. 

He felt that the individual player 
would make, “more sacrifices and will 
take more interest in the ball club. A 
man will need more physical stamina 
to play the game today,” 

He added, “I will accept whatever 
rules they play under, and 1 will continue 
to use them until they are changed.”

No, weFre not going to talk about 
vocational guidance, or choosing a 
vocation: that preoccupation of ped- 
gogy which is concerned with helping 
a student decide how to make a 
living. 

Rather we want to talk about voca- 
tion in its literal sense of a calling — 
a call so strong that it dins in the 
ears of those who hear it and demand 
to be heard, a force so powerful that 
it makes a life, so impulsive that it 
diives its object forward over a way 
often difficult and obscure. 

In short, true vocation creates the 
single mind. And this, too, is an idea 
somewhat foreign to modern pedagogy, 
which seeks to develop the “well- 
rounded individual” with a variety of 
interests. Now, for most of us, making 
a living as congenially and successfully 
as possible and filling the rest of our 
time with hobbies and civic duties is 
quite satisfactory. But for the single- 
minded ones nothing is so important — 
nothing — as the call, the vocation. 

We have assembled on the Browsing 
Shelf in the library the biographyies 
of a few such individuals. 

To some, the calling is that of a 
talent. Read, for example, the last 
two chapters of Vera Brittain’s On Be- 
ing and Author (New York, MacMillan. 
1948), where she sums up her successes 
and failures as a writer and concludes 
(pages 172-3) : “Because of this strange 
glory, in which perhaps for once you 
did create something first-rate, you 
realize that if you could re-live your 
life and be presented with the same 
series of alternatives, you would make 
exactly the same choices all over 
again.” 

Or read the partly glamorous, partly 
pathetic tale of Nijinsky’s life, as re- 
lated by his wife: Romola Nijinsky, 
Nijinsky (New York, Simon and Schus- 
ter, 1934). Nijinnsky was almost liter- 
ally born in the theater, the son of 
a talented Polish dancer who taught 
the child to dance almost as soon as 
he could walk. Later trained in the 
Russian Imperial School of the ballet, 
he was a contemporary of the fabulous 
Pavlova and himself the greatest male 
dancer of this century. Yet he ended 
his days in a hospital for the insane. 

CALL FOR POWER 

Then there are those, unhappily for 
the rest of the world, whose call is to 
enormous personal power. They are the 
conquerors — a bloody trail of them, 
from Attila the Hun and Genghis Khan 
the Mongol to Hitler. In many ways 
the ablest and most famous of these 
men is Napoleon, whose biography has 
been brilliantly done by Emil Ludwig 
(New York, Boni & Liveright, 1926). 

To still others, the vocation is to 
learning — and attempt to solve the 
riddles of the universe. One such person 
was Mme. Marie Curie, who with her 
husband isolated radium. The story of 
Mme. Curie’s single-minded devotion 
to this lengthy (four year) and tedious 
(tons of pitchblende produced only a 
trace of radium!) project is told with 
warm sympathy by her daughter, Eve 
Curie: Madam Curie (Garden City, 


Doubleday, Doran and Company. 1938). 

To some — and to these the world can 
be grateful— the vocations is to serve 
others. There was Florence Nightingale, 
the founder of modem nursing — un- 
failingly kind to the wounded soldiers 
in the Crimea but implacable in her 
opposition to army inefficiency and 
relentless in her efforts to reform hos- 
pital and nursing practices. Lytton 
Strachey has done a vivid sketch of 
her in Eminent Victorians (Garden 
City, 1818). 

And there was Pearl Buck’s father, a 
missionary to Chrina. whose absorbtion 
in his work of converting the Chinese 
seemed sometimes to remove his wife 
and children to the periphy of his life. 
Pearl Buck calls her biography of him 
Fighting Angel (New York, Reynold & 
Hitchcock, 1936). 

There is, also, Albert Schweitzer, who 
was forced by his vocation to give up 
a brilliant career as theologian, organ- 
ist, and authority on Bach to study 
medicine, in order that he might go 
to Africa to live out the rest of his life 
in service to the ignorant and disease- 
ridden natives there. Part of this story 
he relates in Out of My Life and 
Thought (New York, Henry Holt and 
Company, 1949). 

THE CALL OF GOD 

Finally — and Schweitzer is probably 
one of these — the call is in God’s 
Voice, a direct and transcendant audi- 
tion, and those who heed it become 
saints. Everyone knows about the shep- 
herd ess Joan, whose voices directed 
her to enthrone a king and whose re- 
ff-usal to deny them led to her being 
burned as a witch. A modern biography 
of her is Saint Joan of Arc, by V. Sack- 
ville-west (Garden City, Doubleda-y, 
Doran and Company, 1936. 

Perhaps not everyone is so well 
| acquainted with St. Francis of Assisi, 
cne of the great saints of Christendom, 
who gave up being a rich man’s son 
in order to preach in poverty to the 
poor. A fictionized account of his life 
is Blessed Are the Meek, by Zofia 
Kossak New York, Roy Publishers, 
1944)— though the best way to make 
acquaintance is by reading The Little 
Flowers of St. Francis, which alas! we 
do not have in our library. 

Perhaps the greatest spiritual force 
in our own day — measured in terms 
of an individual and of that individ- 
ual's impact upon sheer numbers of 
people and upon the course of political 
events — has been Mahatma Ghandi. 
A readable and enthusiastic, though 
not the most authoritative, account of 
I Ghandi’s life and personality is to be 
1 found in Vincent Sheean’s Lead, Kindly 
Light (New York, Random House, 
1949). 

You may decide, if you read any one 
of these books that the sort of vocation 
they describe is too arduous and diffi- 
cult and beyond all envying. Certainly 
you will decide that many of the single- 
minded ones would be hard to live 
with. But it takes all kinds to make a 
world — and these are the ones who 
change it.

DR. BEBEK SPEAKS 
AT ASSEMBLY 

Dr. Tibor K. Bebek, former Hungarian 
citizen and prominent lecturer on 
Soviet policy and methods, was the 
guest of Shepherd College on Thurs- 
day and Friday, February 5 and 6. 
Dr. Bebek opened his two-day visit 
at the college with a lecture “The Aims 
and Methods of Soviet Foreign Policy” 
in a regular assembly on Thursday 
morning at 10:05 in Reynolds Hall. 

Discussions Held 

On Thursday afternoon Dr. Bebek 
held informal discussions with small 
group and on Friday he lectured on 
“The Soviet Challenge and How It 
Can Be Met” and “The Soviet Menace 
to Christian Faith,” in Dr. Ruth Scar- 
borough’s 11:00 and 12:55 history 
classes. 

In his lectures Dr. Bebek, on-the-spot 
witness of political, economic and social 
conditions in every country in Europe, 
gave an account of his life under two 
dictatorships — Nazi and Communist. 
He strongly denounced the “Peoples 
Democracy” which was forced on Hun- 
gary by the Communist Red Army 
and gave vivid details of how the Red 
soldiers kidnapped women, raided 
churches, looted graveyards, cut-off 
communications and killed and sland- 
ered thousands of innocent people dur- 
ing the “Liberation of Budapest.” 

Since coming to the States about a 
year ago, Dr. Bebek has lectured to 
branches of the English Speaking 
Union, Rotary Club and before stu- 
dents’ groups in America’s leading col- 
leges and universities. 


Glen La Vecchia Fatally 
Injured in Accident 

‘ Glenn Donald LaVecchia, 22, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Daniel LaVecchia, Watson 
Avenue, Winchester, Virginia, died at 
7:15 A.M., Monday, February 2, in the 
Warren County Memorial Hospital as 
the result of severe head injuries re- 
vived in a non -collision accidenc, 
Sunday, February 1, on Route 522, three 
miles north of Front Royal. 

According to State Police investigat- 
ing the accident, LaVecchia was going 
south on Route 522 when he lost con- 
trol of the 1951 Henry J. which he was 
driving. The car went off the road first 
on the right side and, then, after 
swerving across the pavement on the 
left side, came to rest after turning 
over four times. 

LaVecchia was alone in the car, 
which was totally demolished, police 
said. He was removed from the wreck- 
age bby the crew of the Front Royal 
Fire Department ambulance and was 
taken to the Warren County Hospital 
where he died without ever regaining 
consciousness. 

Was Handley Student 

Young LaVecchia was a student at 
Shepherd College at the time of his 
death. He was born in Front Royal on 
August 6, 193 and was graduated' from 
the Handley High School in 1950. He 
was a member of the Presbyterian 
Cnurch, the American Legion, and the 
Rouss Fire Company in Winchester, 
Virginia. 

He was a veteran of the Korean War 
and was wounded while serving in 
action with the Marine Corps. He had 
been awarded the United Nations Rib- 
bon, the Purple Heart, and the Korean 
Service Medal. 

Surviving, besides his parents, are 
three ibbrothers, William a studnts at 
V.P.I.; Melvin, with the Marine Corps 
stationed at Quantico, and Jerry at 
home. His maternal grandparents, Mr. 
and Mrs. William Vincent of Stephen 
City, and paternal grandmother, Mrs. 
Rose LaVecchia of New Jersey also 
survive. 

Funeral services were conducted 
Thursday, February 5, at 3 P.M. from 
the Jones Funeral Home by Rev. J. S. 
Duckwall with Dr. W. Archer Wright 
assisting. 

He was buried with military rites in 
the National Cemetery. 

Pallbearers were Richard 1 Hart, James 
Prince, Tony Lazzera, Melvin LaVec- 
chia, William Wolverton, and Loring 
1 Burkhart. 


A. A. U. W. Hears 
President Ikenberry 

Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, president of 
Shepherd College, spoke to the Mar- 
tinsburg branch of AAUW Monday 
evening, February 9, on “Religious and 
Philosophical Trends,” meeting at the 
home of Mrs. Edgar M. Sites. 

He said a personal philosophy is the 
sum total of personal experience during 
a lifetime; a general philosophy in a 
way is the sum total of the ages, re- 
calling the stream of civilization west- 
ward from its birth in the Tigris and 
Euphrates Valley. In it have been so 
many factors, including the religious 
influence with the birth of Christ sup- 
plying a new way and a new philosophy 
as opposed to paganism; His teaching 
being “give thyself.” 

Recalling the trends toward religious 
freedom enjoyed in America today, he 
cited the contributions of William 
James in his search for truth, and 1 of 
John Dewey, to whom he credits a 
greater impact than any other in his 
teaching of democracy as a way of life. 

Problems facing the nation today as 
suggested by him were crime, from 
juvenile delinquency to misconduct in 
high places; alcohol, sex, and the strug- 
gle between communism, fascism and 
totalitarianism. In spite of all these, 
he brought a note of optimism as he 
listed some wholesome trends as evi- 
denced. by the acts of brotherhood to- 
ward the whole world, saying no people 
have ever given as the people of the 
United States; the dcline of race preju- 
dice; a positive correlation between 
education and morality; and an un- 
precidented interest in religion. 

Despite the sordid side of the city 
of Washington, he said the District of 
Columbia leads the nation in church 
membership and attendance. 

Other wholesome aspects of the pres- 
ent administration are the opening of 
the first cabinet meeting with prayer; 
the innovation of President Eisenhower 
in having prayer each Thursday in the 
cloak room of the Senate; and the 
applied Christianity practiced seven 
days a week. 

All of these finer aspects, he said, 
trend to a better world and the estab- 
lishment of God’s kingdom. 

Dr. Ikenberry was accompanied to 
tne meeting by Mrs. Ikenberry, state 
president of A.A.U.W.

AIR WEATHER SERVICE 


Mid-term college graduates who 
completed degree requirements in Jan- 
uary may apply for immediate direct 
commissions in the United States Air 
Force Reserve and assignment to basic 
meteorology graduate training in June, 
according to an announcement made 
today by Major General W. O. Senter, 
Commanding General of the USAF 
Air Weather Service. 

Qualified graduates, who must have 
received credit for one year of col- 
lege physics and mathematics through 
integral calculus, will receive complete 
application forms by writing to the 
Commanding General, Air Weather 
Service. Washington 25, D. C. College 
seniors, both men and women, who will 
graduate in June with required physics 
and mathematics credits may also ap- 
ply at this time for commissions to be 
awarded following graduation. June 
graduates will enter graduate mete- 
orology school in September. 

The June class, which will be of 
limited size, was established specifical- 
ly to provide an early entrance into 
uates.

Red Cross Bloodmobile Will Visit 
Here May 5, Local Quota Increased 
To 176 Pints, Extra Blood For Polio Serum 


The Bloodmobile will visit Shep- 
herdstown on May 5 according to an 
announcement made this morning by 
J. Arthur Prather, chairman of the 
blood program of the Shepherdstown 
Chapter American Red Cross. 

The quota for the local chapter on 
this visit has been increased to 176 
pints of blood in an effort to comply 
with the urgent request of the Office 
of Defence Mobilization. 

The additional blood will be used for 
making the serum necessary for “polio 
shots” in the fight for the prevention 
of paralysis from poliomyelitis. A little 
more than one pint of blood is neces- 
sary to produce one dose of the gamma 
globulin serum. 

Incomplete plans call for the blood 
program to be held in the M^’s Club 
Building on Main Street. 

MAY GET SC HELP 

Also it was unoffically announced 
that there were prospects of help again 
this year from organizations at Shep- 
herd College. 

The following explanation was re- 
leased yesterday, February 25, by’ the 
National Red Cross. 

“The American Red Cross today will 
turn over to the Office of Defense 
Mobilization 1,714,996 cubic centimeters 
of Gamma Globulin which will provide 
245,000 average polio shots for national 
distribution by the ODM this coming 
summer to be used in the prevention 
of paralysis from poliomyelitis. This 
was the first consignment of the blood 
fraction which the Red Cross will pro- 
vide the ODM under an agreement of 
last December when the program was 
inaugurated in the national interest. 
The Red Cross is collecting the blood 
for production into Gamma Globulin 
and is paying for the fractionation pro- 
cessing and packaging. 

“The Red Cross said it will continue 
to turn over to the Office of Defense 
Mobilization all supplies of Gamma 
Globulin as they come from the labora- 
tories. All allocations of gamma globu- 
lin will <be made solely by ODM and all 


| final distribution of the product will be 
j the responsibility of the state health 
officers the Red 1 Cross emphasized. 

“Gamma globulin will be available in 
every part of the United States this 
summer through State Health Depart- 
ment under a plan proposed by a 
special committee of the National Re- 
search Council. 

“Just how the individual states will 
allocate and distribute the globulin to 
their communities will be determined 
by the individual state health officer. 
Criteria to assist them in developing 
the best plans for the most effective 
use of this valuable material will be 
provided by the National Research 
Council Advisory Committee on Alloca- 
tion which is assisting the Office of 
Defense Mobilization with this project. 

Distribution of the precious flifid 
which has been of proven value in 
measles and infectious hepatitis and 
has now proved effective in prevent- 
ing the paralysis caused by poliomye- 
litis is to begin almost immediately by 
ODM to all state public health officers. 
The Red Cross now is processing and 
packaging an additional 2,000,000 cubic 
centimeters of gamma globulin which 
was received in bulk form last week 
through the Department of Defense 
Lorn the Navy. When packaged' these 
supplies will be turned over to the 
ODM. 

“Pointing out that although the allo- 
cation and distribution plan being pro- 
jected will assure a supply of gamma 
giobulin to communities where it is 
needed in every state the Red Cross 
emphasized that only through wide citi- 
zen participation can the program be 
successful. 

“The organization urged that only 
tlirough greater year round contribu- 
tions of blood and larger contributions 
of funds during the March Red Cross 
Fund 1 Campaign for the processing 
packaging and handling of gamma 
globulin can the nation as a whole 
benefit from this program.”

Veterans in Three-State Area Stand to Lose 
9 Million in Lapsed GI Term Life Insurance 


Veterans in the North Carolina - 
Virginia-West Virginia area stand to 
lose nearly $900,000,000 in lapsed GI 
term life insurance during 1953, unless 
they reinstate and renew those policies 
before the expiration date of their poli- 
cies. 

In making this announcement, 
based on a sampling of Philadelphia 
district office records, Veterans Ad- 
ministration said the policies involved 
are lapsed term National Service Life 
Insurance (NSLI) that were issued 
to two groups of World War II and 
post-World War II veterans in this 
area. 

The first group were 100,000 World 
War II veterans who took out NSLI 
policies while they were in service dur- 
ing 1945. The second group were 
10,000 World War n and post-World 
War II veterans who took out term 
policies while they were in service dur- 
ing 1948. The first group had policies 
with 8-year terms to run, and the 
second group’s policies had terms of 


5 years, both of them expiring during 
the year 1953. 

In -the state of North Carolina, the 
VA figures indicate that approxi- 
mately 64,000 veterans of both groups 
will lose about §512,000,006 of insur- 
ance coverage if not reinstated this 
year. In Virginia, approximately 
24,500 veterans are affected and stand 
to lose about $195,000,000. About 21,500 
West Virginia Veterans are affected, 
with insurance coverage totaling ap- 
proximately §172,000,000. 

If veterans in both groups do not 
wish to lose altogether the insurance 
coverage under these policies, they must 
reinstate them before the policies ex- 
pire, VA said. Otherwise, under present 
laws they will not be eligible for further 
GI life insurance. 

Policies may be reinstated by apply- 
ing to a Veterans Administration office. 
If the policy has been lapsed for three 
months, the veteran must pass a physi- 
cal examination. The payment of two 
monthly premiums is also required.

The awards, paid from 
a fund established by a Swedish in- 
dustrialist, Alfred Bernhard Nobel, 
amount to about $30,000 each. 

It is interesting to note that almost 
every milestone in the exploration of 
radioactivity and the development of 
nuclear physics is marked by a Nobel 
Prize: Roentgen, the discoverer of

Mrs. Scanlon Tells 
of European Trip 
at Men’s Club 

Mrs. Mary J. Scanlon told of her 
recent trip to Europe before some 61 
members and guests at the Men’s Club 
Meeting held March 18 at the New 
Street Methcdist Church. 

In her brief talk, limited because of 
Lenten services which necessitated the 
dosing of the meeting early, Mrs.

toward world-minded citizenship. It 
was pointed out that the year 1945 
was one of tremendous importance: 
The first atomic bomb was dropped 
(an instrument of world destruction) 
and the UN was bom (a trend toward 
preservation of world peace). 

Dr. Scarborough went on to say that 
the attacks on the UN and UNESCO 
are made by the same persons who 
attack the public school system, and 
they are a vociferous minority. “We 
should be proud that AAUW a group 
vitally interested in education) has 
heartily endorsed the UN and UNESCO 
organizations and that the National 
Education Association has stated that 
it is the obligation of the public schools 
to teach young Americans why we par- 
ticipate in UNESCO and why we need 
to support world leadership as citizens 
of the nation.” 

The speaker further pointed out that 
those attacking the public schools want 
no such teaching in the schools and ; 
want to suppress information and dis- ! 
cussion on world organizations. As citi- 
zens in a democracy it is a duty to 
criticize and work for removal of flaws 
:n this vital "world cooperative move- 
tment, but it is not in keeping witl} 
known principles ‘‘to suppress infor- 
mation and bar study of history of 
which the UN is a vital part.” 

In closing, Dr. Scarborough stated 
that the trends toward world coop- 
ation are leading closer to understand- 
ing th,e peoples of the world and 
understanding promotes respect and 
love for others round the world , bring- 
ing closer the second greatest Com- 
mandment according to Jesus’ teach- 
ings, “Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself.”

VETERANS NEWS 

Veterans Administration during the 
past 10 years has furnished vocational 
counsel to some 2,300,000 World War II 
and Korean veterans, to help them 
select G.I. Bill and Public Law 16 
training courses most in keeping with 
their interests, aptitudes and abilities. 

VA said that of the total, about 
1.200,000 were veterans disabled in 
in World War II or since Korea. The 
law requires that they get VA counsel- 
ing before under tatking training under 
Public Law 16, the Vocational Reha- 
bilitation Act. • , 

Purpose of the counseling is to see 
first whether the veterans actually are 
in need of vacational training to over- 
come their handicaps, and, if they are, 
to help them choose a goal they stand 
the best chance of reaching. 

The remaining 1,000,000 were veter- 
ans who asked VA for counseling to 
air them in deciding upon training 
courses under the World War II GI 
Bill. So far, a relative handful of post- 
Korean veterans — 7,500 — have been 
counseled in connection with the new 
|GI Korean GI Bill, but their numbers 
! are expected to grow as the program 
i gains momentum, VA said. 

Of all the veterans who have receiv- 
ed VA’s counseling Service, twd'thirds 
were counseled at VA guidannee cen- 
ters, established under Contract at 
schools, colleges and universities across 
j the country. The rest received the ser- 
j vice at VA regional offices. 

VA also said it has changed the name 
of its organizational units responsible 
for providing counseling for veterans. 
In VA’s Central Office In Washington, 
the Advisement and Guidance Service 
will nnow be known as the Counseling 
Service. And in VA regional offices, 
Advisement and Guidance Selections 
hove been changed to Counseling Sec- 
tions. The new names, VA explains, are 
more in keeping with the type of ser- 
vice given to veterans.

T.V. FOR EDUCATION 

Inside ivy covered walls, students are 
gathered around a television set taking 
notes and disturbing the quiet only to 
stir a cup of coffe or sip a coke. 

A few blocks away, in a private home, 
another group is sitting watching a 
telecast — with pencils in hand and 
rote-books open and ready to take 
classroom notes. 

This may easily be a typical college 
or university classroom scene in this 
country a few years from now. 

With the 242 television channels set 
aside for educational television in the 
United States, college and university 
instruction will take on many new 
aspects probably unforseen at this 
moment. 

Ten universities in the United States 
have already applied for educational 
channel grants and 27 others have their 
applications ready for filing. 

The first of these to actually begin 
telecasting will be the University of 
Houston, Texas, when it starts produc- 
ing education programs April 17. 

The first courses that will be taught i 
on the University of Houston’s channel, i 
KUHT, will be aimed' at the students [ 
already enrolled, Dr. W. W. Kemmerer, | 
president of the University, has an- j 
nounced. Next fall, seven courses — 
biology, humanities, history, psycholo- 
gy, music appreciation, economics, and 
a short course in photography, as 30- 
mmute lectures in the evenings. 

The educational courses will actu- 
ally begin in the summer with a 
psychology course under the instruction 
Of Dr. R. I. Evans. His course will run 
like this: There will be three one-half j 
hour lectures a week, a one and one- | 
half hour seminar on the campus dur- j 
ing the week. 

As one of the main objectives of the 
station is to acquaint students with 
every aspect of television producing, 
directing, casting, and! acting, students 
will have an opportunity to work in 
all phases of television beginning at the 
very bottom of the ladder and working 
their way up to student producer of 
shows. 

Programing research is another aim 
of the station. “This should be a help 
to commerciay television,” John C 
Schwarzwalder, manager of the sta- 
tion, said.

Two-Thirds of Korean 
Vets Enrolled in College 

Two-thirds of the post-Korean vet- 
erans taking education and training 
under the Korean GI Bill are enrolled 
in college and university classes, Vet- 
erans Administration reported. 

On the basis of enrollment figures 
of the spring semester, VA found a 
total of 84,000 veterans of service since 
Korea taking education and training 
benefits under Public Law 550, which 
has been in effect six months. 

Approximately one-fourth of the 
tctal, the report said, are attending 
schools below the college level, includ- 
ing trade schools, business institutes 
and the like. Less than 10,000 of the 
Korean veterans are enrolled in on-job 
training. 

A small number, about 500, are en- 
gaged in farm training courses, which 
are a combination of classroom work 
and actual farm operations. 

Nearly 200,000 applications for train- 
ing under the Korean GI Bill have 
been received altogether, VA said, and 
it is expected that larger numbers will 
enter training in the months ahead. 

More than 1,500,000 veterans have 
returned to Civil life since the be- 
ginning of the Korean action, and a 
steady increase in the number is being 
ligistered each month. 
q — if I file a claim for disability 
compensation, and VA approves it, 
as of that date will my compensa- 
tion payments go in effect 9 
A — If you file your claim within 
one year from your date of discharge, 
compensation will be paid from the 
day following that discharge date. 
If you waite longer than a year, the 
effective date will be the date VA 
Receives your application. 
q — i want to go to school under 
the Korean GI Bill, but I’m not sure 
what I want to study. Can VA give 
me counseling? 

, a — Yes. When you fill out your apli- 
cation blank, designate that you want 
counselling from VA. Sometime 
afterward, you w’ill be called for an 
appointment. 

Q — Must a veteran’s blindness be 
service-connected, in order for him 
to get the electronic and mechanical 
equipment that VA issues to the 
blinded? 

A — Not necessarily. The veteran must 
be entitled to compensation for a 
service-connected disability, which 
may either be loss of sight or some 
other disability.

•from Israel where he was an Interna- 
1 tional Youth Exchange Student, spoke

NEWS FOR VETERANS 

Veterans attending school under the 
Korean GI Bill will not receive GI 
allowance checks for the months when 
they are out of school on summer va- 
cations. Veterans who are enrolled for 
the entire school year will be paid, 
however, during the breaks (such as 
Christmas and Easter holidays) that 
take place from time to time during 
the school year, Veterans Administra- 
tion said. 

The types of breaks in training for 
which allowances will be paid are: 

1. Regularly-established recesses be- 
tween terms, quarters or semesters. 

2. Regular school vacation periods 
that occur during the school year — 
but these do not include the summer 
vacation when a veteran is not in class. 

VA said two provisions have to be 
met before a veteran-trainee may re- 
ceive his allowance for recesses and 
vacation periods: 

First, the schook must be operating 
cn a regular semester or quarter basis, 
and must certify on the veteran’s en- 
rollment certficates that he has been 
enrolled for the full year. And second, 
the veteran actually must have re- 
sumed his training after the between- 
tevms break.

A new program to make sure that 
schools training veterans under the 
Korean GI Bill are meeting all stan- 
dards of the law has just been put in 
effect, Veterans Administration an- 
nounced. 

Under the new program, VA Educa- 
tional Benefits Representatives will 
make periodic visits to schools and es- 
tablishments in which Korean GI 
trainees are enrolled, to see whether 
all provisions of the training law are 
being complied with. 

Among the provisions to be checked 
are safeguards that protect the inter - 
ests of the trainee and the Govern- 
ment, such as minimum standards that 
certain schools and courses must meet, 
limit on the tuition a veteran has to 
pay, and the like. 

A good part of the work of the VA 
Representative will be informational 
in nature, explaining the provisions of 
tiie law, pointing out any operational 
deficiencies that may exist, and mak- 
ing suggestions as to how they can be 
corrected. . 

VA said, the Korean GI Bill gives it

An appropriation of $617,100 has been 
approved for Shepherd College it was 
learned recently. 

The funds, which rank as the largest 
ever given to the school for operational 
purposes, are for a two year period. 
The college will have $306,500 for its 
operation each year. 

The increase this year over the 
last appropriation is $130,960 or ap- 
proximately $65,00 increase for each 
year of the two year period. 

Four thousand dollars in the current 
appropriation will be used for the pur- 
chase of right of ways on the campus 
from the Corporation of Shepherds- 
I town. 

The Rumseyan Society of Shepherds- 
jtown received $700 for the upkeep of 
| the Rumsey Monument in Shepherds- 
: town. 

I At Kearneysville, the West Virginia 
Experiment Farm received an appro - 
| priation of $49,000 for the next two 
, years. $14,000 of this amount is ear- 
marked for new equipment. 

And at Harpers Ferry, Storer College 
received a grant of $40,000 as payment 
by the State for use of plant facilities 
and for taking care of West Virginia 
students.

G.I. Loans to Veterans 
Top 20 Million Mark 

GI loans approved for ex-servicemen 
and women have topped the $20 billion 
mark, Veterans Administration an- 
nounced. 

As of February 25, 1953, VA had ap- 
proved 3,264,180 loans for homes, farms 
and businesses toalling $20,349,872,750 
since the beginning of the GT loan 
program in 1944. 

Of that $20 billion total, VA had 
guaranteed or insured $10,668,481,419. 
These loans were made by a variety of 
private lending institutions — banks, 
savings and loan associations, mortgage 
companies, insurance companies, and 
others. 

The largest number of loans ap- 
proved was for the purchase, construc- 
tion, or improvement of homes. VA had 
approved 2,997,801 GI home loans for 
a total amount of $19,555,299,014. 

Business loans approved totalled 
201,730 and amounted to $544,040,465. 
Under the GI Bill, veterans can ob- 
tain guaranteed or insured loans for a 
variety of business purposes, such as 
loans to start a new business, as well 
as loans expand a going business. 

VA approved 64,649 loans for veterans 
who wanted to buy a farm, farm land, 
stock, feed and seed, farm machinery 
and other farm supplies and equip- 
ment. These loans amounted to $250,- 
|533,271. 

Of the total number of loans ap- 
proved as of February 25, 3,196,268 
loans amounting to $19,787,793,537 had 
actually been reported by lending in- 
stitutions as closed and fully disbursed.

One Out of Every 
Six Students Under 
G.I. Bill in 1952 

One out of every six male students 
in U. S. colleges during 1952 was 
attendinng under provisions of the 
original GI Bill for World War n 
veterans, the Veterans Administration 
said. 

This figure was reported in spite of 
the fact that the peak enrollment 
period in training under the GI Bill 
lias long since passed and World War 
II veterans are no longer able to enter 
training. The report was made by VA 
on the basis of a summary prepared 
by the United States Office of Edu- 
cation. 

It appears as part of the Occupation- 
al Outlook Handbook, which is used by 
VA as a guide in counseling veterans 
on vocational outlooks. 

As to the Korean G*I Bill, the number 
of post-Korean veterans enrolled in 
colleges is still rather small, the report 
said. The number is expected to in- 
crease during 1953 and to reach a high 
level in the session of 1953-54. 

Total enrollment In U8. colleges and 
universities last fall of men and wom- 
en, veteran and non-veteran, amount 
to more than 2,000,000 students a peak 
since 1949. 

Analyzing the fields of study in 
which degrees were received last year, 
the report showed that the gToup re- 
ceiving degrees in business and com- 
merce led the rest numerically, repre- 
senting about 15 per cent of the total 
number receiving degrees. 

Explaining causes for the relatively 
high college enrollmennt of last year, 
the report cited two factors: favorable

A state-financed sick leave program 
for public school teachers in West Vir- 
ginia was made law Monday by <^ov.

The new sick leave law provides 
that counties which choose to come 
urder the program must grant five 
days leave a year, cumulative to 20 
days. 

Counties that already have a locally - 
financed program, or do not wish to 
set up the program, may use the new 
money for paying teachers’ salaries. 
The 1953-55 budget appropriates $1,- 
000,000 to pay for the program.

Shepherd Students To Do 
Research In Washington 

Shepherd College students will have 
the opportunity to do research, inter- 
view federal officials and question sen- 
ators beginning next fall when Shep- 
herd will become a participating insti- 
tution in the Washington Semester 
program, offered in Washington, D. C. 
by the American University, it was 
a nnounced today by college officials. 

Juniors and first semester seniors of 
top academic standing will spend one 
semester in Washington doing research 
in federal agencies and taking part in 
seminars led by outstanding person- 
alities in the area of government and 
politics. At the end of this semester the 
students will return to Shepherd to 
complete their education. Therefore, 
the benefits of the Washington Se- 
mester experience will not be restricted 
to the Students who attend American 
University, but will be shared with 
classmates and instructors upon their 
return. 

The visiting students will divide their 
time between four activities winch con- 
stitute the program:

Commencement Address 
To Be Delivered By Hill 



Dr. Henry H. Hill, President of 
George Peabody College for Teachers, 
Nashville, Tennessee, will deliver the 
commencement address entitled “Guns, 
Butter and Education” to the 110 grad- 
uating seniors of Shepherd College at 
the eighty-first annual commencement 
on Thursday morning, May 28, 10:00 
A.M., D.S.T. in front of Knutti Hall. 

Dr. Hill was born in Statesville, 
North Carolina. He attended Davidson 
College but received his A.B.. and A.M. 
degrees from the University of Virginia. 
He received the Ph.D. degree from 
Teachers College, Columbia University. 
The LL.D. has been conferred upon 
him by Davidson College, University of 
Pittsburgh. Union University (Ten- 
nessee) and the University of Ken- 
tucky. 

His teaching career began in Arkan- 
sas. In Arkansas he also served as State 
High School Supervisor. Later he was 
professor of school administration and 
then dean at the University of Ken- 
tucky. From 1930-40 Dr. Hill was 
Superintendent of Schools at Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky and from 1942-45 at 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Hill came to George Peaody Col- 
lege for Teachers as president in 1945. 

He is former president of the Ameri- 
can Association of School Administra- 
tors and the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools and 
former members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Council on 
Education. In 1946 he w-as a member 
of the United States Education Mission 
to Germany. In 1952 he w^as chairman 
of the Educational Policies Commission 
and chairman of the board of trustees 
of the Educational Testing Service. 

He is a Rotarian, a member or Phi 
Delta Kappa, and Laureate member of 
Kappa Delta Pi. He is a member of the 
National Commission of Accreditation 
of Teacher Education and Vice Presi- 
dent of the A.A.A. Foundation for 
Traffic Safety. 

Dr. Hill has always been especially 
concerned with the development of 
fine teaching and great teachers. 

Presiding at the commencement pro- 
gram wall be Dr Oliver S. Ikenberry, 
President of Shepherd College. The 
program includes a Processional by The 
College Band under te direction of Guy 
Frank, Assistant Professor of Music at 
Shepherd College.

NEA Secretary Speaks 
On Traditional Freedoms 
At Kappa Delta Dinner 

Approximately 100 guests heard Dr. 
Francis H. Horn, Washington, execu- 
tive secretary of the Association for 
Higher Education, talk on our tradi- 
tional freedoms at the annual dinner 
of the Delta Psi chapter Kappa Delta 
Pi of Shepherd College at the Gregory 
House, near Charles Town, Saturday 
April 25. 

Too many college professors are not 
sufficiently aroaised to the present 
threat to academic freedom, Dr. Horn 
said, and will find themselves behind 
an intellectual iron curtain of our own 
making. 

R e f e r rji n g to the Constitutional 
amendment which guarantees the 
“freedoms” he said the one regarding 
“freedom of speech” plainly “implies 
that in a government which is respon- 
sive to the will of the people, the 
people must be free to make their will 
known, so that the Government must 
not infringe the right of the people 
to be heard, to express their views, 
either orally or in writing.” 

“The fears of Communism have been 
so long exploited that there is now al- 
most an instinctive distrust of the col- 
leges and universities, with the result 
that all sorts of measures are taken 
to correct the alleged situation. . . The 
distrust of the colleges and universities 
lias led to increased demands for legis- 
lative investigations.”

Qualification Test 
For This Term May 21 

Brig. Gen. Charles R. Fox State 
Director of Selective Service, today 
announced the last Selective Service 
College Qualification Test to be given 
this school year will be on May 21. 

The May 21 test will be given, Gen- 
e:al Fox said, primarily for students 
prevented by illness or other emer- 
gencies from taking the test April 23, 
but he emphasized that this did not 
bar any qualified students from taking 
| the test if his application is mailed 
'before the deadline. 

Applications for the May 21 test 
| must be postmarked. General Fox said, 
i not later than midnight May 11. 

It is stressed that students who have 
a certificate of admission for the April 
23 test which they failed to use on the 
assigned date must submit new ap- 
plications if they wish to take the 
May 21 test. “The old certificate," 
General Fox pointed out, “will not ad- 
mit a student to the May 21 test.” 

A student may obtain a new applica- 
tion from any Selecive Service local 
board. “It is not necessary to obtain 
the application from the student’s own 
local board,” General Fox said, 
in as soon as possible to the Education- 

The application blank should be sent 
al Testing Service, Princeton, New Jer- 
sey, Administrators of the Test, who, 
in turn, will mail the admission cer- 
tificate direct to the student. 

The ninth Selective Service Test, 
April 23, was given to approximately 
48,095 students. This raises the total 
number of students tested since May 26, 
1951, to approximately 481,490. Of this 
number approximately 62% have 
achieved a score of 70 or better. 

To be eligible to take the Selective 
Service College Qualification Test an 
applicant on the testing date (1) must 
be a Selective Service registrant who 
intends to request deferment as a stu- 
dent; (2) must be satisfactorily pur- 
suing a full-time college course, under- 
graduate or graduate, leading to a 
degree; (3) must not previously have 
taken the test. 

The criteria for consideration for 
deferment as a student at the present 
time are either a score of 70 or better 
on the Selective Service College Quali- 
fication Test or class standing among 
the male members in the upper half 
of the freshman class, upper two-thirds 
of the sophomore class, or upper three- 
fourths of the junior class. Seniors 
accepted for admission to a graduate 
school satisfy the criteria if they are 
among the upper half of the male 
m embers of their senior class or if they 
make a score of 75 or better. 

These criteria are guides for the 
local boards. The local boards are not 
under compulsion to follow them, but 
any local board classification is subject 
to appeal. The appeal must be filed in 
writing with the local board within ten 
days of the date the local board mails 
the notice of I-A classification.

DeWITT TO FLORENCE COLLEGE 
Dean DeWitt, whose resignation be- 
comes effective August 15, has ac- 
cepted a position as Dean of Men at 
Florence State Teachers College, Flor- 
ence, Ala., where he will work with 
Dr. Carey V. Stabler, former Shepherd 
College dean, who is now dean at Flor- 
ence. 

In 1950 Dean DeWitt arrived at 
Shepherd and has served since that 
time as the first dean of students and 
as assistant professor of education. 
Under his direction much has been 
done for the students, such as the set- 
ting up of the present program of a co- 
ordinated life for students. Included in 
this was the sponsoring of a counsel- 
ling and guidance program. 

Among his many jobs at the school, 
Dean DeWitt has served as director 
of the recruitment program which saw 
him spending much time in the field 
securing new students.

Recorded Speech Samples From Shepherd 
Students Will Be Used for Cornell Speech Map 


Dr. Vera Malton, head of dramatics 
and member of the speech department 
at Shepherd College, has sent recorded 
samples of speech of Shepherd College 
students to Professor C. K. Thomas, of 
the Cornell speech department, who 
is collecting pronunciation samples 
from all over the country. 

Each interview reads aloud a page- 
long story that includes w^ords like 
‘carry,” “soot,” “water” “greasy,” 
“frog” and “forest.” The Cornell spe- 
cialist transcribes the critical words 
in phonetic symbols and uses the ma- 
terial for speech maps that show how 
each word is pronounced in each 
county. 

With the help of these recordings 
Professor Thomas is moving faster to- 
ward a goal of getting speech samples 
from each of the nation’s 3,000 counties. 
Ke is able to accomplish twice as much 
as in previous years when he depended 
entirely on personal interviews. For ac- 
curacy, he insists on “sifting all the 
data through one pair of ears.” 

The additional data supports his 
belief that for many words, especially 
those with the letter “o,” a pronuncia- 
tion line divides the country into two 
sections. 

Some words are pronounced the same 
throughout the country except in 
“speech islands” in isolated areas, 
Professor Thomas finds. Almost every- 
one says “sah-ry” and “to-mah-row,” 
although people in some speech islands 
use the “o” sound of “born” in these 
words. 

One tape recording from eastern 
North Carolina revealed a speech is- 
land in that area, Professor Thomas 
reports, where some pronunciations 
have been modified only slightly from 
those of 17th and 18th century England.

Dr. Foster Speaker 
For Assembly 

The regular Shepherd College As- 
sembly program on June 17th was 
sponsored by the Institute of Word 
Affairs which is now in session. The 
Institute this year is emphasizing the 
United Nations. At this time of crisis 
these young people realize how essential 
it is to have accurate and adequate 
information and a clear under stand- 
ing of world problems, including the 
United Nations. 

The keynote speaker for the Insti- 
tute was Dr. H. Schuyler Foster, chief 
of the division of public studies, office 
of Public Affairs of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of State. His subject was Public 
Opinion and the United Nations. He 
traced the changes in attitude of the 
American people toward the United 
Nations since its formation in 1945. He 
gave statistics of various public opinion 
polls to support his thesis. He brought 
out the fact that 91% of colleges grad- 
uates (who were polled) were in favor 
of United States participation in World 
affairs. 

Dr. Foster stated that the present 
administration heartily endorses the 
support of the United Nations. In sup- 
port of his statement he gave quota- 
tions from the inaugural address and 
other speeches of President Isenhower, 
he mentioned the actions and speeches 
cl Ambassador Lodge, Mrs. Lord, and 
other U. S. representatives at the UN. 
He mentioned that Henry Cabot Lodge 
I, had fought against the League of 
Nations and Woodrow Wilson’s pro- 
gram; the present Henry Cabot Lodge 
(grandson of the former) was chosen by 
President Isenhower because of his un- 
qualified support and enthusiasm for 
the United Nations. He mentioned re- 
cent activities and statements of Sec. 
of State Dulles to emphasize our sup- 
port of United Nations. 

In listing the achievements of the 
United Nations he mentioned : with- 
drawal of Russions from Iran, solution 
of the Greek civil war; creation of 
Israel, and the many activities in the 
social and economic field including 
| technical assistance programs. He men- 
tioned the Kashmir problem and 1 pos- 
sible solutions. 

Dr. Foster spoke at length of the 
present complaints and criticism of the 
United Nations. The chief reason for 
complaint is that people have expected 
so much, in the brief period of the 
existence of UN, and have been dis- 
appointed. The chief reason for dis- 
appointment is the failure to prevent 
aggression. He mentioned the Korean 
issue as the first time that collective 
security (through UN effors) has been 
used to resist aggression. Other criti- 
cisms of UN are: use of the veto, cost 
of the maintenance of the UN as a 
platform for Soviet propoganda, pres- 
ence of Communist countries in the 
UN, fear of loss of sovereignty, etc. 

In closing the speaker emphasized 
tliat the opinion of each individual is 
important; American public opinion is 
made up of individual opinions. He 
concluded that, despite surface indica- 
tions, the vast majority of Americans 
do support the United Nations. Most 
of the hostility is based on misinfor- 
mation, fear, and prejudice. Because 
the United States is a member of the 
UN, it is the privilege and the duty of 
all citizens to be well informed on 
world affairst and the United 1 Nations. 
He commended the students in spon- 
soring and enrolling in the United Na- 
tions Institute. Opinions will differ *n 
whether the United Nations is adequate 
to perform its functions, whether the 
charter should be modified, and 
whether its members could utilize to 
better advantage the opportunity which 
the United Nations presents. Such 
opinion can only provide a suitable 
basis fer action if citizens are well in- 
formed. The United Nations is a fact 
in the world today; an important 
factor in the great issue of war and 
peace. As such, this rising generation 
must understand this institution. It ls 
for this reason that Institutes, such as 
the one held at Shepherd this week and 
next, are trying to get the facts and to 
create a well-informed citizenry.

SHEPHERDSTOWN, July 1 — An 
experiment in applieid mechanics to 
teach children how to work and play 
together marked its 25th birthday here 
this week at Shepherd College when 
the customary birthday “party” for the 
children-students was turned into an 
anniversary affair of some pretentions 
with children as hosts and hostesses 
acting as the “Little House” (as it is 
called) family. They were members of 
the committee of Summer Demonstra- 
tion School children. They were regis- 
tering keenest delight in their roles 
when the picture was taken. 

The “Little House” gets intensive 
use at the hands of the children who 
find it entirely to their liking and 
capacities. 

The “Little House” is a precisely- 
scaled structure for use by children. 
The tiny furniture in the rooms cur- 
tains at the windows, rugs on the 
floors, dishes in the cupboard and — 
for a crowning touch — the doll baby 
serene in an upstairs room bed — 
made a perfect picture of house ready 
for occupancy — by children. All 
furnishings arc scaled to the house 
lines. 

Miss Florence Shaw, associate pro- 
fessor of education at the college, has 
been with the project since its incep- 
tion and still is. 

The 10-foot-high gray limestone 
dwelling on Town Run back of the 
college main building has been popu- 
lar with the children as a play spot — 
and as a demonstration agency for 
practice teaching by student teachers — 
includes so much work done by the 


children themselves under supervision. 
The experiment, Miss Shaw said, has 
brought requests for plans and infor- 
mation from a number of colleges and 
universities. A not-too-tall adult can 
stand erect in any of the six rooms 
downstairs in the two-story building. 
The rooms are 5^ feet high. The two 
upstairs bedrooms are 4 Vi feet in 
height. A model frame barn, scaled 
to the house measurements, is part of 
the project. 

Miss Florence Shaw was primarily 
responsible for conceiving the idea of 
the project and for drawing the plans. 
Its construction was started in 1928 
and finished two years later. In 1930 
the fifth and sixth grade students who 
were the first to use the model in their 
kindergarten schooling were invited 
back for a “reunion.” 

Children are encouraged by using 
the facilities of the house to work 
out in a practical way their imagi- 
nary domestic problems. 

During the past quarter - century 
hundreds of children have carried out 
a variety of projects including such 
things as making curtains, measuring 
and applying wallpaper and getting 
ether direct experience. They have 
staged little parties — less pretentious 
than the one this year — in the house. 
The teaching of children to work and 
piay harmoniously, Miss Shaw said, has 
demonstrated its value and works to- 
wards definite citizenship training. 
There is a definite understanding that 
quarreling and bickering w r ill mean 
closing of the house, and Mi e a Shaw 
thinks this has been a factor in pro- 
moting harmony. 

Funds to build the house and ac- 
companying model frame barn were 
provided originally when $1,000 was 
left from the college’s repair and im- 
provement fund in 1928, and it has 


| since then been maintained as a part 

of the college physical equipment. 

It was launched as an experiment 
and demonstration under the “United 
Plan” which was much under discus- 
sion professionally in 1928, involving 
the use of the project method and the 
problem method. Miss Shaw wanted 
to see how many of all the recommen- 
dations concerning the “group pro- 
cesses,” “creating activity” and “demo- 
cratic procedures” would actually work 
in the schools of West Virginia. She 
and the college authorities feel today 
the demonstration has been satisfac- 
tory and complete. 

Three of Miss Shaw’s Summer School 
classes of 1928 worked on the projejet. 
The problem of “Organizing Core” 
chosen for the unit was: “What ad- 
justments did the pioneers in the 
Shenandoah Valley have to make to 
their natural environment in order to 
establish homes and make a living for 
their families?” At the time of its 
origin the area around and near the 
house was overgrown with weeds and 
brush thus presenting problems simi- 
lar to those which the early settlers 
had to solve. It also had many of the 
advantages. 

A representative of the State Board 
of Education and the late Dr. W. H. S. 
White, then president of the sollege, 
insisted that Miss Shaw enlarge her 
plan to include the entire plot of 
ground and make permanent struc- 
tures instead of temporary ones she 
had in mind when requesting permis- 
sion to use the 60-foot strip of ground 
as an outdoor sand table. Time has 
made the college appreciate this wise 
guidance, Miss Shaw said, as all chil- 
dren are attracted to it. It is no longer 
difficult to get children to enroll for 
be summer demonstration school. She 
said there was a time before the “Little 


House” was built when it was difficult 
I to “sell” children on the idea of giving 
up summer fun for summer “school” 
whereas now they request opportunity 
to come back for the “Little House” 
projects long after they are too old 
to attend Summer School. 

Miss Shaw said that many who 
worked and played there in child- 
hood now have homes of their owm 
and proudly write of lectures model- 
ed after one detail of their pioneer- 
ing “Little House.” 

Dr. White received letters during 
World War n from former Shepherd 
College boys who were stationed in 
Iran, Panama Canal and many other 
points in the world after a picture of 
the “Little House” had been publicized 
by Universal News through release to 
the USO centers The new r s commenta- 
tor was Lowell Thomas who had prev- 
iously spoken at a Shepherd program 
and during his visit here he was much 
impressed by the project and sent 
photographers to the campus for the 
picture and included it in a series of 
pictures which he called “Personoddi- 
ties.” Miss Shaw recalls Dr. White’s 
delight in receiving the servicemen’s 
expression of appreciation of what the 
“Little House” had meant to them as 
they wrote of the picture they had seen 
in foreign lands where they said they 
were fighting to protect homes all over 
the w r orld. 

Miss Florence Shaw sand the project 
has attracted nationwide attention. 
Facts as to its origin and accompany- i 
ing pictures have been recorded by | 
Universal News, National Geographic 
Magazine (August 1948), Children of 
the American Revolution Magazine, i 
Eetter Homes and Gardens, and Ameri- 
can Childhood. The Baltimore Sun and 
the Washington Post have also used it 
as features in their .Sunday editions.

! Veterans 

Four million veterans with GI term 
j insurance in force will no longer have 
to apply to Veterans Administration 
for renewal of their policies for an- 
other five-year term before their old 
policies expire. 

VA said it will do this for them 
automatically if their old policies are 
not lapsed at the expiration of the 
term period. This means the policy 
must be in force at the end of the 
term period with the final premium 
having been timely paid. 

The. new procedure went into effect 
July 23, 1953, when the President sign- 
ed Public Law 148. It will save at least 
$600,000 a year in administrative costs. 

The new law covers only those term 
policies that expire on or after July 23, 

1953. VA said it cannot be applied re- 
troactively to term policies which ex- 
pired before that date. 

Approximately 270,000 World War I 
and World War n term policies are 
expected to be renewed automatically 
under the new law during Fiscal Year 

1954. 

Although the law' also provides auto- 
matic renewal for the more recent post- 
Korea term policies, none of these is 
scheduled to expire during Fiscal Year 
1554 because they have not been in 
force long enough. 

Once the automatic renewal is af- 
feettd, the veteran has a new' five-year 
term policy on which he must pay the 
increased premiums timely if he wishes 
to be covered against death. If he miss- 
es any premium payments, including 
the first renew'al premium, he may 
reinstate the policy at any time before 
the end of the term period under the 
usual reinstatement procedures. 

In the past, if the veteran failed to 
apply for renewal before the term per- 
iod expired, he would lose all further 
entitlement to Government Life In- 
surance even though he paid the final 
premium on his old policy.

In this way 
the benefits of the Washington Semes- 
ter experience will not be restricted to 
tne students who got to American 
University, but will be shared with 
classmates and instructors when the 
student returns to Shepherd College. 

The Department of Political Science 
is making plans to increase the size of 
the Shepherd delegation so as to pro- 
vide more students with the oppor- 
tunity for on-the spot study of the 
Federal Government.

EVIEW 


The best seller that’s rubbing the 
counters smooth in the local book shops 
this week is the college novel, KING 
STREET TURBOJET, published by 
Hardteeth, Braced and Co. 

The scene of this masterful novel is 
Suppertime College in idyllic Potu- 
moric Valley, where Horace Scrabble- 
wit, disinherited by his wealthy father 
because he wants to work his way 
through college, is cut off with only 
his Cosmospasmodic Turbojet and a 
football helmet. 

The fast-paced plot centers around 
a man’s love for a woman and a Tur- 
bojet and his heroic attempt to live 
down the contempt of his cohorts 
in education. For Horace works for a 
living. 

His life is happy enough as he 
shuttles students back and forth to 
class during the five minute interval, 
with his Gal Someday joyfully riding 
on the left wing, her long black hair 
gracefully streaming back over the 
exhaust pipe. 

The plot sickens when during the 
three minute layover at the Paradise 
Coffee Den, his Gal Someday — a 
hero -worshipper if there ever was 
one — throws him over for No-Tilt 
Jones, pinball expert with a billion 
score and one letter to go. 


A brutal touch is added when Horace, 
vexed, roars from the spot leaving be- 
hind 7 mangled textbooks, 59 spilled 
coffees, and an unpaid check. 

The psychological angle comes in 
when our hero sulks and races his 
Turbojet engines peevishly near Room- 
ey Monument, arousing the anger of 
the tourists. They, by lobbying local 
authorities, get him exiled to Roomey 
Hall, long a refuge for political and 
social outcasts. 

There Horace passes his time singing 
a mournful ditty: 

Be mine and let us enjoy 
Mid all of ventura’s bangles 
An occasional bash in the mouth 
And pinochle with the boys. 

Turn, run, marriage is a bore. 

At a timely moment — this book’s got 
to end sometime — his Gal Someday 
comes back singing: 

Lo, my love, I come to you 
Riding my pogo stick 
With garlands of seaweed 
Hanging from my ears. 

(The meaning of these two ditties 
still puzzles the critics.) 

She is disillusioned with life and love, 
for No-Tilt Jones tilted with three pin- 
balls to go. Horace fights his own way 
to manhood by nursing Gal Someday 
back to sanity.

SERVICE EXAM 
DEADLINE NOV. 2 

Applications for the November 19, 
1953 and the April 22, 1954 administra- 
tions of the College Qualification Test 
are now available at Selective Service 
System local boards throughout the 
country. 

Eligible students who intend to take 
this test on either date should apply 
at once to the nearest Selective Service 
local board for an application and a 
bulletin of information. 

Following instructions in the bulletin, 
the student should fill out his applica- 
tion and mail it immediately in the 
envelope provided to SELECTIVE 
SERVICE EXAMINING SECTION, 
Educational Testing Service, P. O. Box 
586, Princeton, New Jersey. Applica- 
tions for the November 19 test must be 
postmarked no later than midnight, 
November 2, 1953. 

According to Educational Testing 
Service, which prepares and ! admini- 
sters the College Qualification Test for 
the Selective Service System, it will be 
gieatly to the student’s advantage to 
file his application at once, regardless 
of the testing date he selects. The 
lesults will be reported to the student’s 
Selective Service local board of juris- 
diction for use in considering his de- 
ferment as a student. 


Deadline For Training 
Under Korean G1 Bill 
Less Than Year Away 

The deadline for starting training 
under the Korean GI Bill is less than a 
year away for nearly 1,000,000 Korean 
veterans, Veterans Administration an- 
nounced. 

The veterans are those who served 
since Korea, who were discharged or 
separated before August 20, 1952, and 
who have not yet taken advantage of 
the GI training benefit. 

Under the law, they actually must 
“enroll in and begin” GI training by 
August 20, 1954, in order to continue 
afterwards. The mere filing of an 
application beforehand, with an in- 
tention of starting some time after 
that date, is not enough, VA said. 

VA emphasized that the 1954 cut-off 
date applies only to post-Korean vet- 
erans who left service before August 20, 
1952. Those separated after that date 
need not concern themselves with the 
1954 deadline. Instead, they have two 
years from the time they left the armed 
forces in which to get started. 

Generally, a veteran is expected to 
be in the classroom or at the training 
bench when his GI Bill cut-off date 
comes around, if he wants to continue 
beyond that time. But so long as he 
started before the deadline, there will 
be no objection if he’s not actually 
in training on the cut-off date because 
of the normal summer vacation, or for 
other reasons beyond his control, or 
for circumstances that VA deems to 
be excusable. 

In fact, he even has the right to 
suspend his GI training for as long as 
a year — with part of the suspension 
coming after the cut-off date — and 
still be permitted to resume training 
afterwards. If he does so, VA will con- 
sider that his failure to be in train- 
ing on the deadline date was for an 
“excusable reason.” The veteran won’t 
be required to account to VA for his 
absence. 

But if the suspension lasts for more 
than a year, the veteran will have to 
show VA that the absence in excess of 
12 months was caused by conditions 
beyond his control. In this case, he 
must have VA’s approval before he 
may go on with his Korean GI Bill 
studies.

WASHINGTON SEMESTER 

While in Washington the students 
will divide their time between four 
activities which constitute the pro- 
gram: 

A. The Seminar: Three times a week 
experts in various aspects of govern- 
mental and political activity are 
brought in to serve as seminar 
leaders for the Washington Semester 
group. These individuals speak for 
approximately half an hour after 
which the meeting is thrown open for 
discussion and the students are given 
the opportunity to question the 
speaker. Recent seminar leaders have 
included Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith of Maine and Justice Sherman 
Minton of the U. S. Supreme Court. 

B. The Project: In connection with 
his individual research project the 
student spends a great deal of his 
working day interviewing federal of- 
ficials and examining official records. 
The project is based on his particular 
interest or field of specialization, and 
gives him the opportunity to observe 
at first hand the actual functions of 
the federal government. This extend- 
ed period of research in an area of 
his own choosing enables him to 
make the acquaintance of the men 
who are directing what may later 
become his life work. 

C. The Classes: Each student will 
enroll for 6 to 9 hours credit in 
classes offered by the American 
University School of Social Sciences 
and Public Affairs. These classes are 
taught by staff members of Ameri- 
can University and by adjunct staff 
members who are specialists in areas 
such as administration, Foreign Re- 
lation, and Public Finance. At the 
conclusion of the semester, the stu- 
dent will have acquired from 12 to 
15 semester hours credit — 3 for the 
seminar — 3 for the research pro- 
ject — and either 6 or 9 for t*e class 
work. These credits will be trans- 
ferred to Shepherd College upon his 
return and will be counted towards 
his degree. 

D Special Activities: The student is 
encouraged to take advantage of the 
many cultural opportunities provided 
by life in the nation’s capitol. This 
aspect of the “Washington Semester” 
is to some extent arranged by Ameri- 
can University, but is governed pri- 
marily by the time remaining to the 
student after he has completed the 
day by day requirements of the other 
parts of the program and by the 
financial resources at his disposal. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. — Nearly 
239,030 veterans bonus claims totalling 
slightly over $6S million were processed 
?nd paid by West Virginia, accord- 
ing to an announcement by State Vet- 
eians Affairs Director T. H. (Pat) 
MeGovran in releasing a final statisti- 
cal report on “Operation Bonus.” 

Claims for the state bonus, covering 
both World War I and II service were 
first filed on Jan. 2, 1952, and the 
extended deadline expired on June 30, 
1953. During the past 20 months checks 
have been sent to each of West Vir- 
ginia’s 55 counties, into all states, the 
District of Columbia and more than 33 
foreign countries. 

In Jefferson County a grand total 
ot $328,362.50 was paid out to 1,220 
veterans and survivors of both World 
Wars. 145 Veterans of World War I 
received $12,360 while 39 survivors 
received a total of $3,795. World 
War II veterans, a total of 989, re- 
ceived $300,810 and 47 survivors re- 
ceived $11,397.50. 

While 238,602 claims were processed 
and paid, an additional 6,563 were 
denied for various reasons of eligibility, 
according to Robert B. Moran, Chief 
of the Bonus Division. He added that 
less than 400 claims yet remain to be 
processed, being late claims held up 
as “irregular” for lack of necessary 
supporting papers. 

With paid claims totalling 238,602, 
MeGovran said $66,148,030.83 had been 
distributed between January, 1952, and 
Aug. 1, 1953. The following breakdown 
of payments was disclosed by Me- 
Govran: 

The sum of $2,988,600 was paid to 
27,776 World War I veterans, while 
199,978 ex-GIs of World War n col- 
lected $60,355,600. Survivors of World 
War I dead numbered 3,572 and they 
collected $424,785 while 7,276 survivors 
of World War n dead received $1,879,- 
045.83. 

Eligible were veterans of the two 
World Wars with 90 days or more ac- 
tive duty between April 6, 1917 and 
Nov. 11, 1918 and between Dec. 7, 1941 
and Sept. 2, 1945. Surviving unmarried 
widows, children under 16 and de- 
pendent parents also were eligible if 
they were residents of West Virginia 
at the time of applying.

EVIEW 


The book favorite this week is a 
a psychological novel. Zygote, By Golly, 
or With Rod and Reel Through the 
Pulmonary Artery, published, by Ran> 
sack House. It concerns a zoology pro- 
fessor who goes crazy and the truly 
original plot of the love affair of a 
man and a. . .woman, of all things. 

Algae Artery, star zoology student, 
working out his academic scholarship 
by catching butterflies for Prof. Zygote, 
has the practice of holding love trysts 
with a gal named Fern (though she’s 
a neat chunk of lettuce) in the science 
laboratory. There in the haunting beau- 
ty of young love they spend their 
tender evening hours dissecting frogs, 
sipping tall cool glasses of formalde- 
hyde, and reading long beautiful pas- 
sages from Prof Zygote’s famous book, 
The Cobweb Factor in Human Proto- 
plasm. 

Prof Zygote, thinking Fern and 
Algae are getting a little too free with 
his specimens, confiscates Algae’s lab 
key, and he and Fern have to waste a 
p; iceless evening’s study by going 
dancing. 

This low trick so irritates Algae that 
he vows revenge. “My revenge,” as he 
says,” shall be as sharp as an eagle’s 
tooth.” (Being a man of honest char- 
acter, Algae always carried an eagle’: 


troth in his \vatch pocket just for pur- 
poses of comparison.) The upshot is 
that he cleans Prof Zygote’s glasses, 
which have not been cleaned in 20 
years. 

The story here approaches stark 
realism, as Prof Zygote stands staring 
at his lecture notes with clean glasses, 
realizing that for 20 years he had been 
reading not his notes but the dust and 
fly specks on his glasses. In magnifi- 
cent language the author strikes the 
depths of human sympathy and poetic 
beauty, as he has the professor cry 
out from the bottom of his soul (which 
for preservation he kept in a jar of 
formaldehyde) , “Awk ! ” 

Zygote goes beserk, crushes his 
butterflly collection, and refuses to 
give the class any more daily quizzes, 
This so depresses the class that some 
students go so far as to sell last term’s 
text books (an unheard of thing, as you 
know) . 

Fern, feeling vaguely dissatisfied 
with formaldehyde and mere speci- 
mens, snags Algae with a butterfly net 
(which she had been using to hold her 
hairdo in place) and carries him off 
to the Isle of Langerhans, where all 
day long she whispers sweet nothing- 
doings in his ear. 

The novel is a mental tragedy, as you 
can see.

President 



Our student Council president is a 
fabbulous character. An ex G.I.. WTiter, 
traveler, journalist, director, actor and 
all-around campus leader, he becomes 
top man on the totem pble at Shepherd 
College. As a matter of fact when 
Logan Lynch enlisted in the Army, the 
officials had to hunt through three 
manuals before they could finally clas- 
siy him for a job. 

Born on Friday the thirteenth in 
September of 1929, Logan has lived in 
Charles Towm, W. Va. all his life, with 
the exception of time spent in the 
service. At Charles Towm high school 
hr was Art Editor of the school paper^ 
Associate Editor of the year book, and 
an Honor Student who graduated as 
Salutatorian of the class of 1947. 

In the fall of 1947, Logan entered 
Shepherd College, where he achieved 
recognition of having his poetry ac- 
cepted by the National College An- 
thology for Student Poetry. (Lagan has 
smee given up composing poetry — “old 
pge.” as he says.) Outstanding in Eng- 
lish Literature, Logan attended Shep- 
herd for one year, afterwhich he en- 
listed, “rather dubiously,” and served 
3 years in he army, doing “highly 
classified work.” 

Of his army life 2Vj years were spent 
oversea, in Germany w’ith his twin 
j brother Charles Francis. During this 
| time Logan visited the British Isles, 
France, Italy, Austria, and Switzerland. 
He has been familiar with several lan- 
guages, two being French and German. 
At present he says he’s “lucky to be 
able to speak one.” While in Germany 
he worked with the German Youth 
| Activity Organization, a club spon- 
1 sored by Americans, with work consist- 
ling of soliciting gifts for youths in 
j clubs and DP camps. He also worked 
j with a friend in the selection of plays 
for the Little Theatre Group in Heidel- 
berg, getting a glimpse into the world 
of drama. 

Speaking of drama, Logan is no new- 
comer in that field at Shepherd. He 
has written a number of one-act plays, 
two of which — “Sunday Mornin’ 
Courtin’” (which he directed), and 
“The Horse Beyond the Sand’ — were 
produced here last year by the Shep- 
herd Play Directing Class. He has star- 
red in such roles as “The Miser,” the 
tight fisted Harpagon of Moliere’s play, 
and Grosvener in Gilbert and Sulli- 
van’s “Patience”; and appeared in such 
plays as Mr. Box of “Box and Cox” and 
“Light up the Sky.” Unforgettable is 
the solo he did in last year’s Zeta 
Minstrel, but as Logan says, “Perhaps 
it’s better forgotten.” And that rather 
shady narrator representing Pot State 
! in the Band Show was none other 
than our boy Logan. He even appeared 
as a Hill Billy with the Little Theatre 
Group in Charles Towm, in “Moonshine 
and Honey Suckle.” 

Besides being president of the Stu- 
dent Council, Logan is an active mem- 
ber of Pi Delta Epsilon, Alpha Psi 
Omega, Zeta Sigma, S.C.A., I.R.C. and 
the Cohongoroota Staff. He has served 
as the State Chairman of the C.C.U.V 
and attended the C.C.U.N. Conference 
held at New York in June 1952, and 
also sang in the choir for two years. He

Begin To 
Ramble 


The Shepherd Rams, considered a 
four touchdown underdog, got off to a 
start in the first quarter to maintain 
the pace that won them a tie with the 
outranked Randolph Macon eleven, 
13-.13. 

Shepherd scored its first touchdown 
in the closing minutes of the first 
quarter when Halfback Johnny Alger 
completed a 32 yard pass to End Bill 
Heyser, who was dropped on the two. 
The next play, Buddy Locke sneaked 
across for the T. D. Buddy Locke 
missed the extra point attempt and 
Shepherd took a 6-0 lead. 

Later, Shepherd missed an oppor- 
tunity to take a two touchdown lead, 
when a score was nullified because of 
an off-side penalty. 

Taking advantage of this break, 
Randolph Macon moved down the field 
to score their first touchdown on a 
beautiful punt return of 60 yards by 
Pinchbeck, an a quarter-back option 
play, in which Pinchbeck took the ball 
over. The extra point was missed and 
tne teams left the field deadlocked in 
a 6-6 tie at half time. 

The Rams came back in the third 
quarter to retake the lead 13-6 with 
an eight yard pass from Mel Hamilton 
to Barry Hall and a successful extra 
point kick by “Ace” Emory. 

Randolph Macon, befuddled but de- 
termined, returned to tie the contest 
wih a 14 yard full-back counter by 
Pinchbeck and a successful extra point 
attempt by Stiles. 

Shepherd threatened again when 
Jim Blackburn, whose outstanding 
punts were definitely a deciding factor 
In the game, recovered a fumble to en- 
able the Rams to move to the Ran- 
dolph Macon’s 7 yard line. A field goal 
attempt by “Ace” Emory proved un- 
successful and the standing score of 
13-13 remained throughout the game. 

Shepherd players, Schley Lyons and 
Bill Heyser received leg injuries which 
may keep them from seeing action for 
several weeks. Dick Widdows and 
Bobby Wantz, injured in previous 
games, also will not be able to see 
action this Saturday when the Rams 
meet Montgomery Jr. College at Fair- 
fax Field. 

“Once again I still maintain that it 
is just a matter of time,” remarked 
Coach Fuoss. “Playing before a home 
ciowd cerainly made a difference, a 
diffemece that might have won us the 
Glenville game.”

Uncle Shep's Book R 


EVIEW 


The book that’s rocking society this 
week is the non-fiction study, The 
Ivlansey Report, An Inquiry into the 
Eehavior Patterns of the American 
Male in Disposing of Old Razor Blades. 
In this startling revelation as to what 
gees on behind the closed bathroom 
door, Prof. Klansey is unsparingly 
blunt and sharp. “It is time,” he says, 
* that this hushed-over issue be brought 
out into the open.” 

A large percentage of males inter- 
viewed, especially from the New Eng- 
land area, show r ed actual guilt com- 
plexes about blade disposal behavior. 
Many confessed to secretly wrapping 
their old blades in tissue paper and 
burying them in the waste basket. 
Others hid theirs in old tobacco cans 
and smuggled them out with the trash. 
These cases, Klansey explained, can 
be traced to parents who, because of 
their own unpleasant experiences with 
blade disposal, taught their children 
unwholesome attitudes. 

Some 95% of college men questioned 
answered, “We strew them, just strew 
them.” The Prof, explains this pattern 
by the principle that the path of true 
love is strewn with old razor blades 
and false eyelashes. 

About 27% admitted to using re- 
jector type razors which required 
hardly any disposing. Klansey believes 
this reluctance to indulge in blade 
disposal stems from obsessions built 
into them as children by parents who 
had had unsatisfactory adjustment to 
normal blade impulses. 

Escapism accounted for 35%. Unable 
to make decisions, these have de- 


veloped a paralyzing frustration and 
meet the problem simply by refusing 
to face it. They wrap the old blades in 
their original paper, put them back in 
the box, and leave them in the medi- 
cine cabinet, hoping childishly thev 
will go away themselves. One case ad- 
mitted having 4 orange crates full of 
blades stored in a dark corner of the 
basement. 

When Klansey asked this type how 
they ever expeetd to solve the problem, 
tney said wearily, “We try not to think 
about it. We just try not to think 
about it.” 

The oppossite of the escapist type 
showed up in the manic disposer. This 
type flew' into wild-eyed hysteria at 
the bare mention of razor blade dis- 
posal. “Razor blades, razor blades, 
everywhere — the bathroom, the desk 
drawer, the dresser drawer, the sewing 
basket, the floor, the vegetable soup. 
Life is just one razor blade after an- 
other.” 

Klansey had to flee for safety when 
one person in a fit of despair grabbed 
a handful of blades from the living 
room floor and hurled them viciously 
at the wall. “Theyre gong to get me,’ 
the man said. “They’re after me and 
they’re going to get me.” 

Two men, brothers, made only one 
comment, “So who uses blades al- 
ready?” Their name was Smith. 

After the success of this book, Klan- 
sey is planning an expedition to de- 
termine where blades actually go that 
arc dropped in the slots in hotel bath- 
rooms marked, “Drop Blades Here.”

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SHEPHERD TAMES CATAMOUNTS 
IN HOMECOMING VICTORY 


Potomac State 
Falls 14 to 0 


Two Thousand Homecoming fans 
went wild as Shepherd College opened 
up in the third quarter on a pass and 
block punt to score twice against a 
strong Potomac State Team here Satur- 
day afternoon under a cloudy sky — 
final score Shepherd 14, Potomac State 
0 . 

The Rams and the Catamounts 
were both in high spirits for the tra- 
ditional battle, throwing everything 
but the kitchen sink right down to 
the final gun. 

Coach Don Fuoss and the 1953 Ram 
squad chalked up their first victory on 
the home field and stopped the highly 
favored Potomac State Eleven. This 
was the first Homecoming victory in 
three years for Shepherd. The Ram 
record now stands at two wins, one tie 
and three losses. 

HEYSER GOES OVER 
It was in the third period Hamilton 
hit End Bill Heyser on the ten with 
a long pass and the Catter raced over 
for the score. Boyd’s extra point split 
the uprights. 

The second score came when Jimmy 
Martin broke through and blocked a 
punt. Bob Hedmond scooped the ball 
up on the ten and drove to the two 
before he was tackled. After two line 
plays big Jimmy Blackburn raced 
around left end to score. Boyd again 
split the uprights for the extra point. 

PASS INTERCEPTED 
In the final stanza the Catamounts 
broke out in a rash of passes. The 
Rams, who in previous games had been 
weak in this department, came through 
with four interceptions to stall the 
aerial tactics of Potomac State. 

Offensively it would be hard to pick 
out an outstanding player. Hamilton’s 
passing was brilliant along with the 
pass-catching ability of End Heyser. 
On the ground the hard-running abili- 
ty of Flagg, Hall, Hedmond, and Alger 
came to the forefront under the direc- 
tion of Quarterback Buddy Locke.

2. To provide for each student an 
environment, facilities, and guidance 
which will enable him to search for 
truth, develop an understanding of 
science and the scientific method, im- 
prove skills in oral and written com- 
munication, acquire and integrate 
knowledge, develop analytical and cri- 
tical thinking, cultivate creative ac- 
tivity, and develop an understanding 
end appreciation of literature, music, 
art, the institutions and cultural heri- 

j tage of mankind in order that he might 
enjoy his environment and more effec- 
tively discharge his responsibilities in 
the family, community, state, nation, 
and world in accordance with the best 
practices of good citizenship. 

3. To help each student develop 
needed competencies and skills in a 
chosen vacation, occupation, or pro- 
fession. 

4. To aid' each student in building 
mental health ahd a sound body. 

5. To assist each student formulate 
a philosophy of life which will give 
purpose to all that he does. 

6. To provide for the students a 
staff and faculty with training and 
skills and competent administrative 
leaders who operate within a frame- 
work of democratic and sound admini- 
strative practices and procedures pro- 
vided cooperatively.

The capital laid up by a person while he is a student is 
perhaps the most important of any capital he will lay up in his 
whole life.

Washington Semester program 
offered in Washington are sent regu- 
larly to Dr. Klug by Nancy Worthing- 
ton, the first Shepherd student to be 
selected for the study project. These 
on-the-spot accounts of Political 
Science experiences in the nation’s 
capital will appear regularly in the 
Picket.) 

A most enjoyable Sunday night: buf- 
fet supper for Unit n at Dean Vander 
Slices. Imagine asking thirty of us to 
supper! It takes not only knowledge 
tc be a faculty member but also the 
courage to serve “above and beyond” 
the call of duty! 

Mr. Marcy, a staff member of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, spoke to us today. They certain- 
ly do everthing possible to make a 
Senator physically comfortable w’hile 
he’s mentally straining — the room was 
so very attractive with the oversized 
gleaming mahogany table, leather 
chairs, crystal chandeliers, and rich 
carpeting. This session was a valuable 
introduction to the duties of a com- 
mittee staff member — everything from 
errands for coffee and cigarettes to 
drafting bills. One startling insight 
gained was the deep degree of mis- 
understanding that exists between the 
Congress and Department of State. Mr. 
Marcy dwelled at length on that — pre- 
senting both sides. 


No seminar this afternoon since our 
speaker, Mr. Julius Cahn, was unex- 
pectedly called out of town. Ate lunch 
in the Senators’ private dining room, 
tho, and have a menu to prove it — 
autographed by Paul, the headwaiter. I 
The bean soup lived up to its reputa- 
tion ! 


Went by Senator Kilgore’s office. His 
secretary was most cordial, interested 
in knowing about the program, and j 
insistent that we return after Congress 
convened. Also, went by Rep. Staggers’ 
office to ask for some House Bills 
(which would have cost $1.35 at the 
G.P.O. Bookstore.). 

They should enlarge Congressional 
offices — thirty-four of us packed in 
for a short informal session with Rep. 
Bolling (Dem., Mo.). It lasted two 
hours, even with half of the group 


standing, because of the limitless num- 
ber of questions we had. Another im- 
pressive member of Congress! Either 
my sterotype opinion of Congressmen 
in general was all wrong, or we’re get- 
ting an unusually high calibre of men. 
(Sidenote: all have been Democrats so 
far — and all spoke with varying degrees 
of intensity against the Bricker Amend- 
ment.) 


Passed an interesting meeting of 
“east and west” as the bus went by 
the Mosque on Constitution Avenue. 
It’s rumored that that is the only one 
in the Western part of the world. It’i 
a breathtaking Byzantine edifice in soft 
cream and pastels. On the steps an 
American photographer was taking 
shots of two young girls — one dressed 
in a flowing sari, the other like any 
modern coed. Tolerance seems to be 
more than just a word in Washington 
— it’s an inherent action. 


The major headache of Washington 
Semester students. Capital Transit and 
time. I spent, by way of illustration, 
three hours and fifteen minutes on 
and waiting on buses last Thursday! 
An hour and a half is the least time 
you usually spend. The average is two 
hours per day.

In case you’ve missed the point of 
the Semester by now, this is one ex- 
ample of how close we get to the men 
and policies of Our Government in 
Action. You get a lot of knowledge 
from textbooks — and it’s valuable in 
the educative process. But you get 
something more here — an insight, an 
understanding, a chance to draw 
your own conclusions from living 
matter that isn’t pre-edited and di- 
gested for you. It’s the glimpse of the 
offguard behind-the-scene, personal 
contacts, insidious influences and 
good, that make this kind of study of 
immeasurable value.

EVALUATION 

(Continued from Page 1) 
Shepherd College needs a new library 
building to meet the requirements of 
a growing student body. 

President G. Tyler Miller commented 
favorably on student personnel serv- 
ices as follows, “The plan and program 
relating to admissions, guidance, and 
placement of students at Shepherd 
College is good for a teacher training 
institution.” He recommended that the 
College continue to improve and 
strengthen its student personnel and 
guidance services. He also stated that 
the College should produce a more 
adequate health program for its stu- 
dents that would include an infirmary 
for the care of students who become 
ill. He stressed the importance of 
faculty members participating actively 
in the guidance of students. 

IMPROVEMENTS SUGGESTED 
President Miller recognized that at 
Shepherd College the rapid increase in 
enrollment since 1947 was much great- 
er than the increase in the College 
budget, and he stated that every effort 
should be made to secure more ade- 
quate appropriations for Shepherd Col- 
lege to provide salaries that will at- 
tract and retain outstanding faculty 
members. He also stated’, “Appropria- 
tions should be provided to meet the 
rapidly growing needs of the institu- 
tion, that will provide funds for a new 
library and classroom building, wom- 
en’s dormitory, dining hall, r--w ath- 
letic field and other campus improve- 
ments.” 

Dr. Carolyn Sinclair reported on the 
Academic Freedom and Tenure of the 
Faculty. She suggested, “The Admini- 
stration and faculty should strive to- 
ward appointing members to the facul- 
ty at an earlier date.” She further re- 
commended, “There should be continu- 
ing employment or tenure after the 
three-year probationary period. She 
congratulated the College on its pro- 
gram of academic freedom. As a pro- 
fessor of physical education she recom- 
mended a coordinated plan for recrea- 
tion on the campus. 

Dr. Percy H. Warren reported on 
the Preparation of the Faculty. He 
thought the College was fortunate 
in having so many faculty members 
who held doctor’s degree which had 
been earned in more recent years. 
He also commented favorably on the 
large number of faculty members 
who had taught in the public schools. 
He suggested that all personnel who 
played any part in helping to prepare 
a prospective teacher be thoroughly 
tiained with the highest academic de- 
gree. “Although degrees do not always 
make good teachers,” he stated, “They 
help.” 

In commenting on the Teaching 
Load of the Faculty, Dr. Warren said, 
“Although fifteen semester hours is 
a maximum load consistent with good 
practice, eight teachers on the faculty 
are now teaching in excess of fifteen 
semester hours. He stated that he 
realized that the teacher load problems 
cannot be solved without additional 
funds for additional staff.” 

The Curriculum was the study upon 
wTiich Dr. Warren reported. He spoke 
favorably regarding the general educa- 
tion program of the College and ob- 
served that a good balance existed be- 
tween general education and profes- 
sional education. He stated, “Education 
for a teacher never ends, it is a life- 
time process.” He suggested that the 
teacher education program might be 
improved) by giving consideration to a 
number of areas and courses including 
testing programs, laboratory experi- 
ences, additional instructional mater- 
ials, audio visual aids and fewer divi- 
sions in the college organization. He 
also suggested a greater amount of 
students participating during class ses- 
sions and that all course outlines be 
continuously appraised and revised.

Harvard Scholarships 
Awarded Students 
Of Wash. Semester 

The Department of Political Science 
disclosed today that Shepherd College 
students who are selected in the future 
to study in Washington, D. C. under 
the “Washington Semester” program 
will automatically become eligible for 
four scholarships awarded each year 
by Harvard University and two award- 
ed by American University. 

For several years Harvard University 
has made summer school scholarships 
available for persons who have been 
associated with the Washington Semes- 
ter Program. 

These awards consist of one full- 
tuition scholarship and three half-tu- 
ition scholarships. Any student who is 
a member of the program or who has 
in the past been a member of the pro- 
gram is eligible to apply for these 
scholarships. In addition, anyone who 
has served as a visiting professor with 
the Washington Semester Program is 
j also eligible to apply for these scholar- 
ships. 

Applications are made through the 
home school of the individual to the 
American University. 

Two full-tuition scholarships have 
been established for alumni of the 
Washington Semester Program. The 
scholarships are available to alumni 
who wish to return to Washington as 
graduate students for a full year’s study 
of the Federal Government. One of the 
scholarships will be restricted to 
• alumni who intend to work for the 
; Federal Government. 

This information was released by Dr. 
j Harry V. Klug of the Shepherd College 
Political Science Department following 
j a meeting of the Washington Semester 
Interinstitutional Committee at Ameri- 
| ican University Friday, November 20th.

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Returning From Road Trip 

Injuries Received in Automobile Accident Ends 
Season For Two Shepherd Basketball Players 


Injuries received in an automobile 
accident last Sunday may well mean 
the end of the season for two Shep- 
herd College basketball players. 

Returning home from a three-game 
road trip a late model Studebaker 
carrying four members of the Ram 
squad skidded off of a wet highway 
just two miles south of Moorefield. 

The two most seriously injured 
were Joe Grant, who received a frac- 
tured wrist and Paul Skvoretz, whose 
shoulder wac dislocated. 

Lee Seibert, owner of the car and 
criver, and Roger Maphis received only 
minor injuries. Both Grant and Skvor- 
etz were given first aid treatment in 
Moorefield and then taken to Win- 
chester Memorial Hospital where they 
were examined further. The pair re- 
turned to classes on Monday. 

Damage to SeibeTt’s car was esti- 
mated at over $800. After skidding off 
the highway, the auto turned over 
once, ending right side up. He was able 
to drive it home following the accident. 

The team members had 1 been return- 
ing from Glenville College where they 
played Saturday night. The accident 
occurred just shortly after noon on 
Sunday. 


Dr. Wiksell Elected

Speech Association 

Dr. Milton J. Wiksell, of Shepherd 
College, has been elected president of 
the West Virginia Speech Association 
for 1954, it was announced following 
the three regional speech meetings 
which were held in Huntington, Clarks- 
burg and Parkersburg.

Dr. Scarborough 
Will Head Tour 

A European tour including Holland, 
Belgium, France, Italy, Switzerland, 
Germany, and England will be spon- 
sored by Shepherd College as a part of 
their 1954 summer session. 

The tour which will be personally 
conducted by Dr. Ruth Scarborough, 
head of the History Department, 
will cost $898 and will be granted six 
hours of credit. 

The cost of $898 includes: flight to 
Europe by 4-engined Skymaster (Spe- 
cial service of one of the great inter- 
national airlines); in Europe travel by 
private armchair, Pullman Motor coach; 
return from Europe on the SB. Castel 
Felice of the Sitmar Line (B-Deck 
Cabins) ; accommodation in excellent 
hotels; 3 delicious meals daily (except 
a few luncheons or dinners in Paris 
or London on free days when the par- 
ticipant is ‘on his own”;) lectures, semi- 
nars, meetings and discussions, a com- 
prehensive series of sight-seeing and 
excursions; visits to theaters and 
opera, with all admission fees; all tips 
and taxes on land and air, and the 
handling of one suitcase per person. 

NOT included in the above price: 
the $15 registration fee payable with 
the tour cost, and a tuition fee pay- 
able by participants who enroll for 
credit.
